INTRODUCTION. 

| N vain fliall one expert to find a rational account of tho 
ancient Rate of Scotland or North Britain, unlefs 
he confult the Roman writers. Geoffry of Monmouth will 
have North Britain called Albania, , from Albanartus Ion of 
Brutus, the grandfon of /Eneas the Trojan, And Hector 
Boece calleth the fame country Scotia from Scot a, the 
daughter of one of the Pharaohs kings of Egypt. Thefe, and 
- the like, are fables, below the dignity of Hiftory, and fit only 
* -for venal bards. 

In defcribing the antient ftate of the Southern provinces 
of this kingdom, the Roman writers are fure guides, that may 
be relied on. Tacitus’s account of the expeditions of Julius 

A Agricola, 
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Agricola, Herodian, Dion Callius, Ammianus Marcellinus, 
Claudian, and others, throw much light upon our hiftory, give 
an account of the adiions of the Romans in Britain during 
400 years, deferibe their colonies, forts, camps, praetentures, 
naval Rations, and military ways ; and give fome account 
of the natives, with whom the Romans had any. intercourie, 
and whom they call in the general, j Britantti, Britones , and Calf 
donii } and more particularly, Scoti , Pifii, Atacold , Vettur tones, 
Decaledones, Vacomagi, Ladeni &c. But it was the misfortune 
of the Northern parts of Scotland, that the Romans (from 
Julius Csefar’s firft defeent into Britain, to about A. D. 42 6 
that they abandoned the Ifland,) never, that I have found, 
penetrated into them, excepting once in the reign of the 
Emperor Septimus Sevcrus, in the beginning of the third Cen- 
tury, of whom Xiphilinus writeth, that he marched into the 
northmoft extremity of the Ifland. “ Ingreflus eft in Cale- 
“ doniam, eamque dum pertranfiret, habuit maxima negotia, 
u quod fylvas caederet, et loca alta perfoderet, quodque paludes 
“ obruerit aggere, et pontes in fluminibus faceret : Nec ab 
** inceptis defiit, quoufque ad extremam partem infulac venit ; 

ubi diverfum, quam apud nos fit, curium folis, itemque 
** nodtium et dierum, tarn aeftivorum quam hybernorum, 
** magnitudinem diligentiflime cognovit.” In this expedition, 
Severus loft 50,000 of his army, without once fighting the Cale- 
donians, being' overcome by cold, hunger, and fatigue: And 
after him, no Roman marched fo far into the North. 

I have faid, it was the misfortune of the Northern Countries, 
that the Romans were fo little acquainted with them: for, 
where-ever they fettled, they foftened the rough temper, and ci- 
vilized the rude manners of the natives. They introduced 
letters, arts, and fciences. They taught agriculture, and 
laid the foundations of cities and towns, navigation and. com- 
merce. 
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merce. Hence the many towns and villages, on both fides of 

the Frith of Forth, had their rife from the Romar» colonies, forts, 

and naval Rations : And the foundation of the culture and fer- 

* 

tility of the Lothians, was laid by their induftry : While the 
Weftern coaft, from the Clyde Northward, into which the Ro- 
mans never entered, (though better furnifhed by nature with 
bays, harbours, and creeks) remained long uncivilized, without 
towns, trade, or commerce. * 

It is true, Julius Agricola fent a fleet of (hips to fail round the 
Ifland, of which Tacitus fays, ** Hanc oram noviflimi maris 
“ tunc primum Romana claflis circumvetfta, infulam efle Britan- 
“ niam affirmavit, ac fimul incognitas ad id tempus infulas, quas 
** Orcades vocant, invenit, domuitque; difpefta eft et Thyle.” * 
To this navigation, I queftion not, we owe the Geographical 
Tables of Ptolemy in the fecond century: Which Tables, as Ge- 
rard Mercator obferveth, are pretty exaft, if what he placeth to- 
wards the Eaft is turned to the North. In their defcents, the 
captains of thefe fhips deferibed the coafts, dilcovered the people 
inhabiting them, and gave them the names we have in Ptole- 
my^ Tables : Not new Latin names, (the Romans feldom, if 
ever, gave fiich to any place or people they dilcovered or con- 
quered) but the names the natives gave them in their own lan- 
guage, and to which thefe failors, or perhaps Ptolemy, gave 
a new termination, and foftened fome Britifh words, by the 
change of one or more letters. Such names are, Vernicones , or 
the inhabitants of the Merns ; Morini, of Mar ; . Tazali, of 
Buchan ; Cantini, of Rofs ; Cante, of Caithnefs ; Contavii, of 
Strathnaver ; and MJluarium Vararis t the Frith of Moray. All 
thefe are Britifh words, with Latin inflexions : and let me add, 
that, as thefe navigators could only difcover the coafts, fo 
Ptolemy only defcribeth the coafts, and not the inland parts. 

In 

•Tacit. Vita Agricole, Cap. id. Seft. j. 
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In the middle ages of our nation, we have mention, and lit- 
tle more than mention, of Moray and the inhabitants thereof. 
A manufcript, De Situ Albani*, (a trifling performance in the 
twelfth century) fpealung of the ancient diviflon of Albania in- 
to feven kingdoms, fays, ** Sexta divifio eft Muref et Ros,” 
Excel pta ex veteri chronico Regum Scotorum beareth, “ Donev- 
“ aldus, filius Conftantini, apud oppidum Fother occifus eft a 
“ gentibus.” “ Malcolmus filius Domnail cum exercitu 
“ perexit in Moreb.” Nomina Regum Scotorum ex Rcgiflro Prio- 
ratus St Andre* , fays, “ Dovenal Mac Conflantin mortuus eft in 
“ Fores.” “Malcolmus Mac Dovenald interfe&us eft in Ulurn 
“ (forte Aldern) a Moravienfibus.” “ Duff Mac Malcolm 
“ interfe&us eft in Fores, et abfconditus fub ponte de Kinlos, 
“ et fol non apparuit quamdiu ibi latuit.” Innes's critical 
Ejjay, Vol. II. Appendix. After the tenth century, we have £b 
frequent accounts of Moray, that I fliall not defcend to particu- 
lars. 

There are few countries in Scotland (except Moray) but De- . 
fcriptions of them may be met with in print or in manufcript^ 
Even in the Northern parts. Dr Niccolfon, in his Scottifh Hiftori- 
cal Library, mentions Defcriptions of Shetland, Orkney, Caith- 
ncls, Sutherland, Buchan, Merns, and others. But I have not 
been lo fortunate, as to have read or heard of a Delcription of 
the Country of Moray. This renders the talk I have cut out 
for mylelf, the* more difficult. I walk on untrodden ground, 
having no author, ancient or modern, to conduct me ; and I 
rnuft reft contented, with what materials my fpliere of reading, 
and the teftimony of credible perfons, have furniflied me f .

D i v i s i o n of MORAY. 


The Name of the Country of M O R A Y. 

P TOLEMY, fpeaking of Caledonia (or rather of Sylva 
Caledonia) fays. That it extended, “ . A Lelalonio Lacu 
“ ufque ad iEftuarium Vararis.” It is generally allowed, that, by 
the iEftuarium Vararis, is meant, The Frith of Moray ; and hence 
lome have conjectured, that Moray was anciently called, Varar. 
But it is of the Frith, not of the country, that Ptolemy l^eak- 
eth, and Friths were denominated from the rivers that emptied 
into them. As JEjluarium 7W, Bodotrig, Glotg , the Friths of 
Tay, Forth, Clyde. Varar , therefore, ipuft be the name of a 
river thatfalleth into the Frith of Moray ; and a river of that 
name there is, which enters into -the very head of that Frith* 
It is now commonly called, the River of Beaulie, and the High- 
landers call it, Avon na Manach , i. e. the Monk’s River, becaufe 
the Priory of Beaulie flood on the bank of it ; But the true name 
of it is, Farar. It floweth out of Loch Monar , in the hills of 
Rofs, and the valley through which it runneth is called Strath -

Farar. Now the Romans did, ’ and we do, often change the 
digamma F intoV, as in Knife, Knives ; Shelf, Shelves, &c. 
Agricola’s fleet coafting along would fearch every frith and 
bay, into the head of it, to know if it communicated with the 
Weftern Sea, or not ; a fid having come to the head of this Frith, 
and finding a river falling intp it called by the natives Farar , 
they changed the F into V, and called it Varar ; and from it, 
they named the Frith JEJluarium Vararis ; but this gave no 
name at all to the country. 

The only name by which I -have found tlie country cal- 
led, Is Moravia or Moray. He<ftor Boece writes, that, in the 
jfirft century, a colony from Moravia in Germany fettled in 
this country, and gave it the name of the country from wliich 
they came. But he did not confider, that, at that time, the 
country called Moravia was called Marcomania, and the inhabi- 
tants, Marcomani and Quadi (Tacit, dc Mor. Germ. cap. 44 . ) 
Others, finding the word Mureff" in fome ancient maniifcripts, 
and fignifying Bent, will have it called Mure/f, from the 
abundance of that grafs growing on the fea fhore. But, in 
my opinion, thofe have changed the V into F, and made it 
Murcjf, inftead of Murev or Murav. The Highlanders call it 
Murav or Morav, from the Celtic words Mur or Mor the Sea, 
and Taobb or Tav the Side ; and in confirmation, Mor*av, i. e. 
the Sea-fide. This, I think, is the true notation of the name, 
anfwering to the fituation of the country, by the fide of the 
fea. 


The Extent of the Country of MORAY. 

Ptolomy doth not touch this point, nor doth any ancient 
writer that I know ; I cannot be of opinion, that Moravia com- 
prehended no more than the plain and champaign ground 

by 
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bythe fea fide; which is all that is ftrhftly called Moray in 
our day. But I include within the province or country, as 
it was before* the divifion of it into counties or (hires, all the 
plaiii country by the fea fide, from the mouth of the rivef 
Spey, to the river of Farar or Beaulie, at the head of the Frith ; 
and. all .the valleys, glens, and ftraths, fi mated betwixt the Gram- 
pian mountains Sputh of • Badenoch, and the Frith of Moray, 
and which difcharge fivers into ‘that Frith. And 1 incline to 
give the country - this large extent, for the reafbhs follow- 
ing: 

The > plain country by the lea fide, from Spey to Nefs, is y 

always called Moray, and I lee no reafon for extending it 
Eallward beyond the mouth of Spey : But that it extended 
Well ward to the river of Beaulie, is probable from the nota- 
tion of the word Morav ; for fo far the Frith extends, and the 
country taking its name from the Frith, it is rcafonable' to ex- 1 
tend the one as far as the other. This is much llrengthened by 
what ^ we find in Dalrytuplf* CoileQion , p. 199; “ That King Alex- 
u \ ander I. purlued tbe>Moray-men that confpired againft him, 

** from Innergoury over ! Spey into Murray-land, and at the 
“ Stockford above Beaulie palled over to Rols.” This fixes 
the boundaries both to the Eaft and Weft, viz. the rivers of 
Spey and Beaulie. The fituation of the country of Rols, 
northward from Moray, confirms this. Its name, Rofs t . 
fignifieth a Peninlula, or a head, or point of land jutting out 
between rivers or friths ; and it is the Frith of Moray with 
that of Tain; that form this peninfula, or Rols. 

The bounds by the lea-fide being thus fixed, Moray extend- 
ed towards S. S. W. to the head of Loch Lochie, on the borders 
of Lochaber. This one oblervation throweth abundant fight 
on this aflertion. Our hiftorians agree, that the caftle of 
Urquhart in Moray held out bravely for King David Bruce 

againft 
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againft Edward Baliol. This caftle did not hand in Urquhart 
near Elgin ; for there are no veftiges of a fort or caftle 
there, nor any tradition that ever there was fitch a fort.' 
But on the Weft bank of Lochnefs, there was a ftrong fort, 
the walls whereof do ftill remain. This fheweth, that Loch- 
nefs, with the glens around it, was in the country, of Moray. 
And that the whole courfe of the River Spey, even to Loch- 
aber, was in the province or country of Moray, may be ga-. 
thered from King Robert Bruce’s charter of the Comitatut 
Moravietifts to Thomas Randulph Earl of Moray ; (Append. 
N° I.) To all which let me add, that the Highlanders always 
did, and as yet do, march and bound .the countries by the 
hills and rivers. 

According to this view of the country of Moray, it extends 
from Eaft to Weft by the fide of the Frith,’ i. e. from Spey- 
mouth to Beaulie 39 Scottifli, or about 60 Englifh miles: And 
the river Farar, from Loch- Monar to Beaulie, runneth 30 Scot-- 
tifli miles from S. W. to N. E. Thus the utmoft extent, from 
N. E. to S. W. is 69 Scottifli or 194 Englifli miles. ; And, if 
we take the breadth from the Frith at Invernefs, to the braes of 
Glenfefhie in Badenoch, it is about 38 Scottifli, or 57 Englifh 
miles. 

The Situation of the Country of MORAY; 

This Country lieth in the 57th degree of north latitude, and 
Spey-mouth is about 35 minutes Eaft from Edinburgh. With 
refpeft to the neighbouring countries, the Moray Frith and 
the river of Farar feparate it from Rofs to the North, and 
from Spey-mouth towards the S. E. the South, and S. W. . It 
bordereth upon the Enzie, Strathdovurn, Strathdone, Brae- 
mar, Athole, Ranach, and Lochaber. 

The 
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The Division of the Country. 

The Divifion of this Country may be confidered in a three- 
fold view. : 

I. The Natural Divifion, which is twofold. Firft, Into Low- 
lands and Highlands. The Lowlands are thole plains that 
are not intermixed with mountains and hills, but are 
fituated near the Frith, and are in fome places four, in 
fome fix miles broad. The highlands are the ftraths and 
valleys on the fides of rivers, feparated from the Lowlands 
by mountains and hills. This points to the Second natu- 
ral divifion, which is made by the rivers that fall into the 
Frith. And here the ftrath or valley of Spey makes the firft 
divifion ; which runing from the Frith to the borders of Loch- 
aber, is inclofed on both fides by a chain of hills, and is a bar- 
rier to the 
other. In 

fromEaft to Weft, info five unequal diyifions. Thus, From 
Spey' to, Lome, 6 miles. From Loflie t’p Ern or Findern, 
^ miles.' From Findern to Nairn, 7 miles. From Nairn to 
Nefs, 1 2 miles.

Geography of MORAY. 

I N viewing the Geographical face of this country, I fliall 
follow the Natural Divilion of ,it' above mentioned, palling 
from one parilh forward to another ; and in every parjlb, 
obferving the fituation of the church, the extent of the 
parilh, the principal Baronies, Heritors, and Seats or Dwel- 
lings ; and what elfe merits obfervation. 

The Valley of the River Spey makes the forft branch of the 
Natural Divilion ; and therefore I lhall firlt delcribe this Strath 
or Valley, after I have given fome account of the River. 

The River SPEY. 

T his River has its fountains on the borders of Lochaber. 
It floweth put of a fmall lake, about half a mile in length, 
called Loch-Spey, and running from S. W. to ,N, E.. it 
watereth the countries of Badepoch, Strath-Spey, an.d llo- 
thes, and then turning due north, it difchargeth its itream 

into 
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into the Moray Firth -at Germach, after a courfe of about 
60 Soottifti, or 90 Englifh miles. It feemeth to have its name 
frbm the Teutonick or Piftlfh word, Spe (Sputum) becaufe the 
rapidity of it raifeth much foam or froath. Many leffer rivers 
from the Grampian Mountains fwell its ftreams fo much, that 
the manufcript De Situ Albania, written in the twelfth Century, 
caileth' it (in the Latin of thefedays) “ Magnum et miferabife 
“ flumen, quod vocatur Spe.” The (Irath of this River is in- 
clofed to the N. and W. by a ridge of hills, which beginning 
in the parifh of Urquhart near the fea, run above Elgin, Forres, 
Invernefs, and Loch-nefs, to Lochaber. And to the S. and E. 
a part of the Grampian mountains runneth along Strath-Spcy 
and’ Badenoch, and feveral glens jutt into thefe mountains, 
which ftiall be defcribed in their proper place. J pro- 
ceed now to 


The Parifli of Bellie. 

This parifh in Irifh is called, Bealidb, i. e. 'Broom. It is fituated 
on the eaft bank of the river Spey, at the mouth of it. The 
Church ftandeth near the bank of the River, two miles above 
the Frith. The great ornament of this Parifh, is the houfe of 
Gordon Caflle, the Seat of the Duke of Gordon. This houfe 
was founded by George Earl of Huntly, who died A. D. 

1 507. It is a large and grand pile: But confiding of feveral 
apartments built at different times, it cannot be very regular. 
The rooms of State are grand, well ‘finifhed and furnifhed, 
with fine pictures : And the Library containeth a valuable 
collecfion of Books. The houfe is environed with parks and 
inclofures, and much planting, old and young. The gardens 
arc fpacious, well laid out, and watered with a pond and 
Jet d’eau. But the houfe, by its low fituation betwixt the Ri- 
ver 
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ver to the Weft and a high hill to the Ejtft, commandeth no view 
of the adjacent country. It was formerly called, . the Bog of 
Gight, in Irifh, Bogna gaoith, L e. the Windy Bog. Glofs bythe 
Caftle ftandeth the village of Fochaber, fo called, in my opinion, 
from the Irifh Fo-bohir, i. e, Below the Well, for above it in the 
face of the hill is a well or fountain, the waters whereof ferve 
the town. The town is a burgh of barony* hath a weekly 
- market, and in the centre of it there is a court houfe,. with a 
fteeple of modern architecture. It has a poll -office, and at the 
weft of it, is the paflage over Spey, called the Boat of Bog,, 
upon the poll road. As little more of this parifh than the 
town of Fochaber falleth within the province of Moray, I 
fliall not dwell any longer on the defcription of it. In fome 
parilhes (as in. this) I (hall meet with families of eminence 
and diftinftion, of which I fliall only give a (iiccintt accounts 
as a full hiftorical or genealogical deduction would too much, 
fwell this Work. 

The Family of GORDO N.. 

This is one of the mo ft illuftrious Families in the kingdom, 
for quality, antiquity, poffieflions, and people. There are, be- 
fides the Dot e, three Peers of this name, viz. The Earls of 
Aberdeen and Aboyne, and the Yifcount of Kenmure, with a 
numerous and opulent gentry. I leave others to. fetch the 
Gordons from Gordinia in Theflaly, or to derive them from 
Cacfar’s Gorduni. I (hall only obferve, that Adam de Gordon 
(i) (fo he is commonly called) anceftor of this family, for his 
(ervices to Malcolm Kenmore, obtained from him the lands of 
Gordon in the Merfe. The Chartulary of Kelfo, and the Rag- 
man’s Roll, give fome account of Richard (2) probably fon of 

the 
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the (aid Adam, (3) Thomas fenior, (4) Thomas junior, (5) Alicia 
and her hufband Adam Gordon, father of (6) Sir Adam Gordon, 
whofe eminent fervices to King Robert Bruce were rewarded 
with, a grant of the Lordfhip of Strathbogie forfeited by David 
de Strathbogie, Lord thereof. And though this Lord; was, in 
King David Bruce’s reign, reftored to his own lands, yet, after- 
wards revolting to the Englifli, he was again forfeited, and the 
grant oftheLordfhip was confirmed by Robert II. anno 1376, to 
the grandfon of Sir Adam Gordon, viz. (7. 8.) John, £bn of Sir 
Alexander (pen. D. Gord.J. To this John, King David Bruce had 
given the forreft of the Enzie and Boyne. John was killed in 
the battle of Otterburn, anno 1388. And his Son, (9) Sir Adam, 
was killed in the battle of Hamildun, anno 1401, leaving no 
iffue but a daughter and heirefs called (10) Elizabeth. This 
Lady married Alexander Seaton, fecond fon of Sir WiHiam 
Seaton of' Winton, which occafioned the diftin&ion of the 
Seaton Gordons,, and the ancient Gordons ; for file had two 
uncles, commonly called, Jock of Scurderg, and Tom of 
Ruthven, and who (fays Straloch) bore the paternal arms, with- 
out any mark of illegitimacy ; . and. of thofe the ancient Gordons 
are defeended. 

Elizabeth’s fbn (r 1) Alexander, aflumed the name of Gordbn,. 
and was created Earl of Huntley, anno 1449. He did the 
moft fignificant fervice to King James IL by defeating the Earl 
of Crawford in the battle of Brechin, 18th May 1452, and 
thereby breaking the confederacy again ft that King. This was 
fully rewarded, by a grant of the Lordfhip of Brechin, the He* 
reditary Sherifflhip of Aberdeen, and Crawford’s precedency in ■ 
Parliament. Yet, upon the King’s reconciliation to Crawford,. 
Huntley generoufly refigned Brechin in his favours, and got the 
Lordfhip of Badenoch, and the lands of Brae-Lochaber. His 
great eftate was increafed, by marrying the only child of Sir. 

William. 
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William Kieth, and Grand-da lighter* of Sir Alexander Frafer' 
Xhane of Cowie, with whom he got the lands of Touch, Frafer, 
Aboyne, Glentanir, Glenmuik, and Clunie. And, by his fecond 
wife, TEgldia Hay heirefs of Bog of Gight and a part of Enzie, 
he obtained thefe lands. In a confirmation of his lands by 
King James II. anno 1457, the onerous caufe (fays Burnet of 
Crimond) was, For keeping the Crown on our .Head : But this 
charter is now loft. Dying anno 1479, his fon (12) George, 
was Lord Chancellor, founded Gordon-Caftle, eredled the 
Priory of Kinglaffie, and left three Ions, viz. Alexander, Adam 
who married the heirefs of Sutherland, and William of Gight. 

(13) Alexander, was made Hereditary SherilF of the county, 
and Conftable of the Caftle of Invernefs : And, by a Charter, 
24th March i 505, got the Caftle of Inverlochie in Lochaber, 
and the adjacent lands (pub. Arch.). And dying 1523, was 
fucceded by his Grand-Ion, fon of John, who died 1517. viz, 

(14) George, a man of unbounded ambition. He was Lord- 
Chancellor, and the 13th February 1548, got a charter of 
the Earldom of Moray, the Lordfhips of Abernethie, Petty, 
Bracldie and Strathcrn,’ the caftles of Tarnua, Abernethie and 
Hall hill, the fifhing of Spey, Lofty and Findhorn. He had like- 
wife the adminiflration of the Earldoms of Marr and Orkney, 
the Lordfhip of Shetland and Bailiery of Strathdee. In the 
Queen Regent’s tour to the North, he entertained her fo fump- 
toufly, that (fays Straloch) Monft D’Ofel advifed her to humble 
him: And in 1554, he was diverted of his faid acquifitions, 
and rebelling againft Queen Mary, loft his life in the battle of 
Corrichee, anno 1562. Brevity only allows me to mention 
his fon (1.5) George, whofe fon ( 1 6) George, caufed murder 
the Earl of Moray in Dunibrifle, anno 1592, fought the battle 
of Glenlivat 1 594, was created Marquis 17th April 1599, anc ^ 
died 1636 : His fon (17) George was beheaded in 1649, whofe 

fon 
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ion (18) Lewis died 1653, and. was father of (19) Duke 
George. 

; In 1650, the family of Huntley was addebted to Argy le, 
a million of merks Scots; and die judicial rent of Huntley's 
eftate was 50,000 Merks, whereof 10,000 annually were allow- 
ed to the Marchionefs Dowager and the Earl of Aboyne 
(Vide Argyle's tryal ). And Lord Lorn lived in Gordon Caftle 
trom/i 653, to February iffc 1661. The family of Huntley was 
faved from being funk under this debt by Argy le's forfeiture in 
1 661, when the King remitted the whole ofit. George was creat- 
ed Duke of Gordon 1 ft November 1684. His fbn (20) Alex- 
ander. His fbn (at) Cofmo-George. And his fon (22) Alex- 
ander, is now Duke. And thus rise noble Family has flourished 
during two and twenty generations. 

The Duke of Gordon beareth quarterly, r. Az. 3 Boars 
heads couped Or, for Gordon. 2. Or, 3 Lions heads 
crafed Gules, for Badenoch. 3. Or, 3 crefcents within the 
Royal treflure Gules, for Seaton. And 4. Az. 3 Frafes Arg. 
for Frafer of Cowie. Creft. A hart's head proper, attired 
with ten tynes, iftuing out of a Marquifs's coronet Or. Sup- 
porters, two deer hounds argent, collared Gules, and on each 
collar thfee buckles Or. Motto, BY DAND. 

The Parifh of Dundurcross. 

This parifh is next to Bellie up the river : So called from 
Dun a Hill, Dur Water, and Cos Foot, for there the river run- 
neth at the foot of the hill. It is fttuatecl on both rides of the 
river. . On the weft fide, the church ftandeth about half a mild 
from thd fonth end of the parifh ; about 3 j miles S. of Spcy- 
mouth church, and one mile N. of Rothes. North from' the 
church lie the lands of Gorbatie, the property of Sir Robert 
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Gordon of Gordonfton : And below thefe on the river, are the 
lands of Orton, lately belonging to a branch of the family of 
Innes, and now to the Earl of Fife. Near to the church is a 
part of the Lordfhip of Rothes, and now the property of the 
Earl of Findlater. 

• On the eafl: fide of the River, the parifh ftretches about four 
miles in length, and in fome parts more than a mile in breadth. 
In the north end is Ordmubifh pertaining to the Duke of 
Gordon. South of which, on the river fide, is Cairntie y lately 
purchafed by Sir Ludovick Grant from Alexander Hay, 
whole anceftors had been for fome generations heretors of it. 
And fouth and eafl of Cairntie, is the barony of Mulben y the free- 
hold of Sir James Grant. This, it is faid, was the firft land 
that the Family of Grant had on the River Spey, and which 
they obtained by marriage with the daughter and heir of 
Wifeman of Mulben, about 350 years ago. A brook that fal- 
leth into theTiver at the paflage boat, called the Boat of bridge, 
was formerly called Orkil ; and the lands on the banks of it 
were called Inverorkil, which lands Muriel de Polloc mortified, 
in the Thirteenth Century ineunte y for building an hofpital 
there, of which hofpital fome veftiges ftill remain (Append. 
No II.) : And at the mouth of this brook, there was a bridge of 
wood over the river, the pier of which, on the eafl; fide, is 
yet to be feen. It was called Pons de Spe (Append. N° III.) 
And was the only bridge I have found upon that river till of 
late. In the fouth corner of the parifh, on the river’s bank, 
are the lands of Aitkcnwa, [or feveral generations the property 
of a branch of the family of Rothes, and now pertaining to the 
Earl of Findlater, as a part of the barony of Rothes. The 
whole of this parifh is in the county of Elgin, Next to' 
it is. 

The 
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The Parifli of R o t h e s. 

This parifh in Irifli is called, Rauis. q. Raudb-uis , i. e. Red 
'< water* from the red banks of the river and brooks. It ex- 
tendeth on the river- fide, in a beautiful plain, fromN. N. E. to 
S. S. W. about two miles, and in the lower end, a defile, called 
the Glen of Rothes, ftretchcth among the hills towards Elgin, 
% miles to the N. N. W. The church ftandeth upon the .fide of 
a brook, a quarter of a mile from the river, and Haifa mile from 
the north end of the parifli. One mile S. of Dundurcrofs church : 
3 miles N. of Aberlaure, and about 5 miles N. E. of Knock- 
ando. In the year 1238, Eva de Mortach (daughter of Muriel 
de Polloc, who was daughter of Petrus de Polloc) was Domina 
de Rothes {Chart, Mor.) In the end of King Alexander the 
Hld’s reign, Norman Lefly of Lefly in the Garioch married 
the daughter and heirefs (it is faid) of Watfon of Rothes, and 
from that time, the Barony continued to be the property of the 
family of Lefly, ’till in the beginning of this Century, Captain 
John Grant of Eafter Elchies made a purchafe of it. And his 
grandfon, John Grant Baron of Exchequer, fold the Barony of 
Rothes, and the Baronies of Eafter Elchies and Edinvillie, 
anno 1758, to James Earl of Findlater. The eaft fide of the 
Glen of Rothes pertaineth in feu-holding to Robert Innes of 
Blackhills, and the weft fide is the feu property of Robert 
Cumming of Loggie. Near the church, flood the caftle or For- 
talice of Rothes, which carries (he marks of an ancient building. 
It flood on a green mount, furrounde*! by a dry ditch or Fofle 
and is now in ruins. The whole of this parifli is in the coun- 
ty of Elgin or Moray. S. W. from Rothes is. 
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The Parifli of Knockando. 

The Parifli of Knockando, in Irifli, Knoc-canacb, i. e. the 
Mt rkat bill, is hounded by the river to the S. and E. by the hills 
on the N. and W. And extends by the fide of the river, about 6 
miles in length, and generally one mile in breadth, and in fome 
parts, two miles. The church ftandeth a quarter of a mile 
from the river, about two miles below the S. W. end of the 'pa- 
rifli, 2 miles N. of Inviravon, 5 miles S. W. of Rothes, and 
about 3 miles S. W. of Aberlaure. In the lower end of the pa- 
rifli, on the borders of Rothes, is a rocky hill called, Craig Ela- 
chky i. e. The Ecchoing or Sounding Craig : And from it to 
another craig called Elachie, on the borders of Badenoch, 
ftretcheth the country of Strath-fpey, commonly faid to be be- 
tween the two craig Elachies, extending about 22 miles in 
length, but unequal in breadth: A country inferior to few, if to 
any, in the North of Scotland, for the conveniencies of life. Be- 
fides abundance of grain for the inhabitants, it is beautified 
and enriched with much wood and timber, watered by many 
rivulets, and well ftored with cattle, great and fmall : And as 
the moft confiderable inhabitants of it are Gentlemen of the 
name of Grant, I (hall, before I delcribe this parifli, give a 
fuccintt account of this Family. 

The Family of GRANT. 

From what country to fetch the Grants originally, I 
know not. Some make the names, Suetie, Allan y Sec. indica- 
tions of a Norvegian extraction. Others make the firname, 
Grande , of French original. Thefe two may be compounded, 
by fetching them from Norway into Normanday in France, 
and thence into Britain with William the Norman Conqueror. 
But, if we allow them a Scottifli origin, the name will bear us 
out. For, in the Irifli, Grant fignifies Gray or Hoary. And 

one 
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one tribe of the Grants is called Keran, or Kiaran, much the 
tame with Gray or Grant. But, in this, I determine nothing. 

Not to carry up their antiquity (as an inexact and unchrono- 
logical Tree of the family doth) to Woden the Heathen, their 
defendants can be traced back 500 years, with ftrong prefump- 
tions of a much higher antiquity. (1) In an agreement betwixt 
the Bilhop of Moray and Billet of Lovat, anno 1258, Robertus 
de Grant vicecomes dc Invernefs is witnefs (Chart. Mor.J (2.) 
Joannes de Grant was one of thele Barons, with Radulphus his 
brother, whom King Edward I. lent prifoners from Berwick to 
London, anno 1 296. They were not liberate till 30th July 1 297, 
when they were obliged to engage to ferve King Edward abroad 
“ contra quolcunque inimicos d.d. Regis.” (Rym. Vol. II./. 776. 
(3.) Robertus de Grant is one of the Barons in Ragman’s Roll, 
( Prynne , Vol. III. p. 657) about anno 1300 ; and the author of 
the Remarks on that Roll, calleth him the Anceftor of the Family 
of Grant (Nisb. Herald. Vol. II. Remarks on Ragman's Roll, p. 35.) 
(4.) John de Grant was one of the Commanders in the 
battle of Halidon-hill, anno 1333; and anno 1359, the fame 
gentleman, with Sir Robert Erlkme and Norman Lelley, were 
ambaffadors to the Court of France to renew the ancient league 
( Abercr. Hijl. Folio, Vol. II. p. 1 24. J. And (5.) Robert 
Grant Elq; was much in favour with King Robert II. and in 
1 385, was one of thefe Barons, among whom were diftributed 
53,000 crowns of gold, remitted from France to animate the 
Scots to invade England. (Rym.) Men of fuch diftinftion and 
eminence in thofe early ages, are an undeniable hiftorical pre- 
fumption, that the Name and Clan were, even in thele days, 
numerous, powerful, and much refpefted. I cannot indeed 
inftrmfl, that thele five gentlemen were the fuccelfive Repre- 
fentatives of the Family, although I think it highly probable. 
But thefollowing defcents, from father to fon, admit of noque- 
ftion ; viz. (6.) Maude or Matildis heirefs married Andrew 
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Steuart, Ton of Sir John Steuart fheriff of Bute, who was fon of 
King Robert II. (GeneaL Tree. J And their fon was (7.) Patrick, 
who married the daughter and heircfs of Wifeman of Mulben ; 
and by her was father of (8 ) John Roy. This gentlemari 
married Bigla Cumming heirefs of Glenchernich. He had two 
fons, viz. Duncan his heir, and Duncan progenitor of the Clan 
Do.iachie or Family of Gartenbeg. (9.) Duncan, whom in 1479 
I finddefigned Duncan Grant of Freucbie (Cart. pen. Kilr.J mar-, 
ried Muriel, daughter of Malcolm Laird of M'lntofh, by whom 
he had John his heir, and Patrick anceftor of the family of 
Ballindalach. (10.) John, the Bard-Roy, or Red poet, mar- 
ried Elizabeth Ogilvie daughter of Findlater, by whom he had 
John his heir. He had likewife a natural fon, called John More, 
anceftor of the family of Glenmorifton. (11.) John, by his La- 
dy, a daughter it is faid of Rothes, had three fons, viz. James, 
his heir, John of whom Corimonie is defcended, and Patrick 
anceftor of Bonhard. (12.) James called Shemuis nan Oreads 
i. e. the Ravager, married a daughter of Lord Forbes, and 
dying anno 1553, was fucceeded by his fon (13.) John Baold, 
i. e. Simple , who, by his firft wife, Margaret daughter of 
Steuart Earl of Athole, had Duncan his heir, and Patrick an- 
ceftor to R< themurchus ; and by his fecond wife, Ifobel Barclay 
daughter of Towie, he had Archibald ofBellentom. (14.) Dun- 
can died 1581 before his father, who died 1585, and his wife 
Margaret, daughter of the Laird of M‘Intofli, left John his heir ; 
Patrick, of whom is Eajler Elcbies ; and Mr James, of whom are 
Moyncji and Lurg. (15.) John of Freuchie who died anno 1622, 
leaving by his wife, Lilias Moray daughter of Tullibardin (16.) 
Sir John, called, Sir John fell the land, who, by Mary Ogilvie 
daughter of Finlater, had eight fons, of whom James fucceded 
him : Colonels John and Patrick left no male ifliie ; nor did 
Alexander, nor George governor of Dunbarton : Of the other 
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three, Mungo ofKincherdie was anceftor to Knockandoand to 
Kincherdie : The 7th was Robert of Muckerach ; and the 8th 
Thomas of Belmacaan. Sir John died anno 1637. (17.) 
James married Mary Steuart daughter of the Earl of Moray, and 
dying anno 1^63,* left two foils, Ludovick, and Patrick of Wefter 
Elchies. I need not defcend farther to mention (18) Ludovick 
who died in 1718, father of (19) Brigadier Alexander, who dy- 
ing 171?, was fucceeded by his brother (20.) Sir James. He 
dying 1747* was fucceeded by his fon (at.) Sir Ludovick, to 
whom, ahnO 1773* fucceeded his foil (22.) Sir James, now living. 

‘ I have dwelt thus much on the defcents of the Houfe of 
Grant/ that the branches of it might appear, and to a- 
void repetitions. Befides the branches abovenamed, there 
are Other three that claim a higher antiquity : viz. The Clan 
Alan, or family of Achernack. The Clan Chi ar an, or 
family of DillachjlJ'Le : And the Clan Phtadrick; or family 
of TtiLLOCHGORM. Thefe contend, that they fprungfrom the 
Houftof Grant, before they came from Stratherick into Strath- 
fpey. That the ancient refidence of the Grants was in Strathe- 
rick, cannot reafon ably be queftioned. The names of theirancient 
Or old feats in Stratherick (as Gartmore, Gartbeg, Dillachaple, 
&c.) are giveh to their new feats in Srrathfpey. But, at what 
precife time they came into Strathfpey (furely not all at one time) 
I pretend not to determine. The Laird of Grant was defigned 
of Freuchie before 1479 » anc * 1 think it probable that they be- 
gan to come t6 Spey -fide about, or before the year 1400. 

The armorial bearing of Grant is, Gules, three antique 
crowns Or. Creft, a burning hill proper* Motto, STAND 
SURE. Supporters, two lavages proper* 
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I now return to deforibe the Parilh of Knockando. In the 
North Eaft end, next to Rothes, is the barony of Eafter Elcliies, 
which has been the heritage of a branch of the Houle of Grant 
for above 150 years, and during fix generations, but fold as 
above mentioned. It is accommodated with a good houfe, 
fpacious inclofures, and much barren wood near the river. 
Next up the river, is the barony of Weller Elchies : About the 
year 1620, this was the heritage of Mr Lachlan Grant : There- 
after it came to Patrick, the fir ft of this family, whole fon, 
James, was father of Ludowick, who died 1757, father of 
James then a , minor. Farther up the river is Bellintom, the 
patrimonial eftate of (1.) Archibald of Bellintom, whofe fons 
were, Archibald, John of Aruntullie and Alexander of Alachie, 
(2.) Archibald was father of (3-);Sir Francis of Cullen late Lord 
ofSellion, created a Baronet anno 1705, and whofe fons are, - 
(4 ) Sir Archibald of Monimus, who in 1758 purchafed from 
Sir Ludowick Grant the freehold of Bellintom and forae fu- 
periorities, by which he is a Baron in the County of Moray : 
William of Preftongrange late Lord of Selfion and Jufticiary, 
and Mr Francis. Next to Bellintom, up the river, is the barony 
of Knockando, with a good houle of modern architecture on 
the bank of the river. The firft of this family was Mungo of 
Kincherdie (p. 21.) whofe eldeft fon James purchaled Knock- 
ando from Ludowick Laird of Grant. James was father of 
Ludowick who died 1751, and of Alexander Grant of Grant- 
field ; and Ludowick was father of James, whole fon Ludowick 
is now living. And in the S. W. end of the parilh is the ba- 
rony of Kirdels, the freehold of James Grant of Ballendaloch : 
All thefe baronies within the fhire of Moray, are richly accom- 
modated with falmon filhing in the river, and woods on the 
banks of it. 

I now return to the Eaft fide of the river, and over againft • 
Rothes, is. 
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BOHARM Parish. 

The Parifli of Bo harm, ainticiently and truly written, Bocharn ; 
for over againft the plains of Rothes, and on the eaft bank of 
the river, is a high hill called Ben-cggin , i. e. The Hill with clefts, 
and round a great part of the hill this parifli windeth : Hence 
called Bocharn, i. e. a Bow or arch about the earn or hill. It is 
in length about four miles, and in few place above half a mile in 
breadth, lying on the eaft fide of a brook that runneth into the 
water of Fiddich. The church ftandeth on the fouth fide of 
the hill, two miles Weft of Botrifnie, two miles North Eaft of 
Aberlaure, two miles and a half South Eaft of Rothes, and about 
three miles North of Mortlich. This parifli (all in the county 
of Banff,) was, in the reign of K. William the Lion, about 
i anno 1210, the property of William Moray, Ion of William, 
.and grandfon of Frefkyn Moray of Duffus. He i 9 defigned, 
.Dominus de Petty, Brachlie, Bocharin, &c. (Cart, Mor,J and 
from his fbn Walter, defeended Sir Andrew Moray Lord Both- 
well. Willielmus filius Willielmi Frefkin, had his caftle and 
(eat iii Boharm, ( Appendix , N° V.) probably at Galival, where 
fome veftlges do ftill remain. At diis time the freeholds are, 
Arntullie , the feat of Alexander Grant, of which he purchafed 
the freehold from Sir Ludowick Grant, anno 1757. His fa- 
ther, Thomas of Achoinany and Arntullie, died 1758, and 
was Ton o.f Walter, fon of John of Arntullie, fecond fort of 
Archibald the firft of Bellintom. It is pleatandy fituated at 
the foot of Ben-eggin, on the bank of Spey, and capable of 
great improvement, by inclofing and planting. Tins' gentle- 
man is likewife proprietor of Galival and of Newton, which 
lately pertained to a gentleman of the name of Anderfon. To 
the Eaft of the church are the lands of Achmadies, the property 
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of Sir James Grant. And thence Northward is the barony of 
Achluncartt which, for feveral generations, pertained to a 
branch of the Houfe of Innes, and by an heirefe came to a Ion 
of Stewart of T anachie. This parifli is well accommodated 
with mofs ground for fuel, and generally is a rich and fertile 
foil, very early in ripening about Amtullie, but cold and late 
on the South Eaft fide of the hill. South from Boharm, on the 
rivulets of Fiddich and Dulenan, lieth. 

The Parifh of Mortlxch. 

This parifli, in ancient writings is called Mortblach , probably 
from Mor-lag , i. e. a Great Hollow, for it is a deep hollow, fur- 
rounded with hills. Before I enter this parifli, I (hall a little 
defcribe the two rivulets that water it : Fiddich , q. Fiodhidh, i. e. 
Woody, becaufe its (ides are covered with wood, hath its rife in 
the hills fouth of Mortlich towards Srathdon, and running N. E. 
about 3 miles, turneth almoft due Weft for a mile, and then, 
after a courfe of 3 miles due North, it falleth into Spey. The 
other rivulet Dulenan , , (properly Tuilan, from Tuil, a flood, be- 
caufe of its impetuous current) takes its rife in the hills of 
Glenlivat, and running N. E. parallell to Fiddich (but fc- 
peraited from it by a ridge of hills) 3 miles, it mixes with it 
3 miles above Spey. 

The parifli is in length from N. to S. 4 miles, and as much 
in breadth from E. to W. befides fome (kirts that lye near to 
Botrifnie , Glas and Cabracb. It is all environed with hills, ex- 
cept a fmall opening to the North. The church ftandeth on 
Dulenan, a little above the confluence with Fiddich, 2 miles 
S. S. E. of Aberlaure, and about 3 miles S. of Boharm. The 
parifli (all in the (hire of Banff) confifts of the Barony of Ki- 
ninvie, the Lordftiip of Belvenie, and the Barony of Auchin- 
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dune. The honfe of Kininvie (lands upon the rivulet Fiddich 
on the Eaft fide, environed with natural wood. A branch of 
the family of Lefty of Balquhan has enjoyed this Barony about 
250 years, and of this Branch the Earl of Leven is delcended. 

Next up Fiddich-fide and the Weft-fide of Dullen, are the lands 
of Balvenie, which comprehend Bochram, Little Tullich, Park- 
beg, Clunie-more, Clunie-beg, Pilvaich, Littoch, &c. Of the 
Commiftioners fentto London, 19. Auguft 1423, to relieve King 
James I. was James Douglas of Balvenie (Rym. Feed. vol. x. p. 298.) 
and 1446 John fern of James Earl of Douglas was created Lord * 

Balvenie, who, being forfeited 1455, for joining in his brother’s 
rebellion. King James II. granted Balvenie to his uterine brother 
John Steuart Earl of Athole. That family fold it to Abernea- 
tHie Lord Salton, who, about 1 606, difponed it to Lord Ochil- 
tree. From him it came to Sir Robert Innes of Invermarkie, 
and from Sir Robert’s heirs to Sutherland of Kinminity. About 
anno 1666, Alexander Lord Salton reduced his father’s difpofi- 
tion to Lord Ochiltree, and conveyed the lands in <670 to Ar- 
thur Forbes brother to Blackton, from whom Alexander Duff 
of Braco adjudged them, and got pofieflion about 1687, and 
.they are now the property of the Earl of Fife. Upon an emi- 
nence on the Weft-bank of Fiddich, flood the caftle of Balvenie, 
the ancient feat of the Lordfiiip, commanding a pleafant view 
of the valley ; and half a mile below it, in a moift, low, and un* 
wholefome foil, there is built a fine houfe of modern architec- 
ture, one of the feats of the Earl of Fife, adorned with gardens 
. and planting. 

In the fouth of the parilh, betwixt the rivulets of Fiddich 
and Dulen, is the Barony , of Achindune. This was formerly a 
part of the Lordfliip of Delkford, and Achindune and forreft 
of Fiddich were a part of the Barony ofOgilvie, ere<fted in 1527 
(Pen. Findl.). Afterwards it was purchafed by, and is now thq 
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property of the Family of Gordon. The caftle Rood on a 
mount above the water of Fiddich ; and from it Glenfiddich 
fL etches S. W. about three miles among the hills ; where is fine 
pafture ground and a forreft of red deer. Upon the head of Dulen 
lieth Glenrinnefs, a fertile valley, 2 miles long. The fouth-fide 
of it is a part of the Barony of Achindune, and the north-fide a 
part of the Lordfliip of Balvenie. Along the north-fide runneth 
Benrinnes, a high hill, and a land mark for failors in failing into 
the Moray Frith. Before I proceed to the next parifli, I fliall * 
give fome account of • 

The Family of DUFF. 

The Family ofM‘DuFF Earl of Fife, (defcended, in my opi- 
pion, of King Duffus, who was murdered in Forres about anno 
965) was ancient and eminent, and flourifhed untill the year 
1385. The fir names of TVeem , M'Intofb, 'Tojheach , Shaw, Spent , 
Fife, Duff, See. are branches of that great Family. I have be- 
fore me a genealogioal manufeript account lately written, de- 
ducing the Lord Braco from the family of Fife. It confifts of 
three fucceffive branches. 

I. The EarL of Athole of the name de Strathbolgie, defcen- 
ded of the Earls of Fife, thus : (1) David, fbn of Duncan, the 
6th Earl. In a donation to the See of Moray, by Malcolm the 
7th Earl, “ David filius quondum Duncani Comitis de Fife, 

“ frater meus, anno 1226, is witnefs. Collatio Malcolmi Com. 

«• de Fyfe, Epifc. Morav. Teft. Duncano et Davide fratribus 
** meis. Conventio inter Andream Epifc. Morav. et nobi- 
** lem virum Davidem de Strathbolgie filium quondam Dunca- 
** ni Comitis de Fyfe, anno 1232.” (Cart. Moray ) He was father 
of (2) John de Strathbolgie, who became Earl of Athole in 
right of his wife Ada, co-heirels of Henry Earl of Athole, and 
was father of (3) David, who married Label co-heirefsof Lord 
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Chilam, and died 1284. Hisfbn (4) John, executed at London 
1308. Hisfbn (5) David, killed at Kilblain anno 1335, by his 
wife Joan, daughter of John the Red Cuming Lord Badenoch, 
hadfeveral fons,whereof the eldefl (6) David, was forfeited for 
abetting the Englifh intereft, and died in England anno 1375, 
without male iffue. This deduction of the Earls of Atbole is 
inftrufted from the Chartulary of Moray, and Sir Wm Dugdale. 

II. Branch, deduces the Duff's of Muldavid and Craig- 
head thus : (r.) John, fecond fon of David the 5th Earl 
of Athole, quitted the name of de Strathbolgie and affum- 
ed that of Duff, and had the lands of Muldavid and 
Craighead, &c. His fon was (a.) David, &c. The line k 
was carried down by eleven generations, to John Duff 
writer in Aberdeen, who died in Holland anno 1717, without 
iflue ; and in him the direct line of Craghead became extindh 
\ confefs all the defcents are well inftru&ed, except the firft. 
But one will defiderate, How doth it appear, that John, called 
the firft of Craghead, was the 2d fon of David 5th Earl of 
Athole ? Or was at all his fon ? That ever he bqre the name of 
Strathbolgie? That he affui#ied the name Duff? And for what 
reafons he did fo ? For all, or any of thole, there is no voucher. 

Be it as it may, I pafs on to 

III. Branch, The family of Clunybeg and Braco. The direct line 
of Craighead becoming extinct in John Duff anno 1717, 
his grandfather John, (who died about 1660)' was twice 
married. By his fir ft wife Ifabe] Allan, he had John father 
of the forefaid John the writer. And by his fecond wife, 
daughter of John Gordon of Carnborraw, he had (1.) Adam Duff 
of Clunybeg, who, by his wife daughter of Gordon of Birken- 
burn, had Alexander of Kiethmore, William anceftor of Drum' 
muir and Crombie, John anceftor of Corfindie, Peter and A- 
dam. Clunybeg died anno 1 677. (2.) Alexander of Keitlimore 
married Helen daughter of Alexander Grant of Ellachie, and 
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had Alexander of Braco, William of Dipple,arid Patrick ofCraig- 
fton. (j.) Alexander of Braco married Margaret, daughter of Sir 
William Gordon of Lefinore Bart, and had (4) William, who, 
leaving no male iffue, was fucceeded by his uncle (5.) William 
of Dipple, heir male and of entail, who, by his wife daughter of 
Sir George Gordon of Edinglalfie, has left a fon (6.) William. 
This gentleman married Jean.ekleft daughter of Sir James Grant 
of Grant, and hath a numerous iffue. In 1735, he Was created 
.Baron Braco of Kilbryde in the County of Cavon In Ireland ; 
and, by patent to him and his heirs male, dated 10th April 
1759, he was created V'ifcount Mac Duff and Earl Fife 
of that kingdom. 

William, fecond fon of Clunybeg, was Father of Alexander, 
who married Katharine Duff eldeft daughter and heirefs of 
Adam Duff of Drummuir, and by her had Robert of Drummuir, 
John ofCoulbin, and William ofMuirton. Robert was father 
of Archibald, now of Drummuir. William had a fecond fon, 
James father of William Duff of Crombie advocate. Of Cluny- 
beg's 3d fon, John, is defeended Duff of Corlindae. And of 
Keith more’s fon, Patrick of Craigtton, are deftended Hatton, 
Remnay, Craigflon, &c. 

The Armorial bearing of Duff Earl Fife, of the Kingdom 
of Ireland, is quarterly, 1. and 4. Or, a Lyon rampant 
Gules, armed and langued Azure, for Fife ; a. and 3. Vert, a 
Fefs danzette Ermine, betwixt a Hart’s head caboffed in Chief, 
and two Eftallops in Bafe, Or, for Duff of Braco. Creft, a 
demy Lyon Gules, holding in his dexter paw a broad (word 
ere&ed in pale proper, hiked and pomclled. Or, Motto a- 
bove the Creft, DEUS JUVAVIT. And below the Shield, 
VIRTUTE ET OPERA. Supporters, two Savages 
wreathed about the heads and middles with Laurel, holding 
branches of trees in their hands, all proper. 
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ABERLAURE Parifli. 

t 

The parifli of Aberlaure (all in the County of Banff,) is 
called alio Skir-drujlan. It extendeth on the bank of Spey, 
from the mouth of Fiddich, three miles to the South Weft,, 
and on all other fides is environed with hills, and no where 
above a mile in breadth, except a fmall fkirt in Glenrinnes.. 
The church ftandeth on the bank of the river, where a brook, 
flowing from the hills towards Mortlich, falleth into it two 
miles North Weft of Mortlich, two miles near to the Weft of 
Boharm, and three miles and a half North Eaft of Inveravon. 
At the confluence of Fiddich and Spey, there is a paflage boat,, 
and another at the church.. 

The parifli is now the property of five heritors. In the 
lower' end is Mudhoufe,a feu pertaining to Mr Anderfon. 
Next up the river is the heritage of Gordon of Aberlaure. 
Further up the river, and on the South Eaft of the brook, is 
Alachie. This was the heritage of Alexander Grant, third 
fon of Bellentom, by whole daughter it came in mortgage to 
Duff of Keithmore, and was lately redeemed by Sir Ludowick 
•Grant, who in 1758- difponed it to James Grant of Caron. 
In the face of the hill South Weft from Alachie, is Edinvillie. 
This was the property of Gordon of Fafkine, from whom it 
came to Grant of Eafter Elchies, and now is the property 
of the Earl of Findlater. * [See this Work, parifh of Rothes, 
page 17.] Below Edinvillie towards the fide of the river, 
is the Barony of Kinermonie. This was a part of the Lqrd- 
fliip of Balvenie, and was given by Innes of Balvenie to his 

fecond 


• The lands of Mudhoufe, Aberlour, Alachie and Edinvillie were a part of the 
Lord (hip of Balvenie ; and the lands of Caron were Church lands, and now bold of 
.the family of Gordon. 
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fecond fon, whole heirs exchanged it for Ortown, and now 
it is the property of the Earl of Fife. In the Weft end of 
the parifti is Carron, at the foot of the hill of that name* 
It continued above 200 years, the property ot a branch of 
the family of Grant of Glenmorifton, and Colonel John Grant, 
the laft of Carron, being killed before Carthagena anno 1741, 
without male blue, Charles Grant of Ringorum became the 
male heir. From him Captain Lewis Grant of Achterblair, 
a branch of the Clan Allan (and who married Colonel Grant’s 
eldeft daughter), purchafed his right, and now Captain James 
Grant his fon, enjoyeth it, and in 1767 was made Baron of 
Mulderie in the county of Moray. I now proceed up the 
river to 


The Parifli of . I N V E R A V O N. 

Here I rauft trace the rivers of Avon and Livat that water this 
parifli. The river Avon rifeth out of a lake of that name, about 
two miles in length, fituated in a deep valley, between two of the 
higheft hills in the kingdom, viz. Carn-gorm and Cairngorm- 
beg ; and running thro’ Glenavon,. and the pariflies of Kirk- 
michael and Inveravon, it emptieth into Spey at Ballendalach, 
after acourfe of about twenty miles. About three miles above 
the mouth of Avon, Livat falleth into it, .which riling in the 
hills towards Strathdon, watereth Glenlivat for fevfcn or eight 
miles, and mixeth with Avon at .Drummuir. Both thele 
waters are very impetuous; and .Avon is lb clear and 
deceiving, that, where to the eye it appcareth but a foot deep, 
it is commonly more than three* feet. This parifti is very ex- 
tenflve, running on the bank of Spey from N. E. to S. W. a- 
bove 3 and a half miles, and then S. S. E. above 8 miles. The 
church ftandeth on the bank of Spey, a furlong Eaft from the 
mouth of Avon, 3 and a half miles S. W. of Aberlaure, 2 miles 
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S. of Knockando, 6 miles N. E. of Cromdale, and as many N. 
of Kirkmichael. Malcolm F.arl of Fife gave this church, and a 
Davach of land in Inveravon, to the Bifhop of Moray, (Appen- 
dix, N° VII.) which fliewtth that this was once a part of the 
eftate of the Eals of Fife, and probably came to the Grants by 
the favour of Robert Steuart Duke of Albany, (uncle to Andrew 
Steuart who married the heirefs of Grant) to whom Ilabel 
M‘DufF, the heirefs, difponed that great eftate (Appendix, 
No VIII.). The whole lower end of the parifti (except Coul- 
choich, pertaining to the Duke of Gordon) is the Barony of Bal- 
lindalach. This, for above 200 years, was a part of the e- 
ftate of the old family of Ballindalach, of whom Advie, Del- 
lay, Dalvey, Tommavulin, &c. have defcended. But being 
evicted and brought to a fale, was purchafed by the Laird of 
Grant in the beginning of this Century, and given by the Bri- 
gadier with his lifter to Collonel William Grant, feeond fon to 
Rothimurchus, whole Ion James (fince the death of his ne- 
phew-William, fon of his elder brother Alexander, without ifliie) 
now poflefleth it, and has a beautiful feat at the confluence of 
Spey and Avon. 

Three miles above Ballindalach, upon the fame fide of Avon, 
beginneth Glenlivat, which runneth up S. E. on both fides of 
Livat 5 miles, and holdeth of the Duke of Gordon, either in 
property or in fuperiority. In the face of Benrinnes, on the 
North fide of Livat, is Morinlh, for feveral generations the pro- 
perty of Nairn of Morinfh, but now a part of the eftate of Bal- 
lindalach. On the Weft fide of Avon, for 3 miles from the 
mouth of it, lieth the barony of Kilmachlie. This was a part 
of the eftate of Alexander Steuart, 4th fon of King Robert II. 
F.arl of Buchan, and Lord Badenoch and Strathavon, who, ha- 
ving no legitimate iftlie, gave the lands of Strathavon to his 
baftard Ion Sir Andrew, whofe fon Sir Walter fold Strathavon 
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to the family of Gordon ; or rather, it came to Thomas, baftard 
Ion of Alexander Steuart Earl of Marr, who was baftard Ion of 
the Earl of Buchan, and Thomas fold it to Alexander Earl of 
Huntley. But Kilmachlie continued with a Ion of Sir Andrew 
and his defcendants, untill Ludovick Laird of Grant purchaled 
it, and now it is a part of the eftate of Ballindalach. On the 
point where Avon and Livat join, ftands the caftle of Drummin,, 
which was the feat of the Barons of Strathavon, and is now the 
refidence of Charles Steuart of Drummin, a branch of Kilmach- 
lie. Here there is an arch of a ftone-bridge over Livat. This 
parifti is accommodated with much wood, rich pafture-ground, 
and plentiful falmon fiftiing. The barony of Ballindalach is 
in the county of Moray : The reft is in BanfF-ftiire. Further up 
the river Avon is 

The Parifti of KIRKMICHAEL. 

This parifti is in the ftiire of Banff. This Glen and- Strath 
was a part of the eftate of M‘DufF Earl of Fife in the 13th 
century, and was, anno 1389 June 22. refigned by Ifabel 
M'DufF heircfs, in the hands of King Robert III. in perpetuam 
remanentiam, ( Appendix No VIII. And Skene de verb, fignif. 
Tit. Arage ). It came afterwards to Alexander Lord Badenoch 
and Earl of Buchan, who left iftiie only three baftard ions, viz. 
Alexander Earl of Marr in right of his wife, Sir Andrew of 
Sandhaugh, and Walter of Kinchardin. Sir Walter of Strahavon 
(fon of Sir Andrew) fold Strathavon, except Kilmachlie and 
Drummin, to Alexander Earl of Huntley, who difponed it to 
his fon Alexander, and he excambed it for the barony of Clu- 
nic. Again, George Earl of Huntley, who died anno 1576, 
gave Strathavon to his fon Alexander, whofe fon Alexander 
Gordon of Dunkintie fold Strathavon to his couftn George 
, Earl 
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Earl of Huntley. Since that time, all this parilh (except the 
Davack of Delnaboe) holds of Huntley in property or fuperio- 
rity. 

It is all environed with hills, except a finall opening towards 
Inveravon, and extends in length, on both (ides of the river, from 
N. E. to S. W. (even miles : and about the middle of the pa- 
rilh, the rivulet Conglas (which rifeth in the hills towards the 
River Don) after a courfc of 7 or 8 miles, falleth into Avon, 
and here the breadth of the parilh is 3 miles. The church ftand- 
eth on the Eaft bank of Avon, 2 miles above the lower end of 
the parilh, 6 miles S. W. of Inveravon, 4 miles E. of Crom- 
dale, and 5 miles E. N. E. of Abern ethic. 

On the weft fide of the river, at the foot of Cromdale hill, are 
from N. to S. the lands of Inveraurie, Inverlochie, and For- 
letter, the property of the Duke of Gordon. Above thele, on 
the banks of the river, is Delnaboe, for fome generations the he- 
ritage of a branch of the Clan Allan, but now the property of 
Sir James Grant of Grant. Above Delnaboe on both fide* of 
the river, are Achnahyle, once a mortgage of James Grant bro- 
ther to Eafter Elchies ; Dellavorar, for three generations the 
Wadlet of a branch of the M‘ Gregors ; and Gavelack, Thele, 
and lome other pofleffions, are now wadletted by William Gor- 
don, grandlon to Glenbuket. Above Gavelack, Glenavon run- 
neth into the Grampian hills about 12 miles, and is a rich pafture 
for cattle, and a forreft for red deer. On the eaft fide of the 
river, below the church, is Dell ; above the church is Ruthven- 
Camdale, where, in 1754, a bridge of three arches was built o- 
ver the river on the military-road. Next is Cromdale Blirid, 
or Brigida*s Camdale. And on Conglas Rivulet are leveral 
pollefiions, particularly Achriachan, which, for about 200 years, 
was the inheritance of a branch of the Farquharfons, but is now 
the property of the Duke of Gordon. I now return to the 
banks of Spey, to delcribe 
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The Parifli of CROMDALE. 

The parifli of Cromdale, i. e. the Crooked plain, about which 
the Spey windeth. This is three parifhes united into one, viz. 
Advie, Cromialc , and Inver alien, ftretching on the eaft-fide of 
the river above 6 miles, and on the weft fide near to 1 2 miles 
in length, and in the centre, about 4 miles in breadth ; flanked 
to the eaft by Crom dale-hill, and to the weft by the hills of Brae- 
Mo ray. The church of Cromdale ftandeth on the S. E. bank 
of the river, 6 miles S. W. of Inveravon, 4 miles N. E. of Aber- 
nethie, and 6 miles E. N. E. of Duthel. The three parifhes 
(except a few mortgages) are the property of the Laird of Grant. 

In the lower end is the parifh of Advie, confiding of the ba- 
ronies of Advie on the eaft, and of Tulchen on the weft-fidc of 
the river. Thefe, anciently a part of the eftate of the Earl of 
Fife, came to the family of Ballendalach in the 15th Century, 
and continued their property till they were fold to Brigadier 
Alexander Grant. Grant of Advie was a branch of the family' 
of Ballendalach, and Grant of Delly of Advie. Next up the 
river on the eaft-fide, is Dalvey, which for feveral generations 
pertained to a branch of the family of Ballendalach, and about 
anno 1680, Robert of Dalvey purchafed Dunlugas in the coun- 
ty of Banff, and fold Dalvey to James Grant of Garten beg, 
who in 1 688 was created a Baronet ; and dying loon after the 
Revolution, and his brother Lewis dying about 1698, both with- 
out legitimate iffue, the lands of Dalvey (by an agreement 
with the heir male) came to Patrick Grant of lnverladenan,, the 
chief of the Clan Donachie, and now they are the property 
of the Laird of Grant. Farther up on that fide of the river, is 
the barony of Cromdale- This (and I doubt not with it Advie 
and Dalvey) was a part of the eftate of M'Duff Earl of Fife, 
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(Appendix, No VIII.) which, 22. June 1 389, lfabel M‘Duff daugh- 
ter and heir of Duncan Earl of Fife, refigned “ ad perpetuam re- 1 
“ manentiam, in the hands of King Robert III. the baronies of 
“ Strathurd, Strathbraan, Deafir, Foyer, with the ifle of Tay 
“ and Logyahrie, all in Perthlhire : The barony of Coul and 
** O’neil in Aberdeenlhire : The baronies of Cromdale and Af- 
u fyne (probably AdVie) in Invernelslhire : The lands of Strath* 
** avie and Abrondolie in Banlf-lhire : The barony of Calder in 
“ Linlithgowlhire ; and Kilfy th in Stirlingshire ( Skene de Verb. 
“ fignif. Tit. ArageJ.” This was afterwards the property of 
Nairn Baron of Cromdale, from whom Ludovick Grant of 
Grant purchafed it. In Cromdale is Dellachaple the leat of 
the Head of the Clan Chiaran, Lethindie the leat of the ancient 
barons, Burnlide the refidence of William Grant of the Clan 
Allan, &c. Near the church is the pallage-boat* 

Over againft Cromdale, and on the weft-fide of the river, is 
Achinarraw, where the Clan Chiaran firft leated. Next is Du* 
nan, the firft feat of the' Clan Allan ; and next thereto, is th6 
barony ofFreuchie (i. «. Heathery, fo called from a hillock, 
covered -with heath, near the houfe of Grant) or of Caftle-Grant. 
This (as- alfo Achinarraw, Dunan, and all the lands of Inver- 
alan) was anciently a part of the eftate of Cumming Lord Ba- 
denoch. Here is the principal leat of the family of Grant. The 
houfe is a grand building, environed with gardens, inclofureS, 
and much planting. The apartments in the houfe are well 
finilhed, and there is a valuable private library. Two miles 
fouth, the church of Inveralan ftandeth on the weft bank of 
the river. In the 13th Century, about 1130, this church, and 
probably lands about it, pertained to Walter Moray Baron of 
Petty and fon of William, fon of Freskyn of Duffus (Appendix, 
No XI.). And anno 1236, King Alexander II. excambed with 
Andrew Bilhop of Moray, the three Davachs of Fynlarg (near 
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the church of Inveralan) for the forreft of Cawood, and Logyn- 
fythenach in Brae-Moray (Appendix, No. X.). In the upper 
end of the parilh is Tullochgorum, the (eat of the chief of jhe 
Clan Phadrick, for near to 400 years. N. W. from Tulloch- 
gorum is Clourie, a mortgage belonging to a Branch of the Houfe 
of Grant. And north from Clourie is Muckerach, the firft po£ 
Jeflion of the Grants of Rothemurchus, where they built a good 
houie anno 1 598, but now in ruins. I now go up the river to 

ABERNETHIE Parilh. 

The parifh of Abernethie, i. e. the Mouth of Nethie y or the 
Impetuous WaChie River. To this the parifh of Kinchardine 
is united, and both lie on the South Eaft fide of the River. 
It extendeth from the borders of Cromdale to Rothemurchus, 
(even miles in length, and from Spey to Glenlochie, five 
miles in breadth, environed, except on the river, with a chain 
of hills. The Barony of Kinchardine is the property of the 
Duke of Gordon, and all the reft, except a few wadlets, the pro- 
perty of the Laird of Grant. Abernethie is in the county of 
Moray, and Kinchardin in the county of Invernefe. The 
church ftandeth two furlongs from Spey, and as far from 
Nethie, four miles South Weft of Cromdale ; four miles Eaft 
of Duthel, and fix miles North Eaft of Rothemurchus. The 
water of Nethie rifeth in the hills near to Loch-avon, and 
watering the parifh from South to North, after a courfe of 
near (even miles, difehargeth into Spey. 

The Barony of Abernethie was a part oftheeftate of Cumming 
Lord Badenoch, where he had a houfe or fort near the church. 
(See Military Hiftory) Upon the forfeiture of Cumming, it be- 
came a part of the Earldom of Moray, and as yet giveth the 
title of Lord Abernethie to that Earl. On the death of 
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Earl John Randulf anno 1 346, the Earldom reverted to the 
Crown : and Abernethie, as a part of it, was given tot “ De- 
** le£lo filio noftro Joanni de Dunbar, et Mariotse fponfie 
** ejus, filise noftrae chariflimte, 9 0 Mart, anno regni 2 ° i£73»” 
( Rotul . Rob. II .) At what time the Lairds of Grant firft ob- 
tained any part of Abernethie, I cannot determine; But they 
were in pofledion of the lower parts early in the i6th Cen- 
tury, and thereafter they purchafed the upper part in the 17th 
Century,' from the Earl of Moray. Let it be obferved, that 
the Davacks of Gartehmore, Rymore and Tulloch in Aber- 
nethie, and the Davacks of Tullochgorum, Clourie and Cour in 
Inverallart, were a part of the Lordfliip of Badenoch ; and about 
anno 1 600, the family of Huntly excambed thefe lands with 
John of Freuchie, for lands in Strathavon and Glenlivat, re- 
ferving to Huntly a fervitude upon the fir wood of Rymore, 
for repairing Gordon Cattle, and the cattle of Blairfindie in 
Glenlivat, which fervitude is ftill in force. r 

In the Eaft end of the parifh is Conegefs, a mortgage pertain- 
ing to Mr William Grant late minifter of Abernethie ; And •* 
half mile above Conegefs, is a bridge of four arches over Spey 
built on the military road in 1 754. A mile further up is 
Achernack, for about 300 years the refidence of the Head of the 
Clan Allan. About the year 1 560, James Grant of Achernack 
had a family of eight fens, whereof Duncan was heir : a 2d 
Gregor founded the family of Gartinmore ; a 3 d James was 
ancettor of Achterblair, now Carron ; a 4 th John, was the 
firft of the Grants of Eafter Lethendie and Burn fide ; a $th 
Allan, was ancettor of Mulachard ; a &tb Mungo of Conegefs ; 
a 7 tb Robert of Nevie ; and the 8 tb Andrew* Near to Acher- 
nack is a paftage boat. At the mouth of Nethie is Coulnakyle, 
a pleafant feat, whe're Sir James Grant has built a neat new 
houfe. A mile up on Nethie, is Letocb , the mortgage of a gen- 
tleman 
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tleman of the Clan Allan ; and a mile further up b Lurg, the 
teat of Robert Grant of Lurg, the 5th defcent from Duncan 
heir of Grant, who died anno 1581. Beyond Nethie, on the 
river Spey, is Gartinmore a mortgage of John Grant. South 
"from which is Rytnore, and South Weft thence is ‘Tulloch , which 
had been for fix generations the property of a branch of the 
family of Ballendalach, lately extintt. A fkirt of the parifh 
of Abernethie lieth in a narrow valley called Glenbruin and 
Gletilocbic, near the river Avon. 

The Barony of Kinchardin lieth on the river Spey, betwixt 
Gartenmore and Rothemurchus. The church is in the 
middle of it, a furlong from the river. I obferved above, that 
Walter Stewart of Kinchardin was the 3d fbn of the Earl of 
Buchan. His defendants for ten defeents continued in good 
repute, till about the year 1683, John Roy, thelaft Baron (a 
filly ignorant man), was in a manner cheated out of his eftate, 
by hb brother-in-law Alexander MTntofh, called the fheriff 
Baine, who made him fell it to the Marquifs of Huntley for a 
Very trilfle ; and the family is extinft. For the extenfive fir 
woods in Abernethie and Kinchardin, fee the Natural Hiftory. 
And I crofs the river Spey to 

D UT H E L Parifh. 

The parifh of Duthel lieth on the Weft fide of the ri- 
ver : but the parifh of Rothemurchus that is united to it, 
is on the Eaft fide. Duthel is divided into two parts, by a 
ridge of hills running from South to North. The South Eaft 
fide of thefe hills is called Deajoil , i. e. Southward ; and the 
North Weft fide is called Tuathail, i. e. Northward ; and hence 
is the name, Duthel. The rapid rivulet Tuilenan y watereth 
this North fide of the parifh. It rifeth in the hills betwixt 
Badenoch and Strathem, and running North Eaft thro' 
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Duthel, it turneth due Eaft, and after a couple of fixteen miles 
falleth into Spey. There are upon it two ftone bridges, one 
a furlong above the mouth of it, and the other a mile above the 
church. The church ftandeth on the Weft fide of Tuilenan, fix 
miles Weft South-Weft of Cromdale, four miles Weft of Aberne- 
thie, and about feven miles North of Alvie. On Tuilenan, from 
North to South, lies Tullochgriban, Mullachard, Achterblair, 
Inverladenan, &c. the feats of Gentlemen of the name of Grant. 

The Deafoil, or South-fide of the hills, ftretcheth on the bank 
of Spey, from Tullochgorum to the borders of Badenoclv 5 
miles in length, and not one mile in breadth. In the Eafti-end 
is Gartenbeg the ancient feat of the Clan Donachie, of whom 
Sir Ludovick Grant of Dalvey is now the reprefenter. Lauch- 
lan Grant, now of Gartenbeg, is of that family f. Next is Kiri- 
cherdie, the feat of a Branch of the houfe of Grant. Farther 
up is Aviemore, which (with Linechuirn) was the refidence of 
a Branch of the family of Glenmorifton, now extin<ft. And on 
the borders of Badenoch is the Weftern Craig Elathie, which 
word is a motto of the Grant's arms, and is the Crie de guerre, or 
War-cry of the Clan. This parifh is in the Shire of Moray for 
the mod part, and the whole of it is a part of the eftate of Grant. 

The Parifh of Rothemurchus. 

The Parifh of Rothemurchus is in the Shire of Invernefs. 
It lieth on the S. E. of the river, and, including Glenmore in 

F Kinchardine, 


f Upon the Weft bank of the river, where now the paffage boat of Gartenmore 
croflcth, flood the houfe of Cumming of Glenchernich, as yet called Bigla’s houfe, 
becaufe Bigla heirefs of Glenchernich married to the Laird of Grant, was the laft 
.of the Cummines that enjoyed that land. The houfe flood on a green moate, 
fenced by a dry ditch, the veftages of which are yet to be feen. A current tradition 
beareth, that at night a Salmon-net wa$ caft out into the Pool below the wall of 
the houfe, and a fmall rope, tyed to the net and brought in at the window, had a 
bell hung at it, which rung when a Salmon came into and (hook the net. 
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Kinchardine Parilh, it maketh a Semicircle, whereof the river is 
the diameter, and high mountains the circumference. The 
church ftandeth on the river, a half mile below the South end 
of the Parifti, 6 miles South from Duthel ; 6 miles S. W. from 
Abernethie ; one and a half mile S. E. from Alvie. Clofe by 
the church is the houle of Downe, the feat of Patrick Grant of 
Rothemurchus, a Baron in the County. 

The Family of GRANT of Rothemurchus. 

The firft of this family was (i) Patrick of Mukerach, fern of 
John Grant and Margaret Steuart daughter of the Earl of 
Athole. Upon the forfeiting of Shaw of Rothemurchus, Patrick 
got Rothemurchus and Balnefpick, in exchange for Mukerach. 
He was fucceeded by his eldeft fon (2) Duncan, who, having no 
iflue, was fucceeded by his brother (3) John, father of (4) 
James, who had three fons, viz. Patrick, Collonel William, 
and Mr John who died a batchelor. Collonel William pur- 
chafed the lands of Ballendalach, and was father of Alexander, 
and of James now of Ballendalach. (5) Patrick had three fens, 
viz. Patrick of Tullochgrue, Captain John who died a batche- 
lor, and (6) James the eldeft fen, father of (7) Patrick now of 
Rothemurchus, 

Rothemurchus was by King Alexander II. anno 1226, grant- 
ed to Andrew Bifhop of Moray, for a forreft, in exchange for 
other lands, ( Appendix , N p XII.). And Bifhop Andrew morti- 
fied it to the Cathedral of Elgin, for furnifhing lights and 
candles {Appendix, N° XIII.). The*Shaws and the Cummings 
had warm and bloody combats about this pofleflion and Duchus 
of Rothemurchus. The pincipal feat was a fort in a loch, 
called Loch an elan, the walls whereof do Bill remain. And this 
leads me to give feme account of 

The 
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The Family of SHAW of Rothf.murchus. 

It is the general tradition, that the Shaws are defcended , of 
Macduff Earl of Fife. Sir George MacKenzie, in his Alpha- 
betical manufctipt of Genealogies, fays, “ That Sbeach ox Shaw, fon 
“ of MacDuff, was progenitor of this name.” Sir Robert Sib- 
bald dedicates his Modern Hijlory of Fife “ To the Earl of 
“ Wemyfs, Lord Elcho, and to the Nobility and Gentry of -the 
“ name of W r emyfs, Shaw, Tofhean, Duff, Douglas, Lefley and 
“ Abernethy, ; defcended of the Clan MacDuff.” Mr Nifbep, 
in his Marks of Cadency, writeth, “ That the Shaws are faid to be 
“ defcended of a younger fon of MacDuff Earl of Fife.” The 
Bifhop of Carlyle, in his Scot, tifl) Hiflorical Library, fays, “ I have 
“ lcen a treatile of the origin and continuance of the Thanes 
“ and Earls of Fife firnamed MacDuff, of whom the families 
“ of Maclntofli, Wemyfs, Shaw, and Duff are defcended.” Let 
me add, that Dr Abercrombie, in his Martial Achievements, ob- 
ferveth, that King Malcolm Camnore rewarded thofe who had 
contributed to his Reftoration, from the names of which, or 
lands given to them, many ancient families have their firnames, 
and particularly Gordon, Seaton, Lefley, Calder, Shaw, Stra- 
chan, Mar, &c.. 

Thefe hints are fufHcient to fltow die antiquity of this name, 
and their de fee nt from MacDuff.. 

I fee no reafon to doubt, that the Shaws in the South and in 
the North were originally the fame. But at what time they 
fettled in the North I cannot determine. The Lord Lyon’s Re- 
cords bear, that Fa rqu hard fon of Invercauld (defcended of Shaw 
of Rothemurchus ) carries the Lyon of MacDuff as paternal arms ; 
and a canton dexter, charged with a hand holding a dagger, 
point downwards ; in memory of Shaw of Rothemurchus aflift- 
ing in cutting off the Cummines. Unvaried tradition like- 
wife beareth, that Shaw Corfhiaclach, c. Buck-toothed, of 
Rothemurchus,. was Captain of the XXX Clan' Chattan, in the 

F 2 memorable 
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memorable conflict againft XXX Clan Cays, on the Inch of 
Perth, anno 1396, and that the Shaws pofTefled Rothemurchus 
long before that time ; and fo I may call it probable, that they 
fettled in the North in the beginning at lealt of the 14th Century. 

The Lands of Rothemurchus having been granted, by King 
Alexander II. to Andrew Bifhop of Moray, annno 1226, (Ap- 
pendix, N° XII.) were held off the Bifhops in Leafe, by the 
Shaws during a hundred years without difturbance: But, a- 
bout the year 1350, Cummine of Strathdallas having a Leale 
of thefe Lands, and unwilling to yield to the Shaws, it came 
to be decided by the Sword ; and (r) James Shaw, Chief of 
the Clan, was killed in the .Conflict. James had married a 
Daughter of Baron Fergufon in Athole, and his Son (2) Shaw, 
called Corfiacblach , as foon as he came of age, with a body of 
Men, attacked Cummine, and killed him, at a place called to 
this day Lagna- Cuminac b. He purchafed the Freehold of Rothe- 
morchus and Balinefpic ; and by a daughter of MacPherfon 
of Clunie, had feven Sons, James the eldeft, anti Farquhar An- 
ceftor of the Farquharfons, &c. Shaw commanded the XXX 
Clan Chattan on the Inch of Perth, anno 1396, and dying a- 
bout 1405, his Grave-Hone is feen in the Church-yard. (3) 
James brought a Company of his Name to the Battle of Hard- 
law, anno 141 1, where he was killed. His Son, by a Daughter 
of Inveretie, (4) Alexander Kiar, by a daughter of Stuart of 
Kinchardine, had four Sons, of whom Dale, Tordarroch, and 
Delnafert, are defcended ; and (5) John, by a Niece of Mac I n- 
tofh, was Father of (6) Allan, who, by a Daughter of the Laird 
of Maclntofh, had ^7) John Father of (8) Allan, who, having 
barbaroufly murdered his Step Father Dallas of Cantray, was 
juilly forfeited, and the Laird of Grant purchafed the forfeiture 
about anno 1 595. The Arms of Shaw are : Or, a Lion Ramp-, 
ant, Gul. Armed and Langued Az; a Fir-tree growing out of a 
Mount Prop, in Bafe;and, in a Canton Arg, a Dexter-hand Coup’d 
grafping a dagger, Gul. FAR- 
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F ARQ^UHARSON of Invercauld. 

Farq.uhar, fecond fon of Shaw of Botbemurchus, was 
Forrefter to the Earl of Mar, about anno 1440 ; and, by a daugh- 
ter of RobUbn of Lude, was father of (2) fjonald, who, by a 
daughter of Calvene, had (3) Farquhar Beg, who married a 
daughter of ChUholm of Strathglafs, and had (4) Donald, who 
married Ifabel only child of Stuart of Invercauld and Aberar- 
1 der/ and' by her obtained thefe lands, anno 1520: His foh 
($)' Fihlay More (from whom they* are called C/an Fkinlay) was 
killed in the battle of Pinky, bearing the Royal Standard 1 547. 
By a daughter of Garden of Balchorie, he had feven fons, of 
whom leveral refpedlable Families are defcended. His eldeft 
fon (6) William had no llfue, and was fucceeded by his bro- 
ther (y) Robert, Who married a daughter of Inverchrolkie, 
and had (£) John, who, by a daughter of Gartley, had a Son 
(9) Robert, who married Anne daughter of Erfkine of Pittodrie, 
and had Robert and Alexander, (ro) Robert hac! no Male 
Iflue/ and was fucceded by his brother ( 1 1 ) Alexander, wIk> 
married a daughter of Maclntofli of that Ilk, and had William 
and John. (1 2) William died unmarried, and was lucceeded by 
his Brother (1 3) John, who died in 1756 ; by Margaret daughter 
of Lord James Moray of Doualliebrother to the Marquis of Athole, 
he had James, arid Anne married to /Eneas Maclntolh of that . 
Ilk. (14) James married Emilia, daughter of Lord George 
Moray, fon of John Duke of Athole, and by her has Iflue. . 

Invercauld bears Quarterly. 1 and 4, Or, a Lion Rampant, 
Gul. Armed and Langued Az. 2 and 3 Arg ; a Fir-tree grow- 
ing out of a Mount in Bafe feeded Prop. And on a Chief 
Gul. the Banner of Scotland diiplayed : And in a Canton, a - 
Dexter- hand Couped FtfTways, holding a Dagger point down- 
ward. Creft, A LyonifTuant Gul. holding a Sword in his Dex- 
ter-paw, hiked and pomilled, Or. Supporters* Two Cats Sali- 
ant. Motto. FIDE ET FORTITUDINE. 

Having 
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Having tlefcribed the country of Strathfpfcv, I go up the 
river Spey, and enter into 

B A D E N A C H, 

So called from Badan , a Bufh or Thicket, becaufc it was ancient- 
ly full of wood. I cannot trace the pofleflors of this country 
higher than to the Cummines Lords of Badenach, who, I doubt 
not, were Lords of it in the 12th or beginning of the; 13th Cen- 
tury. Upon their being forfeited by King Robert Bruce, Badenach 
made a part of the Earldom of Moray, granted, to Sir ^-homas 
Randolph, anno 1313 (Appendix, N° 1.). The Earldom>re- 
verting to the Crown on the death of John Randolph, anno 
1 346, without iffiie male, George Dunbar Earl of March had, 
at lead, the title of Earl of Moray, in right of his mother Ag- 
nefs Randolph filler and heir of Earl John Randolph. And 
when King Robert II. granted the Earldom of Moray to John 
Dunbar, he excepted Badenach, Lochaber, and the caftle of Ur- 
quhart out of the grant. The faid King Robert, anno regni 
1 mo 1 372, granted the fixty Davachs of Badenach to his fon Alex- 
ander and his heirs, which failing, to his brother David and his 
heirs [Rot. Robert II.). Lord Alexander died anno 1394, 
without lawful iffue : David likewiLe left no Ion, and the Lord-

fliip of Badenach remained in the Crown, dll it was given to 
the Earl of Huntley, after; the battle of Brechin anno- 1452, in 
whofe family it continueth. And becaufe this country is 
mainly poUt-lfed by the Maclntofhes and MaePherfons, I iliail 
here give a fuccimfl account of tliefe two Families and Clans. 

MACINTOSH. 

No one queftions, that this is a branch of the MacDuffs Thanes 
and Earls of Fife. Torch in Irifh (from Tus, i. e. Fil'd or Chief) fig- 
nifies Thane, and Maclntofh is the Thane’s fon. (1) Shaw MacDuff, 
fecond fon of Duncan fifth Earl of Fife, who died anno 1 1 54, is 

laid. 
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The Family of Macintosh.* 

(aid to have had a command in the army of Malcolpi IV. againft 
the Moravienfes about 1 1 60, and that, upon quelling that rebel- 
lion, the King made him Governor oflnvernefs, and granted 
him fome lands near to it. This is highly probable j for when 
Prince Henry, only fon of King David I. died anno 1 1 52, and 
the King declared Malcolm the fon of Henry fucceflor to the 
Crown, he committed him to theforefaid Duncan Earl of Fife, to 
bring him through all the countries, and to have him proclaim- 
ed in all the Burroughs, Heir of the Crown ( Chron. Mil .J. In 
this tour, Shaw MacDuff accompanied his father, and got into 
the favour of the young Prince, who afterwards preferred 
him as faid is. Shaw fixing his refidence in the North, and be- 
ing called, Mac-an-to/hicb, i. e. “ The Thane’s fon,” this became 
the firname of the family. By Giles Montgomery he left ifliie, 

(2) Shaw,, who was thirty-fix years Governor of the Caftle of 
Invernels, which he bravely defended againft the Lord of the 
Ifies. By a daughter of Sir Hary Sandyland, he had Ferquhar, 
William, and Edward Anceftor of Monivard, and died 1209. 

(3) Ferquhar had no Iflue, and was fiicceeded by (4) Shaw, 
Ion of William, and, by a daughter of the Thane of Calder, 
was father of (5) Ferquhar, who fought at the head of his 
Clan againft Haquin King of Norway, in the battle of Largs, 
anno 1263. By Mora, daughter of Angus Oig Lord of the 
Ifles, he had (6) Angus, who married Eva, the only child 
and heir of Dowal DH, Chief of the Clan Chattan, 1292. By 
her he obtained the lands of Locharkeg, Glenluy, and Straths 
lochie, which remained with the Family, till they were fold to 
Lochiel in 1665. Argyle paid the purchafe-money, and is Su- 
perior of thofe Lands. 

In confequence of this marriage, the Lairds of Maclntofh 
were (in Royal Charters, Royal Miflives, Indentures, Con- 
tracts of Amity, <&c. of which 1 have perufed many) defigned 
** Captains of Clan Chattan.” In a bond of Man-rent, dated 

4th 
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4th April 1609, and granted by the MacPherfons to Maoln- 
tofh, they name him, “ Our Chief, as it was of auld, according 
“ to the Kings of Scotland, their Gift of Chieftanry of the 
“ hail Clan Chattan.*’ (pen. Macln. ). But if there were fuch a 
Royal Gift, it is now loft. Yet it cannot be doubted, that the 
Maclntofhes, MacPherfons, MacBeans, Shaws, MacGilivraes, 
MacQueens, MacPhails, Smiths, Maclnteers, &c. as one Incor- 
porated Body, did own Maclntofh for their Captain or Leader, 
for about 300 years. In thofe times of barbarity and violence. 
Small Tribes or Clans found it neceffary, to come under the 
patronage of more powerful Clans. Thofe Incorporated 
Tribes forefaid, went by the general name of Clan Chattan; 
yet every Tribe retained its own Sirname and Chief. 

Angus, by his Wife Eva, had a numerous IfTue, and dying, 
about 1 346, his eldeft Son (7) William, married a Daughter of 
Rory More MacLeod of Lewis, and had (8) Lachlan, who 
fought the Camerons at Invernahavon (Vid. Mil, Hifl.J, and 
by a Daughter of Frafer of Lovate, had (9) Ferquhar : This 
Gentleman, being of a peaceable difpofition, lived a private 
life, and refigned the Chieftanry and Fortune in favour of his 
Uncle (10) 'Malcolm Beg, who brought a Battalion to the Bat-r 
de of Harlaw anno 141 1, and for his condud: there obtained 
the Lands of Braelohaber, in 1447. By a daughter of MacDo- 
nald of Moidart, he had Duncan, William of Thylachie, and 
Lachlan Badenach, and died 1457. (11) Duncan, by Flo- 

rence Daughter of MacDonald Earl of Rofs, had (12) Fer- 
• qphar, who died 1 514, without Male IfTue, and was fucceeded 
by (13) William, Son of Lachlan Badenoch, who married La- 
bel MacNivan, Heirefs of Dunachtin : He was murdered in 
Invernefs, by one of his unruly Clan, in 1515.; of him came 
Strone. Firs Brother ( 1 4) Lachlan Oig fucceeded, and married 
Jean, Heirefs of Line of Gordon of Lochinvar, and was 
■ barbaroufly murdered by feme, of his Clan, in 1524. His Sou 

(15) William 
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(15) William married a Daughter of Findlater, and was treache- 
roufly murdered in Huntley-caftle by that Earl’s orders, 
anno 1 550, for which Huntley paid a great Aflythment or 
Compenfation in Lands. His Son (16) Lachlan More was a 
Gentleman greatly refpefted, for his behaviour in the Battle of 
Glenlivat, 1594 (Vid. Mil. HiJl.J. He married a Daughter of 
Lord Kintale, and died 1606 ; Of his Sons are defeended die 
Families of Borlum, Aberarder, and Corrybrugh. His eldeft 
fon Angus went abroad to travel, and died in Padua anno 
1 593 ; by a daughter of the Earl of Argyle, he left a Ion, (17} 
Sir Lachlan, who was, for fome time, a Gentleman of the Bed- 
Chamber to Prince Charles : He married a daughter of the 
Laird of Grant, and died in 1622, leaving two fons, William 
and Angus of Daviot. (18) William, by a daughter of 
Graeme of Fintrey, had a fon, and dying in 1660, (19) Lach- 
lan married the daughter of Lindfey of Edzel, and dying in 
1704, his fon (20) Lachlan died in 1731 without Blue, and 
was fucceeded by (21) William Jon of Lachlan of Daviot* 
This Gentleman ferved fome years in the army, and was finely 
accompliflicd, and dying in 1740 without Iflue, was fucceded 
by his brother (22) Angus, who married a daughter of John 
Farquharfon of Invercauld, and died in 1770 without Iflue^ 
He was fucceeded by his nephew iEneas, fon of Alexander 
third fon of Lachlan of Daviot. f ,

G MACPHER- 
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An account of the original of the Clan Chattan and Mac- 
Phcrfons is publifhed in the Dictionaries of Collier , Moreri, &c. 
too long to be tranfcribed here. I am forry the author of it 
difcovereth more vanity than Hiftorical knowledge. His fetch- 
ing the Clan Chattan from Germany, becaule Tacitus mentions 
the Catti in that country, is a poor playing with the gingle of 
words. The marrying Gillicatan-more to the lifter of Brute 
King of the Piets, is mere vanity, without any foundation. 
The making the anceftor of the Keiths, to have ferved King 
Kenneth II. in overthrowing the Pifts, is an unpardonable 
anachronifm ; for the Pi&s were overthrown by Kenneth, about 
anno 842, and the anceftor of the Keiths was not heard of be- 
fore the Battle of Barry anno 1010. And the fending one of 
the Clan on a pilgrimage through a great part of Europe and 
Afia, and then making him King of Leinfter in Ireland, is fuch 
Knight errantry, as none but the Irifh fhould commit to writ- 
ing, and yet not one of their Hiftoriaus mentioneth it. 

It is to me probable, from the names (Muiroch, Ewan, Colum, 
Gilicohm, &c.) fo frequent among the Clan Chattan, that they 
came originally from Ireland, and either took their name from, 
or gave their name to Catav , now Sutherland, their ancient 
refidcnce. Sutherland, in Irifh Catav , and Caitnefs, Gualav, 
were antientlv called, Catenefiacis et ultra moment, viz. Ord. In 
Irifh Cad is alt us, High ; and Git a el, is humilis, Low, Plain. And 
fo Catav (from Cad, High, and Taobb or Tav, a Side) is the high 
fide of tire Ord ; and Gaul av is the low fide of it. The very 
nature and figure of the country confirmeth the Etymology : 
And the inhabitants might have taken their name, Catac-b, from 
the country. • Or, if they were fo called from Saint Catan or 
Cathain, an ancient Scottifh Saint to whom the Priory of ylrd- 
ehallan in Lorn was dedicated, and the Priory ofScarinch in Lewis 
4 tbi exuvite SanCli Cattani afervantur, “ Where the remains of St Cat- 

“ tan 
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“ tan are preferved.” Keith. Catal. they might have given their 
name to the country. In this I (hall not determine, and (hall 
only add, that their antiquity in Catav was fuch, that I have not 
heard of any inhabitants in that country before them. 

At what time, and upon what occafion, they removed from 
Caithnefs and Sutherland into Lochaber, I find not. The 
current tradition is, that they were expelled, becaufe Gillicattan, 
their Chief, difobeyed a call to attend the royal ftandard, pro- 
bably in the beginning of King Malcolm II. ’s reign, which com- 
menced anno 1004, and who then called his fubje&s into the 
field againft the invading Danes. The conjetdure feemeth to 
be favoured by this, that their chief was commonly called 
Gillicatan-more o' Gualav, i. e. “ The Great Gillicattan from Caitli- 
nefs,” implying, that became, or was driven from Caithnefs. 

From Gillicattan More, fome of them are called MacGillichat- 
tans. The general name is Catenach: from Muirach, they are 
termed Clan Mhuirach, and from Gillicattan Clerach Parfoti of 
Kinguffie, they go now in Badenoch by the name of MacPherfon. 
The MacBains, MacPhails, Catteighs are branches of the old. 
Clan Chattan ; and the Kieths are likewile faid to have defeend- 
cd from them. At what time they came from Lochaber into 
Badenoch, I find not. Surely it was not all at one time, and 
probably the forfeiture of Cummine Lord Badenoch by King, 
Robert Bruce, made room for them in that country. 

It is the common Tradition, that Gili-Cattan-More lived in 
the reign of King Malcolm II. Cent. XI. : and the mod pro- 
bable account I find of his Dcfcenclents, for about 200 years, 
is as follows. (1) Gili-Cattan More was Father of (2) Dougal, 
Father of (3^ Gili. Cattail and David Dow Ancedor of Inverna- 
havon. Gili Cattan was Father of (4) Muirach More, who 
had two Sons, Kenneth and Gili-Cattan Clerach. (5) Kenneth 
had no Blue, and was fucceeded by his Brother ( 6 ) Gili Cattan 
Clerach Parfon of Kingufie, who refigned his Padoral Charge,. 

G z married: 
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married, and became Chief of the Clan : He had two Sons, 
Gili- Patrick, and Ewan- Bane. (7) Gili-Patrick was father of 
(8) Doual Dal, whofe only Child Eva married Angus Mac- 
Intofti of that Ilk, about anno 1292. The dired Male Line 
failing thus, the Chieftanry divolved to the dependents of 
Ewan Bane, fecond Son of Gili Cattan Clerach. Ewan Bane 
died about anno 1296, leaving three Sons, viz. Kenneth An- 
ceftorof Clunie, John Anceftor of Pitmean, and Gelis the firft of 
the Family of Inveralbie. Thefe and their Dependents aflum- 
ed the Surname of MacPherfon, from the faid Parfon of Kingu- 
fie; but the Pofterity of David Dow of Invernahavon were 
called Clan Dabhi in my time. 

In the 14th Century, the Clan Chattan poffeffed the greateft 
part of the Country of Badenoch, and lived happy and refpeft- 
ed : But a fatal difeord, between two of the Tribes, broke their 
harmony, and occafioned the Memorable Combat on the 
North Inch of Perth, in the year 1396. The Earls of Craw- 
ford and Moray, by Commiffion, attempted to reconcile them, 
but without fuccefs : wherefore they propofed, that thirty on 
each fide ftiould decide the Quarrel by the Sword, in prefence 
of the King and Nobility. (Who the Combatants were, and 
w hat the difference between them was, fee Mil. Hijl. Pag. 216.) 
The Parties, like the Roman Horatii and Curatii, accepted the 
motion : but when they were met on the day appointed, one 
of the Clan Chattan had abfented through fear, and a fmith, 
named Henry Wyne, offered to fupply his place for a Crown 
of Gold, about 7 fh. 6d. value. The conflict was fierce and 
defperate : Of the Clan Cay twenty nine were killed, and the 
thirtieth efcaped by fwimming the Tay : and of the Clan, Chat- 
tan nineteen were killed. The victory was much owing to 
Henry Wyne, which gave rife to the Proverb, “ He did very 
*t well for his own hand, as Henry Wyne did.” His Potterky 
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(called » Slbcbd a Gtine Chruitn, the IlTue of the Stooping Smith) 
were incorporated with the Clan Chattan. 

The Family of Clunie, from Ewan Bane, continued the Sue 
ceffion, but I cannot pretend to give the names of the Repre- 
fentatives before the laft Century. I know, that, in 1660, 
Andrew was Laird of Clunie, whole Son Ewan was Father of 
Duncan, who died in 1722, without Male IlTue. The. Direct 
Line thus Tailing, the neareft Collateral Male was Lachlan Mac- 
Pherfon of Nuid (Son of William, who was Son of Donald, 
whole Father John was Brother to the forefaid Andrew of Clu- 
nie). Lachlan, in 1722, had the Defignation of Clunie, and, 
by Jean Daughter of Sir Ewan Cameron of Lochiel, was Fa- 
ther of a numerous IlTue, of which the Eldeft Son, Ewian of 
Clunie, ralhly engaged in the Rebellion 1745, and was for- 
feited. He left a Son, by Janet Daughter of Simon late Lord 
Lovate, called Duncan.

The Parilh of ALV 1 E. 

The parifli of Alvie, i. e. Rockie, from Ail, a Rock. It 
lieth, a part -on each lide of Spey. On the Weft fide, it ex 
tendeth from Craig Elachie leven miles, in length, and little 
above half a mile in breadth, from the river to the hills. The 
church ftandeth near to a mile from the North end of the 
parilh, in a peninfula of a lake called Loeh-Alvie, fix miles 
. South of Duthel, a mile and a half Weft of Rothemurchus, 
two miles and a half North of Inch, and fix miles North of 

Kinguflie. 
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Kinguffie. In the North end is Lenevulg, the property of the 
Duke of Gordon. Next Southward is Delraddie, a part of the 
eftate of MacPherfon of Inverefliie. Below Delraddie on the 
fide of the river, is Kinrara, forfome generations the heritage 
of Macintosh of Kinrara and Balnefpic, and now a vvadfet per- 
taining to Rothemurchus. South from Delraddie are Dilla- 
foure, Pitcherin and Pitaufie : .The firft, a. feu property of 
MacPherfon of Dillafolire : The other two, the property of the 
Duke of Gordon. Farther South is the Barony of Dunachten, 
the property of the Laird of Maclntofh, which came - into his 
family, about anno 1500, by marrying the heirefs. Here 
Maclntofh had a feat ; but being burnt in 1 ^89, it has -not been 
rebuilt. Next thereto are the lands of Rait, the feat of Shaw 
Maclntofh of Borlum, a; feu holding of the Duke of Gordon, 
as all Badenoch doth. On the Eaft fide of the river, the 
parifh extcndeth a mile and a half otj the river, and about 
three miles into Glenfefhie S. E. all the property of the Lairds 
of Maclntofh and Jnverefhie. Of the woods in this and the 
other parifhes I fpeak elfewhere, aud fo go*on to 

. The Parifh of KINGUSIE and I N S H. 

’ r * ' - * 

I begin with Insh, which is fitnated below KingufTie, on the 
the Eaft fide of the river. Here the river pafteth through a lake 
one and a half mile long, and near to a mile broad, called Loch- 
Infli :■ And when- the river fwell th, a branch of it runneth on 
each fide of afrnall hill on which the church ftandeth, thereby 
' making it 1 an Iftand ; and hence is the name Infb. The church 
is two and a half miles fouth of Alvie, and 3 and a half miles 
north of Kingufie. This parifh extendeth near to 3 miles every 
way, betwixt the waters of Fefiiie and Tromie. FefTiie falleth 
from the Grampian hills, and being fwelled by many brooks, 
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after acourfe of about 15 miles, difehargeth into Spey below 
the church, and it boundeth the parifhes of Alvie and fofh. 
Trdmie likewh’e. runneth put of the Grampian hills a courfe of 
about. 1 4 miles, and falleth into Spey, a mile north of Ruthven, 
and boundeth the parifh of Infli to the iourh. All betwixt thele 
two rivulets is the property of George MacPherfon of Inverefhie, 
Chief offtneof the principal -Tribes of that name. Clofe by the 
church of Infh, are the lands of Balnefpick, holding of Grant of 
Rothemut'bhus, which had been the property of Maclntofli of 
Kinrafa and Balnefpick, but were fold to Inverefhie about the 
year 1749. J An half mile up the water- of Fefhie, is tRe feat of 
the proprietor, who has a falmon-fifhing on Loch Infti, and a 
paflage-boat Oft Spey at; the church. 

The parifh of Kr ngussi e on the Eafl: fide of Spey, flretcheth 
about 6 miles . from Trpmie to Truim. This rivulet rifeth in 
the hills ofDrunlochter, and running from S. W. to N. £. be- 
twixt the parifhes'ftf K'iftguilie and Laggan, after a courfe of a- 
bout 1 5 miles, falleth into Spey at Invernabaven. Near the 
mouth of Tromie is Invertromie, the heritage, for feveral ge- 
nerations, of a branch of the MacPherfons of Pitmean, and in 
17 y8 purchafed by JphnMacPherfon of the family of Inverefhie, 
A mile Tip the river is Ruthven, a (mail village having a poft- 
offide. Clofe 'by it, is a green mount jutting into a rnarfhy 
plain ; die mount about 20 yards high, and the area on the top 
of it about 1 26 yards long and 60 broad. Here Cummine Lord 
Badenoch had his. feat and fort, (See my Mil. Hift. p, 208^) The 
lands of Ruthven are the Duke of Gordon’s property. . Ne^tnip 
the river is Nrid, a part of Clunie’s eftate, now , forfeited to thp 
Duke of Gordon Ins fuperior, by the Clan-A< 5 L , At the mouth of 
Truim, is Invernabaven, the heritage of John Mappherfon. Qlijef 
of the Clan Dabhi or Davidfons., -And jtwpjtpile^iUp^he fide of 
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Truim are Phoinefs ancl Etterifi, the property of a Gentleman of 
the Family of Inverefliie. I pafs to 

The Weft-fide of the River, on which the Parifh extendeth 
i'our and a half Miles. The Church ftandeth near the North- 
end, 6 Miles South of Alvie, and near to 15 North of Laggan., 
The Lands are Laggan, Ardbrylach, Kingufie, Pitmean, Strone 
and Bealtds ; and are the property of the Duke of Gordon, Cou- 
linlin is the heritage of Donald MacPherfon, of the Family of 
Clune. Clune is now the Feu-hold of Andrew MacPherfon of 
Benchar, holding of Maclntofh as Superior, and this Gentleman 
holdeth Benchar in Mortgage off Maclntofh of Borlum* 

The Parish of LAGGAN. 

Tins Parifh lieth on the Head of the River Spev, and extend- 
eth on both (ides of the River, about ten miles in length* In the 
North-end it is about 4 miles broad, befides Delwhinny that is 
two miles in the hill of Drumochter. 

On the Weft-fide of the River, 6 miles above Kingufie, flood 
the fine modern houfe of Clunie, which was burnt in 1746; and 
the eftate of Clunie forfeited, by the Clan*a<ft, to the Duke of 
Gordon Superior.. Six miles above Clunie is Garva, at the foot 
of the hill Coryerack, where the military-road leadeth to Fort 
Auguflus. At Garva there is a ftone-bridge over Spey, and be- 
yond it there is no land inhabited on the Weft-fide of the River, 
which hath a courfe of about 8 miles further into the hills. 

Ort the Eaft-fide of the River, 6 miles above the Water of 
TrUim, is Strathmafic, the heritage of MacPherfon of Strathmafie, 
And here the Rivulet of Maffie falleth into Spey. Four miles 
ferther South is Laggan , likewife Aber&rder> and other lands per- 
taining to the Laird of Maclntofh, and Galagie pertaining to 
the laird of Grant. All the reft of the parifih is the property 

of 
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of the Duke of Gordon. The church of Laggan ftandeth 
here at the North end of Loch Laggan. But, as this is beyond 
the bounds of the province of Moray, and the river of Spey 
iffping out of Lochlaggan runneth into Lochaber, I here 
break off. And having pun over the valley of Spey that co- 
vereth the whole province, I now return to the mouth pf that 
river, to delcribe the Low Country ; And begin with 

The Parifh of SPEYMOUTH. 

This parifh extendeth in length, four miles and a half, 
from the fea fouthward on the bank of the river, and generally 
It is but a half mile broad, except the foufh end that is a mile 
in breadth. r fhe church ftandeth near the river, over agaiuft 
the church of Bellie, and about a half mile weft from it ; three 
miles eaft from Urquhart, and three miles and a half north 
from Dundurcrofs. Till the year 1731 ( vid. Ecclcf Rift.) 
this made two parifhes, viz. Effil and Dipple. Effil ( Iafal y 
. i. e. Low) in the north end. At the mouth of the river is 
the harbour and town of Germagb . The harbour rcceiveth no 
(hips of burden, being chocked with fand and fliut up by a 
barr. The town of Germagh is a Burgh of Barony, con lifting 
of about fixty dwelling houfes. It was long the property of the 
family of Innes, and now belongs to the Earl Fife, and feuedout 
to fm all heritors. South of the town are the lands of Effil, 
for feveral generations the heritage of Geddes of Effil, diF 
poned in 1698 to Duff of Dipple, father of the late Earl Fife. 
Dipple (Dubh or Du-pol, i. e. The Black or Deep Pool, viz. in 
the River) was church land, for fome time the heritage of the 
family of Innes, and now of Earl Fife. The Duke of Gordon 
has a farm or two in this parifh, and for the fpace of about 
four miles above the mputh of the river is one of the beft 
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falmon fifliings in the kingdom, belonging to the Duke of 
Gordon, the Earl of Moray and Earl Fife. * Weft from 
Spey mouth lieth,

The Parilh of U R Q^U HART. 

This parifli ftretcheth upon the frith to the river Loflie four 
miles, and two miles in breadth. The church ftandeth near the 
fouth end three miles weft from Speymouth, one mile north from 
Langbryde, and three eaft from Elgin ; the fouth and eaft parts 
are called the Lordfliip of Urquhart. They were a part of the 
lands of that Priory, and were created into a temporal Lord- 
fliip, in favour of the fon of Lord Winton Chancellor of 
Scotland and Earl of- Dunfermline, anno 1591. (Vid. 
Ecclef. HiJl.J and were purchafedby the Duke of Gordon about 
the year 1730. North from the church is the barony of Innes. 
The houfe of Innes is a fine modern building, furrounded with 
gardens, inclofurds and planting. In the year 1737, it was 
all confumed by Lightning, but is now for the moft part 
repaired and well finiflied. Weft of Innes is the barony of 
Leuchars. This was anciently a part of the Earldom of 
Moray, and came to Sir Alexander Dunbar of Weftfield, as a 
part of his patrimonial eftate. About the 1 570, a daughter of 
Weftfield, married to Innes of Crombie, brought Leuchars, 
and a half coble of fifhing on the Spey, into the family of 
Innes ; and now it is the heritage of Captain John Innes a

• The Duke of Gordon’s fifhing, is partly a perquifite of the Lordfliip of 
Urquhart, and partly purchafed from Cumine of Ernfide. The Earl of Moray’s 
fifhing formerly belonged to the Bifliop of Moray, and came to the Regent Earl of 
Moray with the lands of Di;ple, about anno I 567, from Patrick Hepburn the laft 
Popifh Bifliop. And when the lands of Dipple were fold, the fifhing was retained, 
and the Earl Fife’s fifhing came to him with the lands of Gcrmach, from th« 
family of Innes } and with the lands of Effil, from Geddes of Effil. 
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branch of the family. Here let me give fome account of the 
name and family of Innes. 

The Family of IN N E S> 

This is a local firname. Inis in Irifh fignifieth an Ifland, or 
a Peninfula, fitch as a part of the lands of; Innes very proba- 
bly was. The antiquity of this family, poffefled of the barony 
of Innes for 600 years, appeareth from the original charter 
(Append. No. XIV.) Beroaldus Flandrenfis, who obtained, 
this charter, either was a Flandrian, according to Sir James 
Dalrymple, or was one of the ancient Moravienfes, and 
having been for fome time in Flanders, was called the 
Flandrian. Thus the anceftor of Fraler of Foyer, ha- 
ving been for fome time in France, was called Hutcheon 
Francach. Many fuch inftances are obvious. I incline the ra- 
ther to this opinion, becaufe the Morays, Sutherlands, Innefles 
and Brodies have all the. fame paternal arms,, viz. ftars differ- - 
ing only in the tintflure : Whence it is probable, they were an- 
ciently Moravienfes. The charter now mentioned was grantr 
ed by King Malcolm IV ; and though the original is loft, there 
is extant a tranfeript of it under the fubfcription of Gavin 
Dunbar clerk regifter in the reign of King James V. The form: 
of this charter fheweth it ancient. Our Kings had at that 
time (and not before King William) ufed the plural, Nor; and 
ancient charters had no particular date ; yet the date of this 
charter may be nearly fixed, by obferving that William Bi- 
fhop of Moray was made Legate, anno 1159, and died anno 
1162, (Chron. Melr.J which bringeth the date within three 
years. King Alexander II. by his charter, ift January, anno 
regni 12 mo, 1226, confirmed the lands of Innes, Waltero filio 
Joannis filii Berwaldi (Pen. Inn.). (4) Sir Alexander Innes. 

H 2, fucceeded. 
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fucceeded his father Walter, whofe fon (5) William was the 
fii'ft of this family, defigned Dominus de Innes in an Indenture 
betwixt him and Simon prior of Plufcardine, in or before 
the year 1298. This fon (6) William de Innes, is one of the 
witnefles to an agreement betwixt the town of Elgin and the 
monks of Plufcardine, dated the 4th of December 1330. He 
is therein defigned Bare de Innes. His fon (7) Robert de Innes 
is defigned Dominus ejufdem , in a charter of King David the 
II. of the Forreftry of Boyne. This charter is without date ; 
but it appears, by the other witnefles mentioned in it, to have 
been granted before the year 1360. His fon (8) Alexander 
had three fons and a daughter : Sir Walter the eldeft fon died 
unmarried: John third fon was, on January 23. 1406-7, 

confecrated Bifliop of Moray, and died in April 1414. 
He advanced the rebuilding of the Cathedral, and began the 
building of the great Steeple. On his Tomb is this infcrip- 
tion : “ Hie jacet Reverendus in Chrifto Pater et D. D. 
<< Johannes de Innes, hujus ecclefise Epifcopus, qui hoc no- 
“ tabile opus incaepit, et per feptennium potenter xdificavit.” 
The daughter Giles was married to Ferquhard M'Intofh of that 
Ilk: Thefecondfon (9) Sir Robert Innes fucceeded his bro- 
ther. He married Dame Janet daughter and heirefs of Sir 
David Aberkerder Thane of Aberkerder, now Marnoch, with 
whom he got a great acceflion to his eftate. By this lady he 
had a fon (ro) Sir Walter Innes, who got a charter of confir- 
mation of his mother’s lands, from King James the II. anno 
1450. He married, 1 ft, Eupheme daughter ofHughfirft Lord 
Lovat, by whom he had three fons and two daughters: Sir Ro- 
bert his heir: Beroaklus Innes of Hatton, from whom feveralof 
this name in Caithnefs are defeended : His third fon John "was 
Bifliop of Caithnefs : Ilabel eldeft daughter was married to 
James Dunbar Earl of Moray : Margaret the fecond to Pa- 
trick 
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trick Maitland of Netherdale. Sir Walter, by his fecond lady, 
had a (on John Innes of Ardmilly, from whom feveral families 
of the name are defcended. (it) Sir Robert Innes fucceed- 
ed his father, and was infeft in all his father’s lands anno 1456. 
He was a man of great perfonal bravery, and remarkably dit- 
tinguiflied himfelf in the fervice of liis King on many occa- 
fions, particularly at the battle of Brechin anno 1452. Hi3 
lady was a daughter of the Baron, of Drumlanrig, by whom 
he had three fons and two daughters : James his heir ; Walter 
fecond fen, anceftor of the families of Innermarkie, Balvenie, 
Coxtown, Innerbrakie, Ortown, Auchintoul, &c. Robert third 
fen, progenitor of thelnnelles of Drence: His eldeft daughter 
Margaret, was married to Sir James Ogilvie, anceftor of the Earls 
ofFindlater : The fecond was married to Barclay of Towie. (12) 
James Innes of that Ilk fucceeded his father, to whom he was 
retoured heir anno 1464. He married lady Janet Gordon, daugh- 
ter of Alexander Earl of Huntly, and with her had a numerous 
iflue. The male iflue of Alexander the eldeft fen failed in the 
perfon of his grandfon John, who was fucceeded by the 
grandfon of (13) Robert Innes ofCromby, fecond fon of James ; 
which Robert was father of (14) James Innes of Rathmakenzie, 
who died fighting gallantly in the defence of his country at the 
battle of Pinkie, anno 1547 ; and was fucceeded by his fon 
(15) Alexander, who, by right of blood, as well as by mutual 
entail, fucceeded to the reprefentation and eftate of this family. 
By his lady Ifabt lla, daughter of Arthur Forbes of Balfour, and 
niece of John eighth Lord Forbes, he had a fon (16) Robert Innes 
of that Ilk, who fucceeded him ; and by Elizabeth daughter of 
Robert third Lord Elphinfton, he had two fons ; Sir Robert his 
heir, and Sir John father of Sir Robert Innes of Muirton. (17) 
Sir Robert Innes of Innes was a great favourite of King Charles 
I. who created him a Baronet of Nova Scotia, with deftina- 
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tion to his heirs male whatever, by Patent dated at Whitehall 
the 29th of May anno 1625. He afterwards fided with the Co- 
venanters, and was appointed one of the Committee of Eftates 
anno 1641. He married Lady Grizel Steuart, daughter of James 
Earl of Moray, by whom he had three fons and five daughters : 
Sir Robert his heir : James of Lochnet fecond fon : William a 
captain in the guards : His eldeft daughter Elizabeth was mar- 
ried to John Urquhart of Craigtown : The fecond daughter 
Mary was married to Janies Steuart of Rofyth : His third was 
married to Sir Robert Innes of Muirton : His fourth Barbara 
to Robert Dunbar fheriff of Murray : His youngeft daughter 
was married to Alexander firft Lord Duffus. He died before 
the Redo ration, and was fucceeded by his eldeft: fon (18) Sir 
Robert Innes of Innes, who married Mary daughter of James 
fifth Lord Rofs of Halkhead ; by whom he had (19) Sir James 
Innes of Innes ; who, by his lady Margaret daughter of Henry 
Lord Kerr, apparent heir of Robert Earl of Roxburgh, had his 
Ion and fiicceftor (20) Sir Henry Innes of Innes Baronet, who 
married Jean danghterof Duncan Forbes of Culloden Efq; by 
whom he had Sir Henry his heir, and John Innes of Inchbroom 
Efq; an officer in the army, and two daughters. (21) Sir 
Henry Innes of Innes Baronet married Anne daughter of Sir 
James Grant of Grant, by whom he had James his heir, and 
Robert who went to the Eaft Indies ; He had alfo five daugh- 
ters, Anne, Jean, Margaret, Sophia^ and Ludovica. (22) Sir 
James Innes of Innes Baronet fucceeded his father Sir Henry. 
He is the lixth Baronet of this family ; the twenty-fecond ge- 
neration in a direct male-line from Beroaldus ; and the fecond 
in precedency of the order of Baronets of Nova Scotia. 

This family had, for many years, a very opulent eftate. They 
were proprietors of the Baronies of Innes, Luchars, Kelmn- 
lemnock, in Moray county ; Crombie, Rothmakenzie and Aber-

cherder in Banff county, and much land in the County of 
Caithnefi. They early embraced the Reformation of religion, 
and William Laird of Innes was a Member of the Parliament in 
1 560, which eftablifhed that happy change. 

Sir James Innes (fon of Six Harry who died in 1762) fold the 
eftate of Innes in 1767, to James Earl Fife. 

The arms of Innes are. Argent, three ftars, each of fix points 
azure, with the badge of Nova Scotia in the center. Creft, 
Within an Adder difpofed circleways, a caftle triple towered 
Proper. Motto, PRUDENTIA ET VI. Supporters, 
two grey hounds Argent, each having a collar azure, charged 
with three ftars of the firft. 

The Parifli of L A N B R I D E. 

1 

This parifh is fo called, either from the Britifh, Lhan a 
church, and Bride or Brigida, i. e. St Brigida’s church : Or 
(it being written in fome ancient manufcripts, Lambnabride) 
becaufe a Lamb, an emblem of meeknefs, was taken up and 
decorated with many ornaments on St Bride’s day, as a memo- 
rial of her. This parifh lieth fouth of Urquhart, and is a mile 
in length, and as much in breadth. The church ftandeth a 
mile fouth of Urquhart ; two and a half miles S. E. from Elgin. 
In the eaft end of the parifli is Pitnafeir, a part of the lands of 
the Preceptory of Maifon Dieu, and now the heritage of Ogilvie 
of Pitnafeir, holding of the Town of Elgin. In the fouth end 
is Cotts, for fome generations the heritage of a branch of the 
family of Innes, and in 1757 fold to Alexander Bremner mer- 
chant in Portfoy ; holding of the Earl Fife. Below Cotts is 
Cockftoun, a barony that had long been the property of a branch 
of the family of Innes of Invermarkie. Cockftoun was created a 
Baronet in 1 687, whole grandfon Sir Alexander married the 
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heirefs of Barclay of Towle. The whole barony of Cocfcftoun 
now belongeth to the Earl Fife. Next to Langbricle is, 

The Parish and Royal B u h r 0 U g h of ELGIN. 

The meaning of the word Elgi n, is uncertain. In Britilh, 
flely, i. e. To hunt, and Fin. i. e. Fair, q. a pleafant Forreft or 
Hunting place. Or, in Saxon, Bely, i. e. Holy, and Dun, at 
Hill. So Uclgun (throwing out D to foften the found) is a Holy 
Hill. In the repofitory of the town, there is an old iron leal, 
with the infcription, He/gun. And at the end of the town there 
is a green mount called Our Ladfs bill. Whether thefe hints 
may lead to the true etymology, I determine not. Palling fuch 
curiolities, 

The town ftandeth on the fouth bank of the river Lolfie, 
in the Northern extremity of the parifli, on a plain, and the 
ground floppeth a little to the north. This fiuation is dry, 
pleafant, and well aired. The river has taken a winding 
turn northward from the centre of the towh ; whereas it an- 
tiently run by the foot of the gardens, and was the boundaiy 
of moll part of the clolfes on that fide. The town is one long 
ftreet from fouth weft to north eaft, crolled about the middle 
by the fchool wynd or lane to the fouth, and by Lolfie wynd 
to the north. The Crofs llandeth near to the middle, and near 
the eaft end ftandeth the Little Crofs ; from which the High 
Street divideth into two branches, whereof one runneth due eaft, 
and the other leadeth north by eaft into the College. The High 
Street is, for the moll part, broad, beautiful, and well laid or 
cawfewayed, On the middle of the ftreet near the Crofs, ftand- 
eth the High Church : A large and beautiful edifice, furpafled by 
few in the kingdom. It ftandeth on two rows of arched pil- 
lar?, and is fixty feet broad, and above eighty long within Walls. 

No 
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No church can be better furnifbed with feats and lofts of wain- 
fcot, and a pulpit of curious workmanfhip. It is lighted, 
befides feveral windows in the fide walls, by a Venetian window 
of three arches in the weftern gavel, whereof the middle arch 
is about 15 feel high. It has four hearfes of brafs of curious 
work, each having 12 fockets, hung in the middle of the church. 
To the eaft end is joined, the Little Church, where worfhip is 
performed on week days, and betwixt thefe two churches is the 
fteeple, with bells and a clock. The High Church, dedicated to 
St Giles, flood on two rows of mafly pillars, and was all vaulted 
and covered with thick and heavy hewed flone inflead of (late. 
On the 22d of June, being the Sabbath day, anno 1679, (the ve- 
ry day on which the battle of Both well-bridge was fought), when 
the people had returned from worfhip in the forenoon, the whole 
fabrick fell down, except the four pillars and vault that fupport 
the fteeple. The rebuilding was finifhed in 1 684, at the expence 
of the heritors of the parifh, merchants and tradefmen of the 
town, and fame private contributors. I have before me an 
account, charge aiid difeharge, by James Winchefter fome time 
treafurer of the town, of what money he received, and how it 
was applied. The charge amounts to L. 148? 19:2 Scots, and 
the difeharge to L. 4003 : 15:0: Scots. The Laird of Grant, 
in payment of his ftent, and by a voluntary contribution, furni- 
fhed the whole timber neceflary. The Laird of Muirton, be- 
fides his ftent, contributed L. 266: 13:4: Scots. The Bifliop 
contributed L. 1 33 : 6 : 8 : Scots, and Mr Alexander Todd mh 
nifter at Elgin L. 66 : 1 3 : 4 : Scots. The kirk Seftion paid out 
of the penalties L. 151 : 6: 8 Scots. Alexander Douglas of 
Spynie gave fixty bolls of virtual, which, at L. 3:6:8 per 
boll, amounted to L. 200 Scots. The building of the pulpit 
(befides the price of the wainfeot) coft L. 244, and the glazng 
of the windows and wire coft L. 400 Scots. I find nothing paid 
oiit of the common good of the Town. 

' ^ Weftward 
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Wefhvard of the church dancleth the tolbooth, ornamented 
with a high fteeple vaulted to the top, and with bells and a clock. 
The Town is alio accommodated with 3 large and well finifhed 
council chamber, a court houte, and leveral flrong prifon 
rooms. The houfes in. the Town are all built of free ftone, 
and many of them (land on pillars to .the ftreet. No Town can 
be better accommodated with gardens ; and there are few clofles 
but have draw-wells. 1 his Town Hood formerly farther to the 
weft, than now it doth ; for this See my Military Hijlory ; and 
for the Cathederal, College and religious houfes, See my 
Ecclefiajlical Hijlory. 

The Town ftandeth two miles north from the church of 
Bernie, one mile and a haft' fouth eaft of New-Spynie, and one 
mile and a half weft from St Andrews. The parifh to land- 
ward extencleth eighth miles from eaft to weft, and three miles 
from north to louth, and is fituated on both lides of the river 
Loflie, which riling in the hills betwixt Knockando and Edin- 
kyle runneth north three miles to the church of Dallas, thence 
turneth eaft about three miles, and then running north weft, 
and watering the pariflies of Bernie and Elgin, it pafleth north, 
and after a courle of about, fifteen miles falleih into the frith. 
A half mile weft from Elgin, there is a bridge of one large 
arch, built anno 1636; on the eaft fide of the river, a mile 
from the town to the fouth, are the lands of Maine, the pro- 
perty of David Brodie, M. D. *. South eaft from Maine, are 

the 

# The lands of Maine are a part of the ancient Earldom of Moray, and in 1471 
were the property of Hays of M.iine, of the Hays of Park and Lochloy, in which 
name they remained till fome time after the 1621- I find Maine pertaining to the Laird 
of Innes in 1630, to Gordon of Maine in 1635, to Mr Jofeph Brodie minifter of 
Forres in 1654, to Alexander Brodie (fon of Mr Jofeph and grandfather to Brodie 
of Muir-houfc) in 1 666. Then they came to Brodie of Lethem, who conveyed 
them to his nephew Thomas Brodie of Pitgavenic, and his fon David fold them 
to Dr Brodie writer of Pitgvanie. 
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the lands of Langmorn, Whitewreath and Thornhill, formerly 
a part of the eftate of Cockftown, and now the property of 
the Earl Fife. Further eaft is, Blackhills, the heritage of 
Robert Innes of Blackhills. 

On the weft fide of the river, is the barony of Mofstowie, 
in the north weft end of the parifli. The Town of Elgin are 
fuperiors of it, by the gift of King Alexander II. and now 
the Earl Fife has pofteflion of it, by an adjudication againft 
William Sutherland of Rofscommon, fon of the late Lord 
Duffus, who held it in feu of the laid Town. South eaft of- 
Mofstowie is the barony of Milntown, which, for about an hun- 
dred years, was the heritage of a branch of the family of Bro- 
die, and by Joleph Brodie of Milntown fold to Lord Braco, 
about 42 years ago. It was church land. South and eaft of 
Milntown, is the barony of Pittenrich and Monbein. Pitten- 
rich was a part of the Earldom of Moray, and long the pro- 
perty of Douglas of Pittenrich, from whomthe Earl of Moray pur- 
chafed it, in the end of the laft century. Monbein Upper and 
Nether, Bogfide, the Haugh, &c. are the lands of the Preceptory 
of Maifon Dieu, and hold of the Town of Elgin (Appendix, No. 
XXIV.) Thefe baronies are now the property of Colonel 
Francis Stewart, uncle to the prefent Earl of Moray, except 
Upper Monbein, that pertaineth to baillie John Laing of Elgin. 
Weftward lieth the Glen of Plufcarden, a valley extending three 
miles in length, and furrounded with hills, except to the eaft. 

It is (with the old mills near the town of Elgin) the property 
of the Earl Fife, except a few farms that Watfon of Wefter- 
.town holdeth of him in feu. Elgin giveth title to Braco, 
Lord Ivinlofs, and Earl of Elgin. Next up the river is,

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The Parifli of B IRN I E. 

The parifli of Birnie, anciently Brenorb, i. e. a Brae or High 
Land. It extended! on the eaft bank of Loflie, three miles from 
north to fouth, and a mile from eaft to weft. The church ftand- 
eth near the river, a half mile above the north encfofthe parifli, 
two miles fouth from Elgin, and four miles north eaft of 
Dali as. The whole parifli was a part of the Bifliop- lands of 
Moray j and when Patrick Hepburn, the Iaft Popifli Bifliop,, 
harboured his out-lawed nephew James Earl of Bothwell, anno 
1566, he refigned thefe and other lands to the Earl of Moray 
Regent ; and this parifli is a part of the eftate of the Earl of 
Moray, but held in feu b^' the Earl Fife, William King of 
Newmiln, Leflie of Finroflie, Coupland of Stackhoufe, Duff 
of Tomshill, &c. But of late the Earl of Findlater has purcha- 
fed, and is now foie proprietor of this parifli. 

The parifli of DALLAS. 

The parifli of Dallas ( Dale-uis , i. e. a Watered Valley) is 
furrounded with hills, except to the eaft towards Bernie, and 
a fmall portion of it to the north weft. The church ftandeth 
on the weft bank of Loflie, about four miles fouth weft of Ber- 
nie, and near five miles north of Knockandoi In the lower 
end of the parifli is Killefs, church land, for above an hun- 
dred years the heritage of Farquharfon of Killefs now extinct, 
and the lands are the property of the Earl Fife. Above 
this is the barony of Dallas. I know not, if from this valley* 
Dallas of that Ilk had its name and defignation. But I find 
Willichnus tie Doleys, a witnefs to Hugo Herok’s donation, anno 
1286 (Appendix, No XVI.) “ Johannes de Dolais, Thanus de 

“ Cromdale 
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“ Cromdale anno 1367’V (Appendix, No XX.) and Elizabeth, 
daughter and heirefs of Archibald Dallas of that Ilk, with con- 
lent of her hufband Duncan Frafer, in 1428, difponed her right 
of Dallas, to John Dallas of Eafter Foord, her uncle, and the 
•heir male of that family, who, in exchange of his lands in the 
louth, got from David Earl of Crawford, the lands of Budzet 
in Calder parifh anno 1440, (Hijl. Kclr.J. This barony had 
been long the property of Cumine of Altyre, before it was fold 
to Sir Ludovick Gordon of Gordonftoun, in the end of the 
laft century. Sir Robert Gordon, by ditching, draining and 
manuring, has improved this place, and built a convenient 
houle, adorned with much planting. A mile north weft from 
the church is Brenchil, fome time tUe property of Grant of Bren- 
chil, but lately of Cumine ofCraigtniln, who, about anno I752, 
fold it to James Grant of Knockando. I now return to the 
mouth of the river Loftie. * 

KENEDAR Parish.. 

The Parilli of Kenedar ( Ccan-cdir , i. e. a Point betwixt the 
Sea and the Loch) is two miles in length and one in breadth, 
wefhvard from Loftle-mouth, betwixt the Frith and the Loch of 
Spynie. The church ftandeth near the centre, a mile eaft from 
Duffus ; two and a half miles almoft north from New Spynie, 
and two miles and a half north weft from St. Andrew’s. 
At the mouth of Loftie is a harbour, but fo barred as to admit 
Only fmall craft. It is the property of the Town of Elgin, where 
they have fome fifliing boats f. Next thereto are the lands of 
Kenedar, granted by Patrick Hepburn Bilhop of Moray, .to the 

Earl. 


f The harbour of Loffie and the filling houfes, were the property of the family, 
of Brodie, from whom the Magiftrates of Elgin purchafed it, and pay a fmall feu, 
duty. The harbour, which is now repairing, will be of great advantage to the. 
merchants and other Inhabitants of the Town,

Earl of Moray Regent, and purchafed from that fa milyby the 
Lord Brodie. Here there is a fiftiing of white-fifli at Stotfield. 
Weft from Kenedar is Drainie, once the heritage of Innes of 
Drainie now extinct, from whom Sir Robert Gordon pur- 
chafed it anno 1636, as he did in 1638 the adjacent lands. of. 
Ettles from Innes ofPathnack, and in 1639 ^ ie lands of Plow- 
lands, Ogftoun and Bellormie, from the Marquis of Huntley. 
Here is a fine feat called Gordonftoun, and a large modern 
lioufe, with gardens, ponds and planting. At Cave-Sea there 
is a good white fiftiing. 

The Family of GORDONSTOUN. 

Sir Robert Gordon the firft of Gordonftoun, was fecond fon 
of Alexander 15th Earl of Sutherland. He was a gentleman 
much, ancl defervedly refpefted. In the year 1606, he was 
made Gentleman of the King’s Bed-chamber, with a penfion of 
L. 200 for life. * In the year 1634, he was appointed one of the 
Lords of the Privy Counfel of King Charles I. and by the Par- 
liament 1642, was made a Privy Counfellor for life. He 
married, anno 1613, Louifa, only child of John Gordon Lord 
of Glenluce and Dean ofSalifbury, by whom he had, Ludovick 
his heir, Robert anceftor of the Gordons of Clunie, and two 
daughters ; Katharine married to Colonel David Barclay of 
Urie, by whom fhe was mother of the ingenious Author of the 
apology for the Quakers ', and Jean married to Sir Alexander 
M'Kenzie of Coull. (2) Sir Ludovick Gordon of Gordonftoun 
Baronet, fucceeded his father Sir Robert, anno 1656: He mar- 
ried Elizabeth, daughter and co-heirefs of Sir Robert Farquhar 
of Manie, by whom he had Robert his heir, and three daugh- 
ters i Lucy, married firft to Robert Cumine of Altyre ; (econdly, 
to Alexander Dunbar of Kinlofs ; Katharine married to Thomas 

Dunbar 
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Dunbar of Grange ; and Elizabetlr married to Robert Dunbar 
of Weftfield: They all had iffiie. (3) Sir Robert Gordon 
fiiccecded his father Sir Ludovick: By his lady, Elizabeth only 
daughter of Sir William Dunbar of Hem prigs, he had Sir Ro- 
bert his heir, and a daughter Lucy married to David Scott of 
Scotftarvet, Elq; (4) Sir Robert fucceeded his father anno 
1701 : He married Agnes, only daughter of Sir William Max- 
well of Calderwood, by whom he had two fons, Robert and 
William, and a daughter Chriftian who died young. (5) Sir 
Robert Gordon, the fifth Baronet of Gordonftoun, fucceeded 
his father Sir Robert : He is yet unmarried* 

Arms of the family of Gordonftoun. Quarterly ift and 4th 
grand quarters, the quartered coat of Gordon, 2d and 3d 
Gules, three ftars Or, all within a border of the laft. In 
the centre of the fliield the badge of Nova Scotia. 
Creft, a cat, a mountain faliant, argent, armed azure v Motto, 
SANS CRAINTE. Supporters, on the dexter, a deer 
hound argent, collared Gules, and thereon three buckles 
Or : And in the finifter, a favage wreathed about the head and 
middle, with laurel proper.. 

In the year 1621, Sir William Alexander of Menftry un- 
dertook to plant a colony in Nova Scotia in North Ame- 
rica, and was joined in that undertaking by the Earls Marflial, 
Melrofe, and Niddifdale, Vifcount Dupplin, and the Lairds of 
Lochinvar, Lefmore, Clunic and Gordonftoun. For their en- 
couragement the King granted them feverally, large diftrids 
of land in that country, and propofed to create a new title of 
honour that Ihould be hereditary. This Order was ereded in 
1625, and Sir Robert Gordon is the Firft Knight of it, whole 
Patent beareth date at Whitehall, the 28. May 1 625.

KNIGHTS-BAR.ONETS. 

Having perufed this Patent, I fliall (el down the Honours and 
Priviledges granted to Knights Baronets in Scotland, and, (i.) 
In all writings, they are Ailed Knights and Baronets. (2.) In 
addrefling them, they are called Sir . (3.) Their wives have 

the honour of Lad y. (4.) They have precedency of all Knights, 
Lairds, Efquires and Gentlemen, except the King’s Commifi- 
fioners, Counfellors, and Knights Bannerets, dubbed in the 
field of war under the Royal Standard, Kege presente. 
(N. B. The Order of the Thiftle or St. Andrew, was not re- 
vived at that time.) (5.) Their wives, fons, daughters, 
and ions wives, have precedency as themfelves have. 
(6.) Their elded fons, when twenty-one years of age, in 
their father’s life, fliall receive the honour of Knighthood, if 
they a(k it, upon paying only the fees of the fervants. (7.) In 
Royal armies, they fliall have place near to die Royal Standard. 
(8.) No other degree of honour fliall ever be created betwixt 
them and Lords, nor any degree equal to them, and inferior to 
Lords. (9.) The honour is by patent under the Great Seal, 
and hereditary as that of Peerage. (10.) There fliall not be in 
Scotland, at any one time, more than*i5o fuch Knights. (11.) 
They may bear the arms of Nova Scot i a in a Canton, or Shield 
of pretence : And the fame enamelled on an oval Medal of 
Gold on their Breads, hanging at a broad Orange Ribband 
round their Necks ; as by Royal Warrant (Appendix, No LIII.) 
from King Charles I. dated at Whitehall 17. November 1629, 
and recorded' in the Lord Lyon’s Regifters. (12.) They are 
allowed two gentlemen affiftants of their .body, ad fupportandum 
•uetamen ; and at their funerals they are allowed One principal 
mourner, and four afliflants. 

Befides 
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Betides thefe priviledges common to the Order, Sir Robert 
Gordon's Patent beareth. That he is the Firft Knight in the Or- 
der, and that no one has had, or ever fliall have die prece- 
dency of him. And he had 1 6,000 acres of land in Nova 
Scotia difponed to him and his heirs, with ample priviledges. 
The like priviledges had alfo the reft of the Baronets, till the 
French took pofleftion of that Province ; after which there is 
no mention of lands in any of the Patents. 

The arms of this Order are. An Efcutcheon Arg. charged 
with a faltire, Az. The Field and Crofs of St. Andrew, the 
tin&ures counterchanged, and thereon the Royal Arms of 
Scotland, with an Imperial crown above this laft Shield. 
Motto, FAX MENTIS HONEST! GLORIA. 
This (without the Motto) may be placed in a Canton, or a 
Shield in Surtout. 


D U F F U S Parifti. 

The Parifti of Duffus (Dubb-uis, i. e. Black or Stagnating 
water) lieth weft of Kenedar, between the Loch of Spynie and 
the Sea. Itextendeth about three miles from eaft to weft, and 
one mile from louth to north. The church ftandeth in the 
eaft end, a mile weft of Kenedar, one and a half mile north weft 
of New Spynie, and three miles north eaft of Alves. The 
whole parifti (except a fmall feu pertaining to Sutherland of 
Keam) is the property of the Duke of Gordon, Sir Robert Gor- 
don of Gordonftoun, and of Alexander Dunbar of Thunder- 
ton. This laft has far the greater fhare, and refides here. 
His feat is clofe by the church : The houfe is neat, convenient, 
and well finiflied ; and the gardens, avenues and inclolures are 

K well 
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well laid out. A half mile fbuth eaft flood the houfe and fort 
of old Duffus, (Vid. Milit. HiJi.J and two miles weft is the : 
Burgh-bead; a remarkable Danifh Fort (Vid. Milit. HiJi.J. Clofe 
by which, is the village of the Burgh-Sea , where Gordonftoun and 
Thunderton have a good fifhingof white fifh, upon which the 
Town of Elgin have a fervitude, whereby the fifti muft be 
brought to their market. Here about 300 people live by fifhing, 
and have no corn land, and little garden ground. At this vil- 
lage there is a good harbour for fmall craft. And I cannot 
but obferve,that the people on the coaft weft ward having plucked 
up the bent-graft on fome fmall hills, the loofe land is driven fo* 
thick by the weft wind, that much land in Duffus and Gordon- 
ftoun has been covered by it : But of late years, there has not 
been much hurt done in this way, the Strata on thefe hills be- 
coming probably more firm, and the fanded land is again tilled. 
In this parifti there is much free ftone, and rich quarries of lime 
ftone. Before I defcribe the fouth-fide of the Loch of Spynie, 
I fhall take a view of the ancient 


M Q R A Y S of D u f f u s. 

Duffus gave title to a Noble Lord, but is more remarkable 
for having been the feat of the principal Family of the ancient 
Moravienfes. (1.) Frifkinus, filled De Moravia ,* (for particular 
firnames were not at that time fixed) was Dominus de Duffus, in 
the reign of King David I. (Chart. Morav.J His fon (2) Williel- 
mus de Moravia Filius Frifkini had a charter from King William, 

about 


# It is obferved, that Sir Robert Douglas often calls this perfon De Moravia; but 
it is much doubted if he had any authority for calling him fo. It is fuppofed, that he 
gave him this appellation, becaufe his fon William is called De Moravia. 
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about anno 1169, of the lands of Duffus, Roflile, Kintrae, 
Infkele, &c. “ Quas terras, Pater funs Frifkinus tenuit tempore 
“ Regis David Avi mei” ( Ibid ). He had feveral Tons ; as Hugh his 
heir, mentioned in a Charter by Richard Bifhop of Moray, 
to the Abbey of Kinlofs (Ibid). Hugh t is fuppofed to have been 
anceflor of the Sutherlands, who dropt the name De Moravia , 
and aflumed a firname from their country, for both Suther- 
land and Oaithnefs were anciently called Caranefia, afterwards 
divided into shtjlralis and Borealis ; Sir John (heriff of Perth- 
fliire, the undoubted progenitor of the family of Tullibardine, 
reprefented in the direct male-line by his Grace the Duke of 
Athole, who is the twentieth generation in delcent from this 
Sir John ; Willielmus Filius Willielmi Frifkini, Dominus de 
Pettie, Brachlie and Boharm, and father of Walter of Pettie, 
of whom came Sir Andrew Moray Lord of Bothwell Governor 
of Scotland, who died anno 1338 ; and Sir John de Moravia,, 
whofe reprefen tative in the right male-line is Mr Moray of 
Abercairny ; Andrew Bifhop of Moray ? Gilbert Bifhop of 
Caithnefs • and Richard of Coulbin. (3) Hugh was father of 
(4) Walterus de Moravia, filius quondam Hugonis de Moravia, 
fo called in an agreement, anno 1266, with Archibald Bifhop 
of Moray, about apart of the wood and moor of Spynie. His 
fon (5) Frifkinus filius Walteri (Ibid) had two daughters co- 
heirefles, viz. Hellen, married to Sir Reynold Cheyne, and 
Chrilfine married to William de Federeth. The family of 
Cheyne of Duffus ended likewifein two daughters ; viz. Mary 
married to Nicholas Sutherland, fecond fon of Kenneth Earl of

+ Hugh, the anceftor of the family of Sutherland, was called H >gh Fi itken .• (

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Sutherland, who was killed atHalidon hill anno r 333 ; and the 
other daughter married to John Keith, younger Ion to Sir Ed- 
ward Keith Marfliall of Scotland, and with her got Inverugie 
lands in Buchan, and apart ofDufFus. This Duffus was di- 
vided into, the King’s part, Duffus’s part, and Marfhall’s part. 
Alexander Sutherland, grandfon of Nicholas, married Morelia 
the heirefs of Chifholm of Quarrehvood, which greatly increafed 
his fortune ; and the family purchaled Marfhall’s Third, and had 
an opulent eftate. Alexander, the fifth in defeent from him, was 
raifed to the dignity of the Peerage, by the title of Lord Duffus, 
by King Charles II. 8. December 1650. James the fecond Lord, 
who died anno 1705, fold the greateft part of the eftate to 
Archibald Dunbar of Thunderton, (a branch of the family of 
Kilbuiak and Hempriggs) whofe grand-nephew now enjoyethit. 
Kenneth, third Lord Duffus, who was a Commander in the 
Royal Navy in Queen Anne’s time, in which ftation he figna- 
lized himfelf in feveral engagements, had the misfortune to 
enter into the Rebellion anno 17 15, and was attainted. His 
grandfon James Sutherland Efq; had it not been for the for- 
feiture, would have been the fifth Lord Duff us. He now repre- 
fents that family. 

The original arms of Moray are, Az. 3 ftars. Arg. And 
of Sutherland, Gul.

Arms of the family of Lord Duffus. Quarterly, ift and 
4th, Gules, three ftars, Or.

The 
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The Parifli of St. ANDREWS. 

St Andrews parifli lieth north of the town of Elgin, on both 
fides of the river Loflie, about two and a half miles in length, 
and near a mile in breadth. The church ftandeth on the north 
bank of the river, one and a half mile eaft from Elgin, two 
miles E. S. E. from New-Spynie. This parifli was formerly cal- 
led, the Barony of Kilmalemnock, and was the heritage of 
Sir Gilbert Hay of the family of Lochluy or Park: Afterwards 
it came to the family of Innes. And Alexander of Innes, having 
killed a gentleman on the ftreet of Edinburgh anno 1576, pur- 
chaied a remiflion from the Regent Morton, at the expence of 
refigning this barony (which comprehended Pitgavenie, Bare- 
flathills, Dunkentie, Kirkton, Fofterfeat and Scotftonhill) in 
his favour (M. S. Hiji. of Innes.). Eaft of the river, at the lower 
end is, Infh, pertaining to the family of Innes. Above which is 
Dunkentie, which once belonged to Alexander Gordon, fon of 
Alexander of Strathdon, who, with his two fbns, was killed in 
Glenavon, by a party of thieves about anno 16 . and the 

lands came to the family of Gordon. Dunkentie is now the 
heritage of John Innes of the family of Leuchars : And Fo- 
fterfeat is the property of the Duke of Gordon. Farther fouth 
is Barmukatie, lately pertaining to a branch of the Dunbars, and 
now to George Duff Elq; the third fon of the late Earl Fife. 
Above which is Linkwood, which pertained to the Gibfons, 
from whom it came to Dunbar of Bilhopmiln, whole nephew, 
John Dunbar of Burgie, fold it lately to James Anderfon Provoft 
of Elgin, and his fon Robert fold it in 1767 to the Earl of 
Findlatcr. 

Weft of the river, at the lower end, is Pitgavenie, a part of 
the Bilhop’s lands. It was purchaied by Alexander Brodie of 

Lethirc* 
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Lethin, who, in 1657, difponed it in favour of a younger fon ; 
and the male heirs failing, it was purchafed in 1 747, from the 
co-heirefles, by Alexander Bremner merchant in Pordoy, from 
whom James Brander bought it. 

Next above it, is Caldcotts, Kirktoun and a part of New- 
miln, pertaining to Innes of Dunkintie ; the other part of New- 
miln belongeth to William King of Ncwmiln. Next weft- 
ward is. 


The Parifli of SPYNIE. 

The parifli of Spynie, is fituatcd betwixt the river of Loflie, 
and that Loch to which it grveth name. It was formerly three 
miles in length ; but now by drains and banks, it is much con- 
fined. At the eaft end it is near an Englilh mile broad, but 
narrower and of unequal breadth weftward. It abounds with 
Pykes or Gidds, and is in winter haunted by Swans, that 
yield fine diverfion in killing them. The Loch (except a few 
pits) in fummer is not above five feet deep, and might be 
eafily drained, could the gentlemen proprietors agree about the 
rich foil that would be recovered. The hard chinlie beach at 
the eaft end, makes it probable that once the fea flowed into 
the loch. 

This parifli ftretcheth about three miles from eaft to weft, 
and one mile in breadth. The church flood in the extremity 
to the eaft, and anno 1736 was tranfplanted to, and built at, 
Quarrehvood, and called New-Spynie. It is one mile and a 
half north weft from Elgin, . bout three miles eaft from Alves, 
and two miles weft north weft of St Andrews, d his parifli 
was moft part Bifh >p’s land, and in the eaft corner, on the 
bank of the Loch oi Spynie, flood the Billiop’s palace. In 1 590 

Sir 
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Sir Alexander Lindfay, fon of the Earl of Crawford, was 
created Lord Spynie, whofe grandfon dying 1670 without 
iflue, the lands reverted to the CroWn, and were granted to* 
Douglas of Spynie, from whom the Barony was purchafed 
by James Brodie late of Whitehill, and is now the property of 
James Brodie his grandfon. But the cattle and preeinft (pay- 
ing about L. 12 Sterling annually) belong to the Crown. 

Next weft ward is Myrefide, which lately pertained to Laurence 
Sutherland of Greenhall, and was purchafed from him by the Earl 
of Findlater. Farther weft is Finroflie, the property of a branch 
of the family of Lefty of Rothes, the firft of which was Robert, 
fourth fon to George 5th Earl of Rothes, by Margaret daugh- 
ter of the Lord Crichton Chancellor of Scotland. Robert was 
fucceeded in his lands of Finroflie; by his eldeft fon Robert ; 
who, by Margaret daughter of Alexander Dunbar of Grange 
a Lord of Seflion, had Robert his fucCeflor, who married Label, 
daughter of Forbes of Blackfton, by whom he had 1 George, 
fourth of this family, laird of Finroflie, who married Mary, 
daughter of Bannerman of Elfick, but died without ifliie. 
I Ihall not dip into the queftion, Who was the true heir 
of Earl George, after the difinheriting the eldeft fon Nor- 
man ; whether Andrew who’ fucceeded; ot* the firft men- 
tioned Robert of Finroflie, for whom much may be laid. 

Weftward is Quarrelwood, fo called from a rich Quarry 
of freeftone in the adjacent hill, w hich was onct covered with 
a large oak wood, whereof there are yet fome remains. In the 
year 1334* Sit' Robert Lauder of Quarrelwood was Governor 
of the cattle of Urquhart ( Abercrombie). His grandfon, by his 
daughter and heir, Sir Robert Chilholm fucceeded him, whole 
daughter and only child, Janet, was married to Hugh Role of Kil- 

ravok 
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ravok annoi 334* (M S S. Bijl. Kilt .). And John, brother to Sir 
Robert, fucceeding in the eftate, his grand daughter (heirels to 
his (on Robert) married Alexander Sutherland of Du H us, and 
brought Quarrel wood, Kinfterie, Brightmonie, &c. into that 
family. Now Quarrel wood and its pertinents, are the proper- 
ty of the Earl Fife. Below Quarrelwood is Kintrae (Cean-traidb y 
i. e. the Head of the Strand or Shore, for it was the end of the 
loch) a part of the eftate of Duffus, now pertaining to the 
Duke of Gordon. On Loflie fide is Bifhopmiln Barony, 
purchafed by James Robertfon late Provoft of Elgin, from 
John Dunbar of Burgie, about 1752, and the late Earl of 
Findlater purchafed it from Mr Robertfon. Next up the river, 
is Moray ftoun, purchafed by Lord Bracco in 1 756, from the 
heirs and creditors of Martin of Morayftoun. And further up 
the river is Aldruchtie, probably a part of the eftate of Quarrel- 
wood, and for generations pertaining to Nairn of Aldruchtie, 
but now to the Earl Fife. 

Below Quarrelwood on the plain next to Duffus is Weftfield, 
the feat of Sir William Dunbar of Weftfield, from whofe lon- 
in-law, Captain Thomas Dunbar, Sir Ludovick Grant of Grant 
purchafed the Barony of Weftfield and his lands about Forres, 
anno 1767. The mention of • the family of Weftfield, leads 
me to fpeak of

* It it incredible, that Sir Robert Lauder (hould be Governor of the caltle of Ur» 
quhart in the year 1334, when his great- grand-daughter was »mrrie t 10 Km mock. 
Abercrombie in his H'fiory Vol. II. page 38. in the life oi King David II. calls him 
Robert Lauder captain of Urquhart, 
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The D U N BARS. 

The name of Dunbar is plainly patrdnimic, taken from Bdr 
their progenitor, and Dunbar is, Bar’s hill. The Highlanders do 
not ufe the word Dunbar, but Barridb , i. e. the Defendants of 
Bar. Our Hiftory favours .this, and mentions Bar a general in 
King Kenneth Mac Gal pin’s army about anno S42, Who, ;ff om hit 
name, called his relit! e nee Dunbar. In the battles of Cullen 
anno 961, and Mortlich anno loro, Dunbar Thane of Lothian 
was a commander. Earl Patrick de Dunbar lived about anno 
I061 (Buchann & Hume). And anno 1072 King Malconi III. 
g&ve to. Gofpatrick Earl, of Northumberland, “ Dunbar com 
adjacentibus terris inLodonio” ( Sim. Dunelm.). 

Of him came the noble family of the Earls of Dunbar arid 
March, in a dirediline, to the year 1434, when Earl George 
was, in an arbitrary hiariner, forfeited, and the diredt line be-' 
came extin dV, through the ambition of the rival houfe of Dou-’ 
glas. Of this great family came the Homes, Dundafies, &c. 
but the name was continued in the family of Moray.: 

John Dunbar, (2d fon of George eleventh Earl of March, 
who died anno 1416, whole mother was Agnes Randolph, daugh- 
ter of Thomas Earl of Moray) married King Robert II. ’s daugh- 
ter, who, March 2d (anno regni zdo) 1372, gave the Earldom of 
Moray (except Badenoch, Lochaber and the caftle of Urquhart) 
** diledlo iilio hoftra Joanni de Duijbaf & Mariot* Sponf* ejus 
** fili* noftr* chariflim*” (Publ. Archiv.). Their Ions were, 
Earl Thomas arid Alexander of Frenderet. EaH Thomas, 
leaving no . male ifiue, was lucceeded by his nephew 
Earl James Ion of Frenderet, who married, ift, Ifabel daugh- 
ter of Sir Walter Innes of lnnes who brought, hhri a Ion Alex- 
anders; and, 2dly, Jariet , Gordoin daughter of Huntley, by 

L whom 
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whom he had Janet, married to James fecond Lord Crichton, 
Lord Chamberlain of Scotland ; and Elizabeth, married to 
Archibald brother to the Earl of Douglas. Earl James died 
about anno 1446, and his fon ought tb have fucceeded him ; 
but, becaufe his mother Ifabel Innes (who flood in the 4th de- 
gree to her hufband) died before a difpenfation was obtained, 
the power of the Douglafles got Alexander declared illegitimate, 
made ’his- eldeft fifter renounce her right, and Archibald Dou- 
glas, hufband of the younger fifter, was made Earl of Moray 
anno 1446. Thus was Alexander, foil of Earl James unjuftly 
deprived : But, to make fome compenfation to him, he was 
knighted, made heritable fheriff of Moray, and got an opulent 
eftate. And Archibald Douglas, having joined in his brother’s 
rebellion, was flain in the field of battle, and the Earldom of 
Moray was forfeited, and annexed to the Crown anno 1455, 
where it remained, till King James IV. beftowed it on his 
baftard fon James, by Jean daughter of John Lord Kennedy in 
the year 1501. Who dying in the year 1544 without male 
iftue, it again reverted to the Crown, where it remained till 
the 10th of. February 1562, when Queen Mary conferred it on 
her bale brother James, afterwards Regent ; whole eldeft daugh- 
ter, Lady. Elizabeth, conveyed it to her hufband James Lord 
Down, whole iftue at prefent enjoy it,* as will be more fully 
fhown afterwards. 

The DU'NBARS of Westfield. 

(1) Sir Alexander Dunbar of Weftfield, only fon of Janies 
fifth Earl of Moray, had great poflelfions in lands. Befide the 
barony of Weftfield, he had the lands of Carnoufie, Pitterhoufe, 
Kilbuyack, Conzie, Durris, Tarras, Balnagath, Fochabers, 
Clunics, Moynels, Clavack, Golfurd, Barlow, &c. By Ifabel,

It is obfervable, that when Liidovick of Weftfield died anno 
1744, I could not find a male that could inftruft his propin- 
quity to him, without going back two hundred and fifty years, 
and tracing down the defcendents of Sir John Dunbar the firft 
of Mochratn.

The Parilh of A L V E S. 

This Parilh lieth to the weft of Spynie, extending three 
miles from N. to S, and as much from E. to W. The church 
ftandeth near the centre, four miles W. of Elgin, above two 
miles W. of Spynie, and above two miles E. of Kinlofs. 
The fouth part of the parifh ftretcheth along the hill that di- 
videth it from the glen of Plufcarden. Here the lands of Cle- 
ves, Monachtie, and Aflifk have been, for above a hundred 
years paft, a part of the eftate of Brodie, formerly belonging 
{as they were church lands) to the Earls of Moray, fince the 
reformation of religion. In the middle of the parilh, to the 
Eaft, are Newtown and Ardgaoidh, once a part of the eftate 
of Duffus, now the property, the firft of the Earl Fife, and 
the other, of the Duke of Gordon. Next weftward is Alves, 

pertaining 
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pertaining to the Earl of Moray, and a part of that ancient 
eftate. * 

Clofe by the church is Kirktown, the feat of Harry Spens 
D. D. and of his family for feveral generations. Weft from 
which is Ernlide, which had been fucceflfively the heritage of 
the Cummines and MacKenzies for fome centuries, and now is 
the property of Mr Spens of Kirktown. In the north part of 
the parifti, near the coaft, is Coltfield, formerly pertaining to 
William Brodie, grandfon of the family of Brodie, upon whole 
death without iflue, the lands reverted to that family, and now 
they are the property of James Brodie of Brodie, and of Wat- 
fon of Wefterton. Weftward is Hemprigs, which, with the 
lands of Kilbuyack in the middle of the parifti, was the heritage, 
for feveral generations, of a branch of the Dunbars. Kilbuycak 
was fold to Brodie of Lethen ; and Sir William Dunbar of 
Hemprigs dying without male iflue, and his daughter andheirefs 
marrying a fon of Sir James Sutherland’s, (vid. p. 84.) the ho- 
nour of Baronet, obtained on the 10th of April 1700, 
came to his brother Sir Robert, father of Sir Patrick of Bower- 
maden, who died without male iftiie, and the lands of Hemp- 
rigs were purchafed by William Dawfon Provoft of Forres, 
and with his two daughters co-heirefles came to Alexander 
Tulloch of Tanachie and Alexander Brodie of Windy-hills. 
Wkidy-hill^ in the weft end of the parifti, was long the heritage 

of 

♦ Thole parts of this parifti that now belong to the E rl of Moray, have fo long 
been the property of that noble family, in all the revolutions of it, that, I am told, 
abwut 40 years ago, a tennant gave to Mr Ruflel late factor, a difeharge of rent 
granted by*Thomas Randolf Earl of Moray to that rennant’s anceftor in that land,

of the Dunbars: From them they were purchafed by Francis 
Brodie (fon of John, a natural fon of David of Brodie), 
whofe grandfon John, who dyed a captain at Carthagena 
in 1741, having no ifliie, difponed his lands to Major 
George Brodie, ion to Milntown; by whofe death in 1748, 
they came to his brother Alexander Brodie of Windy-hills, the 
fourth in defcent from David Laird of Brodie, who is novr 
Baron of Windy-hills and Heraprigs. 

The Parifti of KINLOSS. 

The parifti of Kinlofs, i, e. the Head of the Loch or Bay, 
from the burgh of Findhorn, runneth within land a mile and 
a half, and near a mile in breadth. 'Here the river Erne 
emptieth into the Frith. It rifeth in the hills betwixt Badenoch 
and Stratherick, and watering Strathern and the Streins- from 
S. W. to N. E, at Doulafie in the parifti of Ardclach, a bridge 
of two arches was built in the year 1754 ; thence it runneth 
N. and after a courfe of more than $0 miles, enters into the 
bay of Kinlofs. 

The parifti of Kinlofs lieth on the eaft fide of the Bay. The 
church flandeth near the head of the Bay, about two and a half 
miles weft: from Alves, a mile and a half north of Forres, and 
near three miles north of Rafford. At the mouth of the Bay 
is Findhorn, or Inverern, a Burgh of Barony. The barr at 
the. mouth of the river allows no fliips of burden to enter 
the Bay, yet a good trade is carried on by finall merchant 
fliips and fifliing boats. It is the fea-port of the town of 
Forres ; and about fixty years ago, the fea cut off from the 
land, and covered the town now called Old Findhorn. The 
prefent town, with the barony of Muirton, lying fouth on the 
Bay, was the property of Hugh Rofe of Kilravock, who, in 

1766, 
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1766, Ibid the barony of Muirton to Colonel He&or Munro of 
Navarre. In 1656 it came to Sir Robert Innes of Innes, who 
difponed it to Sir James Calder. Sir James was created a 
Baronet of Nova Scotia, by Patent dated the 5th of November 
1686, and was fon of Thomas Calder of SherifF-miln, of the 
Calders of Afluanly. About the year 1710, Sir James difpon- 
ed his eftate, with the burden of the debts, to Hugh Rofe of 
Kilravock, James Sutherland of Kinfterie, William Brodie of 
Coltfield, and Alexander Dunbar of Moy, and they difponed* 
with abfblute warrandice to Kilravock. The value of the 
eftate fell ftiort of the debts, and the difponees bore the bur- 
den. Kinlofs gave title to Edward Bruce (of the family of 
Clackmannan) created Lord Kinlofs 8th July 1604, and his fbn 
Thomas, Earl of Elgin 19th June 1633. From this laft, Alex- 
ander Brodie, the firft of Lethen, purchafed the Abbey lands 
in Kinlofs, and the fuperiorities offuch lands elfe where, and 
they are now the property of the eldeft daughter of the late 
Alexander. 

The fouth end of the parifh was Abbey land, now the pro- 
perty of Dunbar of Grange, except the Struthers fold to Colonel 
William Grant of Ballendalach about 1730. On the bay of 
Kinlofs, Lethen has a lalmon fifhing. Next fouthward is. 

The Parifh of F O R R E S. 

The parifh of Forres, Far-uis, i. e. Near the water. The pa- 
rifh extendeth from the Bay of Kinlofs fouthward upon the ri- 
ver, three miles, and from the eaft to the river two miles. 
The town ftandeth two miles north weft of RafFord, one mile 
and a half fouth of Kinlofs, and two miles eaft from Dyke. It 
is fituated in a pure and wholefome air, on a riling ground, 
flopping to the fouth and north, and commandeth a charm- 
ing 
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ftig view of the Frith and the adjacent country. It coti- 
fifts of one ftreet from eaft to weft, of well built and conve- 
nient houfes. In the middle ftandeth the Tolbooth, adorned 
With a fteeple of modern work, and a clock. Near the weft 
end ftandeth the Church, and beyond it the caftle-hill, which 
with fome lands about it has been the property of the Dunbars 
fheriffs of Moray, ftnce about the 1450, and belongs 110W to 
Sir James Grant of Grant. 

In the parifh to land ward j the houfe of Tanachie ftandeth at 
the head of the Bay, the feat of Alexander Tulloch of ] anachie, 
whole family have enjoyed thele lands above 250 years. A 
part of the lands of Tanachie have lately been fold to 
Urquhart ; and Loggie, in the South of the parilb, formerly the 
property Of Tulloch of Tanachie, now belongs to Sir James 
Grant of Grant, and is Called Cot-hall. Here there is a neat 
houfe and valuable improvements. Near to Tariathifc, is Bog- 
toun, the fmall heritage of a cadet of TaUachie’s family. Clofe 
by Bogtoun, is Weft Grange, a part of the eftate of Dunbar of 
Grange. To the weft of the town is Bennageth, a fmall feu 
belonging to Alexander Lefly ; and weft thereof is Mundole, 
which has often changed Mafters, and now pertaineth to Sir 
James Grant of Grant. Below Mundole on the fide of the ri- 
ver, is the (jriefhip, purchafed by David Laird of Brodie, from 
Sutherland of Duffus, about the year 1620, and is now die pro- 
perty of the Laird of Brodie. It was anciently a part of the 
eftate of Lauder of Quarrel wood, whole heirefs brought it to 
'Chifeholm, and his heirefs to Sutherland. A half mile louth of 
idle town 1$ the houfe of Sanchar, the feat of Duncan Urquhart 
of Burds-yafds. This is an ancient branch of die Urquharts 
of Cromarty. I find in an indenture between William Thane 
of Calder, and Hucheon Rofe Baron of Kilravock, dated at 
Fotres 21. June 1482, Alexander Urquhart of Burds-yards is a 
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witnefs. The family is ftill in a flouriftiitig way. Weft of 
Sanchar are the lands of Benneferry, Cnockomie, and l'ome 
others belonging to the Family of Moray. 

The Parifti ofRAFFORD. 

Rafford parifti lieth South-eaft from Forres. The church 
ftandeth near the centre, two miles South eaft of Forres, and five 
miles North-eaft of Edinkyllie. In the North-eaft end is the 
barony of Burgie, and the feat of Jofeph Dunbar of Grange, a 
branch of the Dunbars of Mochrum. Mr Alexander Dunbar 
Dean of Moray (and very probably fon of Mochrum) was one 
of the Lords of Seftion anno 1 567 ( dud. Col.J. ,He married Ka- 
therine Reid, daughter of Thomas and niece of Rohert Reid 
abbot of Kinlofs and bifliop of Orkney, and with her got a part 
of the abbey -lands, fuchas Burgie, Grange, &c. His fon Tho- 
mas Dunbar was father of Robert of Grange by a firft mar- 
riage, and of Robert of Burgie by a fecond. About 1680, 
(Burgie having run deep in debt to his coufin) Grange got 
pofteflion of Burgie by adjudication, and made it his ieat. 
Below Burgie lieth Tarras, which (with Clunie in the upper 
end of the parifti) pertaineth to the Earl of Moray. Weft from 
Burgie is the barony of Blarvie, a part of the church or bifhop’s 
lands. It was long the heritage of the family of Dunbars. In 
the beginning of this Century, it was purchafed by Alexander 
Maclntofli fon ot’ John Maclntofli baillie of Invernefs ; and 
from him it was purchafed by William late Earl Fife, and is 
now the property of his fon Captain Lewis Duff. South from 
the church a mile and a half, ftands the houfe of Altyre, the 
feat of Cummine of Altyre, reputed Chief of that name. And 
this leads me to fpeak of ; 

The 
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The Family of CUM MINE. 

The F a m i l y of C U M M I N E. 

Cummine is a furname of great antiquity in Scotland ; but 
the origin of it is not agreed on. Some deduce it from Hun- 
gary, others from Normandy with William the Conqueror ; but 
I incline to think that the name is a Scottish patronimick. 

It was antiently the cuftom to aflume a furname from reput- 
ed faints, or eminent men ; as Anderfon from St Andrew ; 
Cuthbertfon, from St Cuthbert ; Catanach, from St Catan, Sec . 
and the learned Primate Usher ( Ant'tq. Ecclef. Brit. cap. 15. p, 
694, and 701.) fhews, thatComineus Albus/anno 657, was the 
fixth Abbot of I.ColumbKill ; from whom I would deduce the ' 
name: And the frequent mention of theCummines, in the nth 
and 1 2th centuries, is a prefumption of a higher original than 
the days of William the Conqueror. 

The direft line of the family of Cummine, from father ta 
fon, is as follows: (1) Comes Robertas Cummine was killed in 
the battle of Alnwick anno 1093. His fon (2) John, whole 
brother William, was chancellor to King David I. was father 
of (3) Sir William, who married Hexilda, grand daughter of 
King Donald the Uftlrper, and was father of (4) William, 
Lord Chamberlain to King William. His fon (5) Sir Richard,, 
was father of ‘ Sir John, the Red Cummine Lord Badenoch,. 
and of Sir Walter Earl of Montieth, and Sir William Earl 
of Buchan. (6) Sir John Lord Badenech, was father of (7) 
John - , the - Black Cummine one of the Governors of Scotland 
in 1286, who married Marjory lifter of King John Baliol, 
which wrapped him into the Baliol intereft, to the ruin of his 
family: His fon (8) John, Lord Badenoch, was killed by Ro- 
bert Bruce in the church of Dumfries, anno 1306, leaving a 
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fon (9) John, who died without iflue, anno 1 326 ; and in him 
failed the direct line of a family, once the molt populous and 
powerful in Scotland. 

Tradition bears, that the family of Altyre is come off a 
ion of the diredl line; but at what time I find not. They 
refided for fome generations in Strath-Dallas, and built the 
tower there : How early they affumed the title of Altyre, I 
know not. But I find in a contrail between William Thane 
of Calder and Hutcheon Role of Kilravock, 21ft June 1482, 
Thomas Cummine of Altyre is arbiter. I have not feen the 
writes of this family, and therefore will not offer to deduce 
the genealogy of it. 

They carry the paternal arms of Cummine, without any 
mark of cadency, viz. Az. 3 Garbs of Cummines, Or. 

Arms of the houfe of Altyre, Azure, three garbs of 
wheat. Or. Creft, a Lyon rampant. Or. holding in his dex- 
ter paw a Dagger proper. Motto, COURAGE. 
Supporters, two Horfes at liberty, Argent ; Their manes, tails 
and hoofs. Or. 

Following the courfe of the river Erne, I now proceed to. 
EDINK.YLIE Parish. 

The Parifh of Edinkylie, i. e . the Face of the Wood,, 
or a Wood in the face of the Hill. I incline to think, that 
here was the Caivood, and Logiefoidikenach mentioned Appendix 
No X. and that moft part of this parifh was anciently a foreft. 
It now lieth on both fides of the river Erne. The church, 
f^ndeth on a brook, called Duvie, five miles South of Forres,, 
three miles North Eaft of Ar.tfclach, and.leven miles North of 
Gromdale. In the South Eaft of the parifh, a part of the eftate. 
of Altyre,. viz. Phorp, Brylac,. Dallasbrachtie, &c. fy e in the 
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face of the ridge of hills towards Strathfpey. Weft-ward on 
the river is Sluie, pertaining to James Cummine (grand fon 
of Mr David Cummine Minifter at Edinkyllie) of the family 
of Rylucas. Above which, on the river, is Logie, the heritage, 
of Robert Cummine, a branch of the Houle of Altyre. Next 
up the river, and South of Duvie-water which here falleth into, 
the river, is. Rylucas, the heritage of Dr Pat r i c k Cu m m i n e,. 
Minifter at Edinburgh, whole family have enjoyed that eftate 
for leveral generations, and of which family I (hall here give (bmc 
account. 

The Family of CUMMINE of Rtlucasv 

It cannot be queftioned, that Cummine of Rylucas is defend- 
ed off the family of Lord Badenach. It is laid, that they poflefled 
the lands of Prelley, above three hundred years ago ; and I think, 
it probahle that their anceftor was a Ion of Cummine of Glen- 
chemich, a direft branch from Lord Badenach. The lands 
of Rylucas were purchafed by James Cummine of Prelley,. 
fon to William Cummine of Prelley. This James was father 
of a numerous family, who were much and juftly relpefled,. 
and were firm adherers to the religion and liberties of their 
country, in. the reigns of the Royal Brothers.. James of Rylucas 
was much efteemed in the country of Moray: He was fuc- 
ceededby his eldeft fon John Cummine of Rylucas : His lecond 
fon William was profeflor of philolbphy in the Univerfity of 
Edinburgh: John the third Ion was minifter of Aldern, and 
Dean of Moray,, a man of great piety and benevolence : In the 
year 1681, he, with many more of the clergy, fubfcribed. 
the Teft with an explication; but, upon reflexion, he retraced 
and demitted his charge in 1682 ; yet lb much was he regarded,, 
that die Earl of Findlater, to whom he. was related, called him. 
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to the parifh of Cullen, where he lived undifturbed : David 
the 4th fon was minifter of Edinkylie, a man of luch know- 
ledge and prudence, that his houfe was a little academy, in 
which the children of the belt families in the neighbourhood had 
their education : Patrick the 5th fon was minifter of Ormiefton ; 
and Duncan the youngeft was a D06I01* of Medicine, and 
was phyficinn to King William’s army at the battle of the Boine 
anno 1690 : Afterwards he fettled in Dublin, where he died an- 
no 1724. So great was his defire to propagate the knowledge 
of the Chriftian religion, that he made a contribution in Ireland, 
of which he himfelf gave, L. 100 Sterling, and upon this three 
Schools were eftablifhed in Edinkylie. John was fiicceeded by 
his eldeft fon James Cummine of Rylucas, who, by Jean daugh- 
ter of Robert Cummine of Altyre, had two fons ; Robert his 
heir, and John a phyfician in Irvine. Robert Cummine of Ry- 
lucas, by Magdalane Frazer of the family of Kinkell a cadet of 
the houle of Lovat, had two fons ; Patrick his heir, and John. 
Robert was fucceeded by his eldeft fon, the reverend Mr 
Patrick Cummine of Rylucas, D. D. Regius Profeftbr of 
Divinity and Ecclefiaftical Hiftory in the Univerfity of 
Edinburgh, and one of the Minifters of that City. 

Arms of the Family of Rylucas. Azure, a Strawberry 
Leaf Argent, between three Garbs, Or. Creft, a Lyon ram- 
pant Gules, holding in his dexter paw a Dagger proper. 
Motto, COURAGE. 

From Rylucas to the South-eaft on both fides of Duvie water, 
is the barony ofDunphail, which was the heritage of Dunbar 
ofDunphail, defcended of Weft-field, for near 250 years, and 
about 1738 purchafed by Colonel Ludowick Grant, brother to 
Sir James Grant of Grant. The Colonel dying in 1 742, in the 
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■expedition to Carthagena, the barony is now the property of 
Sir Janies Grant. In the South end of the parifh, on a brook 
called Dava,' are the lands of Knock, Tombain, Kerraw, &c. 
the/ property of the Earl of Moray. . On the Weft fide of the 
-fivdr Erne, the parifh runneth North to the gates of Tarnua 
Caftle, The lands of Dunduff, in this parifh, were the heritage 
-of William Falconer, fon of Alexander of Hakerton and Lethin, 
■and Father of Colin Bifhop of Moray ; but now all this part of 
the parifh is the property of the Earl of Moray, and the whole 
parifh was anciently a part of that Earldom; Next is, 

ARDCLACH Parish. 

The parifh of Ardclach (i. e; a Stonnie high ground) on 
both fides of the river. The church flandeth on the South-weft 
bank of the river, three miles South-weft of Edirikylie, nine 
miles South-eaft of Moy, and five miles Eaft of Calder. On 
the Eaft fide of the river are the lands of Ardrie, Logie, Femes, 
and Aitnach, pertaining to Hugh Role of Kilravock ; and above 
thefe is Dunern, the property of the family of Brodieof Lethin. 
dole by the church of Edinkyllie, on the oppofite fide of the 
brook, is Glenernie, a fmall feu poflefled, for feveral genera- 
tions, by a branch of the Frafers, - defcended of Hugh laird 
of Beaufort, who died anno 1450. In 152 6, Dallafbrach- 
tie, Craigroy, Glenernie [N. thefe now belong to Altyre] 
Ardrie and Logiegown, were the feu-property of James 
Dunbar of Chnzieartd Kilbuyack (pen. Catd.). Mr James Grant 
of ArdneUie, fon of Duncan Grant of Grant, purchafed Logie 
and Arderie ; and his fon John of Logie having purchafed 
Moynefs, his brother William had Logie, from whole heirs 
it came to Kilravock. The Lands of Femes and Aitnach were 
fold by Bifhop Patrick Hepburn to Mr John Wood of Tillide- 
rie, who difponed them to Kilravock. 

On 
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On the Weft fide of the river, and clofe by it, is Daltulick and 
Culmonie, purchafed from Bifhop Hepburn anno 1545, and 
ratified by the Pope’s bull 1548. At Culmonie, Kilravock 
has built a neat fummer-houfe, and adorned the place with 
planting and inclofures. North- weft is the barony of Belli- 
vat and Middle Fleenes, which, for feveral generations, were 
the heritage of Role of Bellivat (afterwards Blackhills), and a- 
bout the year 1605 were fold to Falconer of Lethin, and they 
ire now the property of Brodie of Lethin, and fo are the lands 
above Culmonie, on the fide of the river, above three miles. 
Thefe were a part of the eftate of Lethin (Vid. Aldem. Par.). 
The lands of Keppernack and Booth, in the South-weft end of 
the parifh, and Benhir in the Streins, are the property of John 
Campbell of Calder. Anno 1236, regni Alexander II. 22° Alex- 
ander de Horftrot obtained a charter of Boath and Benchir 
{pen. Cold.) and from him the Thane of Calder purchaied it. 
In 1568, Fleenes and Keppernach was the property of Mr Alex- 
ander Campbell Ion of Sir John Campbell of Calder, Ibid to 
Sir John 25th June 1545, by Patrick Hepburn Bilhop of Mo- 
ray, (pen. Cald.J. And Alexander’s great grandfon, John 
Campbell of Moy, fold thefe lands to John Hay of Lochloy 
anno 1665, who difponed them to Sir Hugh Campbell of Cal- 
der, anno 1669 (Ibid). Two miles above the church, is the 
bridge of Doulafie, and for four miles farther the ftrath or 
valley is very narrow, inclofed with high hills, and called the 
Streins, confifting of three Davachs of land, the lower in Ard- 
clach, the middle in Calder, and the upper in Moy parifh, all 
the property of John Campbell of Calder. This leads me to. 
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The Parifh of M O Y. 
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; ■ * \ ' . 9 

The united pariftr of Moy and Dalarafie. Moy, from the 
Irifh Magb, fignifies a' Meadow or Plain; and Dale-Fergujie is 
Fergus’s Valley. This parifh ftreteheth on both fides of the 
river about fifteen miles, and is ftri<ftly called 'Strathern, a part 
of the antient Earldom of Moray. On the South-weft of the 
river, above the Streins, the Davach of Moy jutteth North-weft 
among the hills above two miles, in the middle bf which is 
the Loch of Moy, a mile long; ahd a half mile broad. Here, in 
an ifland, the Lairds of Maclntofh had a houfe, as yet entire, 
where they refided in times of trouble. Now they have Moy- 
hall, a good houfe and convenient Summer-feat, at the weft 
end of the Loch. So rich is the Loch of delicious red bellied 
trouts, called Red-wames, that J have feen near 200 taken with 
one draught of a fmall net. The lands of Moy were * pur- 
chafed from the Bifhop of Mdrhy : And Maclntofh tcok a new 
right from Bifhop Hepburn in October 1545 (pen; Maclnt.), 
Above Moy, on that fide of the river, are Tomatin, pertaining 
to a gentleman of the name of MacQueen ; Free or Foreft, be- 
longing to Maclntofh of Holm ; and the lands of Kylachie (all 
holding of the Earl of Moray) the property of Alexander Mac- 
lntofh of London merchant, the 9th in defcent of the family 
of Kylachie. * Above Kylachie is Iuverrnafran, the property of 
Kilravock from the year 1460. 

On the North-eaft ' of the river, in the lower end of the pa- 
Hflij is Pollochack, the property of MacQueen of that place. 
Next up the river is Corebrtich, the heritage of Maclntofh of 
Corebruch ; above which is Corebruch MacQueen, the property 
of Donald MacQueen, Chief of that branch of the Clanchattan. 
Some miles further up is Delmigvie. This was a part cf the 
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eftate of Weft-field, given by Sir Alexander Dunbar, to his fon 
David in 1495, difponed to Campbell of Calder in 1608, and 
feued by him to Lachlan Macintosh of Kylachie in 1614, 
whole great grandfon Donald Maclntolh now enjoyeth it. 
Above Dalmigvie, on both fides of the river, is the Davach 
of Sevin, which was a part of the caftle lands of Invernels, 
(Vid. Milit . HiJi.J and given by the Earl of Huntley, as a 
part of the ally thment for the murder of Maclntofli in 1550, 
and it is the property of Maclntolh. The church of Moy 
ftandeth on the Weft bank of the Loch of Moy, three miles 
South of Deviot, and nine miles South-weft of Ardclach. Hav- 
ing travelled over the valley of Strathern, I return to the 
coaft, to delcribe 

DYKE Parish. 

The pariCh of Dyke and Moy, which is three miles in length 
and as much in breadth, bounded by the river to the Eaft, 
by the fea to the North, by Aldern parilh to the Weft, and 
by the Foreft of Tarnua to the South. The church ftandedi 
near the centre, two miles Weft of Forres, and four miles Eaft 
of Aldern. At the mouth of the river is the barony of 
Caulbin, ihe antient inheritance of a branch of Moray of 
Duffus. Giles, daughter and heirefs of Moray of Caulbin, 
married Kinnaird of that Ilk. About the year 1705, thehouie, 
gardens, and a great part of the lands were quite covered 
with fand blown from Maviefton hills, and the barony was 
fold to Alexander Duff of Drummuir. Next up the ri- 
ver is Kincorth, formerly pertaining to Falconer of Lethin, 
and given by Alexander of Lethin and Hawkerton, to his 
natural Ion Mr Samuel Falconer (lather of Mr William mini- 
fter of Dyke) who fold it to Dunbar of Durn ; and Durn fold 
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it, in 1758, to Sir Alexander Grant of Dalvey. Farther up is 
Eafter Moy. This was purchafed from the Earl of Hois by 
Donald Thane of Calder anno 1419 ( pen. Cald.J. It was the 
heritage of a branch of the family of Calder during fix ge- 
nerations, and John Campbell of Moy fold it to Alexander 
Dunbar Ion of Weft-field, whole fon, Ludowick, difponed it to 
Alexander Duff of Prummuir, who conveyed Moy and Caul- 
bin to his fecond fon John Duff, and from his creditors Major 
George Grant made the purchafe about 173a ; upon whofe 
death in 1755, without ifliie, thefe lands came to his nephew,. 
Sir Ludowick Grant of Grant. Moy holdeth of Calder. Next 
is Welter Moy, pertaining to the late Archbald Dunbar of Dyke- 
fide. Farther South is the barony of Grange hill : Here the 
Prior of Plufcardine had a Grangier, or farm, and a cell of 
monks to manage it. With the otlier lands of that priory, 
it came to the Earl of Dunfermline, who fold it to Mark 
Dunbar: of Durris about the year 1608, from whofe delccndants. 
Sir Alexander Grant of Dalvey purchafed the barony anno 
1749, and in his charter changed the name Grangehill into 
Dalvey. 

In the South end of the parifli is Tamua Caftle and Foreft,, 
the feat of the Earl of Moray. The caftle is a large, but irre- 
gular pile, built at different times. The Hall is a curious room, 
very large in all dimenfions, eighty feet long, and thirty-fix 
broad, and built (or rather the foundation of it was laid for a 
lnmiing houfe) by Thomas Randolph Earl of Moray. It 
ftandeth on a green mount, and the Great w ood or Foreft clofe 
by it make it a fituation romantic and delightful. In ancient 
writs it is called Tar urn ; in Irifli Tararicb, probably from 
Taran or Tarnach , i. e. Thunder, bccaufe there Jupiter Taranis 
might have been anciently worfliipped (Vid. Ecclef. JrliJl.J. 

North from. Tarnua, is the Barony of Brody. Brody - 

N. 2. houfe.. 
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houfe, the feat of the family, is a Jarge and convenient old 
building. ' The improvements, by inclolures, planting, avenues; 
villas through the adjacent wood, and a large pond, make it 
a delightful feat. A mile North-weft clofe by the Frith, are 
two fmall pyramidical mounts, called the Hills of Maviefton 
which being quite ftripped of all fward or turf, and nothing 
but quick-fand remaining, are the fouroe from whence the 
land has covered much land in Caulbin, DufFus and Gordon- 
ftoun. Before I proceed further, I fhall give a fketch of 

The EARLS of Moray. 

This Earldom continued long feudal, reverting to the Crown 
in default of male iflue in the direft line. The firft I have 
found figned Earl of Moray is, OEngus Comes de Moravia 
interfeeflus eft cum fuis, (Chvon. Melr.J anno 1130. Mr 
Myles makes him defeended of King Duncan die baftard. 1 
Others will have the defendants of Duncan Earls of Moray, 
as followeth (1) Duncan, baftard fon of King Malcom III. He 
nfurped the throne anno 1094 ; and his charter ( appendix No. 
XVII ) fheweth, that he hoped to tranfmit it to his pofterity ; 
but he was cutoff anno 1095. His fon, by Fthelreda daugh- 
ter of Gofpatrick fon of Criman Earl of Northumberland, 
(My/rj) (2) William Nepos Comitis David et Nepos Regis, 
fDalr. Col.). Dugdalc fays, if my memory doth not fail, that he 
was Earl of Moray, and married Ailtze de Rumelli. This is the 
more probable, becaufe he was much in favour with King Da- 
vid I. and was one of his generals. His fon was (3) Dovenald. 
Hovedan fays, He was called MacWilliam, MacWilliani being 
Ibn of William, the fon of Duncan, and was killed airno 1187. 
This is agreeable to Chron. Melr. ad atm. 1186. “ Cumque 

** Rex effet apud oppidum Invernefe cum exercitu. Comites 

** Scotia; 
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Scv>ti* miferunt fuos homines at] praedandum, inveneruntque 

MacW'illiam cum fuis fuper Moram quae dicitur Mamgarvia 
**’ prope MurelF, & mox cum eo pugnarunt, et Deo opitulantc, 
“ cum multis aliis interfecerunt.” His Ton was (4) Dovenald, 
of whom the Chron. Melr. ad a;in.- 1215 obferveth, that Dove- 
nald fon of MacWilliam invaded Moray, but was cut off by 
Mac-in-Tfagairt anceftor to Rofs Earl of Rofs, and his head 
brought to the King. Poffibly from thefe Mac Williams, came 
the Mac Williams in Boharm, &c. 

The next Earl of Moray I have met with, is Sir Thomas 
Randolph great grandfon of Ranulfus, who is a frequent 
witnefs in King William’s Charters. His fon Thomas died 
anno 1262, and was interred in the Abbay of Melrofe. His 
fon, Sir Thomas, Lord Chamberlain, married Ifabel filter of 
King Robert Bruce : And their fon, Sir Thomas,, was created 
Earl of Moray anno 1 313 or 1314 {Appendix No. I.). Al- 
though the charter or patent beareth no date, yet it is certain, 
that in the convention at Ayr 1315, lie was Earl of Moray, 
{Anderfon Indep.) Thomas died anno 1331, and his fon Tho- 
mas, fecond Earl of Moray, fucceeded him. He wa's, according 
to Fordun, ** paterna: probitatis imitator.” He was flain fight- 
ing gallantly againlt the enemies of his country, at the fatal 
battle of Duplin anno 1332 ; and having no ilTite, he was fuc- 
ceeded by his brother Earl John, who was a ftrenuous alferter 
of the liberties of his country. He had the misfortune to be 
taken prifoner at the battle of Kilblain anno 1335, and was 
confined, firft in the cattle of Nottingham, afterwards in the 
Tower of London, till he was releafed by the mediation of the 
King of France, and exchanged for the Earl of Salisbury anno 
1341. He Was immediately con ftituted Warden of the Weft 
marches. He accompanied King David II. in his unfortunate 
expedition into England, and was killed at the battle of Dur- 
ham 
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ham anno 1 346, leaving no iflue, and the Earldom reverted to 
the Crown. But Patrick Dunbar, Earl of March, in right of 
his wife Agnes, daughter of Thomas Randolph firft Earl of 
Moray, was defigned “ Comes Marciac et Moravia:.” 

John Dunbar, fecond Ion of Earl Patrick, marrying the 
Princefs Marjory King Robert II.’s daughter, was made Earl 
of Moray 1372, but Badenoch, Lochaber and Urquhart were 
excepted out of the grant. And upon the demile of Earl James 
Dunbar, the laft of that name, 

Archibald, brother to the Earl of Douglas, was Earl of 
Moray, about 1446 : But having joined in his brother’s rebel- 
lion in 1452, he was forfeited, and was killed in 1455. 

Upon the forfeiture of Archibald Douglas, the title was af 
fumed by Janet Dunbar, daughter of James Earl of Moray, 
and wife of James Lord Crichton. In 1454, there arefevcral 
charters granted by Janet Dunbar Countefs of Moray, and 
lady Frendcret, to Alexander Dunbar of Weftfield her brother, 
(fen. Wejl.) but flie gave up her pretenfions to the Earldom 
of Moray, and obtained that of Caithnefs to her fon George. 

In 1501, James Stewart, natural Ion of King James IV. got 
the Earldom of Moray. He was called the Little Ear£ and 
died in 1 544 without male ilhie. 

In 1548, the . Earldom was conferred on George Earl of 
Huntly ; but that grant was recalled in 1 554, and it remained in 
the Crown till the year 1 562. 

It was then granted to James Stewart, natural fon to King 
James V. In the arts of Privy Counfel 1 2th February 1561, 
he is defigned Earl of Mar ; but in the Counfel held at Aber- 
deen 1 51I1 Oftober 1 562, he is defigned Earl of Moray (Keith's* 
ffijL). His eldeft daughter, Elizabeth, married James Stewart 
Lord Downe, who, in her right, became Earl of Moray. Lord 
Dotvne was defeended of Robert Duke of Albany, third fon to 

King 
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King Robert II. James, foti of Murdac Duke of Albany, had 
four fons ; viz. Andrew, James, Walter and Arthur, who, be- 
caufe they were born out of the country, were legittimated 
anno 1472. Andrew was created Lord Evendale 1459 ; and 
having no iflue, was fucceeded by his nephew, Alexander fon 
of Walter, whofe fon Andrew third Lord Evendale, with the 
confent of the Crown, exchanged that title for Ochiltree. In 
his father’s life-time, he married Margaret, daughter of Sir John 
Kennedy of Blairquhan, with whom he had three fon9, An- 
drew focond Lord Ochiltree, whofe male-line is now extinft ; 
Henry Lord Methven, whofe male-line is alfo extinft ; and Sir 
Janies of Beith, who was a great favourite of King James V. 
aud was by him made one of the Gentlemen of his Bed-cham- 
ber, Lieutenant of his Gards, Con f lable of the caflle of Down, 
and Stewart of Mentieth and Strathgartny. He was killed in 
Dumblain by the Laird of Duntreath, and his two brothers, out 
of a grudge for his having obtained the Stewartry of Mentieth, 
which was formerly in their family 1 547, and his fon James 
was created Lord Downe anno 1581, t whole fon, James, 
married Elizabeth Counted of Moray, and from them the pre- 
fent family is defcended.

The Family of BRODIE. 

This name is manifeftly local, taken from the lands of Bro- 
die. In ancient writings, it is called Brothie, loftened into 
Brodie. In the old Irilh, Broth fignifies a Ditch or Mire ; the 
fame as Dyke in Saxon, and Digue in French. And the Mire 
Trench or Ditch, that runneth from the village of Dyke to the 
North of Brodie-houfe, feemeth to have given this place the 
name of Brodie. Be this as it will ; the antiquity of this name 
appeareth from this, that no hiftory, record, or tradition (that 
I know of) doth lo much as hint, that any other family or 
name poflefled the lands of Brodie before them, or that they 
came as ftrangers from another country. I incline much to 
think, that they were originally of the ancient Moravienfes, 
and were one of thefe loyal tribes, to whom King Malcolm 
IV. gave lands about the year 1 1 60, when he tranfplanted the 
Moray rebels. At that time furnames were fixed ; and the 
JMacIntoflies, Innefles, Rofles, then aflumed their names j and 
probably fo did the Brodies. And their arms being the fame 
with thefe of the Morays, fheweth that they were originally the 
fame people. 

The old writs of this Family were either carried away by 
Lord Gordon when he burnt Brodie-houfe in 1645, or were 
deftroyed in that burning ; and yet the defeents of the family 
may be traced up about 500 years. (1) Malcolm was Thane of 
Brodie in the reign of King Alexander III. (2) Michael filius 
Malcolm!, Thanus de Brothie and Dyke, had a charter from 
King Robert Bruce about 1311, (Hiji. of Kilr. and Sir G. Mk. 
M S.). (3) Joannes de Brothie, accompanied the Earl of Mar 

Lord Lieutenant, about the year 1 37 6, (Hiji. Kilr. and MacInt.J 

O (4) John 
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(4) John of Brodie, aflifled the MacKenzies againft the Mac- 
Donalds, in the conflhft at Park, anno 1466, ( Hifi . of Sutberl. 
6v.). (5) John of Brodie, witnefs in an indenture between 

the Thane of Calder and the Baron of Kilravock, anno 1482, 
(Pen. Cald.). (Here two or three Defcents are wanting, which 
I could not find out.) 

Alexander of Brodie father of (9) David, who died anno 
1627, leaving fix fons ; viz. David who fucceeded him ; Alex- 
ander who purchafed the lands of Lethin, Kinlofs and Pitga- 
venie ; Mr John who was Dean of Moray, and whofefon William 
Brodie of Whitewreath . was father of Mr William Brodie Ad- 
vocate, who died a JBatchelor in 1741; Mr Jofeph, the fourth 
Ton, was Minifler of Forres, and purchafed the lands of Maine 
near Elgin, which his fon Alexander difponed to Pitgavenie, 
and bought the lands of Muirhoufe near Turriff, which Alex- 
ander’s grandfon fold of late ; Francis, the fifth fon, purchaled 
the lands of Milntoun and others near Elgin, which his grand- 
fon fold to Lord Braco, and his great-grand-fon is Alexander 
Brodie of Windyhills ; William, the fixth fon, was proprietor 
of Coltfield, and his fon William dying without ifTue, the lands 
came to the houfe of Brodie. (10) David had two fons; Alex- 
ander who fucceeded him, and Jofeph of Aflilk: This Jofeph 
of Aflilk, was father of George of Brodie, and of James of 
Whitehill, who purchafed Coltfield and Spynie ; and whole fon, 
James Brodie of Spynie, Advocate and Sheriff-depute of 
Moray and Nairn, died in 1756, leaving a fou and heir, James 
a minor, who now enjoys the eflate, and reprefents the fami- 
ly of Brodie: (ri) Alexander was a man of eminent piety 
and prudence, and was chofen a Lord of Seflion in 1649 ; but 
foon refigned. He w as one of the Commiflioners who were 
fent to treat with King Carles II. at the Hague and at Breda, 
He died in 1679^ leaving ifTue, by a daughter of Sir Robert 

In lies, 
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Innes, a fon James, ancl a daughter married to Sir Robert 
Dunbar of Grangehill. (12) James married Lady Mary Kerr 
daughter of Robert Earl of Lothian, and dying in 1708, left 
nine daughters : viz. Ann married to Lord Forbes; Catharine 
married to Robert Dunbar of Grangehill ; Elizabeth married 
toCummine of Altyre; Grizzel married to Dunbar of Dumphail ; 
Emilia married to Brodie of Aflilk ; Margaret married to James 
Brodie of Whitehill ; Vere married to Brodie of Muirhoufe ; 
Marry married to Chivez of Muirtoun ; and Henrietta the 
youngeft who died unmarried. (1 3) George of Afliflt fuc- 
ceeded, and dying in 1716, left two fons, James and Alex- 
ander ; and two daughters, one of which was married to Sin- 
clair of Ulbfter in Caithnefs, and the other to Munro of Navarre. 
(14) James fucceeded his father; and dying in 1720, was fuc- 
ceeded by his brother (15) Alexander, who was appointed 
Lord Lyon in 172 7: He married Margaret daughter of Ma- 
jor Sley ; and dying in 1754, left a fon Alexander who fuc- 
ceeded him, and a daughter who was married to John young- 
er of MacLeod. (16) Alexander died a Batchelor in 1759; 
and was fucceeded by (17) James Brodie fon of James Brodie 
of Spynie„ and grand-fon of James Brodie of Whitehill. He 
married Lady Margaret Duff, daughter of the late Earl of Fife.

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ALDERN Parish. 

The parifh of Aldern, (sfuh-Jaran, i. e. the Iron Coloured 
Brook,) is about three miles from Eaft to Weft, and as much 
from North to South. The church ftandeth about a mile 
from the fea, and from the Eaft end of the parifh, about four 
miles Weft from Dyke, two miles Eaft from Nairn, and four 
miles Eaft from Calder. In the lower part of the parifh, towards 
the Frith, is the Barony of Infhoch, with a large old houfe, the 
feat of the Hays of Lochloy and Park. This was a very an- 
cient branch of the houfe of Errol, and were Lairds of Park 
about 400 years. By their declining, the lands of Infhoch 
and Park came into the family of Brodie about the beginning 
of this century. The lands of Park (in the Weft end of the 
parifh) were fold about the year 1724 to Hugh Hay, after 
whofe death they were, at a judicial fale in 1755, purchafed by 
Sir Alexander Grant of Dalvey. South-eaft of Infhoch is the 
houfe of Penick, the feat of, and built by Alexander Dunbar 
Dean of Moray, or by his fbn. This was a part of the priory 
lands of Urquhart, and the refidence of the Dunbars of Grange* 
till about the 1 680, when they fold Penick to the Laird of Bro- 
die, and refided at Burgie. Next Weft ward is Kinfterie, which 
(with Brightmonie contiguous to it) came from the Lauders 
to the Chifliolms, and from them to the Sutherlands of Duffus. 
A branch of the family of Duffus were heritors of Kinfterie* 
which they fold about 50 years ago, and purchafed Burrowf- 
bridge and Myrefide in Spynie parifli, and took the title of 
Greenhall. James Sutherland late of Kinfterie, was a Pur- 
veyor of the cuftoms : The lands were long under fequeftration 
for debt, but lately purchafed by John Gordon of Clunie. 

Clofe by the church is the Barony of Boath, the property 

of 
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of Alexander Dunbar, the oldeft branch of the family of 
Durris, and pofleffors of that Barony above 150 years. 
Weft from Boath is Kinudie ; this was a part of the eftate of 
Park, and in 1741 and thence to 1621, Hay of Kinudie had 
the lands of Maine near Elgin. . From the Hays, Kinudie 
came to the Urquharts, and in 1 670 Hugh Role of Kilravock 
purchafed Kinudie, Hunterbog, &c. from Alexander Urquhart ; 
and in 1767 they were fold by Kilravock to Mr James Ruflel. 

The upper part of the parifli is high ground, and in the 
Eaft end of it, is the Barony of Moynefs and Boghol. This 
was a part of the eftate of Weftfield, given to John Dunbar, a 
fecond fon of that family, about the year 1584. And in 1634, 
Robert Dunbar, fon of the faid John, difponed thefe lands to 
John Grant of Loggie, whofe fon, James Grant, fold them to 
Sir Hftgh Campbell ofCalder in 1 468, and they are now Calder’s 
property. Weft from Moynefs is the Barony of Lethin ; this was 
a part of the eftate of Falconer of Hawkerton as early as the year 
I295> {Appendix No XVIII.) and continued fo, till foon after 
the year 1600, it was fold to John Grant of Fruechie, who 
about the 1613, built a large houfe, and there refided. His 
fon Sir John Grant, after he came to the eftate in 1 622, fold 
this Barony to Alexander Brodie, fecond fon to David Laird of 
Brodie. This gentleman likewife purchafed the Abbay lands 
of Kinlofs, from Bruce Lord Kinlofs, and in 1630 purchafed 
the lands of Pitgavenie from Alexander Hay of Kinudie. There 
has of late been built at Lethin, a fine modern houfe, which, 
with the gardens, inclofures and planting, makes a delightful 
feat, I now come to. 
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The Parish of NAIRN. 

The Parifli ancl Burongh of Nairn, in I-rifli Invevuahn.- 

The river Nairn rifeth in the hills between Sirathcrick and the 

« 

Braes of Strathern, and running North-eaft through the pa- 
rifhes of Dunlichty and Dcviot, it turneth almoft due North, 
and difehargeth into the Frith at the town of Nairn, after a 
courfe of above twenty miles. It is called Nairn, from the 
Alder trees growing on the banks of it. Uifge-Neani , is the' 
Water of Alders. 

The Town ftandeth at the mouth of the river on the Weft fide, 
and is one ftreet from Eaft to Weft. At the Eaft end there is a 
bridge of three arches upon the river, built by William Role of 
Clava in the year 1631. In the middle of the town ftandeth 
the Tolbooth and Town-houfe; and at the Weft end, Kilravock 
has a good houle of modern architecture. A little above the 
bridge, on the bank of the river, is the caftle-hill, where flood 
a royal fort (now quite demolifhed), whereof the Thanes of 
Calder were the hereditary Conltables. Within the flood-mark 
are fome veftiges, called the Pier end ; but the mouth of the 
river is now lo barred, that no veflels, but filliing boats for fal- 
mon and white filh, can enter. The church -ftandeth on the 
bank of the river, two miles Weft from Aldern, five miles- 
Eaft from Arderfier, three miles North from Calder, and four- 
miles Norih-north-caft from Croy. The lands contiguous to 
the town, are the property of Rofe of Kilravock, Role of 
Newton, and Rofe of Clava. Mr Role of Clava, in 1768, fold 
all bis lands in Nairn, Croy and Ardclach, to Sir Alexander 
Grant of Dalvcy. Weftward on the coaft are the lands of Del- 
nies, held, in mortgage, by Alexander Campbell of Dclnies,. 
of the Laird of Calder. Thefe were a part of the church-lands 
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of Rofs, and David Panitar bilhop of Rols, difponed Denlies 
and Arderfier, anno 1556, to his brother uterine Robert Lefly, 
from whofe fon, John Campbell of Calder purchafed them an- 
no 1575. On the fide of the river, a mile South of the 
town is Kildrummie, the leat of Hugh Rofe of Brae ; thole 
lands were fold by Patrick Hepburn Bifliop of Moray, to 
Hugh Role of Kilravock, in 1545, {Pet t. Kilr.). 

On the Eaft fide of the river near the coaft, is Belmakeith, 
the property of Alexander Dunbar of Boath, and holding 
feu of Calder. William Thane of Gilder, was in left in Bel- 
makeith anno 1442 {Pen. Cald.). Next up the river is Braid- 
ley : This was, for fome generations, the property of Rofe of 
Braidley. John Rofe the lafl: of that family (and father of 
Jean Rofe, late lady dowager of Kilravock) having no male 
iflue, fold his lands to Alexander Gordon of Ardach, from 
whom they were purchalcd, about the year 1726, by Hugh 
Role of Kilravock. Further up the river is the Barony of 
Geddes, the patrimonial eftate of Role of Kilravock and Ged- 
des, {Vi d. Rofe of Kilravock). Clofe by Geddes is Raite-caftle : 
Here is an old fort, , built in the form of a fquare, which was 
anciently the feat of Raite of that Ilk, who, having killed 
Andrew Thane of Calder about the year 1404, was banilhed that 
county, and founded the family of Raite of Halgreen in the 
Merns. A part of Raite was Caldcr’s property in 1442 {Pen. 
Cald.) ; another part of it with Meikle Geddes, was the property 
of Ogilvie of Carnoufie, from whom Sir John Campbell of Cal- 
der made the purchafe anno 1532 {Ibid.). South of Raite lye 
the lands of Urchany, once a part of the eflate of Park. John 
Hay of Kinnudie fold them to Chilholm of Comer, in 1620 ; 
and Sir Hugh Campbell of Calder purchafed them in 1660. 
Following the courfe of the river Nairn, I now come to 
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The Parifh of Calder, fo called from Cole, a Wood, and 
Dur, Water ; for here is a fine wood, with a brook of water 
on each fide of it. The parifh is bounded by the river Naira 
to the Weft, and by the hills towards the Streins to the South- 
Eaft ; the church ftandeth near the centre, from North to South, 
and is a neat little fabrick, ornamented with a fteeple and a 
clock. A furlong Eaft from the church, is the houfe of Calder, 
the feat of John Campbell of Calder. The Thanes of Calder, 
as Conflables of the King’s houfe, refided in the caftle of Nairn, 
and had a country feat at what is now called Old Calder, a half 
mile North from the prefent feat. There they had a houfe on a 
fmall moat, with a dry ditch and a draw-bridge, the veftiges 
whereof are to be feen. But, by a royal licence, dated 6th 
Auguft 1^54* they built the tower of Calder that now ftand- 
eth ; It is built upon a rock of free ftone, waflied by a brook 
to the Weft, and on the other fides having a dry ditch, with a 
draw-bridge. The Tower ftands between two courts of build- 
ings. Tradition beareth, that the Thane was directed in a 
dream, to build the tower round a Haw-thorn tree on the bank 
of the brook. Be this as it is will, there is in thelowefl vault of 
the tower, the trunk of a Haw-thorn tree, firm and found, 
growing out of the rock, and reaching to the top of the vault. 
Strangers are brought to Hand round it, each one to take a chip 
of it, and then to drink to the Haw-thorn tree t e. “ Prolperity to 
“ the Family of Calder.” This houfe, with fpacious inclofures, 
fine gardens, a park of red deer, and a large wood clofe by the 
houfe, make a grand and delightful feat. A fmall pendicle in 
the South of the parifh, called Drumurnie, is the property of 
Rofe of Holm. The lands of Mcikle Budzeat, Weft of the 
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church, the lands of Torrich a mile to the Eaft, and the lands 
of Clunies two miles to the South-eaft, are mortgages pertain- 
ing to the defendants of this family, and all holding of Cal- 
der. I fiiall here give fome account of 

The Family of C A L D E R. 

The furaame of Calder is local, taken from the place ; and 
the Family has been among the moft ancient, and the moft 
confiderable in the North. About the year 1040, the tyrant 
Macbeath cut off the Thane of Nairn (Buchan.). This, no 
doubt, was the Thane of Calder ; for no hiftory or tradition 
mentioneth a Thane of Nairn, diftinft from the Thane of Cal- 
der, who, as Conftable, relided in that town : And Mr Heylin 
in his Geography, exprefly calleth him Thane of Calder. But 
not to deal in uncertainties, (1) Dovenaldus Thanus de Calder 
was one of the eflimators of the Baronies of Kilravock and 
Geddes, anno 1295, (Append. No. XVIII.). His fon (2) William 
had from King Robert Bruce, 7100 Augufti anno regni 4to 
1510, “ Thanageum de Kaledor, infra vicecomitatum de 

“ Inner Nairn, propter fervitia debita et afliieta tempore Alex- 
** andri Regis predeceflbris noftri ultimo defun<fti,” (Pen. Cold.) 
His foh (3) Andrew was killed by Sir Alexander Raite, whole 
fon (4) Donald was ferved heir to Ms father Andrew in 1405, 
and faifed in the offices of Sheriff and Conftable of Nairn in 
1406 (Ibid.) He purchaled the lands of Dunmaglals from Wil- 
liam Menzies of Balwhonzie in 1414 ; the lands of Moy in 
Moray from the Earlof Rofs in 1419 ; and Urchany-beg in Cal- 
der from Henry Bilhop of Moray in 1421 (Ibid, and Append. 
No. XIX.) His fon (5) William was in 1442 infeft in the Tha- 
nage of Calder, the Sheriffslhip and Conftablelhip of Naim, in 
Boath, Benchir, half of Raite, and fix merks out of Belmakeith 
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( Pen. Cald. ). In 1450, he built the Tower of Calder by a 
royal licence. His fon (6) William, in 1471, bought from An- 
drew Lefly mailer of the hofpital of Spey, with content of 
the Bifliop of Moray, the miln of Nairn with its pertinents 
(Ibid.) ; and in 1476, the Thanage of Calder, Baronies of 
Clunie and Boath, Belmakeith, half of Raite, Moy , Dunmaglals, 
two Kinkells, Kindefs, Invermarkie, Mulchoich, Drumurnie, 
Ferintolli, &c. were united in one Thanage, and fuch lands 
as lye in Invernefs or Forres (hires, to anfwer to the Sheriff 
Court of Nairn (Ibid.) : Hence Ferintolh, Moy, Dunmaglals, are 
a part of the (hire of Nairn. 

This Thane had five fons, viz. William, John, Andrew, 
Alexander, and Hucheon, on whom he entailed his eftate, allow- 
ing the immediate fucceflion to John, to which William (who 
was lame' and weak) contented, and had L. 20 annually and 
the viccarage of Ewan ; all this was fettled by charter anno 
1488 (Ibid. ). This Thane lived to about the year 1 500 ; his 
fon (7) John married Ifabel Rofe, daughter of Kilravock, in 
1492, (Pen. Kilt.) and dying in 1494, left one pofthumous 
child, a daughter (8) Muiriel or Marion. ..Kilravock intended 
this heirefs for his own grand-fon, her firft coufin ; but Kil- 
ravock being purfued in a criminal procefsfor robbery, in join- 
ing Maclntofli in fpoiting the lands of Urquhart of Cromarty, 
Argyle the Jufiice General made the procels eafy to him, got 
the Ward of MuiriePs marriage of the King anno 1495, and 
Ihe was fent to Inverary in the year 1499, (Penn. Kilr.) , 

In Autumn 1499, Campbell of Inverliver, with fixty men, 
came to receive the child, on pretence of feuding her South to 
fchool. The lady Kilravock her grand-mother, that (lie might 
not be changed, (eared and marked her hip with the key of 
her coffer. As Inverliver came with little Muiriel, to Daltu- 
lich in Strath Nairn, he was clofs purfued by Alexander and 
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Hugh Calclers her uncles, with a fuperior party. He fent off 
the child with an efcorte of lix men, faced about to receive 
the Calders; and to deceive them, a fheaf of corn, drefled in 
fome of the child’s cloathes, was kept by one in the rear. 
The conflict was fharp, and leverals were killed, among whom 
were fix of Inverliver’s Tons. Wnen Jnverliver thought the 
child was out of reach, he retreated, leaving the fictitious child to 
the Calders. And Inverliver was rewarded with a grant of the 
L. 20 land of Inverliver ; it is laid, that, in the heat of the fkir- 
mifh, Inverliver cried, ’ Sfada glaodb o’ Locbow , ’ Sfada cabbair 
o’ chlan Dbume, i. e. “ ’Tis a far cry to Lachaw,- and a diftant 
“ help to the Campbells Now a proverb fignifying, Imminent 
danger and dijiant relief. All this I give on tradition. 

Muiriel was married in 1510, to Sir John Campbell third 
fon of Argyle. In memory of which, in the old hall of 
the houfe of Calder, is cut S. I. C. and D. M. C. with this 
iufcription, “ Ceri mani memineris mane.” (1) Sir John 
Campbell of Calder, in 1533, purchafed from John Ogilvie of 
Carnoufie, Meikle Geddes, ltaite, and the fort of it, [Pen. Cald.) 
and in 1 535, purchafed from David Earl of Crawford, the 
•Barony of Strath Nairn, Fortalice of Caftle Davie, and the pa- 
tronage of Lundichty, now Dunlichty {Ibid. ) ; and in 1545 
he bought, from Patrick Bifiiop of Moray, the lands of Flee- 
*nefsmore {Ibid.) : He died in 1546 ; and his fon (2) Archibald, 
married Ifabel the daughter of the Laird of Grant ; and dying 
in 1553, his fon (3) John, purchafed Arderfier and Dclnies- 
(Vid. Nairn Parifh.), and was murdered in 1592 by Lochinel’s 
•brother. His fon (4) Sir John got from die Earl of Moray 
a renounciation, &c. {Vid. Daviot. Par.). He purchafed the 
Baronies of Durris and Borlum {Vid. Dur. Par.) ; and in 1609, 
took a charter of Little Budzet, Little Urchany and Croy, from 
Alexander Bifiiop of Moray (Ibid.) ; but in 1614, he feued 
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out Delmigvie and Holm ; in 1617 he fold Croy to William 
Dallas of Cantray, and in the lame year difponed Ferintolh to 
Lord Lovat, and mortgaged other lands ; and all this in order 
to purchafe, or rather to conquer the ifland of Ilay. His fon, 
by Glenurchie’s daughter, (5) John Dow, had all his lands in 
the North, by a charter under the Great Seal anno 1623, 
crefted into a Barony, called the Burough of Campbelltown, 
with power to create Baillies, Conftables, Serjeants and other 
officers ; liberty to have a Town-houfe and a market crofs, a 
weekly market on Weilnefday, and a fair to begin on July 15th 
and to hold eight days ; and that all infeftments may be taken 
at the Cattle of Calder (Ibid.). Lord Torphichen had fome 
Temple-lands in Arderfier, which he fold to Mr Thomas 
Rollock Advocate, with the office of heritable Baillie and a 
priviledge of regality, which he difponed to Calder in 1626, 
(Ibid.). In 1626, Calder granted the feu of Dunmaglas to 
Ferquhard MacGillivray ; and in 1 639, he difponed all his lands 
in favour of his eldeft fon (by Cromarty’s daughter) viz. Colin. 
I find that this John was feized with melancholy in 1639, and 
yet was living in 1650. His fon (6) Colin died at the univer- 
fity of Glafgow a batchelor ; and was fucceeded by (7) Sir Hugh, 
fon of Colin of Boghol, who was brother to the laft John. 
This gentleman purchafed Moynefs and Urchany, as formerly 
obferved : In 1 678, he purchafed Raite Cattle and Raite Lon* 
from John Hay of Lochloy, and redeemed forae mortgages ; 
but mortgaged other lands, and feued out Kinchyle in 1685. 
In 1 688, he difponed his whole eftate in favour of his fon, re- 
ferving the life-rent of his ettateinthe North j and died in 1716. 
His fon, by lady Henriet Stewart, (8) Sir Alexander, married 
Elizabeth, fitter to Sir Gilbert Lord of Stackpole in South 
Wales, and died in 1700. His eldeft fon (9) Gilbert died in 
1708, and was fucceeded by his brother (10) John Campbell, 
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now ofCalder, born in 1695 ; lie fold Ilay and Muckarn, to dis- 
burden his eftate of debt. He married Mary Pryfe heirefs of 
Gogirthen in North Wales ; by whom he has three Tons, and 
three daughters : Thefirft daughter Ann married Lord Fortefcue, 
Mary died unmarried, and Elizabeth married Captain Adams : 
Pryfe, the eldeft Ion, married in 1 752 Sarah Bacon, daughter 
of Sir Edmund of GarboldiCham firft Baronet of England, and 
dying in 1768, left four fons, viz. John, Alexander, George, 
and Charles ; and three daughters, Mary, Sarah, and Henrietta : 
John, the Second fon, was in 1754 appointed Lord Lyon for 
Scotland ; he married Euftachia, daughter of Ballet of Hea* 
ton : Alexander, the third Son, is a Lieutenant Colonel, and 
jparried Francefs daughter of Philip Meadows.

C R O V Parilh. 

The parilh of Croy is next above Calder, on both lides of 
the river. It ftretcheth twelve miles in length on the Weft 
fide of the river, and four miles on the Eaft fide, and is gene- 
rally two miles in breadth. The church ftandcjth on the Weft- 

fide. 
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fide, a mile from the river, four miles Weft from Nairn, two 
miles Weft-north-weft from Calder, three South-eaft from Petty, 
and four North from Deviot. The North part of this parifti, 
to the Weft of the river, viz. Kildrummie, Flcmington, and 
the Baronie of Kilravock, are a part of the eftate of that 
Family. 

ROSE of Kilravock. 

The furname of Rose cometh from the Hebrew ,-Ro/k a Head, 
and Rbos, or Ros, fignifying a Promontory or Head-land jutting 
nut into Water. In many natibhs, places are called Rofe, or 
compounded with it. And the country be-n6rth Invernefs is 
called Rofs, becaufe it ftretcheth out into the fea. I queftion 
not, but Rofs Earl of Rofs took his lurname from the country. 
But Kilravock’s family being defcended of the Roftes in the 
South country (as their paternal arms ftiew) and' the name 
being anciently written de Roos, which we found much as 
Rofe, they have changed Roos into Rofe, to diftinguifti them 
from the Earl of Rofs’s family. And j'et I have found this fa- 
mily in ancient writs, called Roos, Rofs, Rofle, Rofe. 

Had not the writings of this family been deftroyed, (as we 
fhall fee) in the burning of the Cathedral of Moray in 1390, 
few families could have better inftru<fted their antiquity ; and 
even, with that misfortune, few can exceed it. The Barony of 
Geddes, in the parifti of Nairn, was their ancient inheritance : 
Hugo de Roos Dominus de Geddes is a witnefs in the foun- 
dation charter of the Priory of Beaulie, anno 1230 (M. S.HiJf, 
Kilr.). Sir John Biftet of .Lovat had three daughters Co-heir- 
efles, viz. Mary Domina de Lovat, married to Sir David Gra- 
ham ; Cecilia Domina de Beaufort, wife of Sir William of Fen- 
ton ; and Elizabeth Domina de Kilravock, married to Sir An- 
drew 
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drew de Bolco. (Wood) of Red Caftle; and Mary, daughter 
of Sir Andrew, was married to (i) Hugh Role Baron of Geddes, 
and (he and- her hulband. obtained, a charter of. the Barony of 
Kilravdek from King John Baliol anno 1293 (Pen. Kilr .); and 
in 1295; the Baronies of Kilravock and Geddes were eftimated 
by an inqueft, the firft to L; 24, and the other to L. 12 yearly 
rent (appendix, N° XVIII.). ! : Their Ion (2) 'William married 
Morelia, daughter rif Alexander de Downey and had Hugh, and 
Andrew, of whom came Role of Achloflin in Mar, (3) Hugh ii. 
died about 1363 ; his fon (4)*Hugh iii. married Janet, only 
child of Sir Robert Chilholm, Conftable of the Caftle of Ur- 
quhart anno! 1364, and with her he g'Qt the lands of Cantra-na- 
bruicb - in Strathnaim y (Ibid.) : He died about T.388. , flis lpn (5) 
Hugh iv, died in 1426, whofe lon f (6) John, obtained a charter 
of de Nova' Damus under the Great Seal, 30th May 1433, 
** pro eo, quod Chart* fuas, . tempore combuftionis; Eccleliae 
“ de Elgin, in Ecclefia lpracdidla fuerunt vaftata; et deftru&se.” 
(Ibid.). • He got ifrom his grandruncje, John Chilholm., the 
lands of Tittle Cantray and Qchterurchil,Tn 1420 (Ibid.). His 
fon, .by Ilakel.Cheyn daughter of EHilmont, was (7) Hugh v. 
who, in 1482, pprchafed the lands of Coulmore in Rpls (Ibid.). 
He married .More or ; Marion daughter of Maclntolh his 
fecohd Ton! Alexander founded the family of Holm : Hugh 
died in 1494; and his eldeft fon (8) Hugh vi. by Margaret 
Gordon daughter of Huntley, had Hugh, John progenitor of 
the Rofles of Bellivat, and Alexander of whom came the fami- 
ly of Ittfli in thd Garioeh, and died in 1517. (9) Hugh vii. 

by Agnes Urquhart daughter , of Crpmanty, had Hugh and 
John of Wefter Drakies, and died anno 1543. ( 1 o) Hugh viii. 

purchafed from Bifliop Hepburn, in 1545, the lands of Kil- 
drummie, \Coulmonie and Daltulich. His facetious humour 
.appeareth in a fubmilfion between him. ;; and two neighbours, 

• his 
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his fubfcription to which is, “ Hutcheon Rofe of Kilravock, ah 
** honeft man ill guided between you baith.” He died in 1597, 
leaving, by Catharine daughter of Hawkertori, a fbh(n) Wil- 
liam ii. who, by Lilias Hay daughter of Dalgatie, • hid Hugh, 
William of Clava, John of Braidley, and David of Earlsmiln ; 
and died anno 1611. (12) Hugh lx. purchafed Flemingtori 

from the Earl of Moray in 1639 ; he married Magdalene Frazer 
daughter of Strichen, and died in 1643. His fbn (13) Hugh 
x. married a daughter of Sinclair of Dunbeth, who brought 
him Hugh and John, of whom is Hiltoun, and he died in 1649* 
(14) Hugh xi. purchafed KInudie, &c. {Vid. Alder a. Par.) 
fold Coulmore, and purchafed Coulefs and Rarichees in Rofs 
anno 1681 {Ibid.). By Margaret daughter of Innes of that 
Ilk, he had Hugh his fucceffor, and other fbns. (15) Hugh 
xii. added to his eftate the Barorty of Muirton near Kinlofs, 
and the lands of Brae in Rofs. He was five times married *. 
I ft, with Margaret daughter of Sir Hugh Campbell of Cal* 
der, by whom he had a fon Hugh, and two daughters, Hen- 
rietta married to Sir John MacKenzie of Coul, and Mary to 
Duncan Forbes of Culloden, afterwards Lord PreGdent; 2d, 
Joan only child of Mr James Frafer of Brae, and had by her 
a fon James of Brae ; 3d, Jean daughter of Cuthbdrt ef Caftle- 
hill, who brought him Magdalene, married to MacKenzie of 
Dachmaluack, and Jean to Robertfon of Glalgoego ; 4th, 
Elizabeth daughter of Sir James Calder of Muirton, whb had 
Margaret married to Sir Charles Campbell fbn of Sir Arch- 
bald ; 5th, Katharine daughter of James Porteous of Inver- 
nefs, who left two fons, Arthur and Alexander. He died in 
January 1732. (16) Hugh xiii. fold the lands of Brae in Rofs, 

and purchafed Braidley near Naim ; he died 28th May 1755, 
leaving, by his firft lady Elizabeth daughter of Sir Ludowick 
Grant of Grant, two Tons, viz. Hugh and Ludowick of Coul- 

monie: 
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monie : And by his fecond lady, Jean Rofe daughter of Braid- 
ley, feveral children/ (17) Hugh xiv. born in 1705 ; in 1739 he 
married the daughter of Collonel William Clephan, nephew of 
Carflogie in Fifeftnre ; He was fheriff-depute of Rofs and Cro- 
marty, and died in 1772, leaving a fon Hugh, and a daughter 
Elizabeth. His fon (18) Hugh xv. of this name, is prefent 
Baron and Laird of Kilravock. 

It is obfervable, that, in the courfe of eighteen generations 
in this family, the reprefentation did not once diverge from 
the Direct line to the Collateral.

Now to defcribe the parifli : 

The houfe of Kilravock flandeth on a rock, on the Weft 
bank of the river. It is a large pile of building, with a 
ftrong tower built in 1460, by a patent from the Earl of Rofs. 
(Ibid.) The river, gardens, inclofures, and adjacent Birch- wood, 
make it a very agreeable leat. South-weft on the river is 
Holm, the property of John Rofe of Holm, the 9th defcent 
in a dirett line ; the fmall heritage is a part of the Barony of 
Strathnairn (Vid. Daviot. Par.). Next up the river is Cantray, 
which, with Galcantray and Bellaffrefh on the Eaft fide of the 
river, and the lands of Croy near the church, are the property 
of Mr Davidlon, who lately purchafed them from Dallas of 
Cant raj. Croy was purchafed from Campbell of Calder in 
1617 ; but Cantray (and Budzet in Calder) has been the feat of 
Dallas for many generations. North-weft from Cantray, on the 
top of the hill, flandeth the Caftle of Dalcrofs, built in 1621 
by Lord Lovate, whofe property the land was at that time : 
It came afterwards to Sir James Frazer of Brae, who gave it as 

a » 
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a portion with his daughter Jean Frazer to Major Bateman. 
The Major fold it to James Roy Dunbar Baillie of Invernefs, 
and from him Maclntofh of Maclntofh purchafed it in 1702. 
About four miles farther, on the Weft brae of the hill, is Eafter 
Leys pertaining to Robertfon of Inches, (Vid. Invernefs Par*) 
Next is Mid Leys, the property of George Baillie fon of John 
Baillie late writer to the fignet in Edinburgh, who was fon of 
Jafnes Baillie Sheriff-Clerk of Invernefs, of the family of Du- 
nean. Farther is Weft Leys, the heritage of Alexander Shaw df 
Tordaroch, who fold it lately to Sir Ludowick Grant of Grant, 
(Vid. Daviot Par.). Thefe Leys hold of Lord Lovate, as a part 
of the ancient eftate of that family. 

To return to the fide of the river Nairn. Above Cantray, 
are Little Cantray, Contra-na-bruich, Orchil, &c. pertaining to 
Kilravock ; and further up is the Barony of Clava, the heri- 
tage of Rofe of Clava ; of which branch, Hugh of Clava is 
now the 6th in defcent, This Barony is fituated on both fldes 
of the river. And in the upper part of the parifh is Daltu- 
lich, a mortgage poflefled by a branch of the Frafers for five ge- 
.nerations paft. Following the river, I come to 

DAVIOT Parifh. 

The parilh of Daviot and Dunlichtie ftretcheth on both fldes 
of the river Nairn, about ten miles in length, and in few places 
two in breadth. It is inclofed with hills except towards Croy. 
The church ftandeth on the Weft bank, a mile above the North 
end of die parifh, three miles North from Dunlichtie, which 
is united with it ; four miles South from Croy, four miles 
South-eaft from Invernefs, and three miles North-weft from Moy. 
The Barony of Strathnairn was the free-hold of the Earl of 

Crawford 
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Crawford before the year 1500. David Earl of Crawford 
married Catharine daughter of King Robert II. and with her 
got the Barony of Strathnairn, &c. anno 1378 (Rot. Rob. II.) ; 
and he difponed it in feu to Ogilvie Laird of Findlater, who 
refided at Hall-hill in Pettie, and was defigned Laird of Strath- 
nairn. Sir John Campbell of Calder purchafed Crawford’s 
right in 1535* and thereafter Findlater conveyed his feu-hold 
to the Earl of Moray. This Earl, unwilling to hold of Calder, 
privately obtained a charter from the chancery, by which he* 
was to hold of the Crown. Sir John Campbell, great-grand— 
Ion to the former mentioned, carried on a reduction of the- 
Earl of Moray’s right, and- obtained from Earl James an 
ample renounciation, dated 17th November 1 608, acknowledg- 
ing, “ That he held of Sir John Campbell of Calder, the lands 
of Meikle Davie > cum Fortalicio, Budzeat, Little Davie, Coul- 
“ clachie, Meikle and Little Craggies, Inverarnie, Gaik, Weller- 
“ Larg, Aberchaladers, Aberarders, Dalcrombie, Letterwhiln,' 
«« Brinns, Fleechtie, Far, Holm, Faille, and Drumornie (pen . . 
Cald.). Thus the Earl of Moray holdeth this Barony of Mr 
Campbell of Calder as his liiperior. 

On the Weft fide of the river, in the lower end of the Parilh, . 
is Coulclachie, a fubvaflalage of Angus Maclntolh who now re- 
prelenteth the Maclntolhes of Connidge. Next South-ward 
is Davie, the property of the Laird of Maclntolh ; here was a 
fort built by David Earl of Crawford, and after him called- 
Davie fort. . Next is Failie, the heritage of MacBean of Failic, 
a branch of the old Clan Chattan, who have long poflefled this 
fmall eftate. South thereof is Gaik, which, with Dunmaglafs, 
are the property of William MacGillivray of Dunmaglafs.- This * 
laft was purchafed by the Thane of Calder in 1414, and feued' 
t© Ferquhard MacAlafter in 1626 ; but they had immemorial' 
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Duchus or pofleflion of it. Dunmaglafs is Chief of the an- 
cient Clan of MacGillivrey. 

On the Eaft fide of the river, the firft Northward is Craggie, 
the property of the late William Shaw of Craigfield, coufin to 
Tordaroch. South of which is the Barony of Largs, a part of 
Maclntofh’s eftate. Further South is Inverarnie, a mortgage 
from Rofe of Kilravock, who is the Earl of Moray’s fubvaflal. 
MacPhail of Inverarnie is the Chief of that ancient tribe of 
the Clan Chattan. Above Inverarnie, on the brook of Feamie, 
is Far, the property of Maclntofh of Far, a branch of the fami- 
ly of Kylachie. Above Inverarnie, on the fide of Nairn, is 
Tordaroch, the feat of Alexander Shaw, an ancient branch of 
the Shaws of Rothemurchus. This Family’s heritage is Weftcr 
Leys in the parifh of Croy j but they hold Tordaroch in leafe of 
Maclntofh, and have refided in it above 200 years. In the 
South end of Dunlichtie parifh, is Aberarder, the heritage of 
William Maclntofh of Aberarder, a branch of the family of 
Maclntofh ; and Weft of Aberarder, is Dunmaglafs, of which 
I have fpoken. There are in this Brae-country, (brae other fub- 
vafials of the Earl of Moray. But I return to the coafl. 

ARDERSIER Parifh. 

The parifh of Arderfier lieth on the Weft Coaft from Nairn. 
It is a promontory running into the Moray Frith, from South- 
eaft to North-weft, and is about two miles in length, and little 
more than a half mile in breadth at the South-eaft ; and at the 
North-weft it terminates in a narrow point, on which the Fort 
is built. The whole parifh is the property of John Campbell 
of Calder, and was a part of the lands of the Bifhop of Rofs,. 
with fome Temple lands formerly belonging to the Knights. 
Templar. More than a third part of the whole bounds was pur- 
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chafed about 1746 by the Government, for a precinft of the Fort. 
The church formerly flood within the precinft ; but of late, 
there is a new church built a little without it, about five miles 
Weft from Nairn, three miles North from Croy, and four miles 
North-eaft from Pettie. Whether the precindt {hall be Intra? 
parochial, or Extra-parochial, is not as yet determined. 

Weftward on the Coaft is, 

PETTIE Parifh. 

The parifh of Pettie is pleafantly fituated in a plain, betwixt 
the Frith and the hills towards Strathnairn. It is in length 
From Eaft to Weft near five miles, and in breadth not above a 
mile and a half ; the church ftandeth On a rifing ground, a fur- 
long from the fea, almoft two miles from the Weft end erf" thd 
parifh, five miles North-eaft from invernefs, four miles South- 
weft from Arderfier, and near three miles North- weft from 
Croy. 

The Barony of Pettie was antiently a part of the Earldom of 
Moray ; but upon the death of Earl Archibald Douglafs, anno 
1455, “ The caftles of Invernefs and Urquhart, and the 
** Lordfhips of them, the water mails of Invernefs, the Lord- 
“ fhip of Abernethie, the Baronies of Urquhart, Glenurchan, 
** Boneich, Bonochar, Pettie, Brachlie and Strathern, with the 
** pertinents, were annexed to the Crown,” ( 4 ft Pari. 1455). 
Some time after this, the Laird of Findlater held the Barony of 
Pettie of the Crown, and afterwards of the Earl of Moray. I 
find, that Elizabeth, daughter of Sir James Dunbar of Cumnock, 
who died in 1505, was married to JohnOgilvie of Strathnairn,. 
(Pen. Wejlf.) Ogilvie refided at Hall-hill in Pettie. Lachlan 
Laird of Maelntolh being murdered by fbme of his Clan in 
2524, James Earl of Moray committed the young Laird of 

Maclntoflii 
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Macintosh (who was his nephew) to the care of the Laird 
of Strathnairn. The Macintoshes refented this as an indigni- 
ty, demoliflied the houfe of Hall-hill, and killed twenty-four of 
the Ogilvies about the year 1 531, (M. S. Hiji. Maclnt. and Kilr.) 
It is probable, that this barbarous treatment induced Findlater 
to difpone his, right of Strathnairn, Pettic and Borlum, to. the 
Earl of Moray. 

In the Eaft end of the parifh is Calder’s Brachlie, a Ikirt of 
the Thanedom of Calder. Near to it is Eafter Brachlie, per- 
taining to Kilravock. All the reft: of the parifh is the property 
of the Earl of Moray, except a fmall feu in the Weft end, cal- 
led Alterlies, which pertaineth to Forbes of Culloden. Near 
the church ftandeth Caftle-Stewart, one of the Seats of the 
Earl of Moray, , but now out of repair ; and near thereto is. a 
Corn-miln let a-going by the Sea water. 

Next to. Pettie Weft ward, is. 

The Town and Parish of INVERNESS.. 

The Town ftandeth on the Eaft bank of the river Nefs,- z 
Httle above the mouth of it. It confifteth of two ftreets, cut> 
ting one another, from South to North and from Eaft to Weft. 
The buildings are good and convenient, all of ftone : In one 
of the angles, at the interfedion of the ftreets, ftandeth the 
Tolbooth and. Court-houfe, adorned with a lofty fteeple and a 
Clock; and in. an oppofite angle, is the Town-houfe, a large 
building of modern work v The Churches (land on the river 
bank, at the North end of the Town ; and. near to them is Dun? 
bar’s Hofpital, a large houfe with a garden, mortified by Pro r 
voft Alexander Dunbar. Below the Churches is the Harbour, 
which received* merchant fhips, but ftandeth too open to the 
.ffrpng Weft wind ; and dole by the harbour are the veftiges of 

Cromwell’s 
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Cromwell's Fort. In the middle of the Town is the Bridge, of 
feven arches, and heautiful architecture, with a prifon room in 
one of the pillars : Formerly there flood here a Bridge of wood, 
fupported by pillars of oak, fome of which are yet to be feen ; 
It fell on the 28th September 1 664, and though more than a 
hundred perfons, who flood on it, dropt all into the river, no 
life was loft, (M. S. Hi ft. ofLovat). The prefeht Bridge was fini- 
fhed about the yejir 1686. Several gentlemen contributed li- 
berally for it ; and by an .Aft of Privy Council, there was a 
collection for it through the Diocefs f (*Sy«. Reg.). On the 
Weft bank of the river, there is a large fuburbs of two ftreets; 
and a little above the Town, there is a pleafant little ifland in 
the river, where the magiftrates entertain ftrangers with falmon 
killed in their prefence with fpears. The Town is very popu- 
lous, and the houfes being too much, crowded, and the ftreets 
-narrow, under the Caftle-hill and Barn-hill the air is thick and 
moift. - 

The parifh lieth on both tides of the river. On the Weft fide, 
it extendeth eight miles, and on the Eaft four miles. The 
Town ftandeth five miles South-weft from Pettie, five miles 
almoft Eaft from Kirk-hill, five miles North from Durris, and 
four miles Wefl-by-North from Daviot. The Town lands lye 
adjacent to it (Vid. Civ. Hiji.) ; and the country parifh is full of 
Gentlemens feats. 

On the Eaft fide of the river, two miles North-eaft of . 
the Town, is Culloden, a good old houfe, gardens well 
laid out, with much planting, which make it an agreeable 

feat. 


t The Council’s Aft and Recommendation was for a general colleftion 
throughout the whole Kingdom, and no doubt brought in a confiderable fum* 
Sir Hugh Campbell of Calder gave L. 400 Scots, the Laird of MacLeod L. 800, 
■the Miniflers of the Diocefs of Moray L. 500, ( Syn . Reg*)* Others likewife 
contributed liberally. 
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feat. This land belonged to a gentleman of the name of 
Strachan, who married the daughter of Hugh Rofe of Kilra- 
vock that died anno 1543. Of that marriage there were only 
two daughters portioners, and the Laird of Maclntofh pur- 
chafed from them and their hufbands the rights of that Barony. 
Maclntofh built a part of the houfe of Culloden, and his fuc- 
ceflor fold the Barony about the year 1626, to (1) Duncan 
Forbes, fbn of Tolquhon and Provoft of Invernefs, whole fon 
(2) John of Culloden, purcbafed Fairentofh and Bunchrive 
anno 1673* His fon (3) Duncan, was father of (4) John, 
who had no iffue, and of Duncan Lord Prelident of the 
Seflion, who died the 10th December 1747. His fbn (5) John, 
has left (6) Arthur now of Culloden. Of this Family is Forbes 
of Pitnacrief. 

South* weft is Eafter Drakies, the property of Hugh Fal- 
coner merchant in Invernefs ; and Wefter Drakies pertain- 
ing to the eftate which belonged to Cuthbert of Caftle-hill, 
both holding of the Town of Invernefs. Next is the Barony 
of Caftle-hill : In the reign of King David II. Sufanna and 
Adda were lifters and heirefles of Caftle-hill, and a gentleman 
of the name of Cuthbert marrying Sufanna, became thereby 
Baron of Caftle-hill (M. S. Hijl. of Kilr.J From that time the 
Cuthberts have been in pofleffion of thefe lands. 

Further is the Barony of Inches, the firft of which family was 
a Ion of Robertfon of Strowan, who married the widow of Cuth- 
bert of Caftle-hill, about 1 548 ; and his fon became Laird of 
Inches which was a part of the Barony of Caftle-hill. 
Arthur Robertfon of Inches now reprefents the family. 

The lands of Eftich are the fartheft South, and are a part of 
Maclntolh’s eftate. Below Eftich towards the river, are Coul- 
duthil, Knocknagial, and Torbreak, all Caftle lands. Torbreak 
was the property of Captain William Eaillic, and by a judicial 
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Me in 1758, became the property of Dodor James Frazer fon 
of Phopachie. And on the fide of the river is Holm ; this is the 
Fief of Alexander Maclntofti of Holm, a branch of the family 
of Kylachie, who have poflefled this fmall eftate ever fince the 
year 1614, antl hold it mainly of Campbell of Calder. 

I pafs now to the Weft fide of the river Nefs. At the mouth 
of it is Markinfli : This for 150 years was the property of 
Role of Wefter Drakies and his defcendants, and has lately 
been purchafed in a judicial fale by James Frazer of Phopa- 
chie. Next is the Barony of Muirtown, a part of the eftate of 
Lovat, fold about the year 1620, to Thomas Skivez for 2,000 
merks Scots, (M. S. Hijl. of Lovat). His defcendants lately fold 
it to Sir Ludowkk Grant of Grant, who difponed it to William 
Duff third Ion of Alexander Duff of Drummuir. Farther 
South is Kyhniles, a part of the Bilhop’s lands of Orkney, pur- 
chafed by Thomas Lord Lovat from Bilhop William Tulloch 
about the year 1464 ; it was afterwards fold to Colonel Hugh 
Frazer of Kinerries, who difponed it to Mr David Polfon; 
From him i£ was purchafed by Alexander Frazer (fon of Da- 
vid Frazer Bailiie of Invernefs) of Fairfield, who lately fold it 
to George Rols of Pitkerries merchant in London. Next up 
the river is the Barony of Dunean : This family has enjoyed 
this Barony about 300 years ; the firft of it was a fon of Bailiie 
of Hoprjg and Lamington, who, for his brave behaviour as a 
Volunteer in the battle of Brechin anno 1452, was fbon after 
rewarded by the Earl of Huntley, with this and other lands 
a part of the Caftle lands of Invernefs. South of Dunean is 
Dochgarach, the property for fome generations, of a branch of 
the MacLeans. Next to which is Dochfoure, pertaining to Bailiie 
of Dochfoure, a branch of the family of Dunean. The very 
upper end of the parilh is Aberiachan, in the face of the hill 
at the fide of Loch Nefs. This is a part of the Barony of 
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Urquhart, pertaining to Sir Janies Grant of Grant, of whom 
Ewan Baillie fon of Dochfoure holdeth it in mortgage. 

Following the courfe of the river, I now come to 

DURR IS Pairifh. 

The parifti of Durris, from Dur, i. e. Water, becaufe the 
parifti lieth on the lide of the river and the Loch of Nefs. 

Before I proceed further, I fhall (hew the courfe of the 
River NESS; and if we trace it to its fountain, we fhall find 
the fprings of it in the hills of Knoidart, and its courfe thus : 
To Loch Queich, four miles ; Loch Queich, feven ; to Loch Garie, 
nine ; Loch Garie, five; to Loch Eoich, two : All this courfe is 
from Weft to Eaft, and Garie falleth into the middle of Loch 
Eoich, which is four miles long ; fo to the end of Loch Eoich, 
two miles ; to Loch Nefs, four ; length of LochNefs, twenty-two ; 
to lnvernefs, five : In all fixty miles. The courfe from Loch 
Eoich is from South-fouth-weft to North-north-Eaft ; from the 
Moray Frith at lnvernefs, to Fort-William, is one continued 
valley of forty-eight Scots miles, running from North-north-eaft 
to South-fouth-weft, without any bending, except that it turn- 
eth one point towards the Weft, from Loch Lochie to Fort- 
William. It is called Glcan-mor-na-balben, i. e. the Great Valley 
of Scotland. Loch Nefs lieth in this valley, and is in length 
about twenty-three Englifh miles ; At the North end it is three 
miles broad, and thence gradually tapereth, fo that at the South 
end it is not two miles broad ; it has no bending, no bay, ex- 
cept a fmall one at Urquhart. The high hills on both fides, are 
fo variegated with hanging rocks, fliady groves of wood, mur- 
muring cafcadcs, and ftreams of water, and fome plots of corn 
land, that, to one who fails the Loch in thefummer feafon, they 
nreient a moft charming landfkip. 

y This 
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1 This parifti extendeth about fix miles from North to South, 
and as much from Eaft to Weft. The church ftandeth at the 
North-eaft corner of the Loch, five miles South of Invernefs, 
feven miles North of Bolefken, and fix miles South-weft of 
Daviot. The lower and champaign part of the parifti com- 
prehended! the Baroniek of Borlum and Durris. Above In- 
vernefs, three miles on the river, is Borlum : This was a 
.part ‘of the eftate of the Earl' of Moray ; and after the forfei- 
ture of Earl Archibald Douglas, the Laird of Findlater ob- 
tained this Barony and held it of the Crown, and his fon was 
Idefigned Ogilvie of Cardale. Findlater conveyed his right to 
SteWart Earl of Moray, and Earl James difponed “ Borlum 
“ cum Eortalicio, with the fiftiing on the river Nefs, the lands 
“ of Coulard and Kinchyle, the Loch of Lochindorb, the 
“ houfes within the fame, cum adjacentibus ftielingis, to Sir 
“.John Campbell of Calder, gift October 1606, (Pen. Cald.).” 
Borlum was thereafter given in feu to William Maclntofli of 
Borlum.* Kinchyle lying South of Borlum, was, in 1685* 
feued to William MacBean, whofe anceftors had the Duchus 
.or pofleffion thereof for many generations. Tradition beareth, 
-that Bean-mor, fon of Maolmuir MacGilonie, of the ancient 
Clan Chattan, came to ; this country with Lady Maclntofli 
heirefs of Clan Chattan, fbon after the year 1291, and was 
the anceflor and Chief of the MacBean s, now reprefented by

* The Barony of Borliun, was feued by Shaw Maclntofli late of Borlum, ta 
his coufins William and Angus Maclntofhes Baillies of Invernefs, but redeem- 
able by him in a certain terra of years. At the expiring of that term, the Ban 
rony was brought to a public fale, and was purchafed by Simon Frafer, mer* 
chant in Gibraltar, fon to John Frafer (MacTavi/b) late merchant in Invernefs, , 
who lately fold the lands to John Frafer writer to the fignet his brother. . 
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die Ton of Giliofe MacBean who was killed in the battle of 
Culloden anno 1746. 

Next thereto, and on the Loch, is the Barony of DHtcris. 
This was a part of the eftate of Sir Alexander Dunbar of 
Wefi. field “ who difponed Durris, half of Holm, Little; Bel- 
“ lacherauich, Tirchirochan, and Dalniigvie in Stafathem, m 
u favour of his fon David Dunbar, 27th Oftober 1495 ; and, 
** by a charter under the Great Seal 17th December 1569, 
u thefe lands were erected into a free Barony, of ^vhich Lopaa 
u (the feat of the Family) was the principal mefluage. lake* 
“ wife, Alexander Earl of Dunfermline fold the Kirk lands of 
Durris (a part of the lands of the , priory of Urquhart) to 
41 Mark Dunbar anno 1592, refer ving the patronige and 
“ tiends ; and Mark Dunbar difponed the whole Barony to 
“ Sir John Campbell of Calder, 4th Augufl 1608, who, in. 
K 1610, purchafed from Dunfermline the patronage of Datl- 
14 crofs, and the patronage and tiends of Durris.” (Pen* 
Cald.) 

Durris atnd Aldaurie, were fold by Calder in feu to Mao 
Intofh of Kylachie, who conveyed his right to Baillie John. 
Barbour of Invcmefs, whofe fon difponed in favour of Wil- 
liam Frafer writer in Edinburgh, and fon of Balnaine. 

South of the church are the lands of Drummin, poflefled long 
by the MacBeans, and now the property of Angus Macinto sh 
merchant in Invernefs, and grand-fon to Borlum. 

Next thereto, is Erchit, the property of the faid William: 
Frafer writer in Edinburgh. In the hilly part of the parifh, 
are the lands of Bochrubin, Dundelchag, dec, pertaining to. 
Maclntofh, and other lands, a part of the eftate of Lovat:: 
Which leads to 

BOLE SKIN 
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The ParUh of Bolefldn and Abertarf, which lieth on the Eaft 
fide, and the South end of the Loch. ' Bolefldn parifli (Brtoir 
aan, i. e. the Town over the Loch, for the church ftarideth 
bn the face of the hill, Over the Loch Nefc,) is properly Sratli- 
erlk, or Stratbfarigaok, Scattered in- the valleys betwixt Loch 
Nefs, arnd the bills towards Badenoch.. 

The church ftandeth near the Loch, fetch miles South of 
iDurns, and twelve North of Kilhuhnan. Here entering the

I (hall not attempt to affign the origin, or to determine die 
antiquity of the name of Fraser. Some would fetch the 
Wafers from Friefeland; add k favmirs this eonjedore, that, in 
ancient writings, -they are catted Frifele, in Irifh Frifelecb , and 
hot Frafer. Others bring them from 'France, as early as the 
krign ofCharlemaigrte, and derive- the name from the French, 
Frafrer, a Strawberry plant: But paffingthefe conjedures, I. 
may fay with Buchanan, that in Scotland they were right early,. 
“ Gens numerofiima, et de re Scotica bene merita.” 

The late Lord Lav a t cabled piiWifh in Nisbet’s Heraldry 
Yol. ttJ An account of his Family, “ difelaiming bis anceftor’s 
“ marriage with a daughter of BifTet of Lovat, and affirming; 
« that Sir Simon Frafer (who was executed in London after 
“the battle of MetHven, anno 1307) had a Ton, Simon,. 
“ thatWas killed at Haledon-hill, anno 1333, leaving a fon 

Htigh,' who got the Barony of Lovat -from King David II. 
“ and the three. Crowns, as Arms of Goncefllon.” But this,, 

whole 
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wholly unvouched, account will not bear a trial. It is uncer- 
tain, if the Great Sir Simon h^cfr aj Ton:; and if he had, he cer- 
tainly left no iffue: For the Families of Tweedaleand Wigtoun 
quarter the Frafers Arms, becatife their Ladies (daughters of 
Sir Simon) were Co-heireffes, which they cojild not be, if their 
brother had . .iffue, and fncceffiojik Befides, if cannqt be , inr 
ftruCted, that the Barony of Loyit iva$ jin. the King’s gift.; n^y, 
the contrary is apparent, from Qbar., Moray, and tlx M. S. Hijt. 
of the Family of Kilravock. ft or were the three Crowns Arms 
of Conceffion ; Lovat’s ftricking then? out, fhews that he con- 
lidered them as the Arm8Qf ( Billet,, with whqm he : difclajm^ 
a connection ; for had they been a; rpyaf Conceffion, they opght 
to poflels the firft place in the Field, as the mod honourable* 
Lovat’s apparent defign was, to eftablifh a right of Chieftain- 
ry in his Family, which no Hiftory, or Genealogy I have feen,

. I incline to , think, that ; Sir Simon of T weedale or Oli ver- 
caftle, called Simon Pater by iMr; Rymer, William Bilhop of 
St Andrews, and Gilbert Sheriff of Traquair {Reg. Kelfo ) 
were brothers. Simon Pater, fon of Bernard, 4 s allowed to 
have, been Chief of the namp, aod had two Ions, viz. Sir Simon 
and Sir Alexander (Life of King Robert firucej. , Sir Simon was 
put to death, and his , daughters were married as above men < 
tioned. Sir Alexander- then became Chief, was made Lord 
Chamberlain anno 13,25, married Af ary Bruce, lifter of King 
Robert, and widow of Sir Neil Campbell, and. that .King gave 
him the Thanedom of Cowie, and other lands (Rottil. Rob,)* 
Sir Alexander’s fon was Sir William of Cowie and Dores ; 
whole fon. Sir Alexander, married Janet, daughter of William 
Earl of Rofs, by whom he got the lands, and, took, the title 
ofPhilorth in Buchan. He diqd about 1412, leaving two Ions, 
Sir William and Alexander of Dores ; Sir William of Phi- 
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forth died anno 1441 ; whofe fon Sir Alexander was, 14th 
April 1461, ferved heir to Sir Alexander of Cowie, the Laird 
of Lovat hdng one of the inqueft. His lineal defeendant, 
Alexander of Philorth, in 1598, married Margaret daughter 
of Qeorge Lord Abernethie of Saltoun and their grand-fon, 
Alexander, upon the death of Alexander Lord Saltoun in 
1669 without idue, ferved heir to Lord George, and in parlia- 
ment ji 670 had the honour and rank of Saltoun confirmed to 
him;: And, in my opinion, Lord Saltoun is undoubted Chief of 
the Clan. . 1 . 

Gilbert Sheriff' of Traquair probably was anccflor of the 
family of Lovat. His fon Sir Andrew was father of Simon 
Frafer, who married the daughter (or grand-daughter) of Sir 
John Billet of Lovat. The three daughters, Co-heirefs of this 
gentleman, were, according to their birth, Mary Lady Lovat, 
Cecilia Lady Beaufort, and Elizabeth Lady Kilravock. Mary the 
elded was married to Sir David Graham, fecond fbn of Sir David

of Kincardine ; and Sir David Graham was alive anno 1294, and 
had ; a fon, Patrick Graham., If therefore Mary Bidet was 
married to Simon Frafer, it muff have been fome time after 
the 1294, and die mud have been of an advanced age ; for Mary 
Wood, daughter of theyounged filler Elizabeth, was mar- 
ried to Hugh Rofe of Geddes before that year 1294. Either 
then, Simon’s wife was Mary Bidet, widow of Sir David Graham, 
and well Itricken in years ; or the daughter of Sir David be*r 
came heirefs of Lovat, upon the death of her brother Patrick 
without idue : Leaving this uncertain. The lirft of this name, 
I find defigned “ Of Lovat,” is Hugh Frifele, who does homage 
to the Bilhop of Moray, anno 1367, for fome lands in the 
Aird {Appendix N° XX.). I lhall now deduce the fuccedion, 
according to the M. S. account of the Family. 

In the law fuit in 1730 by the late Lovat, for obtaining 

the 
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the Peerage, it was acknowledged, that it does not certainly 
appear, by any writing or record, in what year the dignity of 
a Lord was conferred on that Family ; and that Lord Lovat is 
marked in the Rolls of Parliament in 1540, and not' more 
early. But in the Additional Cafe of Elizabeth Couneels of 
Sutherland in 177!, I find that the Retour 1430 calls him 
Hugh Frafer de Lovat; and in a Royal Charter in 1480, he is 
defigned “ Hugo Frafer Dominus de Lovat,” and thus the Family 
Was ennobled, betwixt the year 1430 and i486, and the third or 
fourth defeent feems to have been the firft Lord. 

(1) Simon Frifele, was father of (2) Hugh, who married 
Margaret, daughter and heirefs of William Fenton of Beaufort, 
lbn of Thomas of Dounie, and by her got the lands. He died 
about 1420, leaving three fobs, viz. Hugh, Alexander of whom 
is Feralin, and James anceftor of Craigray and Glenerhie. ($) 
Hugh ii. married Janet, daughter of Thomas Dunbar Eari of 
Moray, and with her got the lands of Abertarf. His fon (4) 
Hugh iii. married a daughter of Lord Glammis, and Was Trilled 
at Flouden anno 1513, leaving a fon Thomas, and a baftard 
lbn ; who, having been feme time in France, was called Hut- 
cheon Franthoch, of whom is Frafer Of Fohir. (5) Thomas 
feems to have been the fecond who was advanced to the Peer- 
age ; he married Janet Gordon, daughter of Sir Alexander of 
Midmar, brother to Huntley, ami in his favour Huntley rei 
nourtced all right he had to Stratherick ; he died anno 1 526, 
leaving a fon Hugh, and a baftard fen Hutcheon Bane, an- 
ceftor to Relick. (6) Hugh iv. married a daughter of John 
Grant of Freuchie, and by her had Hugh ; and by his fecond 
Lady, a daxighter of Bdnagawn, he had Alexander and Wil- 
liam of Strawie. Lord Hugh and his eldeft fon were killed in 
the battle of Ceatt-Locblocbie, anno 1544. (7) Alexander mar- 
ried Jean, daughter of Sir John Campbell of Caldcr, and had 
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Hugh, Thomas of Strichen, and James of Ardachie. Lord 
Alexander purchafed Strowie, Cotilgaran, Kilwadie, Crochils 
and Comer, from William Forbes of Kinaldie ; and his fori 
Thomas married Ifabel Forbes widow of Chalmers of Strichen, 
and purchafed the lands of Strichen in Buchan, about 1580. 
Lord Alexander died 1588. (8) Hugh v. married Elizabeth 

"Stewart, daughter of John Earl of Athole, and purchafed from Sir 
Walter Reid, Prior of Beaulie, the lands and tythes thereof, 
about 1569, and died 1576. His fon, (9) Simon ii. by his firft 
wife daughter of Kintail, had Hugh ; and by his fecond wife, 
daughter of the Earl of Moray, had Simon of Inveralachie, and 
Sir James of Brae. He fold Glenelg to MacLeod, and mort- 
gaged Kilmiles, Fanellan, and Kingylie, to Strichen, and Phopa- 
chie to Coulbokie. In 1617, he purchafed Ferintofh and In- 
veralachie, and difponed thefe and Bunchrieve to his fecond fon. 
He died 1633. (10) Hugh vi. by his Lady a daughter of 

Weemys, had Hugh, and Thomas of Beaufort. He fold Aber- 
tarf to Glengary for 5,000 merks, and Muirtoun to Thomas 
Shevcz for 2,000 merks j he died in 1646. (1 1) Hugh vii. by 

a daughter of the Earl of Leven, had (12) Hugh viii. who fold 
Kilmiles to Frafer of Kinaries, Kiugyle to Coulbokie, Belladrum 
to Hugh Frafer, and Buntaite to Chifliolm of Comer ; and Sir 
James of Brae gave Dalcrofs, as a portion with his daughter 
to Major Bateman. Lord Hugh died about anno 1672, leav- 
ing, by the daughter of MacKenzie of Tarbet, a fon, (1 3) Hugh 
ix. who married Emilia, daughter of John Marquis of Athole, 
who brought him three daughters ; viz. Emilia, married to Mac- 
Kenzie of Preftonhall ; Anne to the Laird of MacLeod, and again 
to Pourie ; and Catharine to William Moray fon of Achter- 
tyre. By his marriage articles, this Lord provided his eft ate 
to heirs whatfoever : He died in 1696. (14) Simon iii. fon of 

Thomas of Beaufort, by Sybilla daughter of MacLeod, being 

S out-lawedj 
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out-lawed, lived in exil# till the year 1714. He then obtain* 
ed a remiflion, next year got the life-rent Efcheat of Prefton- 
hall, and an annual penfion of L. 300. In 1730, the honours 
were adjudged to him by the Court of SelTion ; he was made 
Captain of an independant highland regiment ; paid a fum of 
money to Preftonhall’s Ion, for his right to the eftate : But his 
behaviour, in 1745 and 1746, brought him to the block, 9th 
April 1747 ; and his ellate was forfeited, and honours extin- 
guiflied. By his firft wife, daughter of Ludo'wick Grant of 
Grant, he left iffiie, Simon now a Colonel, Alexander, Janet 
married to MacPherfon of Clunic, and Sybilla : By his fecond 
wile, daughter of Campbell of Mamore, be left a Ion Archi- 
bald. Simon, the eldeft fon, having been, againft his inclina- 
tion, driven by his father into the late rebellion, foon obtained 
a remiflion ; and having ferved in the military in America and 
Portugal, he was advanced to the degree of a Major General: 
And by an Aft of Parliament in 1 774, the King granted to 
him the lands and eftate of his father, upon certain terms and 
conditions. 

The above mentioned M. S. gives an account of a branch 
of the Frafers, called the Family of Fruid in Tweedale; of which 
John Frafer Bifhop of Rofs, in 1485, was a fon. In 1492, 
Anne Wallace, widow of Fruid, with her feven ions, came into 
the North, Paul and Almond, the two eldeft, were Clergy- 
men ; of John, the third fon, is defeended Frafer of Dunbalach ; 
Alexander, the fourth fon, was anceftor of Phopachie j James, 
the fifth fon, was anceftor of Mr Robert Frafer Advocate, and 
Mr Michael Frafer Minifter of Daviot ; of Duncan, the fixth 
fon, is defeended Frafer of Daltulich, in the parilh of Croy.; 
and of Robert, .the feventh fon, came the Frafers called Mac- 
Robie Frifelich. 

The 
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The proper Arms of Fraser are: Az. three Fraifes Arg. 
Motto, JE SUIS PREST. The Family quartered* 
the Billets Arms, viz. Gul. three antique Crowns, Or. But 
the late Lovat (truck out thefe, and having come peaceably to 
the pofleflion of the eltate, added another Motto, viz. SINE 
SANGUINE VICTOR. 

I now return to the parifti of Bolelkin. Stratherick was 
the ancient feat* of the Grants before they came into Strath- 
(pey ; they left (bme veftiges behind them to confirm this, 
for we find the (ame names of country feats in Stratherick ; as 
Gartmore, Gardbeg, Dellachaple, &c. which they gave to the 
places where they fettled in Strathfpey. The above mentioned 
M. S» of the Family of Lovat affirms, that, in the fifteenth 
century, there were many Grants and Kerans, or Clancbiaran ,, 
living in Stratherick: And that Thomas, Lord Lovat, hav- 
ing married the daughter of Alexander Gordon of Michnar, 
brother to the Earl of Huntley, that Earl, m 1493, renounced in 
Lovat’s favour, all his right to the lands of Stratherick : What 
right Huntley had, or claimed, I know not; but it is certain, that 
the Frafers have poflefled that country, for many generations. 

The water of Faragack, which giveth name to the country,, 
runneth through the North of the pariffi, from Eaft to Weft,; 
and falleth into the Loch two miles North of the church ; and 
the water of Feachlin runneth through the middle of the 
parifti, emptying into tire loch at Fohir, a little South of the 
Ghurch. Upon thefe waters, and the branches of them, ftand 
the feats of many gentlemen of the name of Frafer ; fuch as, 
Fohir, Gortuleg, and Balnaine, feuers ; Taralin, Gartmore,. 
Gartbeg, Drumyample, Kinbrylie, Kilchoinlim, Drummin, &c.. 

Abertarf came to the Family of Lovat by marriage, and was. 
fold to-MacDonald of Glengary, as above related. A fmall

glen, or valley, called Glendoe, runneth up into the hills near 
the South end of the Loch; and upon the banks of the water Doe, 
are Molagan, Glendoe, &c. but the main part of this pariflx 
lieth upon the rivers of Tarf and Eoich. Tarf, a rapid ftream, 
rifeth in the hill of Corryarack, near Gamrvaore in Badenoch, 
and running North-weft, falleth into the South end of Loch 
Nels. On the banks of it, in the face of the hill, are fome 
corn lands, and at the mouth of it is Kilhuiman, Borlum, &c. 
The river Eoich is the great fource of the Ne*fs, riling out of 
Loch Eoich, and running four miles North-eaft, falleth with a. 
deep ftream into Loch Nefs. In the point between Eoich and 
Tarf, ftandeth Fort-Auguftus. On the Weft fide, at the* 
mouth of the Eoich, is Inflinakirdich, the feat of Frafer of 
Coulduthill ; and South from it, are the lands of Pitmean. L 
now go on to 

KILMANIVACK Parish. 

A fmall part only of this parifli lieth within the Province 
of Moray, viz. Glengary and Achadrom. From Loch Nels,, 
to Loch Eoich, are four miles, a part of Abertarf. Loch Eoich is 
four miles long, from North to South, and one mile broad. 
From the South end of Loch Eoich, to the North end of Loch 
Lochie (the utmoft boundary of Moray) is one mile, ^called. 
Achadrom ; a fertile little valley, not above a half mile broad, 
betwixt chains of high hills. Here are Lagan-Achadrom,. 
Dunan, Kylerofs, &c. The country of Glengray lieth on the 
Weft bank of Loch Eoich, and ftretcheth into the hills. Weft- 
ward, on both fides of Loch Garie, feven miles. It is a rough, 
unequal valley, full of Birch Wood, but warm and fertile ; at. 
the mouth of the river Garie, where it falleth into Loch Eoich,. 
is Invergary, the feat of Alexander MacDonald of Glengary :: 
And, in this Glen, are the feats of feveraL gentlemen, fiich as 
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Lie, Lundie, Ardnabee, &c. The inhabitants of Achadrom 
are Kennedies, called Clan Ulric, from one Ulrick Kennedy, 
of whom they are laid to have defeended. : 

Glengary is planted by MacDonalds, a branch, it is faid, -of 
the Clan Ranold, or MacDonalds of Moidart. Lord Mac- 
Donald of Aros, (delcended of MacDonald Earl of Rofs) hav- 
ing died in 1680 without ( iflue, the honours became extinft, 
and his eftate (by a marriage connexion) fcame to Glengary; 
by which means the fortune of the family lies in Glehgary, 
Abertarf and Knoidart, and is very confiderable. 

MACDONALD of Glengary. 

The MacDonalds derive themfelves from Col la Uaxs. 
King of Ireland, in Century IV. and are faid to have come to 
Scotland in the reign of Malcolm Canmore : They have fpread 
into many branches, of which the Family of Glengary (defeend- 
ed of the Clan Ronalds of Moidart) are as follows : 

John, Lord of the Hies, had a fon Ranold, who, by a daugh- 
ter of MacDougal of Lorn, had two Ions, viz. Allan of Moi- 
dart, and Donald of Glengary. (1) Donald was father of (2) 
Alexander, father of ($) Alexander, who married Margaret 
heirels of MacD6nald of Loch AKh, and had Alexander and 
Angus 4 ncefto'r of Lord MacDonald of Aros, and died about 
the year 1 51 5-. (4) Alexander married a daughter of Mac- 

kenzie of Kin tail, and dying about 1550, was fucc ceded by 
his Ion, (5) Alexander, who married a daughter of Lachlan 
More of Maclntofli ; and dying anno 1 604, his fon (6) iEtieas 
married a daughter of Maclntofli, and had Alexander and An- 
gus of Scothoufe ; and having been killed by the MacKenzies,. 
before his father’s death, (7) Alexander fucceeded his grand- 
father, and by a daughter of Lord Lovat, had Donald Gorm„ 
and Alexander ; and upon the demife of Lord MacDonald,. 
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anno 1 680 without ifTue, Alexander obtained his eftate, and 
died about 1685. (8) Donald Gorm, was killed at Killicrankie 
1689, unmarried : His brother (9) Alexander married a daugh- 
q£ Seaforth, by whom he had John; Ranald, and Donald : His 
loyalty led him into the battles of Killicrankie 1 689, Crom- 
dale 1690, and Sheriffmuir 1715, and dying in 1724 (10) 
John, by Mac Kenzie, had Alexander, and Angus 

of Tyindrifh ; and by a daughter of Gleubuckit, had Janies 
and Charles : And dying 1754, (1 1) Alexander being a prifon- 
er in London in 1745, his brother . Angus led the Glengary men 
to that rebellion, and was himfelf killed at Falkirk, in January 
1746, by an accidental fliot : Alexander returned home, and 
died unmarried, anno 1761, and was fucceeded by the Ton of 
Angus, by a niece of Struan, viz. (12) Duncan now of 
Glengary, who married Marjory, daughter of Sir Lewis Grant 
of Dalvey, and has ifTue. 

From the frequency of the name Alexander, the Chief 
of this Family is called Mac-Mbic-jfliJter. ’ 

I no w return, by the Weft fide of Loch Nefs, to 

URQ^UHART Parish.

The Parifh of Urquhart and Glehmorifton, which . lye on 
the Weft fide of the Loch, over againft Stratherick. fJrquhart 
ftretcheth up into the hills Weftward towards the Aird, about 
five miles, and is a warm and fertile valley : The church ftand- 
eth near a mile Weft from the Loch, twelve miles South-weft

from Invernefs. The caftle or fort flood on the edge of the 
Loch : In the valley is Corimonie, a feu-holding pertaining 
to a branch of the Grants; Shoglie, a mortgage of a Cadet 
of Corimonie ; Achmonie, the heritage of a gentleman of 
the name of MacKay, or rather MacDonald. All the reft of 
the parifh is the property of Sir James Grant of Grant : Ur-

quhart was probably a part of the eftate of Cummine Lord 
Badenoch, upon whole forfeiture it was granted to Randolph 
Earl! of Moray. The M. S, hiftory of the Family of Suther- 
land bears, that, in 1359, King' David gave the Barony, and 
Caftle of Urquhart to "William Earl of Sutherland, and his 
heirs : If fo, the grant was afterwards revoked. It is true, 
Urquhart was excepted out of the grant to John Dunbar 
Earl of Moray, anno 1372 (Vid. page 102)1 and upon the 
forfeiture of Earl Archibald Douglas, anno 1 45 f , Urquhart 
was annexed to the Crown. In a decreet arbitral, betwixt 
Dnncan Maclntolh Captain erf" Clan Chattan, and Hutcheon 
Role of Kilravock, anno 1479, the pofleflion and Duchus of 
Urquhart is adjudged to KHravock, (Pen. Kilr.) ; and in 1482, 
the Earl of Huntley gave Kilravock a difeharge of the rents of 
Urquhart and Glenmorifton ( Pen. Kilr.), What right Huntley 
had to thefe lands, l know not, if it was not as factor for the 
Crown. I incline to think, that after the death of Earl John 
Randolph, in 1346, the Barony of Urquhart was thefalary of 
the Governor of that fort, until it was no longer garrifoned, 
(Vid. Milit. Uift.) Be this as it will, the Laird of Grant pur- 
* chafed Urquhart and Glenmorifton, in the reign of King 
James VI. < 

• Glenlnorifton is diftant from Urquhart Southward, eight 
miles of hills. - The river Morifton rifeth in the hills of Glen- 
fheil, near Kintall, pafleth through Loch Clunie, watereth 
Gleri morifton, and after a courfe of above thirty miles, emp- 
tieth -into Loch NefS, ; four miles below Fort-Auguftus. The 
inhabited glen extends eight miles in length, from the mouth 
of the river, but the breadth is inconliderable. The whole 
valley is warm, fertile, and well inhabited. It is a part of 
the Barony of Urquhart, and has been the heritage of Grant 
of ' Glenmorifton, for above 200 years ; that family has 
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a g6od houle at In verm or ift on, on the bank of Loch Nefei 
Urquhart and Glenmoriftoil are feparated from Kirkhill and 
Kiltarlatie, by a ridge of frills I now return . to the Mt> ray 
Frith, near Iuvernefs, to take a view of ' ; - • - f 

KIRKHILL Parish. 

The Parifli of Kirkhill, formerly called Wardlawy bdcauft 
the Garrifon of Lovat kept Ward or Watch, .on this Lavf of 
Hill. In Irilh it is called KnocfcMbuite, i. e, Mary’s Hilly dedi- 
cated to the Virgin. This Parifli ftretcheth about three miles 
and a half on the lide of the Frith, to the head of it at Beau- 
lie ; and from the head of the Frith about one mile and. a half* 
up the Eaft fide of Beaulie river ; and a ridge of hills to the 
Eaft, feparate it from the parifli of Invernefs. The' church 
ftandeth an half mile from the fea, and as much from the, fiver; 
near five miles Weft from Invernefs, and near three miles 
North-eaft from Kiltarlaty. In the Eaft end of the parifli^ on 
the Frith, is Bunchrive, fold by Inveralachie to Forbes of Cul- 
loden, (as alfofold to him Ferintofti) anno 1.673: Next Weft- 
ward on the Frith is Phopachie : A branch of the Frafers had 
this land in mortgage near 150 years, but .it was redeemed by ‘ 
the late Lord Lovat. A mile farther Weft, on the Frith, is 
Newtoun, the feat of Frafer of Dunballoch, a gentleman of 
a good fortune, and a Baron. At the mduth of the river Beau- 
lie, flood the Tower and Fort of Lovat, anciently the feat of the 
Billets of Lovat, and afterwards of the Frafers, pleafantly fituat-r 
ed on a rich and fertile foil. South of the church is Achna- 
gairn, the heritage of. Duncan Frafer Doctor of Medicine, 
defcended of Frafer of Belladrum. At the foot of the. hills 
Eaftward, is the Barony of Relick, where James Frafer lately 
of Relick built a neat and convenient houfe at Eafter Moniaekv 
And clofe by it is the Tower of Wefter Moniack, once the 
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feat of Frafer of Strichen, and the land continued to be the 
property of that family, until it was lately fold to the laft Lord 
Lovat. The whole of this parifh is a rich foil, fertile in corn, 
and pafture ground. Next South and Weft, is 

KILTARLATIE Parish* 

THe Parifh of Kiltarlatie ftretcheth on the Eaft fide of the 
river Farar, about fourteen miles in length. This river rifeth 
out of Loch Monar, in the Weftern hills of Rofs, palling 
through Glen-Strath-Farar, the river of Glafater joineth its 
ftream with it at Comer, and having watered the parifhes of 
Kiltarlatie, Kelmorack, and Kirkhill, it falls into the head of the 
Moray Frith at Lovat,' after a courfe of above forty miles. This 
river divides Kiltarlatie from Kilmorak parifh to the Weft, and 
a range of hills runneth between Kiltarlatie, and Urquhart, 
and Glenmorifton, to the Eaft. The church ftandeth on the 
bank of the river, a mile above the lower end of the parifh, 
near three miles So'uth-fouth-weft of Kirkhill, fix miles North- 
weft of Urquhart, and about a ' furlong Eaft-north-eafl of 
Kelmorack church, that ftandeth on the oppofite bank. 

A half mile below the church is Downie or Beaufort, the 
feat of the late Lord Lovat, pleafantly fituated on a rifing 
ground near the river, and commanding a delightful view, 
but not improved by art, as it is capable. This was a part of 
the eftate of Sir John Biflet of Lovat, whofe fecond daughter 
married Sir William Fenton, and brought him this Barony of 
Beaufort or Downie, and their grand-daughter heirefs of Beau- 
fort married Hugh Frafer. A mile Eaft of Downie, is Bella- 
drum, the feat of a gentleman of the name of Frafer, defeend- 
-ed of Frafer of Coulbokie; and of Belladrum, are come the 
Frafers of Achnagairn, Fingafk, &c. At the confluence of the 
rivers ahpve mentioned, is the feat of Frafer of Strawie, of 
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whom Frafer of Elkadale, &c. is defended. The reft of this 
parifh is planted by the Clan of Frafer, except Strathglals, that 
is inhabited by the Chifliolms. 

Strathglas is a valley watered by the river Glas or Glaflater, 
into which another river, flowing out of Loch Aflarig, falleth at 
Comer, the feat of Roderick Chiftrolm of Comet 1 or Strathglas 
Chief of that name. I have not; learned , upon, what occailon 
the Chifliolms fold their lands ifi Teviotdale, and .made a. pur- 
chafe in the North, if it, was flot Upon being made Conftables 
of the Caftle of Urquhart. ' Sir Robert Lauder was Governor 
of that Caftle, anno 1334, (Abercrombie), His daughter and heir- 
efs was married to Sir Robert GhifttolnV alio Governor of the 
faid Caftle, (Biji. Kilr. J and by her he got the lands of Qparrel- 
wood, Kinfteric, Brightmonie, &c. and their daughter mar- 
ried Hugh Rofe of ' Kilravock (Ibid.), John Chifliolm of 
Quarrelwood fucceeeded his brother Sir Robert, and was fa- 
ther of Robert Chifholm, whofe daughter, and only child, 
Morelia, inarried Alexander Sutherland OfDufFus, and. brought 
into that Family the lands of . Quarrelwood, Brightmonie, 
Kinftarie, &c. and the heir male of Chifliolm enjoyeth the pa- 
ternal eftate of Strathglals. , ' !,

A LTHOUGH this Country is in a climate confiderably The Air. 

Northern, being in the 12th Climate, and from about 
57 degrees to 57 — 40 North latitude, the longeft day being 
about (eventeen hours, forty-fix minutes, and the fhorteft fix 
hours fourteen minutes ; yet no Country in Europe can boaft of 
a more pure, temperate and wholefome Air. No part of it is 
either too hot and fultry in Summer, nor too (harp and cold in 
Winter: And it is generally (and I think juftly) obferved, 
that in the plains of Moray they have forty days of fair wea- 
ther in the year, more than in any other country in Scotland. 

The wholefomnefs of the Air appears in the long lives of its 
inhabitants: In the year 1747, William Catanach in Plufcardine 
died at the age of 1 19 years; in the 1755, Sir Patrick Grant 
of Dalvey died 100 years old; in 1756, Thomas Fraler of 
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Gortuleg in Stratherick died aged 97 : And generally 80 
years are reckoned no great age to the fober and temperate. 

*Tis obferved in. this, as in all Northern Countries, that, in 
the beginning of the year, the Day-light encreafes with remark- 
able celerity, and tlecrcafes in a like proportion, at the ap- 
proach of Winter, which *is owing to the inclination of the 
Earth towards the Poles. And in- the Winter nights, the Au- 
rora Borealis (from its delultory motion, called Merry -dancers 
and Streamers') affords no fmall light. Whether this proceeds 
from nitrous vapours in the lower region of the air, or from a 
reflexion of the rays of the fun, I (hall not enquire : It is cer- 
tain that the Ignis Fatuus or Ignis Lambens that fhineth in the 
night, is owing to a thick and hazy atmofphere, and a clamy 
and unCtuous dew ; for in riding^ the horfe’s maine, and the 
hair of the rider’s head or wig, (hine, and by gently ruling 
them, the light difappears, and an oily vapour is found on 
the hand. 

The Cold in this Country is never found too fliarp and 
fevere. In the winters of 1739 and 1740, the froft was not 
by much fo ftrong in Moray, as it was at Edinburgh and Lon- 
don, and during the continuance of it the water-milns at 
Elgin were kept going. The warm exhalations and vapours 
from the fea difTolve the icy particles in the air, and the dry 
Sandy Soil doth not foon freeze, or retain thefe particles : And 
if, among the mountains, the Cold is more intenfe, it is an 
advantage to the inhabitants ; for by contracting the pores of the 
body, the vital heat is kept from diffipating, and is repelled to- 
wards the inner parts, keeping a neceflary warmth in the 
whole body. 

The Heat is pretty ftrong in Moray ; for in iiimmer, the Sun’s 
abfence under the horizon is fo fhort, that either the atmofphere, 
or heated foil, has little time to cool. And often, the Heat is 
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greater in the glens and valleys, than in the champaign ground, 
for the rays of the Sun are pent in and confined, and reverbe* 
rated from the rocks. 

Rains in this Country are feldom hurtful, or occafion inun- 
dations. Ufually we have the Lambmafs Flood in the begin- 
ning of Auguft, and fometimes a Michaelmas ftorm ; but the 
Soil is generally fb fandy and dry, that Drought is more hurt- 
ful than Rain. 

Snow feldom lieth a long time, even in the glens and valleys; 
and when it continueth, the'benefit of it is confiderable, efpe- 
cially if it is attended with Froft ; for it mellows and manures 
the ground, and renders it more fertile, impregnating it with 
nitre and other principles of vegetation, which improve both 
corn and graft. 

The Winds that prevail here, are the South- weft, the 
North and North-eaft. From January to June they general- 
ly blow between North-weft and North eaft, and from June to 
November between South-weft and North-weft. In winter 
they are more various and inconftant : By thefe periodical 
changes, the barley feed-time in April and- May is cool, and 
the Harveft 14 fair and dry. Hurricanes are feldom known in 
this Country. 

The Mountains and Defarts in the Highlands of Moray, are 
incomparably more extenfive than the areabfe ground. A 
chain of the Grampian Mountains runneth on the South fide 
of Spey, and another chain, though lower than the former, 
ftretcheth on the North fide, from the mouth to the head of 
I the river. And the ftraths of the other rivers. Erne, Nairn, 
Nets and Farar, are, in like manner, inclofed by ranges of hills. 
Although, to the tafte of fbme travellers, thefe may feena to dis- 
figure the Country ; to others, their diverfifying figures form 
the molt agreeable landfkip. And certainly, the benefit of 
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thefe Mountains is very great ; they colled: and diflolve the 
clouds into rain, and from the refervoires in their, bowels, 
form the rivers and brooks that water the valleys and plains. 
The Mountain-water being impregnated by the earth, through 
which it is filtrated, has a vegetable power, which appears in the 
fertility of the grounds at the foot of Mountains. Their furface 
affords rich and wholefome pafture, neceflary for the inhabi- 
tants, whofe property confifts mainly in cattle. Let me add, 
that thefe Mountains, as natural fences inclofing the valleys, 
make a frefh ftream of air fan them, and drive a Way all 
noxious vapours : And hence the inhabitants are fo found, vi- 
gorous and wholefome, as to know few dileales, except foch 
as are contracted by intemperance, or communicated from 
other countries. 

The Hills I n diftant ages, and in times of tumults and war, much of 

and Valley*. t jj e corn land was on the tops and fides of the lower hills. 

The ridges and furrows, are as yet difcernable in many places', 
and the great heaps of ftones gathered out of the corn-fields 
ftill remain. Their fafety from the incurfions of enemies, 
made them chufe thefe high places to dwell in ; and at that 
time, the valleys were all covered with woods, and haunted by 
Wolves ; and by burning the woods many glens and valleys 
are become fwamps, marfhes and modes, by the water 
fiagnating in them. When more peaceable times encourag- 
ed agriculture and trade, men found the produce of corn 
in the hilly ground turn to final! account. They deftrojed 
the woods in the valleys (of which many roots, and trunks of 
oak and fir are daily digged up), drained fwamps and marfhes,. 
cultivated the rich ground, and removed their houies and 
habitations into more convenient fituations, and more fertile 
land in the valleys 

The 
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The Plains of Moray below the hills, extend the whole The Plains, 
length of the Country, from Spey to Farar ; but of an unequal 
breadth, not above fix miles where broadeft. And although 
the Country is champaign and level, it is lb cultivated, that 
there is no ftagnating water or fens, to render it unwholefome 
by exhalations and vapours. 

The Soil of this Country is generally, either a light Sand, or The Son. 
a deep Clay. The Sandy Soil in the plains, is called Moray- 
coaft, two or three feet deep of a light landy earth, below which 
is a ftratum of free-ftone, or of hard compared gravel. This 
compofition makes it very warm, and the ftrong re-a&ion of 
the fiim-beams fo heats the Soil, that, without frequent (howers 
in Summer, the produce of it is burnt up. The Clay Soil is 
ftrong and deep, and when well manured with hot dung or 
fea-ware or weeds, it yieldeth a rich in create ; but it requir- 
eth moderate rain, as much as the Sandy Soil doth, for heat 
and drought bind the Clay, and the circulation of the fap and 
moifture from the root is ftopt : Hence the common oblerva- 
tion is, 

A mijty May and a dropping June, 

Bringr the Bonny Land of Moray aboon. 

The Soil in the Highlands is better watered, and by the fides 
of rivulets and brooks is deep and fertile, and needeth not 
much rain ; and the valleys running from North-eaft to South- 
wefti the Soijth fide is always moft fertile, becaute it is better 
watered, and left dried up by the heat of the fun. 

The Corn grain produced by this Soil, is. Wheat, Barley, Thc CoRN 
Oats, Rye, Beans and Peafe. The low lands are fo plentiful 
in thefe forts of grain, that they not only have enough for 
homerconfumpt, and fupplying fome parts of the Highlands, 
but they export annually good quantities into other kingdoms. 

And 
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And if fome parts of the Highlands have not plenty of grain 
for their confumpt, it is not that the Soil is lefs fertile, or 
worfe manured ; but the Barley and Oats are of a fmaller body, 
and a thicker" hool. Providence wifely fo ordering, to guard 
the tender grain, which in cold valleys is apt to be chilled and 
blafted by clamy mill-dews, and Ibmetimes by hoar froft : And 
though their grain doth not yield fo much meal as in the low 
lands, it yields more and better ftraw, which to them is no lefs 
ufeful. But the principal caufo why they fall Ihort in Corn, is, 
that the inhabitants are too many for the fmall extent of land, 
in fo much, that I have often feen ten perfons on a poor farm 
of twenty pounds Scots. And what is wanting in Corn, is 
abundantly made up in Cattle, which are their main pro- 
perty. 

Of late Flax and Hemp are propagated, the former efpeci- 
ally in great plenty, which is manufactured both for home-con- 
fumpt, and for exportation ; and no Soil in the kingdom is more 
proper for Flax, than a part of the low lands of Moray. And 
it is no lefs proper, both in the low lands and Highlands for 
Hemp ; but the want of (hipping difcourages the propagation 
of it. 

The Potatoe, almoft unknown in this Country eighty years 
ago, is now every where planted with great fucccfs, and there- 
by the poor are fopplied, and much barren ground is culti- 
vated, to the no fmall advantage of the proprietors. 

Muftard is likewife propagated in the fields, and might be 
made a profitable article, in its quality not inferior to any in 
the Kingdom. 

There are no Garden Fruits or Herbs in any part of Britain, 
but can be brought to as great perfeClion in the low lands of 
Moray, by the fame or lefs culture. Gentlemens Gardens 
yield, in plenty, NeClarines, Peaches, Apricotes, Apples, Pears, 

Plumbs, 
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Plumbs, Genes, Cherries, Straw-berries, Rafps, Goofe berries. 

Currants, &c. all of the beft kinds. And the kitchen garden 
affords the greateft plenty of kitchen Herbs and Roots. 

Nor are the Wild Fruits and Herbs lefs various and Wild an * 

• Medicinal 

plentiful, efpecially in the Highlands, in woods and heaths, Herb*. 
fuch as Hafle-nuts, Service berries, Sloes, Rafps, Bramble -ber- 
ries, Hip-berries, Bug-berries, Blae-berries, Averans, or Wild 
Straw-berries. Wild Herbs of the Medicinal kind abound 
every where : As Valerian, Penny-royal, Maiden-hair, Scurvie : 
grafs, Sorrel, Gentian, Brook-lime, Water-trefoil, Mercury, 
Germander, Worm-wood, Liver-wort, Sage, Centaury, Buglos, 

Mallows, TormentiJ, Scordium, &c. I cannot here omit the 
Root and Herb Carmile, which abounds much in heaths and Carmilr. 
birch woods. Di o in Severo , fpeaking of the ancient Caledo- 
nians, -fays, “ Certum cibi genus parant ad omnia, quern fi ce- 
Vt permit quantum eft unius fab® magnitudo, mineme efurire aut 

fitire folent.*” Dr Sibbald obferves, from , C*f. de. Bel . Civ. 
lib. 3. That Valerius’s foldiers had found a kind of Root called 
CJiara, “ quod admiftmn Iatfte multum inopiam lasvabat, id at 
« fimilitudinem panis effeciebant, ejus erat magna copia.t" 
Theophraftus calls it Radix Scythica, and fays. That the Scythes 
could live on it and mare’s milk for many days. To me it is .. 
probable, that Caefar’s Chara, and our Carmile (i. e. the Sweet- 
root, for it taftes like Liquorifli) are the fame, and are Dio's 
Cibi Genus. It grows in fmall knots on the furface of the 
ground, and bears a green ftalk four or five inches long, and a.

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final 1 red flower. I have often feen it gathered, dried and 
uled on journeys, efpecially on hills, to appeafe hunger ; and 
being pounded and infuled in water, it makes a pleafaut 
wholelome balfamick drink, and is lo ufed lometimes in the 
Highlands. 

If we view the Forrefts, we Ihall not find them, as in Eng- 
land, large woods incloled for holding the King’s game. Such 
woods, but not incloled, there feem to have been in this coun- 
try, as the Forrefls of Rothemurchus, Tarnua, Inverculan, &c. 
( appendix N° XI1.J. And now Forrefts are fuch parts of the 
Mountains and Glens, as are appropriated to the pafturing of 
Deer and other game. The King is properly the Superior and 
Mafter of all Forrefts, and Gentlemen in whole lands they lie 
are but the hereditary keepers of them. The Duke of Gordon 
has large Forrefts in Glenavon, and in Badenoch, in which I 
have feen three hundred Deer in one flock or herd. Lovat, 
Grant, Rothemurchus, Maclntolh, Glengary, have fine Forrefts ; 
but they are now every where laid open, for pafturing Cattle ; 
and few Deer (which love a clean pafture) are to be found in 
them, . but have removed into the Forreft of Athole which is 
carefully kept. 

Notwithftanding the vifible deftnuftion of Woods in this 
Province, by burning, felling, clearing of Valleys and Glens, 
no Country in Scotland is more plentifully fervecl than this is. 
In the parilh of Duthel, Sir James Grant has a Fir Wood feve- 
ral miles in circuit. And in the parilhes of Abernethie, Kin- 
chardine, Rothemurchus, and Alvie, the Duke of Gordon, 
Grant, Maclntolh, and Rotliemurchus, have an almoft conti- 
nued Fir Wood, fourteen miles in length, and in lome places 
more than three miles in breadth. In Glenmorifton, there is 
a good Fir Wood, and in Strathglas a very large one. Parts 
of thefe Woods are often burnt by accidental lire ; and in the 
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year 1746, the Wood of Abernethie luffered fome miles in 
circuit, by which lome millions of trees, young and old, were 
deftroyed. Here I cannot but oblerve, as peculiar to Fir 
Woods, that ' they grow and fpread always to the Eaft, or be- 
tween the North and the South-eaft, but never to the Weft or 
South-weft. The caufe of this feemeth to be, that in the 
months of July and Auguft, the great heat opens the Fir apples 
then ripe, and the winds at that feafon, blowing from South- 
weft to Weft-fouth-weft, drive the feed out of the open hulks 
to the Eaft and the neighbouring Earths. Almoft all the Glens 
and Valleys abound in Birch, Halle, Alar, Afpine, Saugh or 
Sallow, Holly, Willows, Haws, Service-tree, &c. And in the 
Plains, are the Forreft of Tarnuay, and the Woods of Inlhoch, 
Kilravock, and Calder ; and in this laft, and in Inveravon, Al- 
vie, and Urquhart, are large Oaks. I incline to think, that 
thele Woods are the remains of the Sylva Caledonia, which 
Ptolemy extends, A Lelalonio Lacu ad JEftuarium Varai'is,” 
from Loch-Lomond to the Moray Frith. 

With this abundance of Wood, there are Materials for 
Building found in great plenty. Throughout the Plains of 
Moray, there are rich quarries of Free-ftone, ealy to hew and 
drefs, and yet durable. And in the Highlands, there is the 
greateft plenty of Lime-ftone, befides fome quarries of it 
near Elgin, in Duffus, at Tarnua, &c. Slate-ftones are found 
both in the Highlands and Lowlands ; and good Clay almoft 
in every parilh within the Province. 

There are no mines of Coal as yet difcovered in this Coun- 
try ; yet I doubt not but fuch there are, and in a few generations 
the exigencies of the people will require their digging for them. 
In the Highlands, there is an inexhauftible ftore of Turf and 
Peats ; and the Lowlands (except the parilhes on the coaft, 
from Spey to Findhorn) are as yet well ferved in thefe, 
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and in Broom, Heather, and Furz. 1 have not obferv- 
ed any Furz or Whins in Strathfpey or Badenoch; and only 
in the low Country : But the Mols ground is much exhaulted, 
and will fbon become very Icarce. 

No Gold, Silver, Copper, Brals, or Tin, has as yet been dif- 
covered in this Country. But there are rich Mines of Iron- 
ore in leveral parts ; and at Coulnakyle in Abernethie parilh, 
a Forge was let up lately, which made very good Iron, but 
through the extravagance and luxury of the Managers was gi- 
ven up. At Achluncart, in the parilh of Boharm, there is a 
quarry of fine Whet-ftone ; and in Glenlivat, and other pla- 
ces, there is great plenty of rich Marie for Manure. 

Let me add, that there is in this Country, leveral materials 
for Dyeing, which the people nfe with fuccels. With the top 
of Heather they make, a Yellow colour; with a red mofs 
growing on Hones, and called Korkir, they dye Red ; with the 
bark of the Alder or Allar-tree, they dye Black ; and a Gentle- 
man in the parilh of Kirkmichael has leveral hands employed 
in gathering, in the hills, Materials for Dyeing Blue, Ingrain, 
Purple, &c. I have leen fome of the Indigo he has made, and 
it proves very rich and good. This invention, if luccelslhl, 
may be a great benefit to the Country. But the Gentleman 
died lately ; and with him, that uleful art. 

Having furveyed the Land, 1 (hall now look into the Waters. 
The Moray Frith is the only Salt Water in this Province, and 
extendeth the whole length of it. It is fomewhat remarkable, 
that though from Buchan nefs to Bcaulie, the Frith is about 
leventy miles in length, and in fome. places twenty in breadth, 
there is not any one illand in it. The North lliore ot this 
Frith, in Rols and Cromarty, is high and rocky ; but the op- 
polite Moray (liore is low and landy : Hence, by the \\ ater 
rebounding hum the Rois-lide, it encroaclieth muen, in lo. ie 
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places, on the Moray-fide. On the confines of the pariflies of 
Duffus and Alves, there ip a fmall Bay, which about llxty years 
ago or little more, was a mofs, in which they digged up great 
root* of trees, and abundance of peats, and now a five hundred 
ton (hip may ride at anchor in it. And when fome years ago, 
I viewed it, 1 found, that, if the lea {hall encroach further, and 
rife about four feet higher, it will overflow and drown all 
the plains of Duffus, Kenedar, and Innes. The like encroach- 
ment it begins to make, at the Town of Findhorn ; for as it 
formerly cut off. the old Town, it is not improbable that it 
will furround . this new Town, and endanger the lands of 
Muirtoun and Kinlofs, 

The Frelh Waters are, the Rivers already named, and the 
Lakes, The Water in all thefe is light and wholefome ; and 
not. to mention here the Salmon taken in the rivers, Spey 
ferveth to float down much of the Oak and Fir Woods to Ger- 
mach, wjiere they are tawed and {hipped for export. The 
Loch and River of Nefs likewife are very ufeful, not only in 
keeping a communication by Water to Fort-Auguftus, but in 
floating much Wood from Glenuiorifton and Urquhart to In- 
vernefs. The Firs of Strathglas are in like manner brought 
down the River Farar to Beaulie. 1 {hall afterwards fpeak of 
Loch Nefs and Lochindorb : The other Lakes have nothing re- 
markable, but what {hall be obferved in treating of 

The Animal produce of this Country, whether on. the Laud 
or in the Waters. 

Among the Tame Land Animals, the Horfe claims the pre- 
ference: In. the Lo\y-la rids,, they have got of late a brood of 
Horles, much ftronger than they formerly had, and very fit 
both, for the (addle and draught ; yet in the Highlands, their 
{mall Horfes arc more proper for rough and hihy ground. 
They are final!, ftrong, and durable; and being paftured 
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among hills and rocks, they are very fure footed ; when they 
come to a mire or bog, they fmell to it, and found it with one 
foot, and if they find not a firm bottom, they will not go 
forward ; They live and work in winter upon a little draw, 
without any corn. The Oxen and Cows are fmall, owing 
to the climate ; but their flefli is more delicious, than what is 
ftall-fed : In the Plains where they fow grafs-feeds, they have 
Cows of a bigger fize; but in the Highlands, the fmall Cattle 
are more ferviceable, where their pafture in Summer is in 
woods and hills. The Sheep, though of a fmall fize, are 
broody, and their flefli is tender and delicate; the Wool in 
Strathfpey and Badenoch is little inferior in finenefs to the. 
Englifh Wool. The Highlands are well ftored with Goats, 
whole flefli, though dry and ftrong, is very wholefome ; their 
Milk and Whey are medicinal reftoratives, as they brooze upon 
the fineft herbs among the rocks ; their Skins are a good article 
of trade. Hogs are not plentiful in this Country, but the 
few that are fed about milns and bams are very good. The 
Dogs are of various kinds, fome fmall and mild, others large 
and furly : Some Terriers, to ferret the Fox out of his hole ; 
But the raoft remarkable is the Greyhound, fo fwifc and ftrong 
as to catch and kill the Red Deer in the Forreft. 

The Woods and the Hills flielter many Wild Beafts, as well 
the ufeful as the hurtful. The Red Deer in our hills are 
allowed to be of the largeft fize, and, if the Forrefts were duely 
kept, would be very plentiful ; they are of the Gregarious 
kind, and go in herds ; they always brooze in the hills, and 
move forward againft the wind, and never with it, but when 
they are chaced ; they fixed their horns annually until they 
become old ; the young horns for fome months are covered with 
a fkin as fine and foft as velvet, to preferve them againft the 
inclemency of the weather ; as the Deer keep, the open hills. 
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the Roes are feldom found except in woods ; the Foxes 
deftroy fo many of their young, that now they are but few 
in number. Hares arc to be met with every where, even in 
the high hills, where in Winter they change their colour into 
white. We have very few Rabbits in this Country. Theft 
are the uftful Wild Beafts in this Country, and fit for food. 
The rapacious and hurtful beafts are but few : I cannot find, 
that ever there were in this Country any Lyons, Tygers, Leo- 
pards or Bears. It appears by the names of feveral places, 
and by ftatutes made for deftroying them, that there were 
Wolves in this Country about 300 years ago; but now there 
are none. There are dill in this Province, Foxes, Badgers, 
Martens, Squirrels, Wefels, Whitreds, Wild Cats. Of thefe 
the Fox is the mod hurtful, and deftroys not only much of 
the Game, but alfo Lambs, Kids, Fawns, &c. and notwith- 
ftanding the many arts ufed to deftroy them, they find fuch 
fhelter in woods and rocks, that they are very numerous. The 
Badger is a harmlefs animal, and lives upon grafs ; he is fo 
ftrong in the back, that no ftroke will kill him, but a fmall 
ftroke on the forehead lays him flat. The Marten is of the Cat 
kind, but the head is fmall and long, and the colour a da«k 
brown, and the fur nothing inferior to fable ; it haunts the 
woods, lives on mice, birds, &c. and is quite harmlefs, but 
defends fiercely when attacked, or when it has its young. 
The Squirrel is a pretty, fportive, harmlefs creature ; it is a 
kind of a Wood-Wefel, haunts the fir trees, if you tois chips 
or flicks at it, it will tofs pieces of the bark back again, and 
thus fports with you ; if it is driven out of a tree, and fkipping 
into another finds the diftance too great, it turns back to its for- 
mer lodge, its bufhy tail ferving for a fail or wings to it. The 
Weftl, a kind of Pole-car, and the Whit red are well known. 
In the Highlands they change their colour into white in time 
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of fnow : The Wild Cats are no other'than the houfe Cats that 
leave their home, and lodge in rocks and woods, and in this 
Country do little hurt. To thefe let me add the Mice and Rats, 
that are well known, yet not fo definitive here as in other 
places. I have never feen any Rats in Strathfpey or Bade- 
noch, although I have lived long in thefe Countries. 

Of the Viporous or Poifonous Animals, there are few in 
this Country. The Serpents are frnall, few of them a yard 
long, and their bite is commonly cured by a bath of the leaves 
buds and tender bark of the A£h-tree : They call their Rough 
or epidermis annually : It is a common opinion, that Serpents 
have a power of charming and bringing down into their 
mouths, Birds, Squirrels and other animals ; whether this is 
done by poifonous effluvia breathed out by the Serpent* and 
affecting animals within the fphere of thefe effluvia, fo that 
they are ftupified, and fall down ; or if, as the eye of the 
fetting dog makes the patridges (land confunded, fo the 
Bird, knowing the Serpent to be his natural enemy, is ftupi- 
fied with fear feeing the Serpent’s eye fixed upon him, and 
fo falls ; or what elfe may be the caufe, I (hall not ’determine, 
nor enquire. 

Lizards are frequent, generally about five inches ; but I 
have feen fome a foot in length. They are of a dark yellow 
colour, run ftviftly in the heaths, and are very harmlefs. Toads 
and Frogs are not very numerous. Catterpillars in April and 
May, often deftroy the fruit of trees and flirubs. But we 
have few of thofe Gnats, which in other Countries are extreme- 
ly troublefome. 

The number of Feathered Animals, which are either Natives 
of this Country, or Birds of paflage, that vifit us annually, 
is conftderable. The T ame or Barn-door Fowls, as Pea^Cocks* 
Turkies, Geefe, Ducks, Pidgeons and Poultry, are plentiful. 

The 
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The Ravenous and Carniverous Wild Fowls are numerous. 
Among thefe, the Ragle is, with us, called the King of Birds : 
He deftroys not only much of the fraall game, but alfo Lambs, 
Kids, Calves and Foals : He neftles commonly in high rocks, 
difficult to come at ; but indulgent Nature has provided that 
the ravenous Eagle and Hawke fhould have but few young, 
and fekk>m more than two in the year ; when the harmlefs little 
Wren has ten or twelve. Hawkes, Gleds, Stenchils, Ravens, 
Crows, Rooks, Magpies, &c. are numerous. The hamilefe 
Wild Fowls are, the Swan, Caperkylie, (called alfo the Cock 
of the Wood) in Latin Capricalta , as if he infeiled the Goats, 
but properly in Irilh Capal-Coil, i. e. the Wood Horie, being 
the chief Fowl in the Woods : He reiembles, and is of die 
fifee of a Turkey Cock, of a dark grey, and red about the 
eyes ; he lodges in bufby Fir trees, and is very fliy : But the 
Hen, which is much lefs in fixe, lays her eggs in the Heather, 
where they aredeftroyed by Foxes and Wild Cats, and thereby 
the Caperkylie is become rare ; His flefh is lender and delici- 
ous, though fomewhat of a refinous Fir tafte. 

The Water Animals in this Country, are common to it with 
other places. In, and near to the Moray Frith, is found, Cod, 
Ling, Haddock, Whiting, Scate, Flounders, Makarel, Prawns: 
And of the Teftaceous kind,- Oifters, Cockles, Mulcles, Lob- 
fters. Crabs, in luch plently, that there is not in Britain a 
cheaper Fifli Market. The nearnefs of this Frith to the 
Northern Ocean made it anciently much frequented by Whales; 
infomuch, that Orkney had its name from that Fifti : For in 
Info, Ore is a fpecies of Whale, and T an llland ; and fo Ony , 
is the Ifland of Whales. As yet Whales follow Shoals of Cod, 
or Herring into this Frith; In 1719, a Whale upwards of fifty 
feet in length, was left by the tide at Phopachie, near Inver- 
nefii; another of the like dimenfions was ftranded in the Ba- 
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rony of Tones ; and one in the Barony of Inlhoch, about the. 
year 1754: They were all of the Cetus Dentatus kind, and 
yielded much Spermaceti. Young Whales, Porpoifes, Seals, are 
frequent: in the Frith, and fometimes plehty of Herring. ; 
The rivers of Spey, Findhorn, Nefs, and Farar, abound in Sal- 
mon of the heft kind : And in all our Rivers and Brooks, are 
delicious Trouts and Eels. I have feen in Spey, iome Lampreys,, 
which {eern to be of the longer Eel kind, above four feet in 
length, and of a great thicknels. Ill all our Lakes there are 
Pikes of a very large fize, and in many Locbs, particularly ‘ 
in the Loch of Moy, near Maclntolh’s houle, there is lb great 
plenty of a fat Trout, called Red-wame, (becaufe the belly of. 
it is of - a vermillion red) that at one call of the net, there 
will be taken out lometimes upwards of two hundred. In 
the river of Spey, there are Pearl Shells, in which I have feen 
many ripe Pearls, of a fine water, and great value. -

T lhall now conclude this patty with an account of the Bari-, 
ties, whether of Nature or Art, found in this Country. And, 

1. The only Rarities of Art I lhall take notice of, are : The 
Chapter Houle, called the Apprentice IJle, in the Cathedral at, 
Elgin ; For which, fee Part VI. Eccleliaft. Hiflory, $ 3. The 
Obelilk near Forres: See Part V., Military Hiftory. The Sea - 
Burgh: See Part V. Military Hiftory. And the Druid Circles 
and Cairns : See Part, VI, Eccleliaft. Hiftory, § 2. 

2. As to Natural Rarities, the Loch and River of Nels 
merit our notice. Thefe never freeze,' but retain their natu- 
ral heat in the moft extreme froft: Upon the Banks of the 
Loch, Snow leldom lies two days ; and Corn ripens much foon- 
er than in other places. This quality is probably owing to 
Mines of Sulphur in and near to the Loch. This Loch, tho* 
about twenty-two miles in length,, has no Ifland in.it ; in lorae 
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parts, it has been founded with a line of about three hundred 
fathoms, and no bottom found. This depth, with the lightnefs 
of the Water, makes waves rife very high, yet not broken 
upon it. What Mr Gordon writes in his Geography, on the 
authority of Sir George MacKenzie Advocate, concerning the 
Hill MeaJ-fuor- vo nie, is a miftake. That Hill is not two thirds 
of a mile of perpendicular height from the furface of the 
Loch, neither is there any Lake on the Top of it. 

3. The Loch -of Dundlechack, in the parifli of Durris, 
does not freeze before the month of February ; but in that 
month, it is in one night covered With Ice. This I have been 
allured of, by the inhabitants near to it. 

4. The Cafcade, or Water Fall neer to Fohir in Stratherick. 
Here the River Feachlin, contracted between Rocks, falls 
down a precipice about an hundred feet high, as I conjec- 
ture from' a bare view of it, and breaking on the rocky 
flielves, the Water is diffipated and rarified, and fills the great 
■Hollow witli a perpetual mift. 

5. The Carngorm Stones. This Mountain, of a great height. 
Is in Kinchardine in Strathfpey ; about the top of it. Stones are 
found of a chryftal colour, deep Yellow, Green, fine Amber, 
&c. and very tranfparent; of a Hexagon, Odtagon, and' Irregu- 
lar figure. They are very folid, will cut as well as Diamond, 
and being now in great requefl, are much learched for, on 
this, and other hills ; they are cut for Rings, Seals, Pendants 
‘Snuff Boxes, &c. 

6". In the Parifhes of Kinnedar and Duffiis, there are feveral 
Caves; fome are ten or twelve feet high, and it is uncertain 
how far they extend ; they open to the fea, in a Hill of Free 
Stone, and probably were formed by the impetuous waves 
wafhing away the Sand and Gravel between the Scrata of. 
Stone. - ‘ : 

X 2: 7. Chalybeat: 
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7. Chalybeat Mineral Water, at Tevnland in Lanbride ; at 
Achterblair in Duthil j at Achnagairn in Kirkhill, and ocher 
places ; an iindhious Mineral at Miltoun of Rylugas in Edin- 
kylie : Thefe are much frequented, and found Medicinal in 
feveral Difeafes. 

8. The Black Cock, called by foroe Writers of Zoology 
Gallus Scoticnnus as peculiar to Scotland. It is the molt beau- 
tiful Fowl of our country, larger in the body than any Capon, 
of the colour of the Pea Cock, but wanting the proud train, 
which would retard his flight ; he haunts the birch woods in 
the hills, and is very Ihy ; although he is not lo large in tfle 
body as a Goofe, he has more flelh, and is more delicious.. 

9. I may reckon among our Rarities, the Hill of Benalar 
on the South fide of Spey, . in the braes of Badenoch, It is 
not improbable, but . this is the higheft ground in Scotland ; 
for Brooks from it fall into Spey, Lochie, and Tay, and fo en- 
ter into the Sea at Germach, Fort- William, and Dundee. 

10. Let me add, as now become a Rarity, the Conrad r. 
This nautic veflel was antiently much ufed j Sqlinus, Cap . 
22. lays of the Irilh in his day, “ Navigant autem yiim- 
** neis alveis, quos circundant ambitione tergorum bubulorum,” 
a Ihort, but exa&, difcription of the Couracb. It is in (hape oval, 
near three feet broad, and four long ; a fmall keel runs from 
the head to the ftern ; a few ribbs are placed acrofs the keel, 
and a ring of pliable wood around the lip of it. The whole 
machine, is covered with the rough hide of an Ox or a Horle; 
the feat is in the middle, it carries but one perfon, or if a fe- 
cond goes into it to be wafted over a river, he (lands behind 
the rower, leaning on his Ihoulders ; in floating timber, a rope 
is fixed to the float, and the rower holds it in one hand, and 
with the other manages the paddle ; he keeps the float in deep 
water, and brings it to (hore when he will; in returning 
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home, he carries the machine on his fhoulders, or on a horfe. 
In Irifh, Curacb fignifies the Trunk or Coat of the Body; and 
hence this veflel had its name, and probably its firft model. 

1 1 . I (hall add but one Rarity more, not indeed natural to 
this Country, but adventitious ; I mean the Locufl; ; which 
came to our coaft in July 1748, and for ought I know was 
never before (een in it. This flying infect is full two inches 
long in the body, and half an inch round, confifting of feveral 
rings or cartilages ; the head is in the form of a Loblter’s head, 
broad and covered with ftrong fcales, with two antennae ; the 
mouth wide, and armed with (harp teeth j the neck and (boul- 
ders covered with a lcale like a helmet ; the eyes large and 
lively ; it has three pair of legs, the neareft to the head about 
an inch in length, the next pair fomewhat longer, and both 
armed with (harp claws ; the third pair, with which it leaps, 
are two inches long, befides the foot that is near half an inch ; 
the leg has an inflexure or joint in the middle; the upper 
part or thigh, is in form like a bird's thigh ; the lower half is 
(mailer, but ferrated or like a faw ; the foot has three glands in 
the (ole to tread (oftly, and is armed with three claws on the 
heel, and as many at the point, to take a firm hold ; the body 
is covered with two pair of wings, the under wing is finer, 
and of a (liver colour, and the upper is ftronger, and (potted 
of filver and brown ; when the wings are folded, the whole 
length of the Locufl; is two inches and a half. From what 
Country they came here I know not, but they found this 
Climate too cold to generate in.

I T cannot well be doubted, that the ancient Inhabitants of. 

this Province, were the Pi£ls and Scots; the one inha- 
biting the Low-lands on the coaft, the other the Highlands 
among the hills. The Roman's called the former Piffi, be- 
caufe they painted their bodies ; but their true name was 
Pbichtiad , i. e.* Fighters, becaulc they were brave and valiant. 
The antient writers bring them from the European Scythia ; 
Bkde, Lib. i. fays, “ It happened that the Pitts from Scythia, 
“ as it is faid, entered the ocean in long fhips. Coming to 

** Britain, . 
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** Britain, they began to refide in the Northern parts of the 
“ Ifland, for the Britons had poflefled the Southern.” And 
Nenni us, Seft. 9. writes, “ The Piefts came and poflefled the 
“ Iflands called the Orcneys, and afterwards from the adjacent 
“ Iflands wafted many large Countries in the left, i. e. Eaftern 
“•fide of Britain, and there remain to this day.” 

The Pifts thus coming from Scandia, about the mouth of 
the Baltic Sea, had an eafy courle to Shetland and Orkuey, and 
thence to the Continent, where, it is by all acknowledged, they 
poflefled the Eaftern coaft. Southward to Tweed, and confer 
quently they inhabited the Plains of Moray. The Scots were 
fo called by the Romans, from Sceot, i. e. in Celtic, a Shield or 
Target, which they much ufed ; They were unqueftionably 
Celts, and the fame with the ancient Britains, and were driven 
by the Pi&s (as Nenn ius hints) out of the Grampian coaft, 
into the glens and valleys ; When the Pi&ifli kingdom was over- 
thrown about anno 842, the Pifrs were not extirpated as lome 
authors write ; It is certain, they made a part of King David’s 
army in the battle of the Standard anno 1138 ( de Bello 

Standardi). And when in the reign of King Malcolm IV. 
many of the Moravienfes were tranfplanted into the South 
(V 'id. Milit. HiJl.J , Lowlanders, no doubt of a Pi£fi{h delcent, 
were brought to replace them ; and fo the inhabitants of the 
Lowlands of Moray were, and as yet are, of a Pidtifh origin. 

This is confirmed by the Language of the Country ; for Language, 
though Gentlemen, and all who have any liberal education, (peak 
the Englifli tongue in great propriety, yet the illiterate Pea- ' 
fants ufe the “broad Scottifli or Buchan Dialeiff, which is mani- 
feflly the PicTifh. And the Phffifli, Englifli, Saxon, Danifli, 

Swedifti, Icelandifli, and Norwegian, are but the various dialeds 
of the Gothic and Teutonic languages ; as the Britifli, Welfli, 

Cornifh; Scottifli, Irifli, are Dialers of the^ Gallic and Celtic. 

Now 
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Now that, fince the Revolution in 1688, Schools are erected both 
in the Highlands and Lowlands, the Englifh Tongue fpreads 
and prevails; infomuch, that in the parishes of Inveravon, 
Knockando, Edinkylie and Nairn, where, in my time. Divine 
Worfliip was performed in Irifti, now there is no occaiion for 
that language. 

What the Manners and Way of Living of the ancient Inhabi- 
tants were, we can know only by the fhort hints the Roman 
Writers give us, of the ancient Caledonians, Scots and Pifts, 
which I (hall not here tranfcribe. But what Tacitus, Da 
Mor. Germ, writes, is true of this Country in its ancient ftate ; 
u They do not dwell together in Towns, but live feparate, ast 
“ a fountain of water, a plain, or a. grove pleafed them.’* 
Si don 1 us Apollinarius, Epifi . 20. in deferibing a Go- 
thifli Gentleman, gives a lively pifture of a Highland Scotfman. 
“ He covers his feet to the ankle with hairy leather, or rul- 
“ lions, his knees and legs are bare, his garment is fhort, 
** dole, and parti-coloured, hardly reaching to his hams, his 
** fword hangs down from his fhoulder, and his buckler covers 
“ his left fide.” Nay, Dr Shaw’s Account of the Arabs and 
Kabyles of Barbary is a plain defeription of the more rude parts 
both of the Lowlands and Highlands. They are, fays he, 
** the fame people, if we except their religion, they were 2000 
“ years ago, without regarding the novelties in drefs or beha- 
“ viour, that fb often change ; Their Gurbies, i. e. Houfes, are 
“ daubed over with mud, covered with, turf, have but one 
** chamber, and in a corner of it, are the Foies, Kids, and 
“ Calves ; The Hyke, i. e. Blanket or Plaid, fix yards long 
“ and two broad, ferves for drefs in the day, and for bed and 
“ covering in the night; by day, it is tucked by a girdle. 
** Their milns for grinding corn, are two fmall grind-ftones, 
“ the uppermoft turned round by a fmall handle of wood, 
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“ . placed in the edge of it. When expedition is required, 
“ . then two perfons fit at it, generally women.” This explains 
Exod. ii. 5. Mattb. xxiv. 41. 

One would imagine the Doftor had been defcribing the way 
of living in Glengary. It might be eafily made appear, that the 
ancient Moravienfes, though bold and brave, were contentious, 
prqud, turbulent and revengeful, and upon the fmalleft pro- 
vocation run to arms, and butchered one another ; and this 
wicked difpofition ran in the blood, from one generation to 
another. 

But now that fierce and Avild temper is done away, and no 
Country in the Kingdom is more civilized than the Low* 
lands of Moray. Their education fince the Revolution verifies. 
That 

Ingenuas didicijje feliciter artes , 

Emollit mores, nee fmit ejje feros. 

And even the Highlands, except Glengary, and fome otner 
Ikirts, are more peaceable and induftrious than other High- 
land Countries. In a word, one will not find, in the com- 
mon people of this Country, either the ruflicity of the Low- 
landers, or the rudenefs of the Highlanders in fome other Coun- 
tries ; and the Gentry are not exceeded by any of their neigh- 
bours for politenefs and civility. In no Country are the peo- 
ple more hofpkable j both the gentry and the peafants have a 
plealiire in entertaining Grangers, in which they rather .ex- 
ceed than fall foort ; and this hofpitable temper is remarked 
in the Highlands, where there are but few inns to accommodate 
travellers, and where the natives, in looking after their cattle, 
often travel from one country to another ; yet I mud own, 
that fome other focial virtues are rather on the decline ; that 
benevolence, in fupplying the wants and relieving the difi 
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trefles of relations and neighbours, and mutually affiiting 
one another in their neceffary affairs, that once (hined in 
this country, is degenerated into Selfilhnefs. The laudable 
cuftom of accommodating debates and differences, by an ami- 
cable arbitration, is become obfolete, through the craft of the 
chicaning tribe : And to the fame fet of men it is much owing, 
that there is lefs of ingenuity and plainnefs, of truft and confi- 
dence in focial • dealing, than I have feen. 

The Skill of this People in Mechanics, and their Genius for 
Arts and Sciences, is not inferior to any other corner of the 
Kingdom. The Peafants build Houfes, make all their Inftru- 
ments for Agriculture, frame their Corn and Saw-milns, and 
many of them are Tanners, Shoemakers, Weavers, Joiners, 
&c. nor is their capacity for Arts and Sciences inferior to their 
fkill in Mechanics. No people fboner learn the art of War, 
or make more eminent Officers and brave Soldiers. It is 
true, in later ages the Lowlanders, formerly brave, by their 
continual labour about their farms, and by the difufe of Arms, 
have become more heavy and phlegmatic ; and yet when 
brought young into the Military, are exceeded by no foldiers 
in bravery and fidelity. The Highlanders have always had a 
peculiar advantage for martial exercifes : The frefh and 
wholefome air they breathe, their plain and homely diet, 
their continual motion and exercife, render them vigorous, 
healthy, and lively. They are inured to cold and fatigue, 
and accuftomed to arms from their child-hood, which, with 
the rugged rocks they daily traverfe, infpires them with a 
contempt of dangers and difficulties ; and their freedom 
from Slavery and VafTalage, (except a dependence on their 
Chiefs who encouraged their manlinefs) gave them a fpright- 
linefs, and generofity of mind, elevated above the boorifh and 
mean lpirit of the common foldiery. The generous, brave, 
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and Ready behaviour of the Highland Regiments in the late 
Wars, abundantly evinces that they were an honour to their 
Country : How long they fhall continue fo, I fhall not pretend 
to guefs. The Highlanders being difarmed, and ftripped of 
their native drefs, appear not only aukward and flovenly in the 
Lowland garb, but dejedted and difpirited : But if this 
change of Drefs makes them lefs fit for the field, it may ren- 
der then* more fit for the farm, and the ufeful arts of life. 

In brief, the Genius of the Inhabitants of this Country will 
appear from the following lift of Men, eminent in the State 
and in the Field, on the Bench and in the Church, all of 

them Natives of, or refidingin Moray. viz. Sir John Cum- 

mine Lord Badenoch, conjunct Guardian of the Kingdom, 
anno 1299 : — Thomas Randolph Earl of Moray, Governor in 
1329 : — Sir Andrew Moray, Lord Bothwell, of the Family of 
Duffus, conjunct Governor in 1332: — John Randolph Earl of 
Moray, General in 1346: — Gavin Dunbar, grandfon of Sir 
Alexander of Weftfield, Chancellor in 1528; and one of the 
Regents in 1536: — the Earls of Huntley often Chancellors: — 
John Lefty Biftiop of Rols, baftaVd fon of the Parfon of. 
Kingufie, Prefident of the Court of Seflion in 1 564 : — Duncan 
Forbes of Culloden, late Prefident of that Court : — Alexander 
Brodie of Brodie; Sir Francis Grant of Cullen; Patrick Grant 
of Elchies ; all Senators olf the College of Juftice : — Gavin Dun- 
bar above mentioned, Archbifhop of Glafgow 1524: — Gavin 
Dunbar, Ion of Sir Alexander of Weftfield, Biftiop of Aberdeen 
1518: — Gilbert Moray, fon of Duffus, Biftiop of Caithnefs 
anno 1222 : — John Innes, fon of John l ines of that Ilk, Billiop, 
of Moray in 1406 : — Adam Gordon, fon of Huntley, Biftiop- 
of Caithnefs in 1460 : — Alexander Gordon, fon of Huntley,. 
Biftiop of Galloway 1558 : — John Lefty above mentioned,. 

Biftiop of Rofs anno 1565. Not to mention the Bifhops- 
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of Moray, Natives of the Country,, nor the learned Profeflbrs 
and Advocates of later times.

Vcrvecum in patria, crajfoqne fub acre rnfei. 

If we view the Agriculture, Improvements, Manufactures* 
Trade and Commerce of this Province, we will not find them 
fuch as might be expelled. The people have, for ages, con- 
tinued in one beaten traft of Agriculture ; Their only manure* 
in the inland, is the raw dung of cattle, not fermented or 
rotten, but mixed with coarfe gravel, or dry land ; near the 
coaft, they mix fea ware in the dung-hill ; if the foil were not 
good, it would yield little by fuch poor manure. Marie, a 
fat and unctuous earth, and Iimedone in abundance, is found 
in many places. Few parts of the dry and hot foil in the High- 
lands or Lowlands but may be moiltened and fattened by an 
ealy conveyance of rills of Water to them ; and by incloling 
the corn land, reding it, and lowing grafs feeds, it would be 
greatly improved : But the fevere exaftions of Maders, and 
the poverty of Tenants, hinder all improvements; Tenants 
have neither ability nor encouragement to try experiments ; 
fonie have no leales ; and if they who have them lhall improve 
their farms, drangers will reap the benefit of it ; for at the ex- 
piration of the leafe, they mud pay an additional rent, or 
a high graflum, or entry-money, which, if they refufe, the 
farm will be pot to the roup, and the improver will be re- 
moved. 

The Country is very capable of improvement, and feveral. 
branches of Police and Improvement, which might be eaiily 
made, are much wanted. In the Plains of Moray, the mols 
ground, from which they take their feuel, and in which the 
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Tenants find Fir-roots for light, and Fir and Oak timber for 
building, will foon be exhaufted ; and the price of Wood 
from the Highlands is become very high. But of late, 
the Duke of Gordon, the Earls of Findlater and Fife, Sir 
James Grant, Sir Lewis Grant, and fome other Gentlemen,, 
have planted millions of barren trees, and continue in fuch 
improvement ; yet no care is taken to plant barren timber 
in the extenfive heaths and muirs, or indeed any where, ex- 
cept a few trees about Gentlemen’s Scats. In no Country 
can the open fields be more cafily inclofed, either with a dry 
(lone dyke or wall, or with a ditch, bank and hedges ; But 
this is totally negle&ed, except about gentlemen’s manours. 
The watering of ground is a rational and cafy, and in other 
countries a beneficial improvement ; but here not once at- 
tempted. The draining of lakes and marlliy ground, would at 
once improve and beautify the Country ; but the difcords of 
Ileretors prevent it. No Country in Scotland yields finer 
Wool, or may yield better Flax; yet there are no Factories, for 
either Woolen or Linen Cloath : And it is well known how 
conveniently the Country is fituated for a Herring Fiihery ; but 
it is totally negledted. 

In thefe ufeful branches, our Country is fhamefully deficient 
but in fome others, a finall advance has been made of late. 
Gentlemen have drained and inclofed their own manours, 
which till of late lay open and naked : Wheat is propagated in 
greater plenty, and of a better body, by fallowing the ground,, 
and bringing the feed from England ; Flour Milns, and Miins 
for fheelling Barley are fet up ; Flax is propagated with good 
fuccefs ; Lint Milns and Bieach-fields arc erefted : And in the 
Highlands, the propagating Flax, and Spinning it, makes 
progrefs, by the encouragement given by the Truflees, who. 
have fettled a Factory at Invcrmorifton, purchaled ground, . 
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built the proper houfes, and allow Liberal Salaries to an Over- 
feer, Spinfters, Wheel Wrights, Flax Drcflers, &c. and now 
the Country has Linen coarfe and fine for home confumpt, 
and a fmall article for export ; and though we have no Fac- 
tories for Weaving, yet we have good Weavers of Plain and 
Figured Linen. The manufacturing of Broad Woolen Cloth 
is likewife improved by private hands ; And, which was little 
known thirty years ago, Cotton Cloth is wrought and dyed 
with fuccefs. Let me add, that Potatoes are now planted every 
where, to the great benefit of the poor, and the improving of 
ground. Grafs Seeds are fown by Gentlemen to great ad- 
vantage. 

With refpeft to Trade and Commerce, there are many ob- 
ftruttions. We have no good harbours ; Garmoch or Spey- 
mouth is often choaked with banks of fand ; Loffie-mouth is but 
a creek, and receives no fhip of any burden ; Findhorn is much 
barred ; and Invemefs river receives but Sloops and Doggers. 
Were our harbours good, we have but few articles for export : 
Our merchants are generally men of no ftock ; and our land- 
ed gentlemen have no inclination to employ their money in 
this way. The Commodities our Country affords for export, 
either into Foreign Countries, or into neighbouring Countries, 
are thefe : . 

Barley and Oat Meat, to the quantity of about 2.0,000 bolls, 
may be exported annually ; and this article may be improv- 
ed to much greater extent : Salmon is a confiderable article, 
and no Country affords better fifii, than what is taken in the 
rivers of Spey, Findhorn, and Nefs, Farar or Beaulie, to the 
value of feveral thoufands of pounds yearly. The White Fifh- 
ing of Cod and Ling turns to fmall account: Linen Cloth is 
an improving article, and might become a ftapple commodi- 
ty, did Gentlemen fet up work houfes, and encourage the ma- 
nufacture. 
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nufa&ure. Although our Wool is not manufactured at home 
to any advantage, yet confiderable quantities of it are fold 
in the Counties of Banff and Aberdeen ; Beef and Pork are 
exported, though not to a great amount ; thoufands of Black 
Cattle are annually fold in the South of Scotland, and in Eng- 
land j great Flocks of Sheep are driven to Dee-fide, and other 
Countries ; and fome Horfes are likewife fold. No fmall benefit 
arifos from the Woods in the Highlands, which furnifh the 
neighbouring Countries with Plank, Deal, Board, Joifts, and 
all kinds of Timber for building Carts, Waggons, Labouring 
Inftruments, Bark for Tanning, Pipe Staves, &c. To which, 
let me add, that the Highlands furnifh much Peltrie, Raw 
Hides, Skins of Deer, Roe, Fox, Hare, Otters, Wild Cats, 
Goats, Badgers, &c. 

For Home Confumpt, we have in plenty, Corn, Flefhes and 
Fifhes, Butter, Cheefe, Honey, Fruits, Fowls Tame and Wild, 
Tallow, &c. In a word, would Gentlemen live at home, and 
improve the Country j would they encourage the Tenants, and 
exempt them from flavifh fervitude ; would all ranks live fru- 
gally and wifely ; fmall as the produce of our Country is, it 
may be called 

Terra fuis contenta bonis , nec indiga mcrcis. 

But the luxury and vanity of our times, know no bounds. Even 
they that live on alms are infected by it : It rauft be retrained 
or the Country will be impoverifhed : In few Countries do the 
peafants live more poorly ; and though many of the gentry 
do grind the faces of the poor, they do not enrich themfelves ; 
they multiply exa&ions upon the people, who dare not com- 
plain ; and they exhaufl their own fortunes, by the expence of 
imitating the manners and luxury of their more wealthy neigh- 
bours. 
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Ifliall now take a view of the Civil Government of this Coun- 
tiy, as it is divided into Counties and Boroughs : And ais it 
may be thought that a general view of the Feudal Syftem may 
throw fome light on this, I (hall, from Mr Dalrymple's accu- 
rate Eflay on Feudal Property, extra<fl a few lines : 

The Goths and Vandals having over-run the Roman 
Empire, fettled the Feudal Law in the Countries they con- 
quered ; They went abroad, though under a General, as In- 
dependant Clans, to find a Settlement ; And when they fettled 
in any conquered Country, they muft fall into fome fubordi- 
nation. Their General naturally became their Prince or King; 
and all muft be ready, at a Military Call, to maintain their Con- 
queft. Of the Conquered Land, 

i. Some part would be referved for the Prince or King. 

- 2. The reft would be parcelled out among the Chieftains. 

3. Such of the ancient inhabitants, as were allowed to remain 
in the Country (for it was not their way to extirpate them) 
kept their lands on the ancient footing: And, 

4. Such Intruders and Followers, as were not attached to any 
Chieftain, taking pofleffion of any vacant land, enjoyed it on 
the fame footing. The King judged, and led out to war in 
his own lands ; the Chieftains did fo in their lands ; and the 
King lent his officers to judge in the third and fourth claflcs. 
In France, lands held on the ancient footing, were called 
slllcux , or sHlodial ; the officer lent to command in them, was 
termed Count ; thofe living under his jurifdi&ion, were named 
Liberi and Militcj, i. e. who owned no Superior in a Feudal, 
though fubjeft to the King in a Political way. Lands held on 
the Feudal footing, were called Fcodaux ; thele holding them, 
were named Lends, i. e. Lords, and they judged their own peo- 
ple, led them to war, and were no way fubjeft to the Counts. 
Among the Saxons in England, lands granted to the Thanes 
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or Lords, were called Tbain-Land \ and if held by charter Boc. 
Land: Hence the proprietors of Boc-Land were called The- 
gen, i. e. Lords ; and thole under them Tbeoden. Allodial 
lands, over which the King’s Officer, called Reve, and Sberive , 
had jurifdiftion, were called Reve-Land, and being held with- 
out writ Falkland ; the Governors of fuch lands were called. 
Copies t i. e. Counts, and thefe under them Ceorles. At firft, 
grants of conquered lands were made only during pleafure^ 
afterwards for life ; and becaufe men would not ferve in war, 
if by their death their families would be ruined, therefore grants 
were made hereditary. 

In all the Gothic conftitutions, Honour and Dignity, (fuch as 
Count, Earl, Thane, Lord) were originally annexed to lands and 
offices. An Earl was the Governor and Judge of a Province, 
and only during pleafure, or for life. William the Conqueror 
made thefe offices hereditary and feudal. Then Earls, too 
great to bear the fatigue of bufinefs, appointed Deputes, Vice- 
comites, or Sherives. This left an Earldom, not fo much 
a territorial office, as a territorial dignity. Afterwards, though 
the eftate was loft, the honour was allowed to continue with 
the family ; or lands were ere&ed into an Earldom, in favours 
of the grantee and his heirs, and this cbnferred on him the 
territorial dignity, though he had neither office nor property 
in thefe lands. 

In Scotland, and in other nations, the feudal lyftem was 
eftablifhed by degrees. King Malcolm II. made advances to it. 
The outlines of it confifted, in making the crown-vaftals hold 
by military fervice ; in certain profits paid on change of heirs ; 
in granting the Superior the incidents of ward and marriage ; 
and in making the King, not a Supreme Magiftrate, but a 
Paramount Superior, inverted in the whole property of the 
kingdom, and his vaflals attached to him by homage and Feal- 
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tie. To fubjed themfelves to feudal fervice, to furrender all 
their lands to the King during the minority of the heirs, and 
to pay a year’s rent at the entry of every heir, were perqui- 
fites the Nobles and Cheiftains would not yield without a va- 
luable compenfation ; And this granted, 

(i.) A part of the Crown lands w f as given, on condition of 
military fervice ; and if the gift was confiderable, the receiver 
could not handfomely refufe to allow his own eftate to be en- 
grofled in the charter. 

(2.) Titles of Honour were conferred on many. And, 

(3.) Whereas lands were formerly held by pofleffion only, 
without writ ; charters were granted, as the moft folemn and 
fiire title to land. By thefe baits they were gradually allured to 
give up their independency, and to accept of their own eftates 
as a gift from the King, holding of him by military tenure. 

Count or The only Count or Earl anciently in this Province was, the 
Earl of Moray. Thecharter to Thomas Randulph, is let down 
(Append. No. I.) Before that time, the Earls of Moray were 
probably officers or governors, during pleafure, or for life. 
But Randolph’s dignity w'as manifelfly territorial, and here- 
ditary. The privileges granted to him were ample, fuch as 
a regality in the whole county ; the ftiperiority of Baronies 
and Freeholders, and of the Boroughs of Elgin, Forres, and 
Nairn ; the patronage of Parifli Churches ; and the military 
command of the whole county. But the patronage of pre- 
lacies, the town and caftle oflnvernefs, and the reveriion of 
the whole county were referved to the Crown. 

This charter beareth no date, though granted Anno 1313. 
( Char . Mor.) Ancient charters often wanted the date of time 
and place, as King Duncan’s charter (Append. No. XVII.) Some 
name the place, but no time. In fome a remarkable fad: is 
related in (lead of the time, as in the charter of Innes ( Append. 
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No. XIV.) I do not find, that any of our Kings before the eighth 
year (1221) of King Alexander II. ufed the Plural NOS, 
in their charters. And in England, King Richard I. or his 
immediate predeceffors, firft ufed that flile. And how foon 
Kings us’d it, the Nobles and Prelates copied from them. 

Our Kings never did fubferibe their charters and grants, 
but only affixed their feals to them, and of late they fuperferibe 
them. And though the names of witnefies to royal deeds were 
inferted in the body of the writ, yet they never did, nor as yet 
do manually fubferibe ; but of old they affixed their feals to it. 
The erodes fubjoined to King Duncan’s charter, were drawn 
by the writer, or rather the King and witnefies drew the 
erodes, and the Scribes wrote the names : The foundation 
charter of the Abbey of Scone, .by King Alexander I. 
Anno. 1 1 15, thus ends: “ Ego Alexander Dei Gratia Rex 
“ Scotorum, propria manu mea hacc confirmo. — Ego Sybilla 

Regina confirmo.” Thcfc names were written by the 
Scribe, and the Roman Letter E was in Red, or in Gold : 
And with refpect to the deeds of fubjects, it was not nccefiary, 
before the year 1681, that either the writer, or the witnefies, 
diould be defigned in the write ; or that the witnefies fubferibing 
fhould be the only probative witnefies. ViJ. A 3 . Pari. 1681. 

King Malcolm III. was the fird who affixed a Seal to Ins 
de eds,. but without any armorial figures. Ilis fon Duncan 
uled Crofs and Seal. King Alexander I. introduced coun- 
ter- fealing ; and King William, (whole reign commenced 
Anno 1165.) firfi; ufed armorial figures on his feal. The 
figures formerly on royal feals were, as on King Edgar’s, 
viz. The King on the Throne, a S.vord in one hand, and a 
Sceptre in the other, with this inferiptbm ; “ Ymago hc!. v iri 
“ Scottorum Bafilci.” In England, King Richard I. w!io 
began to reign annonS^ firfi; ufed annoiial figures. 7 lie 
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Barons and Gentry had their Teals likewile early charged, 
(not with armorial figures, but) with “ Quilibet Baro, vel 
“ alius tenens de Rege, habeat Sigillum proprium, et qui 
“ non habuerit, incidet in Amerciamentum Regis. Et quod 
“ figilla fint, et non figneta ficut ante ilia tempora fieri con- 
“ fuevit,” ( Stat . Rob. \\\.) In obfervance of this law. Gen- 
tlemen Tent their Teals to the Court in lead, which the clerk 
kept by him. (M'Katz. Herald.) To leal Bonds, Deeds and 
Conveyances was the cuftom, till Anno 1540. Then be- 
fides fealing, the granter’s manual fubfcription, or that of a 
notary, was made neceftary. (Aft. Pari. 1 540. Pref. to Dip- 
lom. S cot.) To return from this digrelfion. 

We had feveral Thanes in this Province. Concerning 
thefe, Fordun, Lib. iv. Cap. 45. Writes, “ Antiquitus conliieve- 
“ rant Reges fuis dare militibus, plus aut minus de terris 
“ fuis in Feodifirmam, alicujus Provincial portionem vel Tha- 
“ nagium ; nam eo tempore, totum pene regnum divideba- 
“ tur in Thanagiis : De quibus cuique dedit prout placuit, 
“ vel fingulis annis ad firmam, ut agricolis ; vel ad decern 
“ annorum, feu viginti, feu vitae terminum, cum uno laltem, 
“ aut duobus heredibus, ut Liberis et Generofis ; Quibuldam 
“ itaque, led paucis, in perpetuum, ut militibus, Thanis, prin- 
“ cipibus.” Probably thele Thanes were at firft the King’s 
fervants, (lo the word fignifies,) or officers in provinces and 
countries, and during pleafure only, or for life. But after- 
wards the title and the lands granted to them were made he- 
reditary. In the Highlands they were termed, Mormbaor , i. e. 
a Great Officer ; and hence probably, came Mai us comitatus Regis.. 
They were likewile called Tofcbe, (from Pus. i. e. Firft) that 
is, “ Principal Perfons, Primores.” 

In this Province we had — The Thane of Moray ; of whom 
1 know no more, but that the lands of Ligate, Newton, Ard- 
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gaoith, &c. in the parifhes of Spynie and Alves, are called die 
Thanedom of Moray. — The Thane of Brodie and Dyke was 
probably the anceftor of the Fanmy of Brodie. — Than us de Moi- 
thes, (probably Moy or Moynels) is one of the Inqueft, in efti- 
mating the Baronies of Kilravock andGeddes, (Ap. No. XVIII.) 
But I know no more of that Thanedom. — In the year 1367, 
Joannes de Dolais was Thane of Cromdale, (Ap. No. XX.) 
Whether or not he was the Earl of Fife’s ftcwart or faftor of 
thefe lands, I know not. — An account of the Thanes of 
Calder, is given. The fucceflion of thefe Thanes, always fb 
defigned, continued to the year 1500; arid in this family, 
the title of Thane was honorary, and not official ; at lead 
fince the time of King Alexander Ilf. I queftion not but the 
title of Thane was more ancient with us, than the titles of Ho- 
nour that now obtain. Dempster, page 120, fays, “ Mal- 
“ columbus tertius, fublato Maccabseo tyranno, regnum. 1 c- 
** gitime fibi debitum occupavit ; quod ut ornaret unica cura 
“ incubuit : Tunc et a Prscdiis nobilibus nornina quifque fump- 
“ fit ; et cum magna frequenfque nobilitas S. Margaretam 
** ex Hungaria et Anglia fecuta in Scotia confediftet, fplendo- 
u rem fuo principatui additurus, Barones et Comites creavit.” 

The firft Duke we had in Scotland, was David fon of 
King Robert III. fo created about the year 1397. 

The firft Marquifles were, John Marquis of Hamilton, and 
George Marquis of Huntley, fo created in one day ; viz. 19th 
April 1599. 

The firft Earl is faid to have been Duncan M‘Duff, made 
Earl of Fife about the year 1057 ; but the laws of King Mal- 
colm II. mention Comites, in his reign. 

The firft Vifcount was, Thomas Lord Erfkine, created Lord 
Vifcount Fenton,* anno 1606. 

How early we had Lords or Barons, either by tenure or by

writ, I find not. It is certain, we had fiich named, Leg. Male, 
cap. 8. But Lords by Patent we had not before the Reign of 
Queen Mary, or of King James VI. 


Counties. 


Inverness

I now come to confider our Counties. 

In France the King’s Officer who judged in allodial lands, 
was called Comes, and the Diftrict in which he judged Com i- 
tatus, and his Depute Vicecomf.s. In England, the King’s^ 
Officer was called Rf.ve and Sen f.reve, and the diftrift Sh ir?P 
In Saxon, Scire (from Seyran, to divide) is a divifion ; and 
Sberif, Scirgaf, is the Gcrif, Rcve, or Officer of a Shy re. Hence 
probably, fome lands of Elgin, Forres, &c. are called Greff ip 
Lands, becaufe they were the falary of the Gerif or Sheriff. How 
early this province was divided into {hires or counties, I find 
not. It now takes in a part of the {hire of Inverness, the 
whole {hires of Nairn, and of Elgin, and a part of the 
{hire of Banff. 

The Shire or County of Inverness within this Province, 
comprehends the pariflies of Invernefs, Kirkhill, Kiltarlartie, 
Urquhart, Bolefkin, Durris, Cromdale, Alvie, Rothemurchus, 
Kingufie, Laggan, Arderfier, and the greateft part of Petty, 
Croy, Daviot, Dunlichtie, Moy and Dalarafie, and a part of 
Duthel. It Hands the nineteenth in the roll of Parliament. 
It appears from Reg. Maj. Lib. i. Cap. 1 6 , 20 , That there 
were Vicecomites, or Sheriffs, of Invernefs, in the reign of King 
David I ; and all the Countries benorth the Forth being di- 
vided into Diffricls, for the more regular admlniftration of ju- 
fiice Invernefs was one of the “ Loca Capitalia Scotiae Comi- 
“ tatuum, per totum regnum.” The other capital places were, 
Scoon, Dalginffi, Perth, Forfar, and Aberdeen. Rofs, (includ- 
ing Sutherland and Caithnefs) and all Moray, anfwered at 
Invernefs. We cannot infer from the words, “ Loca Capita- 
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“ Ha Comitatuum,” that the Counties were eredted at that time, 
as they now are. Comitatus, as that of Randulph Earl of Mo- 
ray, comprehended feveral of the prelent counties ; and Loca 
Capitalia were the Towns, in which the Comites kept their 
Courts. Pari. 6. James IV. Amo 1503. it is ordained, “ That 
“ the Juflices and Sheriffs of the North Ifles have their feat 
“ and place in Inverncfs or Dingwall ; that Mamore and 
“ Lochaber come to the Aire or Juftice-court of Invernefs. 
“ And becaufe the (lieriffdom of Invernefs is too great, that 
«« there be a Sheriff made of Rofs, who fliall have full jurifi 
“ didtion, and fhall fit at Tain or Dingwall. And that there 
** be a Sheriff at Caithnefs, who fhall have jurifdidtion of the 
«« hail Diocefs of Caithnefs, and fhall fit at Dornock or Wick, 
“ and the fhires of Rofs and Caithnefs fhall anfwer to the Ju- 
“ ftice Aire of Caithnefs.” 

The Sheriff-fhip of Invernefs was granted heretably to the 
Earl of Huntley by the King’s Charter anno 1 508, with a pow- 
er to name Deputes within the bounds of Rofs, Caithnefs, 
Lochaber, and other diftant parts [Falcon. Decif ) And in 
1583, the Earl of Huntley difponed to the Earl of Sutherland, 
the Sheriff-fhip of Sutherland, in exchange for the lands of 
Aboyne and Glentanir, the Patrimonial eflate of Adam Gor- 
don fon to Huntley, who married the Heirefs of Sutherland. 
And the Marquis of Huntley, having refigned the Sheriff-fliip 
of Invernefs into the King’s hands anno 1628, there was a mu- 
tual contract between the King and the Earl of Sutherland in 
1631, whereby the Earl refigned the Regality and Sheriff-fliip 
of Sutherland for a fum of money ; but retained pofTeilion by 
way of mortgage, untill the money fliould be paid : And the 
King difmembered the Sheriff-fhip of Sutherland from that of 
Invernefs, and erected Sutherland into a feparate County, com- 
prehending the lands of Sutherland, Affint, Strathnavir, Edir- 

dachaolis. 
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dachaolis, Diurnefs, Strathaladale, and Ferincofcarie in Sliofchao- 
lis, and appointed Dornoch to be the Head-Borough of the fliire; 
which was ratifiedinParliament,anno 1 6z$(M.S. Gordon of Stralocb.) 

K. Charles I. under pretence of the general revocation in 
the beginning of every reign, made an attack upon all the he- 
retable offices and jurifdidions that had been granted pofte- 
rior to the Parliament 1455. And the Marquis of Huntley re- 
fignecl the SherifF-fliip of Invernefs and Aberdeen in 1628, for 
a compenfation of L.5000 Sterling : But the fliire of Rofs was 
not divided from that of Invernefs, and the bounds of it fixed, 
before the year 1661. (Unprint. Sifts of Pari. i66r.) 

The Legal Valuation of the Shire of Invernefs now is, 
L. 73,1 88 : 9 Scots. 

The County of Nairn lies all within this Province, and com- 
prehends the Parifhes of Nairn, Aldern, Calder, and Ardclach, 
and fome parts of the parifhes of Croy, Pettie, Daviot and 
Moy. The lands of Ferintofh in Rofs are likewife within this 
county, having been a part of the Thanedom of Calder. 
( Ferina Tofe, fignifies the Thane’s land) which, by a fpecial 
privilege, was all in the county of Nairn, Vid.page in. And 
on this account Culloden, as Baron of Ferintofh, votes in elec- 
tions of Parliament for the County of Nairn. This County 
flood the twentieth in the Roll of Parliament. 

At what time Nairn was ereded into a diftin<£t County, I 
find not. In a Charter of the Thanedom of Calder anno 1310, 
it is called Thanagium de Calder infra vicecomitatum de Inncrnarn. 
(Pen. Cald.J. Donald Thane of Calder, as heir to his father 
Andrew, was infeft in the office of SherifF of the fliire, and 
Conftable of the cattle of Nairn, anno 1406. (Ibid.). In the 
year 1442, Alexander de Yle Earl of Rofs diredecl a Precept 
to the Deputy Sheriff of Invernefs, his Bailiff in that part, for 
infefting William de Kaldor, as heir to his father Donald, in 
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the Sheriff-ffiip of Nairn, held of him in capite (Ibid.). The 
Earl ofRofs being forfeited in the year 1476, the Thane of 
Calder held the Sheriff-Chip of the King in capite, and that of- 
fice continued heretably in the Family of Calder till the year 
1747. The legal valuation of the County of Nairn, is about 
L* 1 6000 Scots. 

The County of Moray, or of Elgin and Forres, is all with- MoRAT 
in this Province, and the Parifhes it comprehends, in whole or in Covntt. 
part, may be feen in the valuation Roll (Append. No. XXI.). 

But though Eafter Moy, in the parifh of Dyke, pays Cefs in 
the County of Moray, it is a part of the County of Nairn, and 
Thanedom of Calder. The County of Moray was the thirtieth 
in the Roll of the Scot’s Parliament. 

I find not, at what time this County was eredled, or how 
early it had Counts and Sheriffs. In a Charter granted by Eva 
Morthac Domina de Rothes to Archibald BiChop of Moray, 

Anno 1263, D. Gilbertus Roule miles Vicecomes de Elgyn” 
is a witnefs (Append. No. XXII.). Sir Thomas Randulph 
Earl of Moray was Hereditary Sheriff of this County; and Co 
were his fiicceffors in the Earldom, till upon the demile of Earl 
James Dunbar, his fon Alexander of Weftfield, unjulUy de- 
prived of the Earldom, was made Hereditary Sheriff of Moray ; 
and the office continued in his Family till the year 1724, when 
Ludowick Dunbar of Weftfield fold it to Charles ,Earl of Moray 
for L. 25,000 Scots. The Earls of Moray were principal Sheriffs 
frorti that time till the year 1747. 

: The Legal Valuation of this Shire is, about L. 65,603 Scots. 

■ ( 

I do not find that any one within this Province had an He- 
retable Judiciary. But Hereditary Reg a lit i es, both Eccle- Re S allt,cs * 
iiaftical and Civil, were numerous,... I lhall in the Eccleliaftic 
part confider the former, and hereonly the latter. Regali t y 
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is a Jurifdi&ion, which the Lord thereof has in all his own 
lands, equal to the Jufticiary in Criminals ; for he judges in the 
four pleas of the Crown, and equal to the Sheriff in Civil' 
caufes. Randulph Earl of Moray, had the whole Comitatus 
eredted into a Regality in his favours, as his Charter bears. 
George the firft Duke of Gordon had all his lands erefted in- 
to a Regality, and this engrofled in his Patent of Duke, Anno 
1 684, by which his power of jurifdidlion was great and exten- 
five. Ludowick Grant of Grant got a power of Regality in 
all his lands* in the year 1 690. The Earl of Moray claimed 1 
the office of Lord of Regality over the Citadel of Irtvernefs. 
Lord Lovat was Lord of the Regality of Lovat. The Eccle- 
fiaftic Regalities of Spynie, Kinlofs, Plufcarden, Urquhart, 
Grangehill, and Arderfier, came after the reformation into the 
hands of Laics.* And even in time of Popery, Noblemen and 
Gentlemen got themfelves made Hereditary Bailives of Rega- 
lity in church lands. The Family of Gordon claimed the Bai* 
liery of the Regality of Spynie, becaufe this office was, by King 
James VI; conferred on Lord Spynie ; and when that Family be- 
came extintt, King Charles II. a&Ultimus litres, difponed the Rea- 
lity to the Earl of Airly, whoconveyed it tothe family of Gordon. 
Several fuch Claims will be mentioned, when I fpeak of the 
abolilhing Hereditary Jurifdiaions in the year 1747. 


Baronies. 


The Jurifditfion of Barons or Freeholders was very an- 
eient. By the Leges Malcolmi, Barons had' their Courts, and 
might judge of Lith and Limb ; and in Capital Crimes they got 
the efcheat of their Vaflals, except in the four pleas of the 
Crown. And the Milites or Vaflals of Freeholders, even Sub- 

vaflbles* 


* King James VI. gave to the .Ear! of Dunfermline Chancellor, the Regality 
of Urquhart, which the Duke of Gordon, obtained. 
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vafloles, or Vaflals of the Milites, had their Courts, but could 
not judge of Lith and Limb, but only of wrong and unlauck. 

If a Baron be infeft cum Curiis ct Bloduitis , he may Judge of 
Riots and Blood-wits ; and if he holds of the Crown cum Furca 
et Fojfa , i. e. “ Pit and Gallows,” his power is very ample. 

We had likewile in this Country, Hereditary Conftables, of whom 
I fhall fpeak in the Military Hiftory. 

Thus we have feen, that our Kings very early gave away j ur jf d j ftions 
the Crown Lands, which made them dependent on their Nobles : Abolifhcdj 
And the want of Property was attended with the want of Ju- 
risdiction. They made Hereditary Sheriffs, Chamber- 
lains, Conftables ^ erected Hereditary Regalities and Jufticiaries ; 
and at laft, by one Grant, made the office of the Jufticiar of 
Scotland Hereditary in the Family of Argyle. When our Kings 
became fenfible of their error, they gradually weakened the 
Feudal Courts. King James V. inftituted the Court of Seffion ; 

James VI. appointed Juftices of the Peace ; Charles I. pur- 
chafed back the Judiciary of Scotland, when the Court of 
Judiciary was ereded. Yet there remained many Hereditary 
Jurifdidions, and too much power in the hands of Great Men,, 
and Chiefs of Clans, which was often abufed, in perverting • 

Juftice, and encouraging in fur regions and rebellious. This 
was fo manifeft in the rebellion 1745, and 1746, that the Earl 
of Hardwick Lord, Chancellor, planned the Jurifclidion Ad: in 
1747, which has aboliilied fome, and limited others of fuch of 
the Territorial Jurildidions as were found dangerous to the 
Community, and made the power of Judging in the General 
Official. 

It was referred to the Lords of Seffion by the Parliament, to 
eonfider the validity of the claims for Heretable Jurifdidions, 
and to determine the Compenfation that fhould be given to 
the Proprietors. They rejet fed many claims, becaufe:

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I. Some Regalities were ereifted fince the year 14 55, but 
not granted in Parliament, or confirmed by it, as the Aft 
XLIII. that year requires. 

II. Some Jurifdhftions were loft, non utendo t and prefcription 
took place. 

III. Some Jurifdhftions were found (plit into parts, which 
the Lords of them had no right to do : And, 

IV. 1 he Sheriff-fhip of Invernefs was refigned to the 
Crown, anno 1628, for L. 2500 Sterling: And it was prefumed 
the price was paid. What the Proprietors of Jurifdhftions 
within this Province afked, and what the Lords of Seflion 


judged fhould be given, and was actually given,, in Compeniar 
tion, is as follows :

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Courts of The Ileretable Jurifdhftions being taken out of the hands 

Judicature. Subjetfts, and being annexed to the Crown ; the Courts of 

Judicature kept now within this Province are: 

1. The Circuit or Jufticiary Court, which fits twice every year, 
and the Judges remain fix^days in the Town, at each Circuit- 

II. The 
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II. The Sheriff Court. The King appoints the Depute, 
who muff be an Advocate, of at lead three years Handing, and 
nuift refide four months in the year within his diff rift ; the De- 
pute may appoint Subftitutes. The Sheriff - of Invcrnefs is 
allowed a falary of L. 250 ; one Sheriff - for Moray and Nairn 
Counties, at L. 150 of falary ; and the like for the Sheriff of 
Banff ; the Depute pays the falary of his Subftitutes. No 
fine, forfeiture, or penalty fliall belong to the Sheriff, but his 
ftiare belongs to the King, and no fentence money fliall be 
taken : But by this the fubjedl has no eafe, for the fees allow- 
ed to Clerks and other Officers, by a£ts of Sederunt, are very 
high. 

III. The Juftice of Peace Court. 

IV. The Baron Court, for receiving and enrolling Barons. 

V. The Court of the Commiflioners of Supply, for regulat- 
ing what concerns the Land Tax, and Window Tax, for order- 
ing the Highways and public Roads, for granting falaries to 
Schools, &c. 

VI. The Commiflary or Confiftorial Court, at Elgin and In- 
verncfs : And, 

VII. The Baron Court, of thofe who hold their land cum curiis : 
Such have no Jurifdi&ion in any Criminal Caufes, except fmall 
Crimes, for which, the punifhniegt fliall not exceed a fine of 
20s. Sterling, or three hours in the flocks in the day-time, or a 
months imprifonment, on not paying the fine ; Nor in Civil 
Caufes exceeding 40 s. Sterling, except in recovering rents and 
multures : No perfon fliall be imprifoned without a written 
Commitment, recorded in the Court Books : And the Prifon fliall 
have fuch Windows and Gates, as that any friend may vilit the 
Prifoner, &c. 

I lhail now conclude what regards the Counties, with a lift 
of the Barons enrolled, who have votes in electing Members 
of Parliament.

their names, their number, tbeir defignations, nor the tenure 
of their holding ; therefore I pafs them over, To confider 
the Burroughs both Royal and Barony. 

The Royal Burroughs within this Province are : Tnvernefs, Burroughs 
Elgin, Nairn, and Forres. The Leges Malcolms , defcribe the 
office of the Chamberlain, who had Jurifdi<ftion over the Bur- 
roughs ; he had at that time for his falary, “ Ducentas libras 
“ per annum, de Efchetis Burgorum, Toloneis et cuftomis 
** Burgorum” (Leg, Male. Cap. 4.J. In the year 1579, f* ar * 
liament appointed Commiflioners to determine the antiquity 
and priority among the Burroughs, (Vid. unprint. Ads ) ; but 
what their determination was 1 know not. In the Roll of the 
Burroughs, Invernefs is the feventeenth in order, Elgin the 
thirty-fourth, Nairn the forty-third, and Forres the forty-fourth. 

The antiquity of the Burrough of In verness cannot be Inverness. 
qtieftioned, though we pay no regard to Boet i us * fabulous ftory, 
that it was founded by King Fergus I. What I obferved from 
-the Regiam Majeftatem fhews, that this Town was confider- 
able in the reign of King David I. Buchannan fpeaks of it 
a hundred years before that time, viz. That King Duncan 
was murdered in Invernefs, by MacBeath anno 1039 ; but in 
this he differs from Fordun, who writes, that King Duncan 
was wounded at Logifnan (Forte Loggie in Brae-Moray) and 
w£t$ carried to Elgin, where he died!. An older Author than 
either of them writes, “ Dunchath filius MacTrivi Abthani de 
“ Dunkeld et Bethoc filise Malcomi MacKinat, interfetftus eft a 
** MacBeath, MacFinleg in Bothgouanan” ( Excerp . ex Reg. S. 

And.)-, but where this place lies, 1 know not. This Town has 
an ample Charter from King James VI. before his acceffion to 
the Crown of England', referring to Charters granted by the 

Kings, 
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Kings, William, Alexander II. David II. and James I. ratify- 
ing and confirming all the Rights, Privileges, Liberties, and 
Immunities granted by thefe Kings to the Burrough, particular- 
ly the power of conftituting a Sheriff in the Town, who. may 
appoint Deputes, and of naming a Coroner : I have placed an 
abftraft of this Charter in ( Appendix N° XXIII.). This Town 
being the Key of the Highlands, has a great refort, and a con- 
liderable trade. It received an addition of buildings and' 
trade, upon Cromwell’s railing a Fort there, in 1652, and 
keeping a numerous Garrifon, to awe the neighbouring High- 
lands ; and when, in 1662, to gratify the Highland Chieftains, 
that Fort was demoliflied, fome of the bell hotifes in Town 
were built out of the materials found there. 

The Town is governed by a Common Council of twenty-one 
members ; viz. a Provoft, four Baillies, a Treafurer, Dean of 
Guild, Deacon Conveener, ten Merchant Counceilors, and three 
Deacons of Trades : The Sett of this Town, is much the fame as 
of theTown of Elgin, afterwards deferibed. They have a week- 
ly market on Friday, and feveral public annual Fairs, as at 
Martinmafs, Candlemafs, Mid- Summer, Mary-mafs in Auguft, 
Rood-maf& in September, &c. and every Fair continues for 
three days. ,

Their revenues are about L. 300 Sterling yearly, arifing 
from Feu duties, petty Cufloms ; upon building the Bridge of 
Invernefs, the Parliament in 1681, empowered them to receive 
a fmall Toll to keep it in repair, (Vid. unprint, dels .1681). 
The Town is the Seat of the Courts of Juft ice ; the Jufticiary, 
the Sheriff, the Com miliary, the Juft ices of Peace, the Commif- 
fioners of Supply, keep their Courts there: Here likewiie are 
the Cufloms and Excite Offices. . . 

The Arms of the Bnrrough are : A Camel, fupported by two 
Elephants. Motto, FIDE LITAS ET CONCORD! A. 

The 
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The Burrough of Elgin appears to have been aconfiderable Elgin. 
Town, with a Royal Fort, when the Danes landed in Moray, 
about anno 1008 (Vi ’d. Milit. HiJl.J. The earlieft Charter of 
Guildrie I have feen in favours of this Burrough, was granted 
by King Alexander II. as follows : “ Alexander Dei gra- 
** tia Rex Scotiac, omnibus probis hominibus totius terras fuse 
t( falutem. Sciatis Nos conceflille, et hac Carta noftra con- 
“ firmafle Burgenfibus noftris de Elgyn, ut ipfi ad meliora- 
“ tionem Burgi noftri de Elgyn habeant in eodem Burgo 
“ Guildam fuam mercatoriam, adeo libere, et ficut aliqui Bur- 
** gorum noftrorum in toto regno noftro Guildam fuam habent. 

“ Teftibus Alano Hoftiario, Regmaldo de Cheyn Camerario, 

** Hugone de Abernethie, Willielmo et Bernardo de Monte 
“ Alto ; Alexandro de Moravia, et Willielmo BilTet ; A pud Elgyn 
“ vigefimo oftavo die Novembris, anno regrii noftri vigefimo 
“ 1234;” (Arcbiv. of Elgin J. 

This Town was the Manour of the Comitatus, and was 
fubjeft to the Earls of Moray, as Conftables of the King’s 
Fort. John Dunbar Earl of Moray, by his Charter May 1 ft 
1 390, difcharged ta the Town for ever, the affize or quantity 
of ale which they "were bound to pay to him, as Conftable of 
the Caftle of Elgin. Thomas Dunbar Earl of Moray, by 
Charter the 23d July 1393, granted to the Town ofElgin, all the 
Wool, Cloth, and other tilings that go by Ship out of his Har- 
bour of Spey uncuftomed. And the fame Earl Thomas, by 
his Charter of the 2 2d October 1396, confirmed King Alex- 
ander^ Charter of Guildrie ; and fo did Earl Archibald Douglas 
by his Charter, of October 27th 1 451, [Ibid.). King Charles I. 
by his Charter, dated Oftober 8th 1633, ratified and con- 
firmed to this Burrough, the Charters granted by the Kings 
Alexander II. Robert I. James II. and James VI. with ample 
Privileges, Liberties,, and Immunities, of which I have given* 
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an nb ft raft (Appendix N° XXIV.). King James VI. by Char- 
ter dated 29th February 1620, refumed or narrated his Char- 
ter, of date 2 2d March 1 ^94, to the Magiftrates of Elgin, of 
the Hofpital of Maifon Dieu, with the Patronage thereof, and 
all the lands belonging to it, for fuftaining the Poor in the 
faid Hofpital, and fuftaining a qualified Mafter of Mufic, and 
performing the ordinary fervices in the Church of the Burrough 
(Ibid.). 

The Government of the Burrough, will appear from the Sett 
or rule of Government, ratified by the Convention of Burroughs 
July 8th 1 706 ; in the heads and articles following : 

I. The Town Council fhall confift of feventeen Members, 
including the Deacon Conveener and two Deacons of Trades. 

II. Thefe two Deacons fliall be chofen by the Council. 

III. The New Council fhall be elefted annually, on Monday 
immediately preceeding Michaelmafs. 

IV. The Magiftrates, and other Office Bearers, fhall be elec- ' 
ted on Tuefday thereafter. 

V. There fhall be annually put off, three of the Guildrie, and 
two of the Trades. 

VI. One Provoft, four Bailies, a Treafurer, and other Office 
Bearers fliall be chofen. 

VII. The Provoft fliall not continue in Office above three 
years, nor the Bailies, Dean of Guild, or Treafurer above two, 
and they may be changed yearly. 

VIII. When thefe are put off their Offices, they fliall be con- 
tinued on the Council for the next year. 

IX. The Old Council fliall chufe the New, and both the Old 
and New fliall chufe the Magiftrates and Office Bearers. In 
the week preceeding, the Incorporate Trades chufe their Dea- 
cons,. and on Saturday tliree of every Trade meet, and leet three 

of 
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of their number, of which three the Council on Monday 
chufes one for Conveener. 

X. None may be elected but Refidenters and Burgefles, who 
bear Scot and Lot. 

XI. The Councellors (hall chufe annually out of their own 
number, five Afleflorsto the Dean of Guild, whereof three with 
the Dean (hall be a quorum. 

XII. The Council (hall chufe fifteen perfons, not of their 
own body, whereof two of the Trades, for Stent Matters, who 
(hall be fworn de fidcli , and nine make a quorum. 

XIII. No Stent, except the public Cefi, .fliall be impofed, 
without the confent of a Head Court. 

XIV. On the fecond Tuefday of September yearly, a Head 
Court (hall be called, and the ftate of the Bu rrough, and the 
Magiftrates management of the Common Good, fhall be laid 
before them, and the books and accounts fhall lie on the Coun- 
cil table for twenty days, preceeding the Head Court ; for the 
fatisfadlion of all concerned. 

The Town is the feat of the Courts of Juftice, where the 
Sheriff, CommifTary, Juftices of Peace, Commiflioners of Supply, 
and the Barons hold their public meetings and Courts. They 
have a weekly market on Friday, and annual Fairs at Faften’s- 
Eve, Pafch, Trinity, St James's Day, Michaelmafs, and Anderfe 
mafs : They have the fuperiority of feveral lands, as may be 
feen in the abftraft of King Charles’s Charter, and a fervitude 
on the Burgh Sea in Duffus, by which, the fifhers there are 
oblidged to bring their fifh to market in Elgin : They have feme 
fifhing boats at Lofly-mouth ; and yet for want of a good Har- 
bour, that might encourage Trade and Commerce, their Re- 
venue, or Common Good is but fmall. By immemorial prac- 
tice, though not by a fpecial grant, the Magiftrates have a 
Sheriff-fhip within the Town's Liberties. If we may take the 
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City of Edinburgh for a pattern, this Town, in which the Cathe- 
dral of Moray Hood, may be called a City ; for King Charles 
I. in his Charter, erecting the See of Edinburgh, dated 29th 
September 1633; fays, “ Nos animo noflro revolventes, Bur- 
** gum noftrum de Edinburgh efle principale Burgum Regni 
“ noftri Scoti*, idemque maxime idoneum ut fit Capitalis 
“ Civitas didti noviter eredli Epifcopatus ; Igitur No* ereximus, 
“ tenoreque praefentis Cart* noftr* erigimus, dittum noftrum 
“ Burgum de Edinburgh in Civitatem, et ordinamus eandera 
** fore principalem et Capitalem Civitatem difti Regni noftri, 
*< ac predi&i noviter ere£tt Epifcopatus, ac damus et cencedi- 
** mus eidem omnes libertates, et privilegia Civitati debit a.” 
But nothing is more uncertain than what conflimtes a City ; 
whether its being the Capital of a Province, or being a Wall- 
ed Town, or being a Royal Burrough, or being a Bifliop's See. 

The Arms of the Town of Elgin are: Saint Giles in a 
Paftoral Habit, holding a Book in the right hand, and a Paftora} 
Staff in the left. With this Motto, SIC ITUR AD 
ASTRA. 

The Burrough of Nairn is of confiderable antiquity. We 
find it mentioned as early as the year 1008 : And as long as it 
bad a good Harbour, and the King’s Conftable refiding in the 
Caflle of it, no doubt it flourifhed and made a good figure ; 
now the want of Trade has brought it much into decay. The 
conftitudon of the Town is much the fame with that of Elgin, 
except that Gentlemen in the Country are admitted upon the 
Common Council, becaufe the Town cannot afford the necef- 
fary annual changes. It has a weekly market, and fome an- 
nual Fairs, and the Courts of Juftice for that County fit there. 
The Common Good is but imall. The inhabitants are about fix 
hundred. 

The Arms of the Town are: Saint Ninian in a proper 
Habit, in his right hand a Crofs Fitchie ; in the left a Book open.

The earfieft mention I have found of the Burrough of Forrbs. 
Forres is, “ Dovenaldusfilius Conftantin occifuseft in oppido 
a fothir anno 904.” ( Cbron . de Regibus Scotia) Fothir is fup- 

pofed to be Forres, andr King Duff us was murdered in Forres, 
about anno 966. How early this Town was erefted into a 
Royal Burrough, I find not. A Charter of M De novo damus,” 
by King James IV. dated June 23d 1496 bears, That the an- 
cient Charters granted to this Burrough had been deftroyed 
by fire and other accidents, and therefore the King erefts it 
of new into a free Burrough, with all the privileges of a Roy*- 
al Burrough ; I have placed an abftradt of this Charter 
( Appendix No. XXV.)*. The conftituuon of this Burrough 


* The Charter of the Town of Forres grants to them ; “ Aquam et Pifcaturam 
it dc Findhorn, tarn in aqua dulci quam falfa.” This Right is to be underftood as 
follows J I ft, The Filhing of the Sluie-pool pertains to the Earl of Moray ; and 
he claims and pofiefles this Filhing, from that Pool down the River as for as the 
Forreft pf Tarnua extends, tdly, By King James I. Charter anno 1425, the 
whole Filhing of Findhorn, was granted to the Monks and Abbot of Kinlofs ; and 
King Robert’s Charter to them anno Regni 4 to, of the whole filhing of the River, 
was confirmed (Pen. Letben.J. ^dly, By Charter December 2d 150J, the whole 
Filhing, except the Sluie-pool, was granted to the Abbot, (Ibid.). 4thly, By 
Contrail betwixt Thomas Abbot of Kinlofs, with the Convent, and the Town of 
Forres, Alexander Urquhart of Burdfyards, and William Wifeman, of date 
February 1 5th 1 505 — 6, the Town, Burdfyards, and Wifeman, renounced all 
title to the Filhing of the River. (It is probable the Town obtained this Charter 
anno 1 496, unknown to, and to the prejudice of the Abbot) And the Abbot and 
Convent did fett heretably, and in feu-farm to the forefaids, the Filhing on the 
frelh water, from the Sluie-pool, to the entering of the burn of MalTet into the Sea 
(Ibid.). $thly % The Lord of Kiolofs and Earl of Elgin, came in the room and 
right of the Abbot and Convent, to whom the whole Filhing, from the Sluie-pool 
downward, both in frelh and fait water, did originally belong. And by Charter 
of date February 26th 1664, under the Great Seal, (Thomas Earl of Elgin hav- 
ing refigned) Alexander Brodie of Lethen acquired a right to all the Fiihing 
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is much the fame with that of Elgin. The only Sett they hare, 
is the following indiftinft one : “ At Forres 20th September 
** 1711, in prefence of the Town Council of the Burgh, a 
“ letter being read, directed by the Agent of the Burroughs 
** to the Magiftrates of the laid Burgh, anent their making a 
“ true account and return to their Agent, of their Sett in elec- 
“ ting yearly. In obedience to which, the faid Magiftrates 
“ declare. That the number of their Council exceeds not 
“ feventeen, Provoft, Bailies, Dean of Guild, and Trcafurer 
** included ; and that at Ilk Election, the Old Council chutes 
“ the New, and are changed yearly as occafion offers ; and to 
** that effetft, timeous premonition is made to the whole Bur- 
** geftes, Heretors and Inhabitants, of the day prefixed for 
** eletflion of the faid Magiftrates and Town Council, by tuck 
“ of drum, and placading on the crofs, and by other advertile- 
M ments ufed and wont; and that the New Council chutes the 
“ Magiftrates, and puts off, and takes on, or continue? them 
“ as the circumftances of the place need and require. And 
“ this our Sett has been unaltered for many years ; and or- 
** dains our Clerk of Court to tend an extract hereof to the 

Agent of the Burroughs. Signed in our name, and by our 

order, by Robert Tulloch our Common Clerk ; ftc fubferib . 
“ Robert Tulloch Clerk.” This Sett leaves room to admit Gen- 
tlemen in the County upon the Council, which accordingly 
is the practice. 

The Town has a Jurifdi&ion of Sheriff-thip by their Char- 
ter 


that had belonged to the faid Earl and Abbot (/Aid.). And now, 6thty , The 
Town of Forres holds oft' Xiethen ; Tanachie and Durn hold off Forres ; the Earl 
of Moray and Butfyards hold off the Crown ; and the eftate of Grangehill, pur- 
chafed in 1749, by Sir Alexander Grant of Dalvcy. The F Ihing upon that eilate 
lay paitly in the Priory lands of Plufcarden, and partly in the Abbay lands of 
Kinlofs. 
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ter ; a weekly market, and feveral annual Fairs. Their Revenue 
is about L. 1 000 Scots. The number of inhabitants is about 
nine hundred. 

The Town’s Arms are: Saint Laurence in a long habit, 
Handing on a Brander ; a Chaplet round his head ; at his 
right fide a Crefcent ; and at the left a Star of fix points ; 
holding in his right hand a Book. Motto, JEHOVAH 
TU MIHI DEUS, aUI° DEEST. 

Every one of thefe Burroughs has a Poft Office, and a re- 
gular return of ports three times in the week. And fince 
the Union of the two Kingdoms, Forres, Nairn, Invernefs, and 
Chanonrie in Rols, make a Dirt riel ; and Elgin, Cullen, Banff, 
Inverurie, and Kintore make another. Each Diftrift lends a 
Member to the Britifli Parliament. And each of the Counties of 
Banff, Elgin, and Invernefs, chufes a Comtnifftoner ; But the 
County of Nairn being final], chufes only alternately with the 
County of Cromarty. 

Befides thefe Royal Burroughs, there are In this Province, 
feveral Burghs of Barony. Thefe are ere&ed by Royal Pa- 
tents or Charters. What their privileges and immunities are, 
will appear from the following inftances : Germach was erec- 
ted into a Burgh of Barony, by a Patent anno 15^7; the 
Kirktoun of Spynie, an Ecclefiaftic Barony anno 1452; the 
Town of Findhorn made a Barony, and the erection ratified 
in Parliament 1661 ; (Vid. unprint, ads) the Town of Geddes 
in the pariih of Nairn, was eredled into a Burgh of Barony by 
Charter anno 1600 ; “ cum potefiate creandi Balivos et Bur- 
« genfes, et vetidendi et vinum et cervifiam, et mercemonia 
“ qusecunque with a weekly market, &c. (Hi ft. Kilrav.) 

By a Charter anno 1635, in favour of John Grant of 
Loggie, Moynefs, Broad-land, and Aldern, were ereefed into the 

Barony 
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Barony of Moynefs, with a weekly market on Saturday, and 
an annual Fair at Michaelmaft (Pen. Calder). By Charter anno 
1476, the Thanedom of Calder, Barony of Duris, &c. were erect- 
ed into one Barony, called Campbelltoun, with power to create 
Bailives, Conftables, Serjeants, and other Officers therein, with 
liberty to buy and fell within the freedoms thereof, and to 
have a Town Houfe, and a market Croft, with a weekly market 
on Wednefday, and an annual Fair on July fifteenth ; the 
Caftle of Calder being the principal Mefluage, at which Jn- 
feftments and Seafins may be taken, &c. (Ibid. J. The Town 
of Fochaber, the Kirktoun of Dnffus, Blackftob in Muirtoun, 
the Town of Cromdale in Strathfpey, and* no doubt other 
villages within this Province, were Burghs of Barony. 
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Royal Forts ; At Elgin, Forres, Nairn, Invernefs, Urquhart, Cromwell* s 
Fort at Invernefs, Fort George at Invernefs, Fort Augufius , Rutlruen- 
Barrack, Fort George at Arderfier . Fortalices ; At Duffiis , Raite, 
Abernetbie,Rutbven, Lochindort. — Battles ; At For r es, with a defer ip- 
tion of the Obelijk or Sueno's Stone at Forres, and an elegant Engraving 
of its prefent appearance ; At Mortlicb, anno 1010 ; At Spey, anno 
1078; At Spey, anno 1110 ; At Urquhart, anno 1160; At In - 
vernahaven, anno 1386; At Perth, anno 1396, as having a con- 
nection with the Hi (lory of this Country ; At Drumnacoal anno 1427/ 
At Elgin, anno 1452; At Clachnaharie , anno 1454 ; At Cean- 
Locb-Locbie, anno 1544; At Glenlivat, anno 1594; At Aldern, 
anno 1645; At Cromdale, anno 1690 ; At Invernefs, anno IJ15 ; 
At Culloden, anno 1746. — Military Roads. — Military Officers, 
Cu fonts, <&c. 

I T does not appear that the Romans had any Military ex- 
ploits within this Province, nor have they left any monu- 
ment of fuch actions. Though Severus forced a march into 
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the Northmoft bounds of Scotland, yet he fought no battle, but 
loft 50,000 of his army, in ftrugling with cold, hunger, and fa- 
tigue (Xiphil. in Sev.) ; and Agricola’s (hips which failed round 
the North, and firft difeovered Britain to be an Ifland, gave 
names to people and places, but left no Military monuments. 
As little can 1 find any certain account of the Military actions of 
the Pitfts in this Country ; their Battles and Skirmiflies, whether 
with the Scots or the Saxons, were in the Southern Provinces : 
But fince the overthrow of the Pi&ifh Kingdom, we have traces 
of fome memorable Battles and Conflicts, of which 1 (hall 
give the moft genuine account I could learn. 

The Character which Tacitus gives of the German Catti , may, 
I doubt not, be applied to the ancient inhabitants of this Pro- 
vince, particularly to the Highlanders, viz. “ Duriora genti 
“ corpora, ftridli artus, minax vultus, et major animi vigor ; 
** nocarare terram, aut expert a re annum, tarn facile perfuaferis, 
“ quam vocare hoftes, et vulnera mereri ; Pigrum quin imo et 
“ iners videtur fudore acquirere, quod poftis fanguine parare.” 

The great men and Chiefs of Clans in Scotland, for many 
ages, lived independent of the Kings ; they held their land by 
no other tenure than a forcible pofleflion. In the year 1590, 
there was brought to the Exchequer, an account of 250,000 
merks yearly rent (a large fum in thefe days), to which the 
Chieftains in the Weftern Ifles had no other right but Duchus 
or pofleflion. 

The few floyal Forts through the Kingdom, were not fuffi- 
cient to awe the Country and maintain peace ; and our Kings 
were neceflitated to grant large powers, and extenfive Jurifdic- 
tions to great men, with liberty to build Fortalices on their 
own lands, and to garrifon them for the maintaining peace and 
order. By this, the pow'er of the Crown was weakened, and 
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the Nobles and Chieftains became factious and ungovernable ; 
and infutre&ions, tumults, and riots were frequent in every 
corner. 

The Royal Forts in this Province were : Royal Forts 

A Fort at Elgin ; This Fort flood on a ftnall hill, now called At Elgin* 
the Lady-hill, at the Weft end of the Town, on the North fide : 

The plain area on the top of the hill, is eighty-five yards in length, 
and forty-five in breadth : There are fome remains of the walls of 
this Fort yet Handing, but fiich as do not (hew the form or extent 
of the buildings. Generally thefe Forts were a fquare,.or an ob- 
long fqnare ; the walls about twenty feet high, and four feet thick, 
with towers in the angles, all wrought with run lime : With- 
in the walls, were rooms and barracks of wood ; the gate or 
entrance was guarded by an iron grate, and a port-cullis ; and 
fome Forts had parapets on the top of the wall : Within the 
Court there was a draw-well, and the whole Fort was environ- 
ed With a fofle, over which was a draw -bridge. Veftiges of all 
thefe things are to be feen at this Fort at Elgin. The ftrength 
of fuch Forts were confiderable before great guns came into ulc. 

The Randolphs, Dunbars, and Douglas Earls of Moray, were 
Conftables of this Fort, and had the cuftoms of the Town, the 
aflize of ale, and probably the fixty-auclnen- parts, and the 
mofs wards, now belonging to the Town, for their lalary. 

They had a Jurifdiftion within certain bounds round the Fort* 
and judged inr riots and trefpalTes committed within thcle 
bounds; I am not certain, if after the death of Archibald 
Douglas anno 1455, any Earl acled as Conftable of this Fort; 

But the Caflle-hill, or Ladv-hill, has always been the property of 
the Earls of Moray, and is lb of the prefent Earl. 

The Fort at Forres was plealantly fituated on an eminence, F y 
at the Weft end of the Town; and was fortified as that of Elgin. 

It. was in this Fort that King DufFus-was barbaroufiy murdered,

anno 965 or 966. Donald, grand-uncle of Bancho Thane of 
Lochaber, and anceflor of the Family of Stewart, (Mr. Shnjl) 
was Governor of the Fort, and much trufted when the King 
came to Forres, in order to punifh forae villains. The King was 
a ft rift Jufticiar, and would not grant a remiflion to fome 
Criminals, for whom Donald and his wife had warmly fbli- 
cited ; wherefore they caufed ftrangle him in bis bed, and bid 
his corpfe under a bridge near Kinlofs. Donald, confcious of 
his guilt, fled from Cullen fucceflor to Duflfus ; But his wife being 
put to the torture, confefled the whole feene : Donald was 
feized, and with his accomplices juftly put to death, and the 
Fort was razed [Ford. Bucb.). I know not if this Fort was 
rebuilt, and ufed as a Royal Fort ; but it is certain, there was a 
Caftle where it had flood, of which the Dunbars of Weftfield 
had the property, with the Caftle-lands ; but I do not find that 
they afted as Conftables. 

The Royal Fort at Nairn flood on the bank of the River, a 
little above the prefent bridge. The River, with a rocky pre- 
cipice, guarded one fide of it, and it was ftrongly walled, and 
ditched about on the other fides. The 7 hanes of Calder were 
hereditary Conftables of this Fort, and fo was the prefent John 
Campbell of Calder, till the Jurifdi&ion-ad anno 1747* 

At Invernefs we find in our Hiftories a Fort or Caftle very 
early : It flood on a hill clofe by the River, and commanded 
the Town. What was the form of the old Fort, 1 find not : But it 
appears that it had a ditch, and an agger or rampart of earth on 
three fides. The Governor ofit was appointed during pleafure, or 
for life, for fome ages ; but about the beginning of the fixteenth 
Century, if not fooner, the Earl of Huntley wa9 made here- 
ditary Conftable of it, and for his fee or falary had the follow- 
ing lands, called the Caftle-lands. : viz. The three Davachs of 
Dunachtin, and die two Davachs of Kinrara and Delnafbrd in 
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Badenoch, the Davach of Shevin in Strathern, the lands of 
Tordarach, Bochruben, and Dundelchack in Strathnairn and 
Stratherick (thefe ; lands are the property now of the Laird of 
Maclntofla) \ likewife the Davach of Elfich in the parifh of In- 
vernefs, now belonging to Maelntofh; the lands of Porterfield, 

Little Hilkoun, Albpafkiach, and Haughs, all near the Town 
of Invernefs ; the three Davachs of Caftle Leathers, and Coul- 
dutbil, the two Davachs of Upper and Nether Torbrecks, and 
Knocknagial ; the two Davachs of Dunainmore, Dunaincroy, and 
Lagnalane ; the two Davachs of Dochgarach and Dochnahiirg ; 
the lands of Dochfoure, Dochcharn, and Dochnacraig, all in 
the parih of Invernefs and the lands of Bqnachtin and 
Drumbpie in Strathnairn. The above-mentioned lands, now 
belonging to Maelntofh, were granted to that Family, as an 
aflythment for the death of the Laird of Maelntofh, whom the 
Earl of Huntley caufed to be barbaroufly murdered in the 
Caftle of Huntley, in the year 1550. Thele lands were held 
"Ward, but Maelntofh purchafed the Freeholding of them ; the 
other Caftle-lands hold of the Duke of Gordon. 

There was likewife a Royal Fort in Urquhart. It flood on a Urquhart* 
rock on the VY r eft fide of Lochnefs, twelve miles from Invernefs, 
and as many front Fort Auguftus. The Loch waflied the Eaft- 
wall of it, and the other three fkles were fortified with a ftrong 
rampart, a ditch, ahd a draw-bridge : There were within the 
walls feme good buildings, and accommodation for a battalion 
of foldiers. In the year r 303, King Edward I. of England 
reduced this Fort, and bafely put to the fword Alexander 
Bois and hi? garrifon, who had bravely defended it ( slbcrcro .). 

In 1 334, Robert Lauder Governor maintained this Fort agahift 
the Englifh ( Ibid .) ; Sir Robert Chifliolm was Governor of this 
Fort in 1364 (Hi/i* Kilr.) ; but who lucceededhim I know not. 

Thefe old Forts were a good defence againft the military wea- 
pons 
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pons at that time in ufe ; but when Cannons and Mortars were 
invented, they were foon reduced. 

The Citadel of Invernefs. called Oliver's Fort, frotnOliver 
Cromwell, vitas a modern regular building. It was begun in 
1651, and next year finifhed. It flood on the Eafl bank of 
the River Nefs, near the mouth of it ; was a regular pentagon, 
with baftions, ramparts, a wet ditch, a covered way, and a 
glacis ; one fide of it was wafhed by the River; and k could* 
lodge 2000 men. But it had feveral inconveriienciCs ; the 
foundation was bad, and brandered with oak, the water was 
breakifh, the air was moift, approaches to it were eafy, and the 
Town was a fhelter for an enemy. In the year 1662 it was de- 
molifiied, becaufe it was a relied of ufurpation, but Chiefly be- 
caufe it was a check upon the adjacent Highlands then efteem- 
ed Loyal. 

Fort-George flood on the Cafile-hill of Invernefs, and the 
building was begun foon after the rebellion in 1715 ; the old’ 
Caflle was repaired for lodging the Officers ; a fine houle was 
built for the Governor ; a pile of barracks flood as wings to the- 
Caflle; a chapel, magazine, and flore houfe were built ; the 
old draw-well was opened, and the whole furrounded with a* 
ftrong wall, proof againfl any artillery except battering Gannon. 
But the hill, being a heap of quick fand, could beeafily lapped' 
or undermined ; and it is flrange that lo much money was- 
thrown away upon it. On the 19th February 1746, this Four 
was taken and reduced by the Rebels. 

Fort-Auguflus, fo called from Frederic AtiguAus them 
Prince of Wales, Hands at the South end of Lochnels, in the 
point betwixt the rivers Eoieh and Tarf, where they empty 
into the Loch. The Loch and Tart' wafli- two fides of the* 
Fort, which was built about 1730. The Rebels likevviledeino- 
Jitlied this Fort; but it has been fince rebuilt, and furrounded 
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with a ditch and ramparts. A fmall Galley is kept on Lochnels, 

For the fervice of this Fort, and to convey (lores to it. 

• The Barrack of Ruthven in Badenoch was begun to be built R ut j, vcn . 
in 1718. It flood’ where, the old Caftle had been, and confided Barrack, 
of two large houfes (landing parallel, and joined by ramparts, 
and two baflions in the diagonal angles : It had convenient 
lodging for two companies of men, a draw-well, and a large 
(table. In Auguft 1745, all the company lodged here joined 
General Cope, except Serjeant Mulloy and fourteen men, who 
maintained the Barrack againfl two hundred of the Rebels : And 
in February 1746, Serjeant Mulloy with twelve men only de- 
fended ic for three days, and obtained an honour-able capitu- 
lation,. for which gallant behaviour he was preferred to be a 
Lieutenant. The Rebels burnt the barrack. 

Fort-George at Aderfier (lands on a point of land that Fort- 
jutts into the Frith: The land is near a half mile broad to the Arderfier 
continent, and tapers to a narow point: On this point the 
Fort is built in form of a triangle, whereof the fea covers two 
(ides, and the ditch, which may receive the (e a at pleafure, 
makes the third. It is invironed with high ramparts and baf- 
tions, with a reveline, a covered way and glacis; It is well 
(ervcd with fweet water, andean have a fine harbour. For an 
Englifh mile no high ground commands it, and no lines of ap- 
proach can be digged in the hard channel, without great labour* 

The air is pure and wholefome, and it will accommodate 2000 
men. 

Befides thefe Royal Forts, there Were in this Country feveral Fortalice. 
Fortalices built by Gentlemen for defence. Of thele the follow- 
ing five were ancient, and built in the old form : viz. 

The Caftle of Old Duffus, which flood on a green mote, on At Duffu*. 
the bank of the Loch of Spynie. It was fquare, the wall about 
twenty feet high, and five feet thick, with a parapet, ditch 
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and draw-bridge : Within the fquare, were buildings of timber 
built to the wall, with ftables and all neceflafy offices. I 
queftion not but this Fort (the walls whereof were built with 
run lime, and as yet (land pretty entire) was built as early as 
the time, if not fooner, of Frifkinus de Moravia, in the reign of 
King David I. 

The Caftle of Raite in the parifh of Nairn, was of the fame 
form, and was probably the feat of Raite of that Ilk. 

The Red Caftle in Abernethie, the walls of which ftand, 
was of the like form, and was the feat of Cummine Laird of 
Abernethie. 

The Caftle of Ruthven, the feat of Cummine Lord Ba- 
denoch, ftood on a green mount, jutting into a marfhy plain. 
The mount is fteep on three fides, and tapering to the top, 
as if it were artificial ; the area on the top, about an hundred 
yards long and thirty broad ; the South wall was nine feet 
thick, through which the arched entry was guarded by a 
double iron grate, and a port-cullis ; the other walls were fix- 
teen feet high, and four thick, and in the North end of the 
court w r ere two towers in the corners, and fome low buildings, 
and a draw-well within the court. I have feen this Fart en- 
tire. 

In Loc-hindort, in the hills betwixt Strathfpey and Brae- Mo- 
ray, ftand in a i’mall ifland the walls of a ftrong Fort as yet 
entire. In the year 1335* when the Earl of March defeated 
and killed David de Strathboggie Earl of Athole, at Kilblain, 
and raifed the fiege of Kildrummie Caftle, the Earl of Athole’s 
Lady fled to the Caftle of Lochindort. Sir Alexander Gordon 
laid fiege to it ; but next year King Edward of England oblig- 
ed him to raife this fiege. This Fort, and the adjacent forreft be- 
longs to John Campbell of Calder ; for “ James Earl of Moray, 
“ 31 ft -of Oclobcr 1606, difponed to Sir John Campbell of Cal-

“ der, the lands of Bor 1 urn, Coulards, and Kinchylie, cum 
“ Lacu de Lochindorb, domibus in eo, et adjacentibus Shelingis 
“ (Pen. Cald.).” 

The other Fort al ices were ftrong Towers ; at Calder, Kil- 
ravock, Daviot, Lovat, Borlum, Ernfide, Dallas, &c. Theft; 
were for the mod part built in the reign of King James II. 
when the rebellion of the Earls of Douglas, Crawford, Rots, 

&c. had run the Kingdom into confufion. 

I. now come to give fome account of the Military a<flio ns, Battles 
whether Battles, Skirmifhes, or Rencounters, within this Pro- &c * 
vince; The earliefl: of which was: 

The Battle of Forres. Sueno, fop\of IlarafyjCing of Den- At Ferres 
mark, having defeated the Englifh, and ..driven their King 
Ethelrad out of the Kingdom, fought to be revenged of the 
Scots, who had aided Ethelrad; for this end, he.fent a great 
army into Scotland, under the command of Olaus and Enecus, 
who landed in Moray anno 1008, and committed great ravages. 

King Malcolm II. being informed of this, marched agaiiifl them 
with an army of new Levies, and gave them Battle hear the 
Town of Forres ; But the unexperienced foldiers, rufliing on 
with more courage than condutfl, and the King being wound- 
ed in the head and carried out of the field, the enemy got. an 
eafy victory, which they improved, as might be expected from 
fuch barbarians, with cruelty, blood-fhed, and plunder. They 
foon reduced the Cadies or Forts of Elgin, Forres, and Nairn. 

FJufhed with this fucCeis, they fent for their wives, children and 
families, hoping they fliould quietly poflefs the pleafant and 
fertile plains of Moray, and from thence extend their conquefts 
(Ford. Bud'.). 

A furlong or two Eafi: of Forres, ftands an Obelifk, called obelisk 
Sueno' s Stone which is one of the uiofi: curious and {lately mo- at Forres, 
ruments of that kind in Britain. Some years ago, the corn 
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land round it being always plowed up, it was like to fall ; But 
Lady Ann Campbell, late Countefs of Moray, caufed it to be 
fet upright, and fupported with feveral fteps of free-ftone. 
The height of this Stone cannot now be certainly known; Jt is 
about twenty-three feet above ground, and (aid to be twelve 
feet under ground ; Its breadth is about four feet. What is 
above ground, is vifibly divided into levcn parts, whereof the 
loweft is almoft wholly hid by the fupports. The fecond divi- 
fion contains many figures, but much defaced. In the third are 
figures of men, and fome of beafts, with human heads. The 
fourth contains Enfigns and Military weapons, carried by fi- 
gures much worn out ; And in the fifth, fixth, and feventh, the 
figures are fcarce difcemible. On the reverfe is a Crofs, beneath 
which, are two human figures of a Gothifh form. Mr Gordon* 
in his Itinerarium Scptentrionalc , will have this Obelifk erefted 
after the Battle of Murthlac, and in memory of the Danes leav- 
ing the Kingdom : But why fhould there be erefted at Forres 
a monument of a Battle, fought at more than twelve miles 
from it ? And after die Battle of Murthlac, the Danes fought 
at Balbryde, Aberlemno, Gemri, and Cruden in Buchan, where 
they engaged to leave the Kingdom ; which places were more 
proper for fuch a monument, than at Forres. 

The Danifli families lent for, arrived ; upon which they for- 
tified a finall Promontory in the parifli of Duffus, which our 
Hiftorians call Burgus. This Promontory jutts into the Frith, 
and riles above low- water about fixteen yards ; To the Weft 
and North it is a perpendicular rock ; To the Eaft the afeent 
is fteep, and covered with grafs ; At the South the afeent is 
more eafy ; The top forms nearly a re&angular-figure, in length 
about one hundred yards, and in breadth about thirty. This 
area they furrounded with a ftrong rampart of Oaken-logs, 

’ laid deep in the earth, of which fome pieces are as yet digged 
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up, and the burnt remains appear in the earth. The neck of 
and towards the South being finall, they cut a deep trench, and 
brought the fea round the Promontory ; and within this, they 
cut other trenches, with a rampart of ftone and earth. At the 
foot of the Promontory, to the Eaft, is an area about forty yards 
long and twenty broad, of which the hill makes one fide, and 
the other three were well fortified with a high rampart. 

This Fort ferved them for a place of arms, for a fafe retreat 
if defeated, for an Afylum to their wives and children ; and it 
•guarded the harbour at the foot of the rock, where the trans- 
ports lay. Our Hiftorians, not acquainted with the Geography 
of the Country, place this Fort at Nairn ; But no- fuch Promon- 
tory or Fort wa6 there, nor any Tradition of it. As the Danes 
called it Burgh , it Bill retains that name, and is called Burgh - 
fea, or furrounded by the Sea. The Sea near it has retired, by 
the reflexion from the rock, and it is no longer an Ifland.. 

After the Battle of Forres, King Malcolm II. returned AtMortlich' 
South, and finding that the Danes purpofed to fettle in Moray, aono lo, °* 
railed a powerful army, with which he marched in the begin- 
ning of the year i.oio, to drive out the Invaders. How loon 
the Danes were certified of the road by which the King , march, 
ed, they moved forward to meet him, wifely chufing to Fight 
at a diftance from their projected fettlement. A little Eaft of 
the houfe of Carron, there? are manifeft veftiges of a Camp, . 
where it is thought the Danes encamped, till by their fpecula- 
tories or fcouts, they had certain intelligence of the King’s ap- 
proach ; Then they marched to Mortlich, and the King’s army 
came to Achindun, two miles from the enemy. The King, hav- 
ing learned that the Danes lay on both fides of the water 
of Dulenan near the Church, was advifed .to ufe a Stratagem, 
viz. A mile above the Church, the water runs in a narrow 
channel betwixt high rocks : here it was dammed up,, and; 
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made to flow back into a fpacious plain ; and the army about 
the dawning of the next day having attacked the eneniy, he 
caufed break the Dam, and the torrent feparated the two parts 
of their army, fo that the one could not aflift the other ; thofe 
on the South fide, who were the fmaller number, were all cut 
off; but upon the falling of the water, the great body of the Danes 
charged the Scots with great fury, yet were entirely broken, 
and fled precipitately towards Moray. F.necus their General 
was killed, as was another General named Magnus or Manus, 
from whom Bal-vanie , i. e. Manus’s Town, takes its name. 
The Scots loft three Generals, Kenneth Thane of thelfles. Dim- 
bar Thane of Laudian, and Graeme Thane of Strathern. In 
memory of this victory, the Epifcopal See of Murthlac wa? 
erected. After this, the Danes had repeated defeats at Balbryde, 
Aberlemno, Gemrie, and Cruden, and left the Kingdom about 
the year 1012 [Bitch. ). 

King Malcolm III. having concluded a peace with the King 
of England, was Toon after difturbed by in furred ions at homei 
The inhabitants of Moray, Rofs, and Caithnefs, made a revolt, 
and railed a powerful force ; MacDuff Earl of Fife was de- 
tached to quell this tumult : But when he had come to Dee, 
and was certified of the enemy’s ftrengch, he halted till the King 
came up with a confiderable reinforcement r The army then- 
marchedto the River Spey, where the rebels on the other fide 
were ready to obftnuft their paflage : The Standard-Bearer and 
others, declined to enter a River To deep and rapid, in the face of 
a numerous and'defperate enemy ; Upon which, one Alexander 
de Caron, taking the Standard, ftepped into the River, and his- 
bold nels encouraged the army to follow him; The enemy, 
oblerving the refolutenefk of the Royal army, laid down their 
weanons, were pardoned, and peace was reftored. Alexander 
Caron was made hereditary Standard-Bearer, and Gonftable of

the Caftle of Dundee : Having defeated- a bold Englifli Bully 
or Fencer, he got the name of Sc finger, i. e. Hard Fighter, 
which became the furname of his Family. One of his de- 
fendants was created Vifcount Dundee ; but the male line faifc 
ing, the honours became extinct, ( Bucb .). 

In the year 1 1 10, the 4th of the Reign of King Alexander I; 
fome young Gentlemen in the Merns and Moray, whofe licen- 
tious life the King had reft rained, confpired to cut him off; 
The confpiracy was happily difeovered, and then the villain9 
placed their fafety in an open rebellion, and got a great num- 
ber of defperadoes to join them. The King raifed an army and 
purfued them into the Country of Moray : At the River Spey 
the rebels halted, determined to dilpute the paflage ; But the 
King immediately rode into the River, the army followed, and 
•he ordered Alexander Scrimger, fon of Alexander Caron, to 
charge the enemy, which he did fo gallantly, that many being 
killed, the reft betook themlelves to a precipitate flight. The 
King purfued them through all Moray, and at the Stock-foord 
above Beaulie, followed them into Rofs ; Some were apprehend- 
ed and puniftied, and others found {belter from inacceflible 
mountains and rocks. This refblute adtion, in the beginning of 
liis reign j rendered the remainder of it peaceable, [Wint. Major. 
Bucb.) 

King Malcolm IV. was a Prince of two mild and peaceable 
a difpofition for the time in which he lived ; and fuffered the 
Englifli to robb him* of thole Counties in England, which his 
predeceflors had poflefled for fome generations. This made 
his own fubjedts contemn his authority, and difturb his reign ; 
Somerled ( Somhark MacGilbhide ) Thane of Argyie and the 
Jfles, was reduced by Gilchrift (anceftor of the Ogilvies) Earl 
of Angus; The fame Earl dOfeated MacDowal Lord of Gallo- 
way. But the Moravicnles, or people of Moray, were not fo. 
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eafily reduced ; Thefe, under the command of ( Gildomhnicb ) 
Gildominic, laid wade the neighbouring Countries, and fo 
little regarded the Royal authority, that they hanged the He- 
ralds lent to require them to lay down their arms. Earl Gil- 
chrift was lent to reduce them, but was defeated and chafed 
over the Grampian mountains. Thefe iniults upon authority, 
and the cries of his people, roufed the indolent King. About 
the year 1 1 60, he marched with a powerful army, and found 
the enemy on the muir of Urquhart near the Spey, ready to 
give him battle ; Having palled the river, the Noblemen in 
his army reconnoitered the enemy, and found them flufhed 
with their late vidtory, and become defperate by rebellion ; 
To Fight againft fuch men, and under a Prince of no military 
character, would make the event doubtful ; and fhould they 
fucceed, the vidtory would only deftroy their fellow fubje&s, 
and weaken the force of the Kingdom. Wherefore, they 
advifed the King to promife the Rebels, that, upon their 
fubmiflion, all their lives fhould be fpared. The Rebels finding 
the King’s army fuperior, and refblute ; and confidering that 
their own crime was fuch, as, if defeated, left them no room to 
hope for favour, they accepted the King’s .offer, and laid down 
their arms. The King performed his promife to them ; but 
in regard that they were, as Buchanan fays, “ Homines inqoie- 
“ to femper ingenio,” of a turbulent and unpeaceable difpofi- 
tion. He, , with the advice of his Nobles, ordained that every 
family in Moray, that was engaged in. this rebellion, fhould, in 
a limited time, remove out of Moray into other Countries) 
where pofle (lions would be afligned to them ;. and that people 
of fuch Countries fhould be placed in Moray*. For per- 
formance of this, they gave hoftages and at the time appoint- 
ed, tranfplanted themfelves, feme into the Northern, but the. 
greater number into the Southern Counties. 
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Our Hiftorians fey, That there was here an obftinate Battle, 
in which the Moray-men were (pene internecionem) alraoft 
totally cut off, and ft rangers brought into their place. But the 
account given in the Regifter of Paifley (Vid. Innes's Critic . EJfay) 
is, as I have here written, and fee ms more probable : The confe- 
quences confirm it ; for the Moray-men, at that time tranlplanted 
into the South, did afiurne, and their pofterity ufe the Surname 
of Moray, and are numerous in all the Counties Southward to 
the Englifh borders. In the Northern Counties, fome retain 
the name of Moray, and others have taken that of Sutherland ; 

But in the Province of Moray, there have been very few of the 
name of Moray, fince the time of that action. I likewise incline 
to think, that as at that time the Maclntofhes, and probably 
the Roles of Geddes, came into Moray, fo the Calders and Innef- 
fes, whofe anceftors were Moray-men, but not concerned in that 
rebellion, allumed furnames from their pofteftions. 

The next Battle or Fight, in order of time, does, I confefs, Atlorcma* 
as to the circumftances of it, depend on Tradition ; but fiich tavoD > 
as is unvaried. Buchanan , in vita Jac. I. mentions this Fight, 
but out of the order of Chronology, for it happened anno 
1 386 ; “ Catanei et Cameronii, orto inter iplos diflidio, tanta 
** contentione animorum et virium pugnarunt, ut multis Ca- 
“ taneorum trucidatis, Cameronii pene omnes extin fti fuerti pt,” 

The occafion of the Conflict was as follows : The lands of 
Maclntolh in Lochaber being poflefled by the Camerons, the 
rents were leldom levied, but by force and in cattle : The Ca- 
merons, irritated by the poinding of their cattle, relolved to 
make reprifels, and marched into Badenoch about four hundred 
men ftrong, commanded by Charles MacGilony. Maclntolh 
informed of this, in hafte called his friends and Clan to meet toge- 
ther; The Maclntofhes, MacPherfons, and Davidfons, loon mad- 
a force fuperior to the enemy ; but an unleafonable d {/T * 
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was like to prove fatal to them : It was agreed by’ all, that 
Maclntofli, as Captain of the Clan Chattan, fliould command 
the centre of their army ; but Cluney and Invernahavon con- 
tended about the command of the right wing. Cluney claim- 
ed it as Chief of the ancient Clan Chattan, of which the Da- 
vidfons of Invernahavon were but a branch. Invernahavon 
pleaded, that to him, as the ol deft branch, the right hand belonged, 
by the cuftoni of Scottilli Clans. Theconteft was fpup out, till, 
the enemy were at ha’nd ; and then .Maclntofli, as Umpire, im-, 
prudently gave it in favour of Invernahavon. The' MacPherlbns, 
in whole Country they were met,, and who were as numerous 
as both the Maclntolhes and the Davidfons, being greatly of- 
fended, withdrew as fpectators. TheConfli<ftwas very (harp,- 
by the fuperior number of .the Camerons ; many of the Mac- 
Intoflies, and almoft all the Davidfons were cut off. The Mac- 
Pherfons could no longer bear to fee their brave neighbours and 
friends overpowered : They ruflied in upon the Camerons, and 
foon gave them a total defeat The few that efoaped, with their 
leader, were purfued from Invernahavon, the place of Battle, 
three miles above JRuthven in Badenoch, over the River Spey; 
and Charles MacGilony was killed in a hill in Glenbenchir, 
which is ftill called Cor-Harlicb, . i. e. Charles’s Hill (Hijli Mac- 
Intojh). - . • 

At Perth. This Fight, in my opinion, gave occafion to the memorable 

anno 135,6, on t | ie i uc h of Perth, in pretence of the King and 

Nobility anno 1396. Bitch, lib. x. Cap. 2. and 3. gives a par- 
ticular account of it, . but does hot name the combatants. 
Boetiu9 calls them “ Clan Cattani et Clan Caii But though we 
read of thofe of the name of Cay or Kay, in the Lowlands, they 
are never reckoned among the Clans, nor had the Clan Chat- 
tan any intcrcourfe with them. The combatants, thirty of a 
fide, were the MacPherfons, properly Clan Chattan, and the 
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Davidfons of Invernahavon, in Iriflt called Clan-Dhai , which is 
commonly founded Clan-Cai ; and our Hiilorians, ignorant of 
the Iriih, made them a Clan different from, and at enmity with 
the Clan Chattan ; whereas they were a tribe of them. I meih 
turned- above the rafh judgement of Maclntofh in their favour, 
giving them the right wing in Battle, and Clunie’s refentment 
of this injurious decifion : After which deciilon, the MacPher- 
ions and Davidfons, tor ten years, miferably flaughtered one 
another. The judicious author of a M. S. Hiltory of the Fa- 
mily of Kilravock, fays, That a conteft about precedency was 
the occafion of this Conflift, and the Fight at Perth was con- 
flrufled a Royal fentence in favour of the MacPherfons. I 
have mentioned this Conflict, though it was not in Moray, be- 
caufe the Combatants were of this Province ; and our Hiilorians 
have not iufficiently explained who they were, or what was the 
caufe of the combat. 

Although it may be reckoned a digreflion, I fhall mention 
another Confli<ft, which was not within this Province, that I 
may rectify a miftake in our Hiilory. Bucb. in vita Jac. I. 
writes, “ Emiforat Rex e cuftodia duos Angufios, Dutfum 
4 * et Moravium, latronum duces. Hi, furore in fo verfo, pari 
“ fere numero congrefli (alebat enim e rapinis latroncs quiP- 
4t que ad r 200) adeo pertinaciter conflixerunt, ut vix fupereflent 
“ cladis nuncii.” The tranflator would make this a Conflict 
between the Duffs and the Moray s ; But it was anno 1427, be- 
twixt Angus Dubby or Black Angus MacKay, anceilor to Lord 
Rae; and Angus Moray of Pulroflie (llm of Alexander Moray 
of Coulbin in Moray) at Drumnacoub near J ung in Strath- 
naver, where both the Angulies were killed. (M. S. Hijh of 
Suthcr.) 

The next Military a&ion, in order of time, was near the 
Town of Elgin, anno 1452. When the Earl of Huntley was 
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at the Battle of Brechin in May 1452, Archibald Douglas 
Earl of Moray took advantage of it, entered the lands of 
Strathbolgie, burnt the Caftle of Huntley, and committed 
many outrages through that Lordlhip. The account of this 
flopped Huntley from improving his viftory, and made him 
return in order to prelerve his own lands : Douglas returned 
into Moray, and Huntley followed him with a confiderable 
force, Specially of Cavalry ; Douglas with fix hundred foot, 
but few horfes, flood on the heights of White-field, not daring 
to face Huntley in the plains. This, provoked the Gordons to 
plunder Douglais’s lands, and finding that one half of the Town 
of Elgin had joined Douglas, they burnt that half, which gave 
rife to the Proverb, “ Half done, as Elgin was half burnt.” 
But in the evening, as a troop or two of the Gordons were 
fpoiling the lands of Kirkhill in the parifh of St Andrews, 
a fuperior detachment of Douglals's men fuddenly attacked, 
and drove them over Lollie, and forne of them were killed in 
the bogs and fens, which occafioned this rhyme. 

What's come of thy men, thou Gordon fo gay ? 

They're in the bogs of Dunkintie mowing the hay , Sec. 

The Earl of Huntley, however, drove Douglas into the 
South, where he was killed in the year 1455 : It is the tradition 
of the Country, that the half of the Town of Elgin, at that 
time burnt, flood Weft; ward of the prefent Town, and was never 
rebuilt ; but the buildings were continued EalHvard to the pre- 
cinct of the Elgin College : And it is thought, that at tiiat 
time the Earl of Moray gave to the Town of Elgin the fixty 
Auchten-parts (or eight parts) of land near Pittenriech, to 
compen fate the lofs of burning the half of the Town. The 
Town enjoys thefe lands by immemorial poflclfion, without any 
particular charter or right that I know of: But 1 incline to think 
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that thefe were- Caftle-lands, granted to the Earls of Moray 
as Conflables ; and that as, after Douglas, no Earl appears to 
have officiated as Con liable, or to have refided at Elgin, and 
the Earld.) n remained long in the hands of tne King, the 
Town’* podelTion was fixed by prelcription, and I find not 
that any of the iubiequunt Earls queltioned it. (Buck. — Hiji. of 
Dou»lar). 

A fiiameful and bloody Conflict, happened betwixt the 
Maclntolhes and the Munroes in the year 1454. The cccafion 
was this ^ 

John Mu n roe tutor of Fowles, in his return from Edinburgh, 
reded upon a meadow in Strathardale, and both he and his fer- 
vants falling afleep, the peevilh owner of the meadow cut off 
the tails of his horles. This he refentcd, as the Turks would 
relent the cutting off their horfe’s tai's, which they reckon a 
grievous ini’ult : He returned loon with three hundred and 
fifty men, fpoiled Strathardale, and drove away their cattle ; in 
palling by the Loch, of Moy in Strathern he was oblerved. 

Maclntofh, then refiding in the Ida id of Moy, fent to alk a 
Siike Raids, or Si the Criccb , i. e. a Road Collup a cudom a- 
mong the Highlanders, that when a party drove any fpoil 
of cattle through a Gentleman’s land, they Ihould give hint 
part of the fpoil.. Munroe offered what he thought reafonable, 
but not what was demanded ; Maclntofh, irritated by fome pro- 
voking words given to his mellenger, convoca.ed a body of 
men, purfued the Munroes, and at Clachnaharie near Inver- 
nefs, they fought delperately ; Many were killed on each fide, 
among whom was the Laird of Maclntofh ; John Munroe was 
wounded and burned, and ever after called John Bacilach. 
The Munroes had great advantage of ground, by lurking 
among the rocks ; whild the M'lntoihes were expol'ed to their 
arrows. . How rude and barbarous was the fpirit of men in thole 
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days? And upon what trifling, nay fliameful provoGations r 
did they butcher one another ? ( Hijl . of Lovat. — Hijl. of Mac- 
intosh J. 

The Next, in order of time, was the battle of Cean-Loch- 
. Lochie in the year 1 544. The minority of the infant Queen, 
and the difturbance railed in the South by the Queen mother 
and Cardinal Beaton, encouraged the Highlanders to break 
loofe, and to hope for impunity : Particularly the Clan Ra- 
nald became very unruly. Ranald, fon of Donald Glas of 
Moidart, was filler’s fon of Hugh Lord Lovat ; and the Clan*- 
Ranald, conceiving a prejudice againft him much upon Lovat’s 
account, difpoflefled him, and put John MacRanald his coufin 
in pofleflion of the efiate. Lovat relented this injuftice, and 
repoffefled his own nephew, but the unruly Clan difpoflefled 
Ranald again, and laid wafte a part of Lovat’s lands in Glen- 
elg. Then George Earl of Huntley, Lieutenant of the North, 
was ordered to march againft the Clan Ranald, and to reduce 
them to a peaceable behaviour. He let out in the end of May 
1544, attended by the Maclntoflies, Grants and Fralers ; and 
when they arrived in Lochaber, all differences were compofed 
in a feemingly amicable way, by the mediation of die Earl of 
Argyle. Ranald was put in pofleflion of the eftate. Huntley 
returned home. The Maclntoflies and Grants conveyed Lovat 
to Gloy, now called the Nine Mile Water, and offered to efcort 
him into his own country. But Lovat, apprehending no dan- 
ger, declined it ; and they marched home by Badenoch. Lovat 
foon came to fee his error ; for at Leterfinlay, he was informed,, 
that the Clan Ranald were at hand, in full march, to intercept 
him. He difpatched Bean Clerach, with 50 men to lecure an 
important pafs ; But Bean either lofing his way, or playing 
the knave, kept out of danger. As Lovat came to the North 
end of Loch-Locliie, the Clan Ranald appeared, coming down 
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the hill from the Weft, about 500 in feven companies. Lovat 
had about 300 who all ftript to the fliirts, the day (July 2d) be- 
ing very hot : And hence the battle was called Blar-nan-Lcin , i. e. 

The Field of Shirts. The fight was very obftinate, firft with 
arrows, and next with lword and target. In the heat of atflion, 

Simon Mafter of Lovat came up with a few men, and rufhed in to 
find his father ; but foon received a mortal wound. His father 
obferving it became defperate, and both were killed. The fight 
continued till night ; and tradition bears, that only four of the 
Frafers, and ten of the Clan Ranald, remained alive. 

Buchanan, and the M. S account of Lovac’s Family, blame 
4he Earl of Huntly for this barbarous confiift ; that he had pri- 
vately ftirred up the Clan Ranald to intercept Lovat. The 
character of that Earl, and the relent meat of his treachery, 
long entertained by the Frafers, found a lufpicion that he was 
guilty , and the author of the Hiftory of that Family makes but 
a poor defence for him. One remarkable circumftance is ob- 
fervedby our Hiftorians, That 80 gentlemen- of the Fralers, kil- 
led in this conflict, had left their wives pregnant,- who all 
brought fofth male-children, which contributed much to recruit 
the Clan. (Buck. — Hi ft. of Lov. — of Maclnt.) 

The battle of Glenlivat, was fo called, becaui'e it was fought At Glenli 
in that Glen. It was likewile called the battle of Altchonla- vat * anDO 

1 5V4. 

.chan, from a fmall brook of that name, betwixt Glenlivat and 
-Glenrinnes, on the banks of which it was fought.- The occa- 
fion of this battle was, the Earl of Huntley, having bafelv mur- 
dered the Earl of Moray at Dunibrifle anno 1592, became, on 
that account, odious to all Proteftants. And he, with the Earls 
of Errol and Angus, entered into a confpiracy againft both 
church and ftate, and invited the King of Spain to invade the 
Kingdom. The church at length excommunicated, and the 
King, (unwillingly) forefeited thefe Noblemen, and gave com- 
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million to the Earl of Argyle, a youth of nineteen years of age, 
and of no military (kill, to x-educe them. The Earl of Athole, 
Lords Forbes and Lovat, the MacNeils, MacLeans,. MacKenzies^ 
Maclntoflics, Grants, Munrocs, Irvines, and the Lefleys of Bal- 
quhan were fummoned to join Argyle, and the King promiled 
to follow him in perfon, with another army. The rebel Lords 
were not afraid: I hey knew die King’s favour for them, and 
that he would make no hade ; l'hey alio knew Argyle’s want of 
experience, and that many in his army were Roman Catholics* 
and would not heartily promote the Pi otellant interell and that 
all his army were a raw militia : Wherefore they prepared a 
body of horfe all gentlemen, and fome Field- pieces.; I hey like*- 
wile corrupted the Grants and Campbell of Lochinel.. 

Argyle marched in the beginning of September 1594* and 
on the 27th laid liege to the Caltle of Ruthven in Badenoch, 
But the MacPherfons, Huntley’s vaflals, defended it fo bravely, 
that he foon railed the liege ; and marching thro’ Strathl'pey 
came to Drummin on 2d O&ober. The Earls of Huntley and 
Errol (for Angus had not come up) were that day at Auchin- 
dun. Argyle’s council adviled him to wait for the King, at 
leaft till the Frafersand Mackenzies Ihould join them, and till, 
the Irvines, Forbefles and Lefleys, Ihould come up with their 
horle, and make a ballance againll the enemy’s horle. But upon 
the enemy’s approaching October 3d, he determined to fighti 
The numbers are not agreed upon. Some give Argyle 10,000 
and Huntley but 900. Straloch gives Huntley 1320. Calden- 
derwood makes Huntley’s army 1400, and Argyle’s 5000. 
Huntley and K.rrol could raile a far greater number : And con- 
lidei ing the five Clans that had not come up to Argy le, tho’ the 
other Clans had made 500 each, which certainly they did nor, 
they would not make 5000. The field of battle was,fhe decli- 
vity of a hill betwixt Glenlivet and Glenrinnes. 1 he Macln- 
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todies and MacLeans made Argyle’s right wing : The Grants, 
MacNeils and MacGregors the left ; and the Campbells, &c. 
the centre. Huntley’s field pieces, which many had never feen 
before, put the Highlanders into dilorder ; and his horfes mill- 
ing in, increafed it. Campbell of Lochinel (whole brother Ar- 
gyle had put to death, for murdering Campbell of Calder anno 
1592 and who himfelf was Argyle’s nearelt heir) had wrote to 
Huntley to point his artillery againll the Yellow Standard. This 
was done ; and Lochinel falling, all his men fled. (Calderw.)- 
John Grant of Gartinbcg, Huntley’s vaflal, had concerted, that 
the Grants whom he commanded Ihould retreat, how loon 
the aftion began ; and they did fo. {Hi ft* of Gord.) Thus the 
centre and the left wing were broken by treachery. The right 
wing flood firm after the reft had fled, and retreated with or- 
der and fafety ; And MacQuaire oblerves, that had they been 
fuftained, they had certainly carried the victory. Argyle at- 
tempted in vain to rally his men. The victory was complete. 
On Argyle’s fide 500 were killed, befides MacNeil of Bara, 
Lochinel and his brother. On the other fide Errol was wound* 
ed : Sir Patrick Gordon of Auchindun Huntley’s uncle, and 
Gordon of Gight, with twelve more, were killed ; and many 
more were wounded. 

The King in his ufual difiimulation was glad of Argyle’s de- 
feat, and jefted him upon it. “ Magnis itineribus ad Regem 
“ tendit, qui, quod omnes lciunt, Argadi adverfum cafum non 
«< indigne tulit, fed potius per jocos et praclii irrilionem, de 
“ eventu cum eo fsepius egit.” (MacQuaire) Gordon of Straloch, 
in his account of this battle, lays “ On the fourth night, after 
“ the King’s return, I law Lennox, Huntley and Balquhan at 
“ fupper privately in my father’s houfe, which cduld not be 
“ without the King’s knowledge ” And Burnet of Crimond, 
in his M. S. ILftory, declares. “ That he law, among Huntley’s 
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“ papers, a private remiflion to him for the battle of Glenlivat, 
granted in that fame year 1 59 4.” All thele circumftances con- 
fidered, it was no wonder that Argyle was defeated. 

At Aldern I come now to give fome account of the battle of Aldern. 

anno 1645. Montrose having, on the ad of February 164 5, in the night 
fiirpriled the Campbells at Inverl ichie in Lochaber, and thereby 
defeated them, wrote a vaunting letter to King Charles I. which 
he thus concludes : ** Give me leave, after I have reduced this 
“ country to obedience, and conquered from Dan to Beerfhe- 
“ ba, to (ay to your Majefly, as David’s General to his Ma- 
“ fter, Come thou thylelf, lead this country be called by my 
“ name.” This vain letter made the King break off the treaty 
of Uxbridge, which proved his ruin. ( Wel-w .) 

Montrose marched into Moray, and w'as loon joined by 
Lord Gordon, the Earl of Aboyne, Lord Napier, and others. 
The Covenanters in the mean time, had called over jooo of 
their troops from Ireland, to join their raw militia, and Baillie 
remaining in the South, Hurry marched into the North, and 
came to Invemefs, underftanding that Montrofe was reinforced 
with 1000 foot, and two hundred horfe of the Gordons, and 
was marching back from Strathboggie. Hurry called in the 
afliftance of the Frafers, MacKenzies, Rofles, Sutherlands, and 
Brodies, and made an army of about 3500 foot, and 400 
horfe. Montrofe’s army confided of about 3000 foot, and 
400 horle, made up of Gordons, MacDonalds, MacPherfons 
and Irifli. On May 4th 1645, they engaged near the village 
of Aldern, immediately above the houfe of Kinnudie. The fight 
was, for a little, obflinate and dubious ; till Lord Gordon brave- 
ly charging with his horfe, Major Drummond called the 
Crowrer, who commanded Hurry’s hor(e, wheeling about un- 
fkilfully, broke the foot-ranks of their own men, and then Lord 
Gordon loon put them to a precipitate retreat. To this bad 
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conduct of Drummond, the defeat was greatly owing, for 
which he was tried at Invi'ncls and fliot. About 800 of the 
Covenanters were killed,' among whom were Campbell of 
La wers, and Sir Hugh and Gideon Murrays. The lots on Mon- 
trole’s fide was confiderable, and among the killed was William 
MacPherfon of Inverelchie. This, and the two following vic- 
tories at Alford, too much elated Montrofe, who underlined 
better how to gain, than how to improve a victory. This ap- 
peared at the total defeat at Philliphaugh, Sept. 1 3th this year ; 
after which he could not bring any force into the field. 

The battle of Cromdale, anno 1690, comes next to be delcrib- 
ed. The death of the Vifcount Dundee in the battle of Kylli- 
crankie, July 16th 1689, was the ruin of Ring James’s affairs in 
Scotland. Colonel Canon, with 3000 men, lurpriled the Earl 
of Angus ? s regiment at Dunkeld, on Sept. 1689 ; but the brave 
Colonel Cleland, with 1200, made him retire, with no fmall lols 
both of men and of reputation. Canon retired into Lochaber ; 
and in fpring 1690, Colonel Buchan, with about forty officers, 
was fent over from Ireland, and afllimed the command. In 
the beginning of April, the rebel chiefs had a meeting : Some 
inclined to capitulate : But Sir Ewan Cameron diverted this, 
hoping that another compaign w ould retrieve their affairs. And 
till the feed-time fhould be doted, and greater numbers fliould 
be railed. Colonel Buchan, with about 1300 of MacLeans, Mac- 
Donalds, MacPherfons, Camerons, and Grants of Glenmorifton, 
marched towards the Lowlands to amufeand fatigue the King’s 
troops. In marching thro’ Strathfpey, they plundered the 
country, and in palling towards Strathboggie they burnt the 
houfe of Edinglaffie. But Mr Gordon made levere reprilals ; , 
for in their return he feized eighteen of their number, and 
hanged them on the trees of his garden. 

By this time Sir Thomas Livingltone had come to Inver- 
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nels witha battalion of foot, fix troops of -dragoons, and two 
of horle. The Rebels informed -of this, returned towards the 
Highlands, and Levingftone refolved to intercept them. Con- 
duced by lome gentlemen of the Grants, he marchid on the 
night of April 30th with the horle and dragoons, leaving the 
foot to follow. By the dawning of the morning May 1. 1690, 
he came to the Dairirade, or top of the hill above Caftle-Grant, 
and, that he might not be difcovered, he was direfted down the 
valley of Auchlnarrow, to crofs Spey below DellaclTaple. The 
enemy had come to Cromdale April 30th, and chufing to keep 
near the hill, encamped that night near Lethindie, and had 
fome advanced guards near the Kirk of Cromdale ; which guards 
obferved the troops fording the river, and alarmed the Camp. 
This moved the General to mount fome of the Grants on dra- 
goon horfes, and all the horfe and dragoons led by thele gentle- 
men rode fmartly (the diftance being about a mile, and a 
part of the road concealed by a Birch wood), and furprifed the 
enemy before they could all get into their cloaths, who fled pre- 
cipitately about a half mile, many of them quite naked, and at 
the foot of the hill of Cromdale faced about, and made a faint 
defence, but were foon routed ; and had not the hill been lo 
deep that the horle could not purfue, few would have efcaped. 
There were above a hundred killed, and about fixty were made 
prifoners, who were found in the Caftle of Lethindie, and the 
tniln. It delerves to be remarked. That Colonel MacDonald of 
Keppach, who was ever keen for plunder, but never once fought 
forhis King, would not encamp with the other rebels, but with 
his men quartered in Garvlin, half a mile diflant, and thereby 
elcaped without lofi. Such of the Rebels as climbed up the hill, 
could not be purfued. But a party of Camerons and Mac- 
Leans, who next day eroded the river, were purfued, and on 
the Muir of Granilh near Aviemore iome were killed, and the 
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reft taking fhelter in Craigelachie, and Keppach, who with 
their banditti, attempted to reduce the Caftle of Lochinelan in 
Rothemurchus, were by that Laird and his tenants beat off 
with lofs. 

The Rebellion, in the year 1715, is frefh in the memory of At Inver- 
fome yet- living. On November 13th that year, the Re- aDn * 
bels at Prefton in England were forced to fur render; on the 
fame day the Battle of Sherrilf-muir was fought, which in the 
conlequences of it was a compleat victory. And like- 
wife on that day, the Town and Caftle of Invernefs was fur- 
rendered. On Saturday November 1 2th, Arthur Rofe, brother to 
Kilravock, a bold and daring man, w ith Robert Rofe brother 
to Blackhills, and twelye chofen men, undertook to furprife the 
main-guard in the Tolbooth. They were in the twilight con- 
dufted by one of the Rebels, who promifed to get the door 
opened, upon which they might rufh in. The villain got ac- 
cefs, but loudly alarmed the 6 uard, and Arthur Rofe prefling 
to get in was bruited betwixt the door and the door-cheek, , 
apd (hot through the body, of which he died in a few hours.. 

This to enraged Kilravock, that he iummoned the Governor to 
furrender, elfe he would let the Town in fire in a few hours.. 

Sir John MacKenzie of Coul Governor, knowing Kilravock’s 
refolutenels, knowing likewile that Lovat, with the Frafers 
from the Aird, and a battalion <jf Grants from Strathlpey, were 
approaching, he feized all the boats on the River, and tranlport- * 
ed his Garrilbn into Hols, early in the morning of November 
13th -, Then Kilravock and Culloden garril'oned the Town for 
the Government. 1 bus was the Town of Invernefs reduced 
by Kilravock, although others, who had no {hare in it, alfum- 
ed the praile. 

The Battle of Culloden, on the 16th of April 1746, is fb re- At Cullo- 
ce at and frelh in our memories, that I fliall take no further anna ‘ 
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tice of it, than to obferve, that it has broken the charm of the 
Broad Sword and Target, and may convince the Highlanders, 
that, iu the way of fighting now praltfied, their undifeiplined, 
though brave militia, cannot (land before well difeiplined troops, 
conduced by a proper General. 

I now come to give fome account of the Military ways with- 
in this Province. It was the cuilom of the Romans, to make 
military Ways or Roads, in all conquered Countries, for the 
more eafy communication between their Colonies and Forts, 
Xiphil. fays of Sfvekus, “ lngrefTus eft in Caledoniam, 
“ eamque dum pertranfiret, habuit maxima negotia, quod 
“ Sylvas caederet, et loca alta perfoderet, quodque paludes ob- 
“ rueret aggere, et pontes in flu minibus faceret.” There arc 
dear veftiges of thofe Ways in the Lothians and Fife, particu- 
larly one that runs from Crail to Stirling bridge, along the Coaft. 

It was in the year 1724, that General Wade, commilfloned 
by his Majefty, to enquire into fome diforders committed in 
the Highlands, projected the Roads that are now fo ufeful 
Next year they were begun. The firft Road was from Stilling 
to Invernels and Fort-Augnftus : This Road runs in two branch- 
es ; one by Dunkeld and Blair of A thole ; the other by Dum- 
blain, Glenalmond, and Aberfeldie, and they meet at Delna- 
kerdich, and enter this Province at Dalwhinnie, where the 
Road again branches into two ; the one leads fix miles to Caitu- 
lack, three to Gavamore, and twelve to Fort-Auguftus ; T1 e 
other branch is nine miles to Ruthven, ten to Aviemore, ten to 

Corribruch, and ten to Invernefs ; At the fame time, the Road 
from Invernels to Fort- William was begun. From Invernels 

to the General's Lodge are twelve miles, about leven of thife 
are upon the bank, of Lcchnefs, a part of which, called the 
Black Rock, was a very high precipice hanging over the Loch ; 
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Here, foralmoft half a mile, the rock was blown up with pow- 
der, and the miners were hung by ropes in boreing into it. 

Now the Road is beautiful and fafe, fecured from the preci- 
pice below by a wall three feet high 4 From the General’s 
Lodge tb Fort-Auguflus, are twelve miles ; thence to Letir- 
finlay twelve; and thence to Fort* William twelve miles. In 
the year 1753, the Road from Fort-George in Arderfier to 
Perth was begun ; It runs from the Fort to Kilravock four 
iftiles ; to the river of Ern feven miles; to Caftle Grant five 
miles ; to the river of Avon fix miles ; to Corrigarf (even miles ; 
and thence by Caftletoun of Braemar, Glenftiee, and Blair of 
Gourie to Perth. There are likewife Roads from Fort-Auguftus 
and frotn Invefnefs to Bernera in Glen,elg. 

Thefe Roads are from twenty to twenty -four feet broad, run 
in ftreight lines where the hills permit, are annually repaired, 
have aquaedu&s and fide drains, great (tones are let up on 
end on the Rbad-fide, a9 guides in fnow or mill. And be- 
iides bridges oft rivers, every brook and rivulet has a bridge 
over it. In a word, this is a work that might have added 
luftre to the Roman name ; By means of thefe Roads, fol- 
diers have a ftreight and ealy rout ; Artillery is carried into all 
•the Forts ; Waggons, Coaches and all kinds of wheel-carriages, 

■can pafs from South to North ; The weekly ports make quick 
difpatch ; Commerce and Intercourle are made ealy ; Conve- 
nient lodging is found at every ftage, and the Highlands will 
be gradually civilized and improved. 

I fhall now conclude this part, with an account of lome ancient Muhtart 
C uftoms, chiefly Military, obferved in this, and other Provinces. CusToMS ’ 

Anciently, every Chief of a Clan was, by his dependents, con- 
fidered as a little Prince, not ablolute, l ut dirtied by the 
Gentlemen of his Clan. As the Piimotcs Rcgni, and all who 
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held off the King in enpite , were his Grand Council or Parlia- 
ment ; To the Gentlemen and Heads of Families, were to the 
Chie£ by whofe advice all things that regarded the Clan ih 
common, or particular Families, were determined, differences 
were removed, injuries were puniflied or redrtfled, law lilies 
prevented, declining Families fupported, and peace or war 
with other Clans agreed upon. 

Young Chiefs and Heads of Families were regarded, accor- 
ding to their military or peaceable difpofitions. At they reven- 
ged a Clan-quarrel, by killing fome of the enemy, or carrying 
off their cattle, and laying their lands wade, they were highly 
efteemed ; and great hopes were conceived of them. But if 
they failed in fuch attempts, they were little refpetSfed ;yea, de£ 
pifed if they did not incline to them. .i 

Clans had their Military Officers, not arbitrarily: or occafio- 
nally chofen, but fixed and perpetual. The Chief was Colonel or 
principal Commander. The oldeft cadet was, Lieutenant-Co- 
lonel^ and commanded the Right Wing. The youngefl cadet 
commanded the Rear. Every Head of a diftin<T Family wa6 
Captain of his own Tribe. 

Every Clan had an Enfign or Standard-Bearer, which office 
was at firft conferred on fome one who had behaved gallantly, 
and ufually it became hereditary in his Family, and was lup- 
ported by a gratuity, or a fmall annual lalary. 

Every Chief ufually had his Bard, Poet, or Orator, whole of- 
fice it was (as among the Germans) in time of w ar to excite and 
animate them, by reciting the brave actions of the Clan, and 
particularly of their anceftorsand Chiefs, as Lucan writes, 

Vos quoque, qui fortes animas , belloque peremptas, 

Laudibus in longum, Vates, diffiinditis tvutn, 

Flurima fccuri fudijtis carmina Bavdi. 
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. At marriages they recited the Genealogy of the married cou- 
ple, and fung an Epithalamium ; And at burials they mourn- 
fully fungthe Elegy of the Chief or Great man. 

Their Military Mufic was the Grat Pype. The office of Py-- 
per was often hereditary, and had a iinall falary annexed to it: 
And the Pypers of (everal Clans had a chief Pyper who go- 
verned them ; and fchools in which they were inftru&ecl. 

The mod of their time being employed in Military exploits, 
or in hunting, every Clan had a Rated place of rendezvous, 
where they met when called by their Chief. The manner of 
convocating them on a Ridden emergent, was by the Fiery-Crols. 

The Chief ordered two men to be difpatched, one to the up- 
per, and the other to the lower end of his lands, each carrying 
a Pole or Staff, with a Crofs-tree in the upper end of it, and 
that end burnt black. As they came to any village or houfe, 
they cried aloud the Military Cry of the Clan, and all who 
heard it armed quickly, and repaired to the place of Rendez- 
vous. If the runner became fatigued, another mail take the 
Pole. 

Every Clan had a peculiar Cry of War, by hearing which 
they were cohvocated to the place of general meeting. The 
Cry of the MacDonalds was Freich, i. e. Heather : Of the 
MacPherfons, Craig-ubhie : Of the MacKenzies, 'Ttillick-ard : 
Of the Grants Craig-Elacbie. And this was the Cry of him that 
carried the Fiery-Crofs. 

Every Clan hada diftinguiffiing Badge, whereby they might be 
known, as they had no military. habit or livery. Their Badges 
were natural and plain (not ribb'onds, feathers, or fuch gew- 
gaws), which they wore in their bonnets. The MacDonalds 
wore a buffi of Heather ; the Maclntoffies a Holly -branch ; the 
Grants a Fir-bulh, &c. Sec. Sec. 
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Upon an expedition, they much regarded Omens. An arm 
ed man meeting them, was a good Omen. If a woman bare- 
foot eroded the road before them, they feized her, and fetched 
blood from her forehead. If a Deer, Fox, Hare, or any beaft 
of game appeared, and they did not kill it, it was an unlucky 
Omen, &c. 

The Quid Oidcbe, i. e. A night’s proviflon was paid by many 
tenants. In hunting, or going on an expedition, the tenant 
who lived near the hill, furnilhed his mailer and his followers 
a night’s entertainment, with brawn for his dogs. This is now 
converted into a dated rent.

Sect. I. 7 he Heathen, or Pagan Church. 

I T cannot be doubted, that. In this Province, as indeed *in all 
Britain, Druidism was the mode of the Heathtnifli Reli- 
gion. The remaining veftiges of their places of worfhip, and 
of their fuperftitious cuftoms, put this beyond queftion. 

Both Sacred and Profane Hiftory teftify, That before Tem- 
ples were built, the ancient places of worfhip were in (hady 
groves, under fpreading trees, and often in high places ; Gen. 
xxi. 33. 1 . Kings xiii. 14. 1 .Sam. ix. 12. “ Olim quas vellent 

“ effe in Tutela fua Divi legerunt arbores ; Quercus Jovi, et 
“ Myrtus Vencri placuit, Phacbo Laurea, Pinus Cybel/e, Populus 
celfa Hcrculi.” (Phaedr.). 

And Virgil, fays of the gardens of the Hfipaides : iEneid. IV. 

Hinc mihi MafifyU gentis monfilrat a Sacerdos, 

Hcfperidum Templi cufilos, epulafque Draconi 
dab at, et facros fervabat in at bore rarnos. 

And 
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And in Priam’s Palace ; JEneid. II.

The word Druid comes from the Greek an Oak, or any whence fo 
Wood ; or from the Celtic Deru or Dru an Oak: For they wor- called - 
(hipped in groves, and under fpreading trees. Druid was the 
general name of the Sea or Order ; and their Literati were divid- 
ed into Priefts, Vates, and Bards, who were their Divines, Phi- 
lofophers. Poets, Orators, Phyficians, and Judges in all caules. 

The grand articles of their Religion were : 

I. To worth ip the Deity. 

II. To abftain from all evil. And, 

III. To be intrepid. This lad was enforced by the belief 
of the immortality of the foul, and of a future date. (Diog. 

Laer.J 

They were the Indruaors of youth in the Mydcries of Re- Their 
ligion, Philofophy, and Morality, &c. They kept their Aca- t>FFICE * 
demies only in the facred groves, retired from the noife of 
the world, and undidurbed from the hurry of bufinefs. “ Dif- 
“ ciplina in Britannia reperta, atque inde in Galliam tranf- 
“ lata e;Fe exidiinatur, et nunc, qui diligentius cam rent 
“ cognofcere volunt, plerumque illo, dUcendi cauia, proficilcun- 

“ tur Magnum nutnerum vertnum tdifeere dicuntur ; Ita- 

“ que nonnulli annosf vicenos in difc’plina permanent; neque 
“ fis ede esidimant ea literis mandare, qmitn in reliquis tore 

rebus, publicis privatifque rationibus Gisecis literis utantur.”

Thev were called Scvtnothei , f>r their devotion (Snidar.) And T , • P 
acknowledged One only Eternal an I Sclf-exident G kL, whom ligion. 
they worfnipped without any images or flatues. They own- 
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ed the immortality of the foul, and a future (late of retribution ; 
They taught a warm devotion to Godi and the ftridiefl virtue 
and equity among men ; They offered (acrifices and oblations 
daily, and ufed ablutions and purifications i In a Word, the 
Druids wereatfirft held in great veneration, and much admir- 
ed for their Piety, Virtue, and Morality ; but afterwards they 
degenerated greatly. By the Greeks and Romans they were 
led into Polytheifm, grofs idolatry, fuperflition, human facri- 
fices, &c. which made Lucan write with a fneer, 

Et vos Barbaricos ritus, moremque finijtrum 
Sacrorum , Dru id a:, pofitis repetijlis ab armis ; 

Solis nojfe Deos, et Cali tiumina vobis, 

Aut Solis nefcire datum. 

They committed no part of their Religious Myfteries, or Na- 
tural Philofophy, to Writing ; But the Bards turned thefe into 
Clenching Rhymes, and repeated them on all proper occafions. 
Moral precepts called Teagajg na Bard, and Fogblam na Filidb , i. e. 
t “ The Inftruelions of Bards and Philofophers,” are to this day 
^repeated in the Highlands by old men. 

The Tranfcnigration of fouls, taught, though not at firft, by 
the Druids, feems to have given rife to a notion among many 
ignorant and fuperftitious people, viz. That when one dies of 
a confumption, the pairies fleal the foul out of the body before 
death, and animate feme other perfon with it. 

Pofiibly the way in which the Druids explained the immor- 
tality of the foul, and a future (late, occafioned the common 
faying, “ That at death one paffes into the Saoghal bal. i. e. the 
•* Yonder World,” fancying, as the Americans do, that fouls de- 
parted, go' to pleaiant regions beyond the mountains. 

The Dru id Pr iests were the ordinary Miniflers of Religion, 
and an Arch-Priefl, chofen out of the College of Priefts, preJid- 
ed in their meetings. 

Their 
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Their worfliip was either Rated and ordinary ; or artnu^l Their 
and more fblcmu. Worshi 

Their Rated worfliip confided in facrifices ^nd oblations, stated 
performed in pleafant groves, and commonly on a level plot Worfliip. 
of ground ; upon which they erefted one or more Circles of 
Stones, all on end : And in the centre flood the Altar, which 
-Was a Broad Stone laid horizontal on four Stones as Pillars ; 

-and oh this. Sacrifices were offered. No Sacrifice however, 

<Was to be made without leaves or branches of theMifleltoe ; and 
before they entered the circle to offer, they made a tour about it 
Sun->ways ; and the like they did when they had done offering. 

Thefe Circles, or remains of them, are found in every Coun- Circles. 
try. I cannot but mention the Circle at Claflernis ip the Ifle of 
Lewis ; It confifls of twelve Rones, reach feven feet .high, and 
two broad ; at South-eafl and Wefl, three Rones are erefted in 
a line without the Circle ; to the North point is a lane, nine- 
teen’ Rones in aline on each fide, fix feet.diflant from one ano- 
ther, the lane eight feet broad; one Rone Rands in the entry 
; of the lane ; and in the centre of the Circle, a Rone thirteen 
feet high, cut ' in the form of .a rudder ( Mr Martin) . The 
Circle denotes the Sun; the twelve Rones, the twelve Signs; 
the Rones to South?eafl and Wefl, the Cardinal Points; the 
nineteen Rones in the lane, the Lunar Cycle; the Rone in the 
entry clofes the Cycle, and then it begins a-new in the other 
line; the Rudder (hews, that the Temple was dedicated to 
Anvona the Deity of the Sea. ( Toland .) 

Iu Durris, at the end of Lochnefs, is a Temple of three 
Concentric Circles ; the Altar Stone is taken away, but near to 
where it Rood is a hallowed Rone, either a laver to wath in, or 
a bafon to receive the blood of the Sacrifices ; a lane leads 
through the Circles to the centre; in the .area of the opter 
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Circle, probably flood the Spe&ators ; in the fecond the 
Offerers; and at the Altar, the Pried and fervants. ; . 

Both the true worfliippers of God, and in imitatiofi of 
them the fuperditious, at fird worfliipped in open fields* 
The Naos and Temene of the ancient Greeks, were but allptr 
ments of ground, and facred inclofures for worfhip, and not 
covered houfes. I have feen thefe in corn-fields left Tuntilled, 
becaufe they were fuppofed Sacred : The Heathen places of 
worfliip were circular or round, becaufe dedicated to the Sun, 
the emblem of their Deity. The Highlanders call them 
Clachan , i. e. a Colleiflion of Stones : And hence they calf a 
Church Clachan , as Clachan Michel , Clachan Muirs, i. e. Michael’s 
Church, Mary’s Church. The Altar Stone they call Crom Leac, 
i. e . the Bowing, or Worshipping Stone ; and the Pried 'Crom- 
fear, i. e. the Worfhipper. The Britains called the Sacred 
Grove, wherein the Circle dood, Lhwyn ; and hence probably, 
they call a Church LI: an. And the Saxon Kirk or Cite, comes 
from Circus a Circle. ' • * • , 

The Tour about the Circles, is called Deas-Soil, from Deas 
the South, and Soil the Sun, q. d. South about with the Sun. 
I have often feen at Marriages and Churching of women, and 
Burials, fuch'a tour made about the Church. This ceremony 
was not pecidiar to the Dr u ids : We find it at the Funeral Pile 
of Pal las; Virg. JEn. Lib. XI. 

Ter drain ccccr.fvs cincii fu'gcntibus avmis 
Decurrerc Rogos : Ter ntnjhm fumrii ignem 
Lujlravere in equis, ululalufqw: ore dedcre. 

Their more folemn Worfhip was at their high Fedivals; 
particularly in the month of March, on May-day, at Mid- 
Summer, and at Hallow-hne. Thcie Fedivals were celebrat- 
ed on high or conspicuous places, where they erected Cains 
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or heaps of Stones, on which they kindled great Fires, and 
offered Sacrifices. The Fire was forced (and ; accounted far 
cred)’ by rubbing one piece' of dry wood againft another. All 
the families in the neighbourhood extinguifhed their Fires ; and 
upon pacing a fmall acknowledgement to the Prieft, they re- 
ceived of the Carn -Fire. 

’ • 1 * 

Their Cams i were very different from the Cams or heaps 
of ftones on high ground, gathered out of their Corn fields, and 
eaft loofe in a heap ; and different likewife from the fmall Cams 
near to common roads, where men have been buried, or coffins 
laid dovyn at burials, that the bearers might reft. Thefe are 
called" Lcacadb na Marbh , ;. c. “ Stones erected in Memory of the 
Dead-” The Druid Cams were great and broad heaps of .ftones, 
hedged in, all round with big ftones placed on end in the 
earth, and joined clofe ; In forne of thefe Cams, another clofe 
Circle pf fuch ftones was placed in the middle of the. Carn; 
r and the Altar ftone, one or more, on the top within the inner 
Circle. Such a Carn, pretty entire, is to be feen on the muir 
to the eaft of Aviemore in Strathfpey ; Cams are likewife on 
the top of the hill of Dunevan in Calder ; to the Eaft of Gate- 
flcje betwixt Elgin and Forres on the muir of Urquhart in Mo- 
ray ;.and in many other places. Round the great Carn, there 
were often Tumuli, or fmall heaps, in which, in the South, have 
been found Urns containing the aflies of burnt bodies; poffi- 
bly the like might be found in this country. Thefe Cams 
were fo -placed as to be within view of one another. The 
Druid who officiated at the Cam-Fire, was called Carneach. 
The Fire was of dry wood preferved for that ufe ; it was an ex- 
piatory punifliment for criminals to ftand for a limited time 
betwixt two contiguous Fires, or to walk bare-footed thrice 
over the burning allies of a Carn-Fire. Mr To land thinks, that 
Si lius It al 1 cus alludes to this cuftom, when he makes Equa- 
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ms the Sabine to pafs through the Fire (if unhurt, it was a 
good omen, otherwife a bad) on Mount Sora&e in Italy, on 
whole top was Apollo’s Cam: as Virgil has it, JEncid 
Lib. XI. 

Siimme Deum, fantli cujlos SoraShs Apollo, 

Quern pritni colimus , cm Pineus at dor acerisb 
Pafcitur , et medium freti fietate per ignem 
Cultores multa premimus veftigia pruna . 

Poffibly the trial by Ordeal, pradtifed long in this country, 
had its rife from this cuftom of palfing through the Cam-Fire. 

I fhall now mention fuch veftiges of the Druid Cam-Fires 
and Feftivals, as I have obferved in this Country. 

One of their great Solemnities was in the month of March, 
when they gathered and confecrated the MHTeltoe of the Oak. 
On the 6th of the March Moon, a Pried, clad in white, climbed 
the tree, and cut the Mifleltoe with a golden bill, and others 
in white Handing round, received it ; after which they offered 
at their Cam-Fires with mirth. (Plin.) 

Jd vifcum Druid*, Druid* cantare folebant . Ovid. 

In the increafe of the March Moon, the Highlanders tut 
withs of the wood-bind that clings about the Oak. Tliefe they 
twill into a wreath or circle, and carefully preferve it till the 
next March. And when children are troubled with hedlick 
fevers, or when any one is confumptive, they make them pad 
through this circle thrice, by putting it over their heads and 
conveying it down about their bodies. The like they do to 
Cattle in lome didempers. This I have often feen. 

Another grand Solemnity was on May-dav. On the firft of 
May, they offered Sacrifice for the prefertation of their cattle; 
gj](j that day was held lacred to Pan or Baal, and was coni*; 
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monly called La Baal-Tine, corruptly “ Beltan-day” i. e. the Day 
of Baal’s Fire. Clear remains of this fuperftition I have been 
prefent at when a young boy<. 

Upon Mandy Tburfday, the feveral herds cut ftaves of Ser- 
vice Wood about three feet long, and put two crofs flicks 
into clefts in one end of the ftaff: Thefe ftaves they laid 
up till the Firft of May: On that day feveral herds met 
together ; Every one had two eggs, and a bannock or thick 
cake of oat meal crufted over with the yolks of eggs : They 
raifed a pile of dry wood or flicks on a hillock, and ftriking 
Fire with a flint they kindled the pile ; Then they made the 
Deas-Soil thrice round the Fire ; after which they roafted their 
eggs, and eat them with a part of the bread. The reft of the 
bread they brought home, to be eaten by the family ; and hav- 
ing adorned the heads of their ftaves with wild herbs, they fixed 
them on the tops, or above the doors of their feveral cotes ; 
and this they fancied would preferve the Cattle from Difeafes 
till next May. 

In the Highlands, the Firft Day of May is ftill called La Baal - 
tine. In the Armorie, a Prieft is called BJec, probably from 
Baal: and when one is in great danger, he is laid to be Edit 
da theine Bbeil, i. c. “ Between two Fires of Baal,” alluding 
to the punifhment above mentioned. 

The Mid-Summer Solemnity was celebrated in honour of Mm-Sou. 
Ceres, They made the Deas-Soil about their Fields of Corn, lemn^tt. 
with burning torches of wood in their hands, to obtain a bleP 
fing on their Corns. This I have often feen, more indeed in 
the Lowlands than in the Highlands. On Mid-Summer Eve, 
they kindle Fires near their Corn Fields, and walk round them 
with burning torches. 

. The like Solemnity vygs kept on the Eve of the firft of Novem- Hallow- 
ber, as a thankfgiving for the fafe in-gathering of the produce leunity. 
of the fields. This, I am told, but have not feen it, is obferved 
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in Buchan and other Countries, by having Hallow Eve Fires 
kindled on fome riling ground. 

In all thefe Solemnities they offered Sacrifices, and made the 
Deas-Soil round their Fires. It cannot be doubted, that they 
had Sacrifices of various forts; as precatory, to obtain bleflings; 
gratulatory, to fhew their thankfulnefs ; and expiatory, to 
attone for their fins. It appears from Lucan, that the Celt! 
and Gauls vSed human Sacrifices. 

Et quibus immitis , placatur [anguine dire , 

Teutates, horenfque, feris altaribus Hefus , 

El Ear anii, Scytbic <e non mitior at a Diana. 

Caefar, Pliny, and Tacitus allure us, that the Druids ufed 
fuch Sacrifices. Tacitus, Annal XIV. writes: “ The groves were 
“ cut down, which by the Druids were dedicated to fangui- 
“ nary and deteftable fuperftitions ; for here they facrificed 
** captives, and upon their altars, as an oblation, fpilt human 
“ blood.” What creatures they ufed in Sacrifice, or what pard- 
cular ceremonies, I have not learned. No doubt they ufed walk- 
ings and purgations, and clean clothes, as other people did.

tineas would not touch the Penates or the Sacra , before he 
wafhed.

The Scots Highlanders, not only put on clean clothes on the 
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Sabbath-day, as others do ; but in the morning of that day, they 
wafh (not in the houfe, but Flumine vivo ) in running water, and 
they call it Uifg Dombnich, i. e. “ Aqua Dominica.” 

The Druid Priests were Judges in all Caufes, Religious, Jodges. 
Civil, and Criminal ; and were exempted from attending war, 
paying taxes, &c. Their authority was great, their fentence 
final, and the contumacious were excluded from the Sacra, and 
pronounced Profane : Hence at their religious meetings they 
were removed, 

Procul, 0 Procul, ejle Profani /

This punilhment was fo fevere, that all avoided the conv* 
pany of the interdicted ; no one would converfe with them j 
they could enjoy no offices, nor receive honours. 

Cjesar fays, In Gaul the Druids, at a certain fealbn of the Their 

• • ftJ EE tin 

year, met in a conlecrated place, “ in finibus Garnutum,” and 
there decided controverfies. This place was Chartres Civitas 
Carnutum, fo called no doubt from the Druid Car ns. 

Their principal feats in Britain were, the Ifles of Angleley 
and Man. But they adminiftred juftice in every country, and 
fat fub diet on green hillocks. Such round hillocks are found 
in many places. Two remarkable ones Rands a little Weft of 
the Town of Elgin, and two ciofe by the Church of Petty. 

The Lowlanders call them Laws, becaule there the Law was 
given or promulgated. Such are North-Berwick Law, Innes 
Law, 8cc. The Highlanders call them Tom an Eracht, and 
Tom a Mboid ", i. e* “ The Court-hill.” I queftion not but the 
Mute-hill , (rather Moii bill) at Scone was of this fort : So were 
the Dani pads, near the river Carron in Stirlingshire. 

Every Druid Judge carried a Rod, as a Badge of Office Rob. 
and. authority,, called in Irilli, Slaite na Dt uidheatbd, r. e. “ The 
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“ Rod of Druidifm.” He had likewife an Egg hung about 
his neck, inchafed in gold, or other precious metal. The Eggs 
were faid to be Ova Auguinum , “ Eggs formed by Serpents 
and Pliny fays, They afcribed great virtues to them. It is con- 
fidently affirmed by the common people, that in Summer a 
number of Serpents meet, and work a certain flimy matter in- 
to a round ball with their mouths, of the colour of their own 
fkin. I have leen with Jugglers round painted balls, which 
they called Adder Stones, and with them they played feats. 
The Welfli call them Gleine na Druidhe , i. e. “ The Druids 
“ Glafs.” Thefe were but amulets of glafs or ftone. But the 
Phoenicians and Egyptians made the Egg an emblem of the 
principle of all things, and reprefen led it as coming out of the 
mouth of a Serpent. Hence came the Druids Egg. 

Among the Literati of the Druids, next to the Priefts, were 
the Vates or Eubages, called by the Celts and Irifli, Faidbe . 
Thefe were their Diviners and Phyficians. By fludying Natu- 
ral Philofophy, the influences of the Celeftial Bodies, and the 
qualities and virtues of Plants and Minerals, they might cure 
fome Difeafes, and foretell Events that depend upon a chain 
of Natural Caufes ; and on this account might be held in great 
efteem and veneration: But as the innocent name of Magi in 
the Eaft came to be taken in a bad fenfe, fo Druidhe and Druid- 
heachd came to be abufed, even to mean “ Sorcerer and Sor- 
“ eery.” 

The Bards were another Order of the Druids Literati. A 
B*rd in Celtic fignifies a ‘Poet . and Orator. They were, not 
only frequent in Gaul and Britain ; but Tacitus, de Mor. Germ. 
makes it probable, that they were common among the Germans. 

“ Sunt illis htcc quoque carmina, quorum relatu, quern Bardi- 
“ turn vocant, accendunt animos, futuraeque pugnsc fortunam, 
“ ipfo cantu augurantur.” When armies were to engage, the 
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Bard flood on fome eminence, and harangued them to roufe 
their courage. This was anciently much pradlifed in Scotland. 
As now the General makes a fpeech to his army before battle ; 
of old the Bards did fo, and.it was called Brofdugbadb Cath, i. e. 
“ An incentive to fight.” Di odorus obferves, that they were 
held in filch veneration, that if battle was begun, and a Bard 
appeiared and commanded iti both fides ceafed from fighting. 
They put the religious and moral inftrudtions into rhyme ; 
prefided in their mufic ; adled a part at feflivals ; recited Ge- 
nealogies at marriages and funerals ; and fung the praifes of 
their Heroes^ “ Bardi quidem, fortia virorum illuflrium fadla 
** heroicis compofita vCrfibus, cum dulcibus lyrae modulis can- 
** tilarunt. Ammian. lib. XV.” Lucan writes the lame. — But 
how honourable foever this Order might have been at firft, 
they afterward became ignorant, venal, and defpicable Buffoons. 
VALEsius, in Ammian. Marcellin. - lib. XV. well delcribes the 
modern Bards.' Ex his patet, Bardos nihil aliud fuifle quam 
“ Parafitas, planeque fimiles eorum quos Latini Scurras voca- 
“ bant : Utenim Scurr <e exercitumfequebantur, jocis ac gefticu- 
“ lationibits milites, inter convivia, delinere folitij ita ctiam 
“ BARbr.” 

There were likewife Female Druids, or Priestesses, who 
might perform fome ceremonies of their religion to women, in 
which it might not be decent to have men employed. And 
as all Druids frequented the groves, thefe Priestesses pro- 
bably were the Dryades and Hantadryadej “ The Nymphs of the 
** groves” celebrated by the Poets. And I doubt not but thele 

gave 


•- ^ ifrom thefe things \t appear s r that the Bards were nothing elfe but Para- 
ffp fites; aud like to tbofe whom the Latines galled Scurta or Buffoons : For as the 
4< Buffoons .followed the Army, and ufed to divert the Soldiers at their feaft*- 
** ing with jefts and gefticulations, lb alio did the Bards.”' 
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gave rife to the fancy that prevails among the ignorant, viz. 
That Fairy Women, or beautiful young girls, clad in green, with 
loofe diflievelled hair, frequented the Woods and Valleys. I 
have often heard men affirm, that they had feen and fpoken with 
fuch women. 

The Druids feem to have had among them fomeReclufes 
and Hermites. In the Ifles and on the Continent, there are 
many fmall Cells of Stone of a round figure, and each Cell capa> 
ble of accommodating one fingle perfon, called TV na Druididhe. 
i. e. “ The Druid’s houfe.” I have not obferved any fuch in this 
Province : But in theParifh of Old-Deer in Buchan, I am told 

1 , 

there is a Druid Circle on a hill, and on the defeent are the 
veftiges of about thirty Cells, which the people call “ The Pitt’s 
Houles,” polfibly a convent of Dr u i d Hermites. Thefe are dif- 
ferent from the Round Stone Edifices, twenty feet high and 
twelve broad, in Orkney, and Shetland, called Pitts boufes and 
Burghs. The Romans had little Towers, called Burgus t for keep- 
ing Military ftores ; and thefe Round Edifices might have been 
Specula t or Watch Towers, built by the Norwegians, when they 
came into thefe Iflands : Or they might have been Druid Temples. 
For asZoROASTREs taught the Perfian Magi to build Temples, 
in which they kept their Sacred Fire (Prid. Con. Vol. l.) ; ■ and 
as the Druid Religion was manifeflly derived from that of the 
Magians, the Druids might have had fuch Fire-Temples ; and 
it is certain that in Augustus’s reign they had Temples in 
France. Vitruvi us tells us, that antiently Temples were of a 
round form and open at top. “ * Cadi naturam imitati veteres, 
c ‘ imprimis rotundis (feiz. Templis) funt delettati; acdificiafub 
** dio hypethraque conflituuntur, Casio, et Soli, et Luna:.” 

The 


* " The Ancle? ts, in itaring the ftn dure of the Heavens, delighted chiefly in 
u Rourd Terr pies, and buil t v eir Edifices in the open air, dedicated to the Hca*- 
u vens, the Sun, and theMuon.” 
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The Hound Edifice open at top, on the river Carron near 
Falkirk, was not the Temple of Terminus, as Buchanan calls 
it,; nor a Roman place of anna and Enfigns, as Gordon in his 
Itioerarium thinks;. There have been found near it the Horns 
of a Bulk and. -a Patera tjfed in. facrifices (Syb. Hi ft. of Stirling- 
Shirt) which fhe wait was a Temple ; and more properly a. Druid 
than a Rot$an Temple : For above Tayn in Rofs are fuch round 
tapering edifices, open at top ; yet the Romans never built 
there.. ; In that, part of Rofs, Ptolemy places the Cr cones , fo 
called from Cruin, i. e. “ Round.”. And the Pi£ls were called 
Cruinidh, u e. “ The round people becaule their places of 
worfhip, their Cams, their Temples, and the Hillocks on which 
the Djuj i ds {at as Jpdges, were all of a round form, as emblems 
of the Sun, the object of their worfiiip. 

The .Dei ties worlhipped by the Druids, are mentioned by 
.C^sae.., Three of them are mentioned page 234. viz. Teu ta- 
xes, Hjesus, artd Taranis. ^Xeu.tates was called by the 
Britain’s Taitb Diun, i. e. “ Mercury the God of Journies or Ty- 
tad, t. e. “ The F ather of the Hoafe;” and prefides over the Lares 
and Penates. H*sus fHeb. Strong, Might) was their Supreme 
Deity,, and reprefepted by, ap .Oak. , TaRAN is was the Deity 
'of;the,Air^as.TEUTATEs : \vas of the Earth, called farain Thor, 
Tor. In C<il tic and Britifh far an fignifies “ Thunder Hence 
Jupiter Taranis. ; The Earl of Moray’s feat of Tarnua is in 
Irifh Taranich ; probably becaufe fome Druid Carn or Circle there 
was dedicated to Jupiter Taranis. An von a was the Deity of 
the Water, fo called, by the Gauls: And in Irifh Anfana, fignifies 
“ The raging of the Sea.” Let me add Apollo Carn i us, fo 
called probably from the Druid Cams ; and the feaft in honour 
of him was called Carnea ; and the Month of May, Carnius Mcnfts . 
It was ufual with the Romans, to their own names of their 
Gods to add the names or attributes under which they went 

in 
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in the countries where the Romans at the time dwelt : Hence 
alfo Apol lo was called Gr annus. In the reign of Queen Mary 
of Scotland, there was digged up, in the lands of Merchiftoun, 
a Hone, in the fliape of an altar ftone, infcribed ** APOLLINt 
“ GRANNO Q. LUS1US SABIN I ANUS PRbC. AUG.V. S. 
« S. L. V. M.” i. e. w Votum fufceptum folvit Lnbens merito.” 
Cambden obferves, that this Apollo Grannus was ihe' Apdlo 
Akerfecomes of the Grecians, i. e. “. Having lortg Hairi M Grannus 
may come from the Irifh 'Grrari, i. e. “ The Sun,*?Tand in that 
language Grianach , fignifies “ Hairy or fpreading Half like the 
« fcattered Beams of the Sun/* The Romans, when inBritain, 
gave Apol lo that name. 1 ‘ ; j ,• 

In fpeaking of the Dru id Priefts, Prieflefles, ^ates, -Bards, 
Circles, Cams, &c. I have all along obferved, t£e veftigds of 
thefe, which are to be as yet met with in this Province. I (hall 
now add an account of fome Superftitious Cuftoms ftill pradifed 
in this country, and which fedn ro have had their rife front the 

Druids. ' ' ' ‘ ' ' 

In Hedick and'Confurtiptive Difeafes, they pare the- nails of 
the fingers and toes of the Patient, put thefe parings into a rag 
cut from his clothes, then wave their hand with the rag thrice 
round his head crying Dtas-Soil , after which they bury' the .rag 
in fome unknown place. ; I have fech this done : And Pliny, in 
bis Natural Hiftory, mentions it a4 pradifed by the Magians Or 
Druids of his time. - 

When a Contagious Difeafe enters anldpg Catlle, the Fire is 
extirtguifhed in feme* villages Ground: Then f they Forcd Fire 
with a wheel, or by rubbing a piece of dry wood upon another, 
and therewith burn. Juniper in the flails of the Cattle, that the 
fmoke may purify the air about them: They likewife boil Juni- 
per in water, which they fprinkle upon the Cattle. "This done, 
the Fires in the houfes are rekindle; cl from the Forced Fire.

All this, I have feen done; and it is no doubt a Druid 
C uftom. 

, They narrowly obferve the Changes of the Moon, and will 
not fell wood, cut turf or fuel, or thatch for houfes, or go upon 
any expedition of importance, but at certain periods of the re- 
volution pf that Planet: So the Druids avoided, ifpoffible, to 
fight, till after the Full Moon. (D/Wor.) 

They Divine by Bones ; Having picked the flefh clean off a 
fhoulder-blade of mutton, which no iron mull touch, they 
turn towards the Eaft, or the Rifing Sun, and looking fteadily 
on the tranfparent Bone, pretend to foretell deaths, burials, 
^&c. This OJleomateia was much pradlifed among the Heathens : 
And the Druids confulted the entrails and bones of animals, 
even of human victims. (Tacit. Annali\.) I have fpoken of 
their regard to Omens page 240. 

^t. burials they retain many Heathenifh pra<ftices ; fuch as 
Mufic and Dancing at Like-wakes, when the neareft relations 
of the deceafed dance firft. At Burials, mourning women 
chant the Coronach, or mournful extemporary rhymes, reciting 
the valorous deeds, expert hunting, &c. ot the deceated. 
When the corpfe is lifted, the bed-ftravv, on which the deceaf- 
' ed lay, is carried out and burnt in a place where no bead can 
come near it; and they pretend to find next morning, in the 
aflies, the print of the foot of that perfon in the family, who 
. (hall firft die. 

They believe, that the material world will be cleftroyed by 
Fire. So general Ls this perfuafion, that when they would ex- 
prefsthe End of Time, they fay Gu Braith, i. e. “ To theConfla- 
** gration, or Deftruction.” 

The ufe which the Dr u ids made of Juniper, and their regard 
to the changes of the Moon, fhew that they were no ftrnngersto 
the virtues of Plants, and the influences of the Caileftial bodies. 

I i I 
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I fcarce need obferve, that throughout this Kingdom, many 
places have their names, and fome perfons their furnames, froiA 
the Druid Cards, Cams, &c. as Baird, Carnie, Moni-bhafd, Tulli- 
bardin, Carn-wath , Carn-crofs, &c. 

Many more of the Druid cufloms may be feen InCefar, 
Pliny, Tacitus , Amminianus , Marcellinus, &c. But I have men- 
tioned only thefe cufloms, of which I have feed mamfeft re- 
mains in this Province : 

I (hall now conclude this article with obferving, that any one 
who reads the account given by Dean Prideaux ( Con.Vol . I.) 
of the Religion of the Magians in the Eafl, will find {hat 
Druidism had a near refemblance of it: And it is to me no 
lefs apparent, that both Magianifm and Druidifm are borrow- 
ed, in many particulars, from the Patriarchal arid Jewifh plan 
of Religion. I fhall mention a few of thefe particulars : They 
owned one Supreme Being : Ufed no Images or Statues : Ufed 
Sacrifices: And in high places, under fpreadirig oaks, and 
with Sacred Fire, at firfl worflxipped fub dio : Afterwards 
built Temples. Compafled their altars by going Deas-Soil 
round them. The Priefls were Inflrudlors of youth : Had 
their academies and fchools in retired high places : They had 
many ablutions and purgations : They had a Rod of Office ; 
and had mourning women at Burials. I might add feveral al- 
liances more in which the Druids feem to have borrowed 
from the Patriarchs and Jews. This Druidism was the Reli- 
gion of the Scots and Pi&s, as it was of the Gauls and Bri- 
tains, before the Light of the Gospel of Christ was made to 
fhine among them : And this leads me to 
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Sect., II, The Primitive Chrijlian Church. 

H OW early, and at what particular time, the Gospel of Christia- 
Christ was firft made known in Scotland, I will not cdln Scot- 
pretend to determine. Here the Roman writers are lilent : land * 
Gildas, Bede, and Nennius do not touch this queftion. The lofs 
of the Pi&ifli records and writings, the want of ancient records 
of the Scottiflx Church, render it difficult to throw any light 
on this fubjedt. What is faid of King DonaId r s converfion 
A. D. 203, and of Regulus* arriving at Muk-Rofs (now St An- 
drews) about anno 370, is very uncertain ; and yet I fee it 
no way improbable, that in the third and fourth Centuries 
Christianity had fure footing in North Britain. “ Britan- 
“ norum inaccefla Romanis loca, Christo tamen fubdita. ,r ' 

But as Pagan Druidifm muft have been gradually, and not all 
at once, rooted out ; fo the Chriftian Faith muft have been gra- 
dually fpread : And indeed the grpfs ignorance which, till of 
late, prevailed, and the many Heathenifli cuftoms that remain- 
ed in fome parts of the Kingdom, fliew abundantly, that 
the knowledge of Christ advanced by very flow paces. 

The firft Teachers and Minifters of the Chriftian Faith in Keledeb*. 

/ > ♦ * * > . ■ 1 ■ j . . . , t > , ■ 

Scotlaind were Prefbyters, or Preaching Elders, called in the 
Scottifh language K el ed ees. Our Hiftorians, not underftand- 
ing the language, have called them CulJei, q. d. “ Cultores Dei,” 
and they derive Kil, from Celia the Hut , or “ Houle of the 
“Teacher.” But any one converfant with antient- writings, 
will eafily dilcuyer the miftake, and find that they are never 
called CulLi, but uniformly Keledci ; a word compounded of 
Ceile or Keile, i. e. “ A Servant, or one devoted,” and Die (in 
the genitive De) u e. God, q. d. “ A iervant of God, or one 

1 i z ' *t devoted. 
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“ devoted to him.” A Church or place of Worfhip was called 
Kil t becaufc it was fet a-part for Divine Service. When the 
Church of Rome dedicated Churches to their Legendary Saints, 
the word Kil was prefixed to the Saint’s name, as Kil-Mhuir, 
Kil-Mbilie, i. e. “ dedicated to Mary and Milefius.” 

Thefe Keledees and Primitive Chriflians In Scotland, were 
men of great Piety, and, for many ages, prelerved. the Doc- 
trines of Religion, pure and untnixt with any Roniifli leaven. 
Bede’s words, though a zealous Romanifl, fiiew this: ** * Ve- 
“ rum qualifeunque ipfe (Columba, who came into Scotland, 
“ anno 565) fuit, nos hoc de illo certum tenemus, quod reli- 
“ quit fucceffores, magna continentia ac divino amore, regulari- 
** que inftitutione, infignes. In tempore quidem fummae 
“ feftivitatis, dubios circulos fequentes, utpote quibus longe 
“ ultra orbem pofitis, nemo Synodalia Pafchalis obfervantix 
“ decreta porexerat. Tantum ea quae in Propheticis, Evange- 
“ licis, et Apoftolicis Literls, . dilcere poterant, pietatis et 
“ caftitatis opera, diligenter obfervantes.” ! 

This at once (hows their purity and freedom from Romifli 
errors ; that they believed and taught only what is contained 
in the writings of the Prophets, Evangelifts and ApofUes. And 
it evinces, that the Chriftians in Scotland did not confider Rome 
as their Mother Church ; otherways they would have early and 
fondly adopted all the innovations and ulages of that Church, 

from 


* But whatfoever he was himfdf, this we know of him for certain, that he 
M left Succeflors renowned for much continency, the love of God, and regular ob- 
u fervance. It is true, they followed uncertain rules in the obfervation of the 
€ * great Feftival, as having none to bring them the Synodical Decrees for the 
«« obfervation of Eafter, by reafon of their being feated fo far from the rdt of 
cc the world ; therefore only pr ift'fing fuch works of piety and chaftity, as they 
could learn from the Prophetical, Evangelical, and Apofliolical writings.* 
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from which they had received their religion. But it was not 
without a great ftruggle, and not till the year 715, that the 
Scots fubmitted to the Romifh innovations, as to Pafcb , the Ton- 
fare, &c. And poffibly it was from the Clerical Tonfwc, that 
the word Maol came to be prefixed to fome names. The Maol. 
word fignifies “ A Servant,” and alfo Bare , Bald : So Maol-Coluim, 
Maol-Riogb , is “ Colnmba the fervant, or the Ihaveling “ Re- 
“ gulus the fervant or the Ihaveling.” The Irilh likewile 
prefix the word, Maith , /. e. “ Good As Maith Recbard , Maith Maith. 
Calcn , is the fame as ‘‘ St Richard, St Colen.” 

I have mentioned thefe things to explain the names of 
Churches and Chapels in this Province ; fuch as Kil-Tarlatie, Kil- 
Cbuiman, Maitb-Recbard, Maitb-Calen. 

Having met with nothing peculiar to this country in the Pri- 
mitive State of the Chriflian Church, I go on to 


Sect. Ill- The Romifh or Popijb Chur cl).. 

I T was by flow degrees, that the Church of Rome got her The Popish 
innovations and corruptions introduced into this King- ChurcH * 
dom. Some few of her Superftitious Cuftoms were adopted 
in the eighth century ; but before the eleventh century, 
we had no Diocefian Bifhops except one, viz. of St. An- 
drews ; He was not properly Diocefian, for he was defigned 
Epifcopus Scotia or Scatorum. In the fame century it was, that 
Romifii Monks and Friars were brought in, as a militia or 
an army, to fupport the Romilh Bilhops, and to root out the 
antient Keledees, and propagate the poilon of Popery : Yet 
it was not before the twelfth century, and the reign of King 
David I. that the Popifli Clergy or Doclrines got any fure 
footing. Richard Prior of Hexham, writing De hello Standardi 

anno 
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anno 1138 (the time when he lived), fays of the Scots. “ * Illi. 
“ vero diu a Cifalpina, imo fere ab univerfa Ecclefia difcor- 
“ dantes exofse memorise Petro Leoni (N. He was at that time 
“ Anti-Pope) et apoftafisc ejus nimium favifle videbantur. 
“ Tunc vero divina gratia infpirati, mandata Innocentii 
** Papse et Legatum ejus, omnes unanimiter cum magna ve- 
** neratione fufceperunt.” 

The Papifls divide their Clergy into Regular and Se- 
cular : And I fliall treat of both, as I have found them in this 
Province ; beginning with 

L The REGULAR CLERGY. 

Thefe were fo called, becaufe they were bound to live, by 
the Rule of St. Augufline, or St. Bennet ; or by fbme pri- 
vate flatutcs approved by the Pope. They lived, mefled, 
and flept under one roof. Thefe were numerous in this 
Province. -I fhall fpeak of them under the diftindions of 
Abbey, Priory, Convent, Prjeceptory, Ministry and 
Chaplainry. 


An ABBEY 

Isa fociety of Monks or Friars, wher^qf the Abbqt (in Heb. 
Ab or Abba, i. e. “ Father’’) is the Head or Ruler. Some 
Abbots were independent of , the Bifhop, a.pd freed from his 

juriididion : 


# <c But they differing long from the Cifalpine, and almoft from the whole 
“ Church, feemed to favour too much Peter Leo of abandoned memory, and his 
u Apoftacy. Bui then being infpired by Divine Grace, they ad unanimoufly, and 
“ with great veneiauon, received the commands of Pope Inn^c^nt and Ms 
Le^ates. ,> 
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jurifdi&ton : Thefe were called Mates exetnpti. Some were 
invefted with Eprfcopal power, and wore a mitre, and were 
c&fted “ Sovereign (Mitred Abbots,” and had a feat in Par- 
liament. The Mates Exempli might difcipline and punifli 
their Monks ; But Abbots, fubjedt to the BiQiop, muft lubmit 
them to his authority. We had but one Abbey in Moray : 

Viz. Tliht of 

Xinloss. The Abbot of which Was mitred, and had a Kinross 
feat in Parliament. It Was founded by King David I, i2mo Abbet * 
Kal. Jariuarii Anno 1 1 50, and confirmed by the Pope’s Bull 
anno 1 174 (Append. No. XXVI.). The Monks were of the Cif- 
tertian- or Bernardine Order, called Monachi Albi t becaufe all their 
clothes were white, except a black Cowl and Scapulary. 

King David endowed the Abbey with lands; and King William itsEREc* 
added many more, particularly all the lands of Stryla, or Strath- T,0N * 304 
Yla, near Keith. (Append. No. XXVII.). I have perufed a 
Bull in favour of this Abbey, by Honorlus, anno 1216, Pontif. Land*. 
3?jo, ratifying its lands and pofleflions, particularly, “*Locus 
« in quo monafterium fixum eft, cum pertinentiis ; Grange de 
“ Kinlofs, cum pertinentiis ; Grange de Weft, cum pertinen- 
“ tiis ; Pofleflio de Crumbachin ; Pofleflio de Banefef ; Pofleflio 
** de Invernis ; Pofleflio de Inver narin ; Pofleflio in Forres ; Po£ 

“ feflio de Elgin ; Pofleflio de Aberdin ; Pofleflio de Berwick.” 

Other pofleflions are named in the Bull ; but the parchment is 
fo fpoiled, and the writing fo defaced, that they cannot be read, 
but may be fupplied aa follows : The Abbey lands, out of 
Which Mr Brodie of Lethin receives Feu Duties, are : the Ba- 
' rony 


* “ The place in which the Monaftry is fixed, with its pertinents ; Grange of 
** Kinlofs, with its pertinents ; Well Grange, with its partinents ; a fmall farm in 
“ Crumbachin; another in Banff, Invcrnefs, Nairn, Forres, Elgin, Aberdeen, and 
“ Berwick.” 
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rony of Muirtown ; the Miln of Kinlofs, Windy-hills, Coltfield, 
Weft Grange, and Mill ; the lands of Burgie ; all Hempriggs ; 
the Crofts and Houfe of Kinlofs ; Kirktoun lands of Ordies ; 
Freefield in Elchies ; all Ballendallach’s lands of Struthers ; 
Meikle and Little Tanachy ; Town of Forres and their Fifh- 
ing ; Burds-Yards; Kincorth’s, Grangehills, and Coulbin’s 
Filhing ; Rofe of Newton’s lands near Nairn ; Braco’s lands in 
Stryla ; Lands of Lichnet ; Kinminitie’s lands in Stryla ; Lands 
of Edingieth ; Lands of Glengerrock ; lever al lands belonging 
to Lord Findlater ; Grange in Stryla ; the lands of Ellon ; be* 
fides Lethen’s lands of Kinlofs, and the Precinrt of the Abbey. 

The Revenues of the Abbey anno 1561, in Money, Virtual, 
&c. were L. 1152: 1. Bear and Meal 47 chalders 11 bolls 
1 firlot 3 pecks: Oats 10 bolls 3 firlots : Wedders 34: Geefe 
41 : Capons 60 : Poultry 125. From which was dedurted. To 
fourteen Monks for habile ; lilver to each, fifty (hillings per 
annutn : For fifh and flelh to each ten pence per diem : For 
fire, butter, candle, fpicery, and lentron meat L. 1 2 : For bread 
and drink per annum, to each 19 bolls 1 firlot 2 pecks, and 
L. 40 to Mr John Ferrarius for his penfion, which he had un- 
der the Seal of the Abbey, annually during life, ( Book of sljjump. 
anno 1561 and 15^3.). This fpecimen (hews, how fumptuouf- 
ly thcfe pretendedly mortified Monks lived ; and much more 
fo their Abbots and Priors. 

The Abbey ftood in a fertile foil, at the head of the Loch, or 
Bay of Findhorn : No doubt the buildjngs were fumptuous, but 
no judgement can now be formed from the remaining ruins. 
In the years 1651 and 1652, Alexander Brodie of Lethin, pro- 
prietor of Kinlols, fold the ftones to the Enghfh, and with them 
the Citadel of Invernefs was built. (Reg. Predatory of Forres. ). 
The Abbot had a Regality within the Abbey Lauds. He had 
Granges or Farms, with detached Monks to overfee them, at 

Eaft 
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Eaft and Weft Grange, and at Grange in Stryla. I find in 
the writings of the family of Weftfield, that the Abbot had a 
procefs of fpulzie again ft Sir Alexander Dunbar of Weftfield, 
who died 1 576, for taking out of the Abbey, a Laver weigh- 
ing 240 ounces of filver, and 22 feather beds, with other 
pieces of plate and furniture. 

Upon the diflolution of the Religious Houles, Mr Edward 
Bruce was made Commendacor of Kinlofs. The King would 
not want the Votes of Abbots and Priors in Parliament, and 
therefore prelented Laics to the Benefices when vacant, who, 
by way of Commendam, enjoyed the profits, and lat in Parlia- 
ment. But this Ufufruttuary poflelfion, as Titulars, gave no 
right to the Lands ; and therefore they got them eredted into 
Temporary Lordfhips. Edward Bruce was created Lord of 
Kinlofs, and got the fuperiority of the other Abbey Lands. Afce- 
linus was the firft Abbot ; Renerius the fecond ; and Robert Reid 
was the laft. I now go to 

The PRIORIES. 

Of thefe we had three, viz. At Urquhart, Pluscarden Priories. 
and Kingussie. At firft the Prior was but the Ruler of 
the Abbey, under the Abbot who was Primus in the Mona- 
ftery ; and the Prior was no Dignitary. But afterwards, a Mo- 
ther-Abbey detached a party of its Monks, and obtained a lettle- 
menl for them in fome other place ; and becoming a feparate 
Convent, a Prior was fet over thenl; and their Houle was 
called Celia Grangia , or Obedient ia, denoting that they depended 
on a Superior Monaftery. This was called a Conventual Prior, 
and was a Dignitary; but a Prior in the Abbey was only a 
Clauftral Prior. The oldeft in this Province was, 

K k The 
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The Priory of Urquhart founded by King David I. anno 
1 r 25, in honour of the Trinity. It was a Cell of Dunfermline, 
planted with Benediftine or Black Monks, of the Order of 
Fleurie. King Dav j d endowed it liberally, granting “ *Pr i or i 
“ et Fratribus ibidem Deo fervientibus, Fochopirper fuas redias 
“ divifas, et communionem pafcuum animalium, et unam pif- 

cariam in Spe, et in firma Burgi de Elgin viginti folidos, 
“ et de dominiis hominibus eorum qui funt in Fochopir, redli- 
“ tudinem pifcb quae ad Thayn pertinet. et decimam Cani de 
“ Ergathel, et de Muireff, et placitorum, et totius lucri ejufdem 
“ Ergathel, Pethenach juxta Erin per fuas redlas divifas, et 
“ fcalingas de Fethineclitin, et omnes redtitudines quas Mona- 
“ chi dc Dunfermline in Muireff habere folebant.” All the 
lands now called the Lordfhip of Urquhart, the village and 
lands of Fochaber, the lands of Penic near Aldern, .the lands 
of Dalcrofs, a fifliing on Spey, pertained to this Priory ; as did 
the patronage of Urquhart, Beilie, and Dalcrofs. 

The revenues of this Priory were not given up anno 1563, 
fo I can give no account of them. The Priory lands were 
eredled in a Regality. The Building flood in a hollow North 
Eafl of the Church of Urquhart ; but fcarce any veflige thereof 
remains. In the year 1565, Alexander Seaton, fon to Lord 
Seaton, was made Commendator of Plufcarden ; and 3d Au- 
gufl 1591 he was created Lord Urquhart, and Earl of Dunferm- 
line anno 1605: But Earl James being forfeited anno 1690,

# u ToehePiuoR and Brethren there fervirg God, Fochopir by its right 
€< divifions, and comnmntv of pafture, and one fifliing in Spev, and twenty fhii- 
“ lings in the Bn»-gh of l.lgin, and a right of the fifinng which belongs toThain, 
u in the ] ands of the people of Fochopir; and the ttind of the Cain of Argyle

^ rights which the Monks of Dunfermline wtre wont to have in Moray.* 
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Seaton of Barns claimed the Lordfhip of Urquhart ; and about 
the year 1730 it was purchafed by the Family of Gordon. 

Next erected was. 

The Priory of Pluscarden, which was founded by King A- Pluscar* 
lexander II. 1230, in honour of St Andrew, and named Vallis DEN Pnory 
Sti Andrew. . It was planted by Monacbi Vallis Caulium, a reform Its Ere&ioa 
of the CHlercians brought into Scotland by Bifhop Malvoifin of 
St Andrews, and fettled in Plufcarden, Beaulie and Ardchatton. 

They were different from the Camaldnlians, or Monacbi Vallis 
Umbrofe, who were properly Hermits. Of the Monacbi Vallis 
Caulium, only the Prior and Procurator were allowed to go 
without the PrecinCh The Monks of Plufcarden, at firft indc=- 
'•pendent, afterwards becoming vicious,, the Priory was re>- 
formed and made a Cell of Dunfermline. 

By the munificence of our Kings and great men, the Priory Lands, 
became very rich. The whole valley of Plufcarden, three 
miles in length, in the parifli of Elgin ; the lands of Old-Miln* 
near the town of Elgin •, fome lands in Durris, and the lands of 
Grangehill belonged to it. At this laft place the Prior had 
a Grangia and a Cell of Monks. Likewife the milns of Old- 
Mills near Elgin pertained to the Priory. The town lands 
were thirled to thole Milns, and Omnia gratia crefccntia cum all at is 
et inveftis, were to be grinded at thefe Milns. King Robert 
Bruce alfb gave the Priory a Fifhing on the river of Spey. 

The Revenue of the Priory, as given up anno 1563, was as Revenues...

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The Buildings flood four miles South-weft from the town of 
Elgin, near the entry of the valley, at the foot of the North 
Hill, which reverberating the Sun-beams renders the place 
very warm. The walls of the Precinft are ahnoft entire, and 
make near a fquare figure. The Church ftands about the 
middle of the fquare ; a fine edifice in the form of a crofs, with 
a fquare tower in the middle, all of hewen afler. The ora- 
tory and refedlory join to the South end of the Church, un- 
der which is the dormitory. The Chapter Houle is a piece 
of curious workmanfhip ; an Oftogonal Cube, whereof the 
vaulted roof is fupported by one pillar. The lodgings of the 
Prior and Cells of the Monks were all contiguous to the Church, 
Within the Precinfl were Gardens and Green Walks. In a 
word, the remains of this Priory fhew, that thofe Monks lived * 
in a ftately palace, and not in mean cottages. 

The Prior was Lord of Regality within the Priory lands, 
and had a diftinft Regality in Grangehill, called “ The Re- 
“ gality of Staneforenoon.” At the Reformation, Sir Alex- 
ander Seaton, afterwards Earl of Dunfermline, was anno 1 565 
made Commendator of Plufcarden. He difponed the Church 
lands of Durris and the patronage (Vid. page 132) and the 
lands of Grangehill (Vid. page 98) and the Barony of Pluf- 
carden and Old Mills, 23d February 1595, to Kenneth Mac- 
Kenzie of Kintail, who got a Novo Damns , dated 1 2th March 
1607, of that Barony, “ * Cum omnibus et fingulis decimis 
“.garbalibus totarum et integrarum terrarum et Baroniae, cum 
** fuis pertinentiis, quae a Stipite, le Stock, earundem nuuquam 
“ feparatae fuere, et quarum Prior et Conventus,. eorumque 

“ Prede- 

* “ With all and fundry the Teind-fheaves of the whole Land, and Barony, 

“ with their pertinents, which were never feparated from the Bock, and ot which 
“ the Prior and Convents and their predeceflors, were in pofleffion in all tim& 

** pad.” 
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** Predeceflbres, in pofteflione, omnibus temporibus praiteritis, 
** exftltere.” May 9th 1633, George of Kintail brother and 
heir of the faid Kenneth, difponed the Barony to his brother 
Thomas MacKenzie From whom Sir George MacKenzie of 
Tarbet evidted it, by a charter of apprifing anno 1 649, and 
difponed it anno 1662 to the Earl of Caithnefs and Major 
George Bateman. The Earl transferred his right to the Major 
anno 1 664 ; and the Major fold the whole Barony to Ludo- 
wick Grant of Grant anno 1677. Here let it be remarked, 
that Alexander Brodie of Lethin, father-in-law to Grant, paid 
the purchafe money L. 5000 Sterling, and Grant poflefled Pluf- 
carden only as tutor of truftee for his fecond fbn James, and 
in 1709 refigned in his favour. From the faid James Grant, 
(the late Sir James) William Duff of Dipple purchafed it 
anno 1710 ; and now it is the property of the Earl Fife. 

The Priory of Kingusie in Badenoch was founded by 
George Earl of Huntley about the year 1490. Of what Order 
the Monks were, or what were the revenues of the Priory, I 
have not learned. The Prior’s houfe and the cloyfters of the 
Monks flood near the Church, where fbme remains of them 
are to be fecn. The few lands belonging to it, were the do- 
nation of the family of Huntley ; and at the Reformation were 
juftly re-afTnmed by that Family. I now proceed to 

The CONVENTS, &c. 

The Convents of Monks, Friars and Nuns within this 
Province. The Monks and Friaks differed in this, that the 
former were feldom allowed to go out of their Cloyfters j but 
the Friars, who were generally predicants or mendicants, tra- 
velled about and preached in neighbouring parifhes. Monks, 

at 
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at firfi: lived by their induftry, and by private alms, and came 
to the parilh Church. But a reclufe life was not fo ferviceable 
to the Romifli Church; and therefore Friars were under 
little confinement. Every Monk and Friar ufed the Tonfure 
or Shaved Crown; an emblem, they laid, of their hope of a 
Crown of Glory. They vowed chaftity, poverty, and obe- 
dience, befides the rules of their refpedive Orders. They had 
few Convents in this Country. 

The Dominicans, called Black-Friars, becaufe they 
wore a Black Crofs on a white gown, were inftituted by Do- 
mini c a Spaniard who invented the Inquilition, were approv- 
ed by the Pope anno 1215, and brought into Scotland by 
Bilhop Malvoifin. Thefe, with the Francifcan Gray-Friars, 
and Carmelite White Friars, were Mendicants, allowed to preach 
abroad, and beg their fubfiftence. The Dominicans, notwith- 
ftanding their profefled poverty, had fifteen rich Convents in 
Scotland. And we had their Convents at Elgin, Forres, and 
Invernefs. 

The Franciscans, called Gray-Friars, wore a Gray 
Gown and Coul, a rope about their middle, and went about 
with pocks to beg. St Franc 1 s an Italian eftablilhed them 
anno 1206. King Alexander II. fettled a Convent of. them in 
Elgin, where they had a fpacious Church and fine dwellings.. 
Their principal houle is. now. the feat of William King of Newr 
miln. I may adcl, 

The Grey-Sisters, or Nuns of Sienna in Italy. They 
wore a Grey Gown and a rochet, followed St Auftin’s rule, 
and were never to go forth of their Cloyllers, after they had 
made their vows. They had a Nunnery at Yrcolum-kill, de- 
dicated 
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dicated to St Or an ; and at Sheens, i. e. de Sienna, near Edin- 
burgh, confecrated to St Catharine de Sienna. It is probable 
they had a Convent at Elgin, where there are plots of land, 
called “ St Katharine’s Crofts.” 

The Preceptor y of MA IS ON DIEU. 

Near Elgin, was an Hofpital for entertaining Strangers, and 
maintaining Poor Infirm People. The Hofpital flood clofe to 
the town at the Eaft, where fome parts of the buildings remain. 
The lands of this Hofpital granted to the town of Elgin by 
King James VI.' by charter 2 2d March 1594, confirmed ultimo 
Februarii 1620, for maintaining Poor People, and fuflaiuing a 
Teacher of Church Mufic, who fhall precent in the Church. 
King Alexander III. mortified the lands of Monben and Kel-' 
Jes to this Hofpital ( appendix N° XV.J and King Charles I. by 
his charter to the town of Elgin, 8th October 1 633, confirms to 
them, “ The Preceptory of Maifon Dieu, with the patronage 
“ thereof, and all belonging thereto, with the arable lands of 
“ Maifon Dieu, and the crofts and pertinents thereof; the lands 
“ of Over and Neither Monben with the haugh thereof called 

Broomtown ; the lands of Bogfide, with the miln thereof, 
“ mill-lands, acHlri&ed multures and fequels; the lands of Car- 
“ dells Over and Nether, alias Fitcroy, Delnapot, Smiddy 
“ croft, with the miln, miln-lands, multures and fequels there* 
“ of; with the Salmon fifhing on the water of Spey ; and the 
** lands of Over and Neither Pitinfeir.” 

St NICHOLAS’ HOSPITAL. 

Another (itch Hofpital, called St Nicholas Hospi tal, flood 
on the eaft bank of Spey, at the boat of Bridge, where fome 
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remains of the buildings may be feen. Muriel de Pollock gave 
the lands of Inverorkile, for building a houfe there {Appendix, 
No II.) Andrew Bifliop of Moray gave the Church of Rothes 
with its pertinents to this Hofpital ( Appendix , No IV.) Walterus 
de Moravia filius Willielmi granted to it the lands of Agyn- 
way {Char, Mor .) and King Alexander II. anno 1232, granted 
four merks annually of the farm of the Mills of Nairn for main- 
taining a Chaplain. {Appendix, No III.) The lands of this Hoft 
pital are now the property of feveral Gentlemen. 

TEMPLAR and JOHANNITE Knights. 

I lhall add a few things concerning the Templar and Jo- 
hannite Knights. 

The Temp lars were religious Knights eftablifhed at 
Jerufalem about the year 1118, and vowed to defend the 
Temple, and to guard and entertain Pilgrims and Stran- 
gers. They wore a white habite with a red crols, and were 
called by fome the Red-Friars* They became immenfely rich, 
had above 9000 houfes in Europe, and the Croft of the Order 
was on the top of every houfe. They had fome lands in Ar- 
derfier and a jurifdidlion of Regality. In 1312, the Pope and 
the King of France fupprefTed this Order, and, under pretence 
of abominable crimes and errors, caufed deftroy the Knights 
in one night, then fhared their riches, and gave a part of the 
lands to the Johan n 1 tes. The Templars had a houfe in 
the town of Elgin : and at Kinnermonie in Aberlaure, there 
are the walls of an old Gothic houfe, and the tradition of the 
country is, that it was a religious houfe, and that all the religi- 
ous in it were maflacred in one night. 

The 
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The Johannites had their rife from fome Neapolitan Mer- Johan- 
chants, whom the Calif of Egypt permitted to build a houfe NITES ‘ 
at Jerufalem for the reception of Pilgrims. In 1 1 04, Godfrey 
of Bouillon allowed a Temple and Hofpital to be built in ho- 
nour of St John ; and hence the Knights took their name. 

They wore a black robe with a white crofs. Being driven by 
the Saracens and Turks out of Paleftine,- Cyprus and Rhodes, 

Charles V. Emperor, in ;i534, gave them the Bland of Malta; 

Hence they were called The KnigHts of Malta. They had 
lands in almoft all Chriftian countries. Their chief feat in 
Scotland was at Torphichen ; and King Malcolm IV. gave 
them “ Unum toftum in . quolibet burgo tQtius terrae fuse.” 

They had a houfe in the town of Elgin : But at the Reformation 
anno 1 560, the Order was abolished. 

II. The SECULAR CLERGY. 

Thefe were fo called, becaufe, being the Parifh Minifters, $ ECDLAR 
they lived abroad in the world, and were not fhut up in Con- Cumcr. 
vents and Cloyfters as the Regulars were. We had two Bi- 
ftiop’s Sees or Seats in this Province, Murthlac and Moray : And 
the Bifhops of thefe, with their Inferiors, were the Secular 
Clergy. 

The BISHOPRIC of MURTHLAC. 

The Bifhopric of Murthlac. with the time and occafion of u rSH0PRIC 
its ere&ion, is mentioned by Fordun, Lip.' IV. cap. 44. in vita ofJv.oRTH- 
Malcolm. II. “ * Nov, am Epifcopalem conflituir fedem apud LAC ' 

“ Murthlac, non procul a loco quo, fuperatis Norwegenfibus, 

LI vufta- 

* “ He ere&ed a new Bi (hop’s See at Murthlac, not far from the place where, 

* 4 having conquered the Norwegians, he obtained a victory,* 
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“ victoriam obtinuit.” This refers to the vi&ory obtained 
over the Danes anno ioro ; and Fordun adds, that Pope Bene- 
dict conftitutcd Bean Bifhop thereof. We have the foundation 
Charter of this See in the Chartulary of Aberdeen. It runs 
thus : * 

“ * Malcolmus rex Scottorum, omnibus probis hominibus 
fuis, tam Clericis quam Laicis, Salutem : Sciatis, me dedifle, et 
“ hac Carta mea con firm afle, Deo et Beatx Mariae, et omnibus

founder of this Bifiiopric, but gives no reafon for his opinion* 
It is true, in the chartulary of Aberdeen, this erection is faid to 
have been “ t Tempore Malcolmi regis Scoriae filii Kenethi, 
** per eum Malcolmum conftituta eft primo ledes epiieopalis 
“ apud Murthlac, cui dotavit ecelefiam de Murthlac &c.” 
Yet that chartulary in another place fays, that it was ereded 

anno 

* 44 Malcolm King of Scots, to all his good People, both Clergy and Lai- 
14 ty, Gieeting : Know ye, that 1 have given, and by this Charter confirmed, to 
44 God and the bltfled Mary, and all the Saints, and to the Bifhop Beyn of Murth- 
44 lac, the Chuich of Murthlac, that there a Bifhop’s See may be erefted, my 
44 Lands of lVurihl?x, the Church of Cloveth with its lands, the Church of Dul- 
41 meih with its lands, as free as I held them, and in pure and perpetual charity. 
44 Witnefs myfelf, at Forfar, Cftober 8th, in the fixth year of my Reignl” 

f 44 The Epifcopal See at Murthlac was at firft erefted in the time of Malcolm 
14 Son of Kenneth and King of Scotland, to which he granted the Kirk ot Murth- 
44 lac.” 
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anno 1070. But many circumftances concur in afcribing the 
ereaion to Malcolm II. Malcolm II, and not Malcolm III, was 
the Ton of Kenneth. Malcolm II, and not Malcolm III, defeat- 
ed the Norwegians at Mortlich. It was erefted annoregni 6 to ; 
this places it in 1010, which was the 6th of Malcolm II. But 
the year 1070 was the 13th* and not the 6th, of Malcolm III. 

If Malcolm III. had been the Founder, he would have been lo 
called in the chartulary ; but he is mentioned only as a fingle 
Donator. And. David I. Would have confirmed his father’s 
charter, had he been the Founder ; but this he does not. The 
tranfcriber, therefore, of the charter has certainly erred in 
writing 1070 for 1010, which is but one figure for another, 7 
for 1 ; a miftake ready to be committed. 

This See, being ere&ed anno 1010, was the lecond in Scot- Diocess. 
land : And it fliews how narrow and mean the extent and ju- 
rifdi&ion of Biflioprics were at firft. This extended only over 
three parifhes. 

King David I. by his charter dated at Forfar, 30th July, anno Tranflation. 
regni iSvo, i. e. 1142, tranflated the See from Murthlac to Aber- 
deen in favour of Bifliop Nectan, whofe Diocefs was declared 
to be, over the counties of Aberdeen and Banff {Chart. Aberd.) 

But the extent of that Diocefs was afterwards altered, and 
much of it included in the Diocefs of Moray, as w e Ihall fee. 

Yet the parifh of Murthlac, the mother feat, remained in the Dio- 
cefs of Aberdeen, until it was annexed to the Synod. of. Moray, 
by the General Aflembly, 9th April 1706.. 

The Bifhops of Murthlac, before the tranflation of the See, Bishop*. 
were: 1. Bean — 2. Donertius — 3. Cormac : Thefe from anno 
1 010 to 1 1 22. Then, 4. Neftan was ordained, and in 1 139 was 
Brought to Aberdeen. In - r 142 this See was called “ The Bifhops 
« ric of Aberdeen.” {Pref, to Dipl, et Num. Scotia.) I come 
now to 

Liz The. 
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The B I S H O P R I C of M O RA Y. 

The precife time of eredling this Bishopric, or the reign 
in which it was eredled, cannot eafily be fi^t. Leslie and 
Buchanan afcribe it to King Malcolm III. or Ceanmore ; but 
this is uncertain. In the foundation charter of the Priory of 
Sc on e, anno 1 1 1 5, Gregorius Epifcopus is a witnefs. In a char- 
ter by King Alexander I. to the laid Priory, about the year 1122, 
Robertus Eledlus Epifcopus Sti Andrese, Cormacus Epifcopus, 
et Gregorius Epifcopus de Moravia, are witnefles : And in a char- 
ter by King David I. anno 1 1 26, to the Abbey of Dunfermline, 
Robertus Sti Andreae, Joannes Glalguenlis, Gregorius Moravi- 
enfis, Cormacus Dunkeldenfis, and Macbeth Roflmarkienfis, 
Epifcopi, are witnefles. ( Dalr . Coll.) I think it very probable, 
that Bilhop Gregory, anno 1 126, is the lame that is mentioned 
1122 and 1 1 1 5; and this brings up the eredtion to the begin- 
ning of the reign of King Alexander I. and higher I cannot 
trace it. Thus the See of Moray is fourth in order of eredlion ; 
and the more ancient Sees are, St Andrews, Murthlac, and 
Glafgow. Let me now give an account of 

The Bishops of this See of Moray.— Spottiswood and

others have aiven Very imperfedt Catalogues of thele Bilhops. 

I have compared feveral manufcript and printed Litis, and from 
them compiled the following, which I think pretty exadl.

(Cbron. Melr.) ; buried in Spynie. (M. S.) 

7. Bricius, brother of William Lord Douglas, Prior of Les- 
mahegow, was ele&ed anno 1203; died 1222, and was 
buried in Spynie. He founded a College of eight Cannons. 

8. Andrew Moray, fon of William Moray of Duffus, Parfon 

of Duffus, was confecrated anno 1223. He founded the 
Cathedral Church of Elgin anno 1224; added fourteen Can* 
110ns to the former eight, of which the Prebendary of Un- 
thank was one ; and he affigned to every Cannon a toft 
on which to build a manfe, and a croft ; to the Dean, Chan- 
cellor, Chantor and Treafurer, four acres of land to each ; 
and two other acres to each of the other Cannons: Which 
land he bought from the BurgefTes of Elgin. He died 1242,, 
and was buried in the Choir of the Cathed.al under abroad 
blue Rone (M. S. S.) 

9. Simon Dean of Moray, fucceeded in the year 1243, and died 

anno 1252. He was buried in the Choir of the Cathedral 
under a blue done (M. Si S.) 

10. Archibald Dean of Moray, was confecrated anno 1253; 
died 5th December 1298, and was bu.kd in the Cathe- 
drals 
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dral. He built the palace of Kenedar, and refided there. 
In his time William Earl of Rofs had done fome injury 
to the Church of Pettie and Prebend of Brachlie, for the 
reparation of which he gave the lands of Catboll in Rofs, 
and other lands, to the Bifliop and Cannons (M. S. S .) 

11. David Moray, was confecrated at Avignion by Boniface 
VIII. anno 1299. and died 20th January 1325. He was 
buried in the Choir (Ibid.) 

12. John Pilmoze, EleCt of Rofs, was confecrated Bifhop of 
Moray, 3. Kal. Aprilis, anno 1326, and died in the CafUe 
of Spynie on Michaelmafs Eve, anno 1362, (Ibid. ) 

13. Alexander Bar, DoCtor Decretorum, was confecrated by 
Urban V. anno 1362; died in Spynie 15th May 1 397, and was 
buried in the Cathedral. In his time, viz. in 1390, the Ca- 
thedral was burnt, and he began the rebuilding of it, 

(Ibid.) 

14. William Spynie, Chantor of Moray, and L. D. was 
confecrated at Avignion, by Benedict the IX. September 
13th 1397, and died 20th of Auguft 1406. He carried on 
the rebuilding of the Cathedral. In his time Alexander 
MacDonald plundered -Elgin, as we fhall fee. 

15. John Innes, Laird of Innes, Parfonof Duffus, Archdeacon 
of Caithnefs, and L. L. D. was confecrated by Pope Bene- 
dict 23d January 1406, and died 25th April 1414* He be- 
gan the building of the great Steeple in the centre of the 
Church, and was buried at the foot of the North- weft Pillar 
of it . 

16. Henry -Leighton, Parfon of Duffus, L.L. D. confecrated' 
in Valencia by Pope Benedict, March 8th 1414. He was 
tranflated to Aberdeen anno 1425. 

17. COLUMBA' 
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1 7. Columba Dunbar fucceeded. He died in Spynie anno 
H35- 

18. John Winchester, L. B. Chaplain to King James II. 
was confecrated in Cambulkenneth anno 1438 : In 1452 
he obtained the Regality of Spynie ; died 1453. 

19. James Stewart, Dean of Moray, of the tamily of Lorn, 
was confecrated anno 1458, and died (460. 

20 . David Stewart, brother of the former, and Parfon of 
Spynie, was confecrated anno 1461, and died 1475. He 
built that part of the Palace called “ Davy’s Tower,” and 
made feveral good regulations ; as, That no Canon be ad* 
mitted except in general Covocation ; That the common 
Kirk Lands be fet to none but the Labourers of the ground $ 
And that no Penfions (hould be given out of thefe Lands. 

21. William Tulloch, Bilhop of Orkney, Avas tranflated 
to Moray anno 1477, and died anno 1482. 

22. Andrew Stewart, fon of Sir James Stewart of Lorn, 
and of the widow of King James I. Dean of Moray, and 
Lord Privy Seal, fucceeded anno 1483. In 1488, he got a 
ratification of the Regality of Spynie, and died anno 1501. 

23. Andrew Foreman, Commendator of Drybrugh and Pit- 
tenweme, fucceeded in 1501, and was translated 'to St An- 
drews 1514. 

24. James Hepburn, fucceeded in 1514, and died anno 
1523. 

25. Robert Shaw, Ion of Sauchie, and Abbot of Paifley, was 
confecrated anno 1525 and died 1528. 

26. Alexander Stewart, fon of Alexander Duke of Albany, 
who was Ion of King James II. fucceeded* and died anno 
J 5 35- 

27. Patrick 
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27. Patrick Hepburn, uncle to James Earl of Bothwell 
who murdered King Henry Stewart, Commendator of 
Scone, v/as confecrated anno 1537. He was a man of an 
abandoned character : Having concealed and aided his ne- 
phew, when he fled from Juftice anno 1567, he purchafed 
his own fafety by yielding up a part of the Church Lands. 
He aliened and feued out almoft all the other lands of the 
Bifhopric. He died in the Caftle of Spynie, June 20th 
1573. (M. S.) 

Thele were the Bishops in the See of Moray before the 
Reformation. Let us now look into 

The Dio cess in which they officiated. It was always called 
“ The Diocels of Moray/’ but what the extent of it was, at its 
firft erection, I (hall not pretend to determine. In the year 
1142, the Diocefs of Aberdeen extended over the Counties of 
Aberdeen and Banff ; and if the extent of thefe, Counties was at 
that time, what it is now, no part of the Diocels of Moray 
could, in 1142, lie within them. But afterward, and right 
early, I find a part of the Diocefs of Moray, within the Coun- 
ties both of Aberdeen and Banff. In the time of Bilhop 
Bricius, the pariflies of Strathavon, Ruthven, Arntullie, and 
Glafs ( appendix , No. XXVIII.) ; and in the Epifcopate of Bifliop 
Andrew Moray, Rynie, Dunbenan, Kinore, Inverkethnie, and 
Botarie (Appendix, No. XXVIII.) were within the Diocels of 
Moray. Thus it extended to the Eaft, as far as it did any 
time after. 

To the Weft, Abertarf, in the time of Bricius, ( Ibid .) and 
Fernuaanno 1239 (Appendix, No. XXXIII.) were comprehend- 
ed in it. I do not find, that any part of this Diocels lay be- 
yond the River of Farar or Beaulie, which is the bounding of 
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Rofs ; for although the Blfliop of Moray had lands in Rofs, 
Strathnaver, Cullen, Banff, thele were no part of their Epis- 
copal charge. 

In the Procurationes Decanatuum ( Appci lix , No. XXX.) 
the rural Deanrie or Archiprefbyterate of Srrathboggie is in- 
cluded ; and comprehends, befides Drumblade and Iuverkethnie 
pow in the Synod of Aberdeen, the whole Prefbytery of Strath- 
boggie, as at th’19 time, except Mortlich, Botriinie, Bellie, and 
Grange. 

Mortlich, the mother Church, was within the Diocefs of 
Aberdeen till the year 1706. Botrifnie was at that time pro- 
bably a part of the parilh of Mortlich, or of Keith. Bellie, 
depending on the Priory of Urquhart, was probably exempt 
from the Procurationes. Grange was a part of the parith of 
Kieth, and was disjoined and erected into a d blind parifh, in 
the year 161 3 (Rec. Presbytery of Stratbb.) In the Deanry of 
Strathfpey, Laggan in Badenoch is included; and anno 1139, 
Laggan was in the Diocefs of Moray. 

How early thefe Procurationes were drawn up, I know not: 
But without regard to them it appears, that in the beginning 
of the thirteenth century, the Diocefs extended from Rynie 
in the Eafl to Abertarf in the South welt, and comprehended 
what are now the Counties of Moray and Nairn, and a confi- 
derable part of the Counties of Invernels and Banff, and fome 
parifhes in the County of Aberdeen. Let me only add, that 
an enquiry made by David Prince of Cumberland (afterward 
King David I.) into the ancient poffelfions of the Church of 
Glafgow, Pentejacob is called one of them : And in a Charter 
to that Church, pofterior to the enquiry, Pentejacob is laid to 
be Glenmorifton. (Dalr. Coll.) But why Glenmorifton was 
fo called, or depended on the Church of Glafgow, I know not. 
Such was the Diocefs : Let me next give fome account of 

M m The 
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The CATHEDRAL CHURCH. 

In the Primitive Chriftian Church, the Bifhop fat as Prasfes 
in the Conteftus or College of Prefbyters, m a Cathedra, or 
Cathedral. Chair allotted to him. The pride and vanity of after-ages, when 
Bifhops affe&ed to imitate the grandeur of Princes, turned the 
humble Cathedra into a Throne. The Bifhop’s own Church 
in which he officiated, was called “ The Cathedral Church of 
« the Diocefs.” It is probable, that the firft fix Bifhops of 
Moray had no fixed Cathedral or place of refidence, but ferved 
in Birnie, Spynie, or Kenedar, as they affefted. Biffiop Bricius 
infinuates as much [Appendix, No XXVIII.), and mentioning 
Birnie firft, feems to hint that it was the Bifhop’s Church. It 
is a pleafant well-aired fituation within two miles of the town 
of Elgin, and the fourth BUhop was there buried. The pre- 
sent Church of Birnie is built with a choir and nave ; but it 
does not appear to be the fabric that was there in thole early 
times. There are no veftiges, or tradition of a palace, except a 
place called ** The Caftle-Hill.” Probably the revenues in thofc 
days were fo fmall and fb precarious, as we fhall fee, that they 
did not admit of ftately Churches or Palaces. 

The firft fix Bifhops having fhifted from one place toanother, 
JLtSpTNiE. as fancy or conveniency prompted them, BUhop Bricius, who 
was confecrated anno 1203, applied to Pope Innocent to have a 
Cathedral fixed for the Bifhops of Moray. That Pope appointed 
the Bifhops of St Andrews and Brechin, and the Abbot of Lin- 
dores, to repair to Moray, and to declare the Church of the 
Holy Trinity at Spynie to be the Cathedral of theDiocel's, in all 
time coming, which they accordingly did [Append. No XXVIII ) 

But 
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But it does not appear in what year this was done ; yet it rauft 
have been betwixt the year 1203, when Bricius was conlecrated, 
and 1216, when Pope Innocent III died. Bricius inftituted 
a College of Cannons, eight in number, at Spynie [Append. Ibid.) 

This choice of a Cathedral did not pleafe Bifhop Andrew 
Moray immediate fucceffor to Bricius ; for, having come to the 
Epifcopate in 1223, he next year reprefented to Pope Hono- 
rius, that Spynie was a folitary place, far from the neceflaries 
of life, and that divine fervicc was much neglefted, while the 
Canons were obliged to travel at a didance to purchafe the 
neceflary provifions : And therefore craved, that the Cathedral, 
might be tranflated from Spynie to the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, which dood a little North-Ead of the town of Elgin. 
To induce the Pontiff the more readily to comply, the Bifliop 
fignified, that it not only was the defire of the Chapter of the 
Diocefs, but likewife of the King of Scotland Alexander II. 

The Pope cheerfully granted the. requed ; and by his Apofto- 

lic Bull or mandate, dated (4 to Id.) the tenth day of April 

1224, empowered the Bifliop of Caithnefs, with the Abbot of 

Kinlofs, and the Dean of Rofemarkie, or the Bifliop and any 

one of thele, to make the defired Tranflation, if they fhould 

find it ufeful. In obedience to which Mandate, the faid Bifliop 

and Dean met at the Church of the Holy Trinity near Elgin 

on the 14th of the Kalends of Augufi, i e. July 19th, in the 

faid year 1224, and finding the neceflity and uiefulnefs of 

the Tranflation, as reprefented, declared and appointed the 

fa'd Church of the Holy Trinity to be the Cathedral Church of 

the Epifcopal Diocefs of Moray, and lb to remain in all time 

coming [Appendix, No XXXI.) _ 

M in 2 Bifliop 
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Bifliop Andrew Moray is faid to have laid the foundation 
(tone of the Cathedral Church, on the very day in which it 
wasdeclared, viz. 19th July 1224: And as he lived eighteen years 
after, it cannot be doubted that he greatly advanced, if not finifli- 
ed, the Building. It does not appear what was the model, or what 
the dimenfions of the Church, as firft built, though it is pro- 
bable it was in the form common to Cathedral Churches, viz. 
The form of a Paflion-Crofs, with a fpacious Choir and Nave. 

It had flood 1 66 years, from the year of itsYoundation, when 
it was totally burnt and deftroyed, as follows. 

In the time of Bifliop Alexander Barr, Alexander Stewart 
fon of King Robert II. Lord Badenoch, commonly called “ The 
“ Wolf of Badenoch,” feized on the Bifhop’s lands of that coun- 
try, and keeping violent pofleflion of them, was excommunicated. 

In refentment of which, in the month of May 1 390, he burnt 
the town of Forres, with the Choir of the Church, and the Manfe 
of the Arch Deacon. And in June that fame year, lie burnt the 
Town of Elgin, the Church of St Giles, the Hofpital ofMaifon- 
Dieu, and the Cathedral Church, with eighteen houfes of the ' 
Cannons and Chaplains in the College of Elgin. For this 
wickednefs the Lord Badenoch was juftly profecuted, and 
obliged to make due reparation. Upon his humble fubmiflion 
he was abfolved by Walter Trail Bifliop of St Andrews, in the 
Black Friar Church in Perth, being firft received at the door, 
and again before the high altar, in prefence of the King and 
many of the Nobility, on condition that he fliould make full 
fatisfaclion to the Bifliop and Church of Moray, and obtain ab- 
folution from the Pope {^Appendix, No XXXII. and M. S. S.) 

Bifliop Barr began the rebuilding of the Church ; and every 
Canon contributed : Bifliop Spynie continued the work ; but 
though every parifli paid a fubfidy, yet, through the troubles 
of the times, it made flow advances. Bifhop Innes laid the 
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foundation of the Great Steeple in the middle of the Church, 
and greatly advanced it. After his death the Chapter met May 
1 8th 1414, and bound themfelves by a lolemn oath, that who- 
fbever fliould be elected Bifhop, he fhould annually apply one 
third of his revenue in tepairing the Cathedral, until it fliould 
be finiflied. The Church being rebuilt, it remained entire for 
many years ; but in the beginning of the fixteenth century, 
about the year 1506, the Great Steeple in the centre fell down. 

Next year Biihop Foreman began to rebuild it, but the work 
was not finiflied before the year 1538 ; and then the height of 
the Tower, including the Spire, was 198 feet. ( Hay of Drumboot .) 

This Church, when entire, was a Building of Gothic Archi- Defcribed. 
tedture, inferior to few in Europe. It flood due Eaft and 
Weft, in the form of a Patlion or Jerufalem Crols, ornamented 
with five Towers, whereof two parallel flood on the Weft-end ; 
one in the middle, and two on the Eaft-end. Betwixt the 
two Towers on the Weft-end was the great Porch or Entrance. 

This Gate is a Concave Arch 24 feet broad in bale, aid 24 in 
height, terminating in a fharp angle. On each fide of the 
Valves or Doors, in the fweep of the Arch, are eight round, 
and eight fluted Pilafters, fix ami a-half feet high, adorned with 
a chapiter, from which arile lixteen Pilafters, which meet in the 
key of the Arch. There were Porticoes, or To-falls on each 
fide of the Church, eaftward from the Traverle or Crols, which 
were 18 feet broad without the walls. To yield l ti Ancient h.;ht 
to a Building fo large. In lides the great Windows in the Porti- 
coes, and a row of Atdc Windows in the walls, eacn fix feet 
high, above the Porticoes ; there was in the weft-gable, above 
the gate, a Window in form of an acute angled arch, 19 feet 
broad in bale, and 27 in height ; and in the eaft-gable between 
the turrets, a row of five parallel Windows, each two (bet 
broad, and 10 high ; above tliefe are five more, each 7 feet 

high r . 
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high ; and over all, a circular "Window, near to 10 feet in dia : 
meter. In the heart of the wall of the Church, and leading to 
all the upper Windows, there is a Channel or Walk round the 
whole Building. The Grand-Gate, the Windows, the Pillars, 
the proje^ing-Table, Pecleflals, Cordons, are adorned with 
foliage, grapes and other carving. Let us, after deferibing the 
body of the Church, take a view of 

The Chapter-House, commonly called “ The Appren- 
“ tice’s Ifle,” a curious piece of architecture, Handing on the 
north-fide of the Church, and communicating with the Choir, 
by a vaulted Veftry. The houfe is an exaCt odtagon, 34 feet 
high, and the diagonal breadth, within walls 37 feet. It is arched 
and vaulted at the top, and the whole Arched-roof fupporttd 
by one Pillar in the centre of the houfe. Arched Pillars from 
every angle terminate in the Grand-Pillar. This Pillar, 9 feet 
in circumference, is crufted over with fixteen Pilafters or finall 
Pillars, alternately round and fluted, and 24 feet high, adorned 
with a Chapiter, from which arile fixteen round pillars that 
fpread along the roof; and join at top with the Pillars (five 
in number) rifing from every fide of the oCtolateral figure. 
There is a large Window in every fide of feven, and the eight 
fide communicates with the Choir. In the north wall of this 
Chapter-Houfe there are five Stalls, cut by way of nitches, for 
the Bifhop (or the Dean in the Bifhop’s abfence) and the Dig^ 
trifled Clergy to fit in. The middle Stall, for the Bifhop or 
Dean, is larger, and railed a ftep higher, than the other four. 
They were all well lined with wainfcoat.

In taking thefe Dimenfions, I have not ftudied a fcrupulous 
exadtnefs ; and in fome of them, it was not pollible to do lo. 

The Spires of the two Weft Towers are fallen, but the ftone 
work is pretty entire. No part of the Great Tower in the 
middle now ftands. The two Eaftern Turrets, being winding 
flair cafes, and vaulted at top, are entire. The Walls of the 
Choir are pretty entire; and fo is the whole Chapter Houfe; 

But the Walls of the Nave and Traverfe aremoftly fallen. 

It is a miftake, that this Stately Edifice was either burnt or How 
demolifhed by the mob, at the Reformation. The following molilhcd. 
A<ft of Privy Council fhews the contrary : viz. “ Edinburgh 
“ 14th February, 1567 — 8. Seeing provifion muft be made 
“ for entertaining the Men of war (Soldiers), whole fervice can- 
“ not be fpared, until the rebellious and difobedient lubjecls be 
“reduced; Therefore appoint, that the Lead be taken from 
“ the Cathedral Churches in Aberdeen and Elgin, and fold for 
“ fuftentation of the faid Men of war. And command and 
“ charge, the Earl of Huntley Sheriff of Aberdeen and his 
“ Deputes, Alexander Dunbar of Cumnock Knight Sheriff of 

“ Elgin 
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“ Elgin and Forrefs and his Deputes, William Biihop of Aber- 
“ deen, Patrick Biihop of Moray, o:c. That they defend and 
“ aflift Alexander Clerk and William Uirnie, and their fervants, 
“ in taking down and felling the laid Lead, &.c. ftgned R. M.” 
(Keith's Hi/i.). 

The Lead was accordingly taken olf thele Chnrches, and 
fhipped at Aberdeen for Holland ; but foon after the (hip had 
left the River, it funk, which was owing, as many thought, to 
the liiperftition of the Roman Catholic Captain. Be this- as it 
may, the Cathedral of Moray, being uncovered, was differed to 
decay as a piece of Romilh vanity, too expenfive to be kept in 
repair. Some painted rooms in the Towers and Choir remain, 
ed fo entire about the year 1640, that Roman Catholicks re- 
paired to them, there to fay their Prayers, (Rec. Presbytery of 
Elgin). The Great Tower in the middle of the Church, being 
uncovered, the wooden work gradually decayed, and the foun- 
dation failing, the Tower fell, anno 1711, on a Peace Sunday 
in the morning ; leveral children were playing, and idle people 
walking within the Area of the Church, and immediately as 
they removed to breakfaft, the Tower fell down, and no one 
was hurt. 

The CoLLEGEof Elgin, was an Appendage of the Cathedral, 
and properly falleth to be next deforibed. A College is an in- 
corporated Society, having particular Rules or Canons for their 
government. If the College was not annexed to the Cathedral 
Church, but to an ordinary Church, it was called a Collegiate 
Church, and the Head or Ruler of the College was called Pro- 
voft, or Dean : But in a Cathedral with a College, the Biihop 
was the Ruler. Thefe Colleges were inftituted for perform- 
ing Divine Service, and tinging Malles for the fouls of their 
Founders, or their Friends. They confided of Canons or 
Prebendaries, who had their Stalls for orderly tinging the Ca- 
nonical 
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nonical hours, and were commonly ereaed out of Parifli 
Churches, or out of the Chaplainries belonging to Churches. 

Canons, orCHANONs Secular, (fo called to diftinguifh them 
from the R egu lars in Convents) were Minifters or Parlons with- 
in the Diocefs, chofen by the Bifliop, to be members of his Chapter 
or Council, lived within the College, performed divine fervice 
in the Cathedral, and fung in the Choir, according to rules or 
canons made by the Chapter. They were called Prebendaries, 
becaufe each had a Prebendum or portion of land allotted him 
for his fervice. Canons and Prebendaries differed chiefly in 
this, That the Canon had his canonica or portion, merely for 
his being received, although he did not ferve in the Church j 
* but the Prebendary had his prebendum, only when he ferved. 

The College of Canons annexed to this Cathedral, was firft 
inftituted by Bifbop Bricius in Spynie, when the Cathedral 
was there. He inftituted eight Cauonries, i. e. eight parifhes, 
whofe Minifters or Parfons fliould be Canons and Members of 
the College, viz. 1. For the Deanry, the church of A u Idem, 
with the chapel of Nairn. 2. For the Chantry, Langbryde, Al- 
ves and Rafford. 3. For the Thefaury, Kenedar and Eftil. 
4. For the Chancellary, Fortherves, Lythenes, Lunyn, and Dul- 
davie. 5. For the Archdeaconry, Forres and Logyn Fythenach. 
6 . Strathavon and Urquhart beyond Invernels. 7. Spynie. 
•And, 8. Ruthven and Dyple. (App. N° XX.V11I.) Let me here 
obferve, 

1 ft. That Bifhop Bricius had nominated the five Dignitaries, 
viz. The Dean, Chancellor, Archdeacon, Chantor, Treafurer, 
and affigned and fixed -their feats. 

adly. That each Dignitary, being a Canon, and to refide in 
the College, had a vicarage or a parifh annexed to his feat, in 
which he employed a Vicar, and had the Tythe* to himielf, to 
add to his more fumptuous living. Thus Nairn was annexed 
to Alder n, &c. 

N n 3dly, That 
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3<Jly, That the Seat of the Chancellor was afterwards chang- 
ed and fixed at Inveravon. Fortherves, Lythenes, Lunyn and 
Duldavie firfl afligned to the Chancellor, I incline to think 
were, Femes in Ardclach, Lethin, Tulidivie in Edinkylie, in 
all which places there were chapels or churches, and Lunyn, 
i. e. Lundichtie, now called Dunlichtie. This I think the 
more probable, becaufe the church and parifh of Ardclach is 
but a late ere&ion, not mentioned in any antient writing that I 
have feen ; and Femes and Lethin were the places of worfhip 
there. Likewife Logyn-Fythenach, (i. e. the Woody-Logie, fb 
called to diftinguifh it from Logyn-Dyke which was not Woo- 
dy,) annexed to the Archdeaconry was, Logie, where Mr Tul- 
loch of Tanachie had his feat, and where there are veftiges of a- 
church. While that church flood, there was no church at E- 
dinkylie, except Duldavie or Tullidivie. And when the wood 
in Edinkylie was deftroyed, land cultivated, and a church and 
parifh ere died, depending on the Archdeacon, then Logyn- 
Fythenach was annexed to Forres. 

Bifhop Andrew Moray tranflated, with the Cathedral, 
the College of Canons to Elgin ; and to the former eight, ad- 
ded fourteen more, making in all twenty-two, which number 
they never exceeded. To every Canon he gave a toft of land 
for building a manfe upon it, and a croft ; and to each of the 
Dignitaries he gave four acres of land, and two acres to each 
other Canon. (M. S. Catalogue of the Bijhops, pen. Mr King 
of Neunniln) I find, in fome Writings, the following 
twenty-two Canons, viz. The Miniflers of Aldern, Forres, 
Alves, Inveravon, Kenedar, Dallas, RafFort, Kingufie, 
Duthel, Advie, Aberlaur, Dyple, Botarie, Inverkethnie, Kin- 
nore, Pettie, Duffus, Spynie, Rynie, Moy, Croy, and the Vicar 
of Elgin. All thefe had manfes and gardens within the pre- 
cinct of the College, and feverals of them had crofts of land 

near 
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near to it, as yet called the Deans-Crook, Dyple-Croft, Moy- 
Croft, &c. Every Canonry had a Vicarage annexed to it, for 
the better fubfiftence of the Canon, who had the Great Tythes 
of both parifhes, and generally was Patron of the annexed 
Vicarage. Thus, Aldern had annexed to it, Nairn ; Forres, 

Edinkylie ; Alves, Langbiyde ; Inneravon, Urquhart ; Kenedar, 

Eflil; Dyple, Rathven ; Kinnore, Dunbenen; Rynie, Effie; 

Botarie, Elchies ; Advie, Cromdale ; Kingufie, ln(h ; Duthel, 
Rothemurchus; Pettie, Bracklie ; Croy, Moy in Strathern; Moy, 

Dyke ; Raffart, Ardclach ; Aberlaure, Skirduftan. I find not 
that Duffus, Spynie, or Elgin had any Vicarage. 

The Precinft of the College was walled round with a ftrong The Prkcihct. 
ftone-Wall, about 4 yards high and 900 yards in circuit, a great 
part of which remains yet entire. It had four Gates. The F.aft- 
Gate, called the Water-Gate, or the Pan’s Port, appears to have 
had an Iron-Grate, a Port-Cullis, ancTa Porter’s-Lodge ; and 
probably the other gates, now fallen, had the like fences. With- 
in this Precinft flood the Houfes of all the Canons, and likewife 
the Cathedral, and a fp cious Church-Yard, inclofed with a 
ftone-wall, and a paved ftreet round it, leading to the feveral 
gates. Without the Precinct Weft ward towards the Town of 
Elgin (which was not then built fo far to the Eaft, as now it is, 

Vicl. Pag. 66.) there was a fmall Burrough depending on the The Bwrrouc». 
Bifliop and theColltge. “On July 3d, 1402, Alexander Mac- 
“ Donald, third Son of the Lord of the Ifles, entered the College 
“ of Elgin, and wholly fpoiled and plundered it, and burnt a 
“ great part of the d own ( 4 pp. N°. XXXII.). For this he was 
“ excommunicated, but was after abfolved, and he offered a 
“ fltm of Gold, and fo did his captains, according to their a- 
“ bility; all which was applied for erecting a Crofs and a Bell, 

“ in that part of the Chanonry which is next to the Bridge of 
“ Elgin (Me King's M. S.J” Probably that Crofs flood, where: 
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now Rands the Little Crofs ; and the Bridge, which was no 
doubt of wood. Rood near to the land now called Burrough- 
Bridge Lands. Having defcribed the Cathedral and College, 
I fliali next give fome account of 

The BISHOP’S PALACE. 

The proud Prelate, vying with Temporal Princes, mufl have 
his habitation called, not a Houfe but, a Palace. It is probable, 
that, as in Mortlich, fo in Moray, the Revenues were at firR 
inconfiderable, and fucli as did not admit of Grand and Sump- 
tuous Palaces. Although Bifhop Bricius informs us, that his 
predeceflors refided at Birnie, Spynie or Kenedar, as they fan- 
cied, and that he got the Cathedral fixed at Spynie ; and tho’ 
in Bifhop Andrew Moray’s time, the Cathedral was tranflated 
to Elgin anno 1224, we have no account of a Houfe or Palace 
before Bifhop Archibald, who built a Houfe at Kenedar 
about the year 1280. The vefiiges are vifible, and fome part 
of the walls remain. It was a large double Houfe, pretty 
near the Church, which likewife was fpacious, and in the 
form of a Crofs. The diftance of four miles from the Ca- 
thedral,, and from the market at Elgin, the coldnefs of the 
fituation fb near the Sea, and the total want of fuel, would 
induce them to build in a more convenient place. They 
could not have chofen a more commodious fituation and 
pleafant, than where the Palace of Spynie Rands. It is fituat- 
ed on a rifing ground, upon the South bank of the Loch of 
Spynie, in a pure air, a dry and warm Soil, commanding the 
view of the Loch, and of the fertile plains of Kenedar 
and Duffus to the North and North-Wefl, and of the plains of 
Innes and the winding, of the River Loffie to the Eafi and 

South- 
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South-Eaft, within a mile of the Cathedral, in view of and but 
two miles from the Sea. 

This Palace, when it flood entire, was incomparably the mod The Palace 
ftately and magnificent I have feen in any Diocefs in Scotland. Defcribed. E 
The Area of the buildings was near a fquare of fixty yards : In 
the South-Weft corner flood a ftrong Tower, called “ Davy’s 
** Tower” 20 yards long, 1 3 broad, and about 20 high. It con- 
fifted of vaulted rooms in the ground ftory, and above thefe, 
four apartments of rooms of ftate and bed rooms, with vaulted 
clofets or cabinets in the wall, which is 9 feet thick, with a 
broad and eafy flair winding to the top. The whole Tower is 
vaulted at top, over- which is a Cape-Houfe, with a battlement 
round it. This Tower was built by Bifhop David Stewart, who 
died anno 1475, Having fbme debates with the Earl of Hunt- 
ley, he laid him under Ecclefiaftic Ccnfure, which provoked 
the Gordons fo much, that they threatened to pull the Bifhop 
out of his pigeon-holes, meaning the old little rooms. The 
Bifhop is laid to have replied. That he fhould fbon build a 
Houfe, out of which the Earl and his Clan fhould not be able 
to pull him. 

In the other three corners, flood fmall Towers with narrow 
rooms. In the South fide of the area, betwixt the Towers, 
there was a fpacious Tennis Court, and parallel to it on the in- 
fkle a Chapel. The Eaft fide betwixt the Turrets, was planted 
with ftables and other offices ; and the North and Weft fides 
were filled up with Bed-rooms, Cellars, and Store rooms. The 
Gate or Entry, was in the middle of the Eat'l wall, feeurec! by 
an Iron Grate or Port Cullis. Over the gate ftand the Arms of 
Bifhop John Innes, who was confecrated anno 1406. viz. 

“ Three Stars and the initial letters of his name.” This affords 
a conje<flure, but no certainty, that he was the firft who built 
any part of that Court. lathe South wall at Davy’s Tower,. 
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are placed the Arms of Bifhops David and Andrew Stewart, 
and Patrick Hepburn. The Precinct round this Palace was 
well fenced with a high and ftrong done wall j and within it 
were gardens, plots of grafs, and pleafant green walks. (See 
more concerning this Palace in the next Section). A Palace fo 
large and (lately required a good rent to uphold it, which leads 
me to fpeak of 

The REVENUES of this BISHOPRIC. 

It is probable, that, for fome time after the erection, the 
Revenues were fmall. I find not any donations of King Da- 
vid I. or Malcolm IV. to this Church ; but King William was a 
liberal benefactor ; for befides a fmall toft or plot of ground 
in many Burroughs, he gave “ Decimam meam de re^litibus 
*« meis de Moravia, et de placitis meis per totum Epifcopatum 
“ Moravienfem.” And becaufe the people were backward to 
pay thefe Teinds, it is added “ Firmiter prsecipio Balivis meis 
** de Moravia, ut ipfi, line diflurbatione, faciant Ricardo Epif- 
“ copo, et fuis luccefloribus, lingulis annis, plenarie, et integre 
“ habere praediCtam decimam de reditibus meis.'* {Chart. Morav.) 
Severals of our Kings and great men afterwards granted 
Lands, Forrelts, Fifhings, &c. to this Church, and the Reve- 
nues of it became very rich. 1 cannot pretend to afcertain all 
the Church Lands within this Diocefs, or the lands that belong- 
ed to it in Rofs, Strathnaver, &c. The rental ( appendix. No. 
XXI.) (hews, that the Church had lands in almoft all the pa- 
rifhes within the Diocefs, befides fome parifhes, as Birnie, 
Keneclar, Ogfton, St Andrews, Laggan, that wholly belonged 
to it. The faid Rental, is only the Annuity or Feu-duty, now 
paid out of thefe lands, of which the Bifhop was formerly the 
proprietor, and received the whole real rent. But thefe rich 
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Revenues were fo dilapidated and fold, particularly by Bifhop 
Patrick Hepburn, that, in the year 1563, when an account of all 
Ecclefiaftic Benefices was taken, the rent of the Bilhopric of 
Moray, as then given up, and recorded in the Book of Aflurnp- 
tion, was as under :

The Lands, which in 1563 paid this rent, no doubt pay at 
this time more than L. 3000 Sterling. Befides, it was found, 
and complained of at that time, that full rents were not given 
up ; and fcarce one half of the lands of this Diocefs remained 
unfold. To the Rental ought likewife to be added, the Reve- 
nue arifing from the Regality of Spynie, and from the Commit- 
fariots of Moray and Invernefs, which, before the Reformation, 
was very confiderable. To (hew the converted prices of Vic- 
tual and other commodities, about the year 1563, I add the 
following Diagram, in Scots Money.

This view, though imperfect, of the Revenues of the Diocefs 
of Moray, fhews, that the Bifhops might live as little Princes. 
And indeed, in imitation of the Princes of this world, as they 
had their Thrones and Palaces, fo likewife their Minifters and 
Officers of State. 

DIGNI- 
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DIGNIFIED CLERGY; 

The Dignitaries, or Dignified Clergy, who were honour- 
ed with a higher ftation than the Inferior Clergy, were the 
following five : 

The Dean, Dccanus , who anciently prefided over ten Can- 
nons. In the Bifhop’s abfence, he prefided in the Chapter, in 
Synods, &c. The Minifter of Aldern, was. Dean of Moray. 

The Arch-Deacon (with us the Minifter of Forres) was 
Alter Epifcopi Oculus ; vifited the Diocefs, examined Candidates 
for Orders, gave Collation, &c. and was the Bifhop's Vicar. 

The Chantor or Primicerius, (die Minifter of Alves) 
regulated the Mufic, and, when prefent, prefided in the 
Choir. 

The Chancellor, (the Minifter of Inveravon) was the 
Judge of the Bifhop’s Court, the Secretary of the Chapter, and 
Keeper of their Seal. 

The Treasurer (the Minifter of Kenedar) had the charge 
of the Treafure or Common Revenues of the Diocefs. 

Aft thefe had rich livings, and Deputies to officiate for them; 
and, with fome Canons, conftituted the Bifhop’s Privy Coun- 
cil, or 

Chapter ’Ca-pitolum, or Little Head of the Diocefs, the 
Bifhop being the Head. BHhops of old had their Clergy re- 
fiding with them, to aflift them in their work ; and after Pa- 
rifhes wore creeled, a Dean, with fome Canons or Prebendaries, 
•made the Chapter or Council. They advifed and affifted the 
Bifhop ; figned with him all public a<fts and deeds : And 
in a vacancy defied, for Bifhop, whom the King recommended 
by his Conge de Elire. The Chapter confifted of the Bifhop, 
the Dignified Clergy, and Canons or Prebendaries chofen by 
the Bifhop ; and, in the Bifhop’s abfence, the Dean prefided. 

INFE- 
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INFERIOR CLERGY. 

The Inferior Clergy were, Parfons, Vicars, Minifters of Inferior 
M enial Churches and Common Churches, and Chaplains. 

Parsons were they who, in propria perfona, had the right to Parsons. 
the Tythes, and were the Minifters and Reaors of Parifhes. 

What Parifhes were Parfonages within this Diocefs 1 cannot pre- 
cilely determine, nor is it of importance to know. 

Vicars fungebant vice Perform feuReftoris. To augment the Vicars. 
revenues of the Bifliop, the Dignified Clergy, and Canons, Pa- 
rifh Churches were annexed to the Churches in which thefe 
lerved, and they were the Rectors or Parfons of fuch Annexed 
Churches, <?. g. The Minifter of Aldern, as Dean, had Nairn 
and Calder annexed to his Parifh ; He was Parfon of thefe 
Churches, had a right to the Tythes, and he fent Vicars to 
ferve the Cure, to whom he allowed what portion of the Tythes 
he thought fit, as a Stipend ; and hence they were called Sti- 
pendiarii. At firft Vicars were employed only during plealiire, 
and were called “ Simple Vicars.” But the avarice of the 
Parfon made the Cure to be much neglefted in this way: 
Wherefore Vicars were afterwards fettled tor life, and called 
«« Perpetual Vicars.” They generally had the Small Tythes al- 
lowed them. The Parfons, who had Vicarages depending on 
them, claimed the Patronage of them ; and hence it is, that 
after the Reformation, the Patron of the Parfonage atted as Pa- 
tron of the Vicarage. 

Mensal Churches, were fuch as were de ntenfa Epifcopi , Meksal 
for furnifhing his table. He was Parlon and Titular, and em- Chukchee 
ployed a Vicar or Stipendiary to ferve the cure. Such Churches 
were, St Andrew’s, Ogfton, and Laggan, befides Menfal Tythes 
that the Billiop had in other parilhes. ( Appendix , No. XXXHI.) 
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The B'.fhop was Patron of all Menfal Churches, and planted 
them jure proprio et abfoluto . . 

Common Ch ur ches were fo *. died, becaufe the Tythes of 
them were the common good, or i<>r the public and common 
exigencies of the Diocefs. The Bi.'hop and Chapter were Pa- 
trons, and concurred in planting them. We fee (Appendix, 
No. XXXIII.) that Fernua, Laggan, Kinchardin, Abernethie, 
Altyre, Calder, and Arntullie, probably were Common Church- 
es, and fo was Daviot. Tho’ the Tythes of thefe Churches 
were appointed for the public charges of the Diocefs, yet it can- 
not be doubted that the Bilhop and Chapter ffiared in them. 
This benefit at leafl they had, that they themfelves laid out no 
part of their benefices in the common affairs of the Diocefs. 

. Chaplains were thofe Clergy who officiated in Chapels ; 
and thefe Chapels were of different kinds. In Pariffies of great 
extent, Chapels of Eafe were e reeled in diflant corners, for 
the conveniency of the aged and infirm, and the Reftor of the 
Parifh maintained a Curate there to read prayers, and fing Maf- 
fes. Veftiges of fuch Chapels are to be feen in many Pariffies. 

Some Chapels were called Free Chapels, which were not 
dependent on any Pariffi, but had proper endowments for 
their own Minifters, whofe charge was called “ A Chaplainry,” 
and the Minifler “ A Parochial Chaplain.” * Generally fuch 
Chapels as had Churches, Church-yards, and Glebes, were, I 
think, either Chapels of Eafe, or Free Chapels. 

Befides thefe, there were Domeflic Chapels, or Oratories, 
built near the refidence of great men, in which the Domeflic 
Chaplain or Pricft officiated. Such Chapels were at Calder, 
Kilravock, Boharm, <Scc. And almoft in every pariffi there were 
Private Chapels, one or more, built by private perfons, 
that MafTes might be laid or fung there for their own fouls, and 

that 


* Such, I think, was the Chapel of Urith.nk in Duftus, of Langmorn ( Lhan ■ 
Morgan) in Elgin, Dalefs in Calder parifh. 
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that of the Souls of their friends. Some fin all falary was mortified 
for that end, and ufually granted to the Prielt of the Parilh. I11 
the College of Elgin, I find the Private Chapels of St John, 

St Thomas, St Culen, and the Holy Crofs. 

The office of laying Mals in luch Chapels, “ was called Chan- Altar* 

AGE* 

tery, or Chanting MalTes.” The Salary for the Prieft’s officiat- 
ing, or laying Mafs at an Altar, was called Altarage. The 
Service performed for the dead, how foon they expired, was the 
Obit, and the Regiller of the Dead was called Obituary. In obit . 
the firft Antiphone of the Office of Obit, are the words Dirige nos 
Domine ; and hence came the Dirge. Tliefe, and the like, were Dirge. 
Ihifts to increale the Revenue of the Clergy, 

GOVERNMENT of the DIOCESS. 


Let us now take a view of the Government of the Diocels, 
both Clergy and Laity. The Bilhop was properly the only 
Prince, Governor and Ruler, in whom alone the power of Ju- 
rildittion was lodged ; and for his conveniency he had Olficers 
and Courts, Ecclefiallic, Civil, and Criminal. Of thele Courts, 
The Chapter was the principal one, in which, or rather in the 
Bilhop, the Legiflative power was lodged, file Bilhop, with the 
advice of the Chapter, made Laws, Canons, and Regulations for 
the Diocefs ; eretted, annexed or disjoined Parilhe.s : pnrchaled, 
fold, or fett in leafe or tacit Church Lands and Tyihes, &c. 

Diocelian Synods were lometimes called at the Bilhop’s plca- 
fure. In thefe the Bilhop prefided, when prelent; and in his 
ablence the Dean. Cafes of Diiciplinc, -and appeals from Dean- 
ries, were cognofeed in thefe Synodical meetings ; and Iro n 
them the Protcllant Church took the plan ol Provincial Synods. 

The Diocels was divided into Deanries. It appears [Appen- 
dix , No XXX.) that thele Deanries were only four, viz. Ot Ek ■in, 
of In.vernels, of Suathboggie. andot Siratbfpey. Thefe feeni to 
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have been in fome refpe&s, what Prefbyteries are now, and to 
have been the model on which Prefbyteries have been formed. 

The Confiftorial Court, to which the Commiflariot fucceeded, 
was held in the Bifhop’s name by his Official. This Court judg- 
ed in all matters of Tythes, Marriages, Divorces, Widows, Or- 
phans, Minors, Tcflainents, Mortifications, &c. I fhallgivean 
inflance or two of the frauds that were countenanced in thefe 
Courts. The one is, That perfons within the feventh degree 
of Confanguinity, or fourth of affinity, might not marry without 
a difpenfation : But by a difpenfation a man might marry the 
two fillers, or a woman the two brothers. It is incredible what 
money thefe Difpenfations, whether Papal or Epifeopal, brought 
in ! No lefs fhameful was it, that if one died inteflate, all his 
moveable goods were given to the Bifhop, per averjlonem, and his 
wife, children and relations, yea, and creditors were excluded ! 
The pretence for this vile practice was, that fuch eife&s ought 
to be laid out, for promoting the good of the Soul of the deceas- 
ed. In this Diocefs there were two Confiftorial Courts, one at 
Elgin, the other at Inverneft, which brought a rich branch of 
Revenue to the Bifhop. 

The Courts of Regality likewife added to the Bifiiop’s Re- 
venue. In 1452, King James II. ere£led the Village of Spy- 
nie in a free Barony, and all the Church Lands of the Dioceft, 
into one Regality. The Bifhop, as Lord of the Regality, had 
his Bailives and Deputes, in Aberdeen, Banff, Iuverneft, R06 
and Sutherland counties, for in all thefe he had lands. In a 
word, fuch was the power and riches of the Clergy that Bi- 
fliops. Abbots, and Priors made fifty-three votes in Parliament ; 
and in all public impofitions, paid one half of the taxation. 

The Arms of the See of Moray were. The Im ige of a Saint, 
bearing a Croft, and Handing in the Porch of a Church. . 
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Sect. IV. "The Protejtant Church. 

T HE grofs' corruption of Doctrine, extreme indolence, tant**' 
mod open and icandulous difTolution of manners, and Ghorch. 
barbarous cruelty of the Romish Clergy in this Kingdom, 
concurred to bring about the Reformation of Religion, which 
was eftablUhed by Parliament anno 1560. From that time, as 
the Regular Clergy were fupprefled, fo the Secular had 
no legal eftablifliment, though much connived at by the Royal 
Houfe of Stewart. 

The Protestant Religion was gradually propagated, and 
the number of its Minifters being at firft very lmall, fome years 
muft have parted before the Northern Counties could be plant- 
ed. I (hall not here treat of the Do&rine and Worlhip of the 
Reformed Church in this Kingdom, any further, than briefly 
to confider the Changes that happened, as Presbytery or Pre- 
lacy alternately prevailed in the Government of the Church.. 

And let me glance at. 

ift, The Several Periods fince the Reformation.. 

I. PERI.O D.. 

The firft Period reaches from anno 15^0 to 1572, during r. Period, 
which Presbytery was the Government of the Church. It is ' 5 6 °— 1 ' 6 7V 
true, the few Proteftant Minifters at the Reformation were dis- 
tributed among the Royal Burghs, and made it more their 
concern, toeftablilh and propagate the pure Doctrines of Re- 
ligion, than to determine and fix any one model or form of 
Church Government. And until the Government fhould be 

deliberately . 
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deliberately fettled, a few Superintendants were appoint- 
ed. But theie could, in no propriety, be called Bi sh ops, fuch as 
were under Popery, or in fome after- Periods of the Reformation ; 
for they had no Epifcopal Confecration ; They were Solemn- 
ly fet apart to their Office by mere Prefbyter's ; They neither 
claimed, nor exercifed a foie power of Ordination or Jurifdic- 
tion ; They never pretended to be an Order fiiperior to Prefby- 
ters ; They were accountable to, and cenfured by the General 
AfTembly ; And, what (hews they were but a temporary expe- 
dient, there were but five named, of which number, when one 
died, there was no fuccefTor to him appointed. And when 
Prefbyteries were ereded, the Superintendent's office ceafed. 

Where there were no Superintendants, Commissioners were 
appointed ; and Mr Robert Pont, a Senator of the College of 
Juftice, was named Commiffioner of Moray, anno 1570 {Ap- 
pendix, No. XLVI.) But I know not if he acted as fuch. 

General Assemblies began to be kept in 1560, and were 
continued annually. But how foon Provincial Assemblies 
were kept, I find not. It could not have been early, for want 
of Minifters to make fuch a meeting in-fome Provinces ; and 
yet the Assembly 1568 appointed, “ That the Members of 
“ Assembly fhould be elected at the meetings of Synod,” 
which makes it probable, that Synods were generally erected 
at that time. The oldeft Regifter of a Synod in Moray, of 
which I can find any account, began in 1606. How long be- 
fore that time they had Synods, I know not. 

There were no Presbyteries, fuch as they are now, within 
this Period. But there were meetings tor Exercife very early ; 
and the Assembly, 1579, exprefsly fays, “ That the Exercife 
« may be accounted a Presbytery.” 

As to Congregational Sessions, they were held from 
the beginning of the Reformation, and exeiciled Government 

and 
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and Difcipline. It is no marvel, if, in this infant date of the 
Church, the Government was not fully eflablifhed ; yet the con- 
ftitution of it was plainly Presbyterian, and inconfiftent with 
Prelacy. 


II. P E R I O D. 

The fecond Period runneth from anno 157210 159*, during II- P ^’ I od ’ 
which a fort of Episcopacy obtained in the Church. During 
the Regency of the Earl of Moray, no alteration in the Eccle- 
liaftic Government was attempted. But how loon the Earl of 
Morton (a man of infatiable avarice) became Regent, he 
brought about a change. The Popifli Bifhops, who were allow- 
ed two thirds of their Revenues during life, were generally 
dead. Morton obtained a grant of the Temporalities of the 
Archbifhopric of St Andrews : Other Noblemen procured, or 
hoped to procure, the like Grants. But they could not enjoy 
thefe Revenues directly, with any colour in Law ; wherefore 
Morton got it agreed, in a meeting of fome ambitious men of 
the Clergy, and a Corqmittee of the Privy Council, “ That the 
“ name and office of Archbishop and Bishop ffiould be 
“ continued during the King’s minority, but lubjeft to the 
“ Ass e mb l y as to their Spiritual Jurifclidtion.’’ 1 heie Bifhops, 
introduced anno 1572, were, by way of ridicule, but juiUy 
called, “ Tulchan Bifhops.” A Tulchan was, the Skin of a ~virh m 
Dead Calf, ftretched on a frame of wood, and laid under a BlsH0I>s 
Cow, to make her give milk : And thefe Bifhops had the name, 
that by a private agreement, and allowing them a finall bene- 
fice, the Diocefles might yield their milk or Revenues to the 
Noblemen. 

This Regent further gratified his avarice at the expence of 
the Clergy. In the year 1561, a part of the Thirds of Ecclefiaf- 

tic 
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tic Benefices was allowed to the Proteftant Clergy for their fub- 
fiflence ; but this came to be very ill paid. Morton got the 
Clergy to refign the Thirds in his favour, and he promifed 
duely to pay their Stipendiary allowance. But he afligned 
three or four Churches to one Miniflcr, with the fiipend of 
only one Church, and applied the reft to his own ufes. 

Thefe Tulcban or Nominal Bifhops, had pofleflion of the 
Epilcopal Palaces ; had their Chapters, and both Confiftorial 
and Regality Juriidictions. But they were in no proper fenfe 
Bishops; They were admitted or confecrated by Prefbyters, 
and were fubjeft to, and depofed by the Aflemblies. The Go- 
vernment of the Church' was really Prefbyterian, by General 
Aflemblies, and Provincial Synods. And in 1581, the Aflem- 
bly declared the office of Bishop, as then exercifed within the 
Realm, to have no foundation or warrant in the Word of God ; 
and Prefbyteries were erected throughout the Kingdom, 
whereof there were three in Moray, viz. The Prefbyttries of 
El°in, of Forres, and of Invernefs. Notwithftanding this, the 
Titular Bifliops continued till the year 1592. 

• 

III. PERIOD. 

The third Period from anno 1592 to 1610, was ftridly 
Prefbyterian. The Tulchaa Bifliops having titles of honour, 
a feat in Parliament, with Revenues or Stipends fomewhat 
greater than other Miniflers, had neglected their fpiritual em- 
ployments, were defpifedby the Gentry, and confidered as pio- 
fline by the Populace. Yet King James Vi. would gladly 
have continued them, as a fit of men flavifhly devoted to him, 
and to whom they owed their promotion. The King Imnfelf, 
by his partial favour to P .pills, and his lhameful condtid in 
xhe affair of Mokai’s min der, had funk greatly in his character. 
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and the Chancellor (Seaton) was become odious, as to him 
was imputed the King’s Condud. For thefe reafons the King 
favoured the Clergy, and eftablifhed the Prefbyterian Govern- 
ment in the moft ample manner, by an Ad of Parliament An- 
no 1592. 

A new divifion was now made of the Church, into SynoDS 
and Presbyteries : and 1 in Moray four Prefbyteries were ap- 
pointed, viz. Invernefs, Forres, Elgin, and Ruthven. By this laft, 
I think, is meant the Prefbytery of Strathboggie, wliich might 
be appointed to meet at Ruthven or Cairnie. 

The Church did not long enjoy the peaceable exercife of 
this Government. The King wanted much to have Bifhops 
re ft or ed to their full power, as fome fort of a ballance to the 
Nobles in Parliament ; But they were become fo odious, that 
he was afraid to revive the Order. Yet, by flattery, promiles 
or threats, he got a Majority of the Clergy to agree. Anno 
1597 an ^ J J9^» t ^ at fo me Minifters fhould reprefcnt die 
Church in Parliament. After that he obtained to have con- 
ftant Moderators in Prefbyteries. And upon his acceflion to 
the Throne of England, defirous to eftablifli a Hierarchy in 
Scotland, He, by an Ad of Parliament 9th July 1606, reftor- 
ed the Temporalities of Bifhops, and granted them a feat in 
Parliament. In confequence of this Ad, thofe whom the 
King named, aded as Bifhops; but it tvas not before the year 
1610, that a packt General Aflembly allowed the office of a 
Bifliop : I fay, “ a packt General Aflembly tor Sir James Bal- 
four, in his M. S. Annals, Vol. I. relates, “ That, in the Ge- 
“ ncral Aflembly held at Linlithgow, anno 1606, the Lari 
“ of Dunbar diftributed, among the moft needy and clamo- 
“ rous of the Minifters, 40,000 Merks, to facilitate the wont, 

“ and obtain their Suffrages. And, anno 1610, after the 
“ Aflembly was up, the Earl of Dunbar paid L. 5000 Scots to

“ the Moderators of Prefbyteries for bygone fervice.” Thus, 
by bribing, ban idling, intimidating, and imprifoning Minifters r 
the Prefbyterian Government of the Church was overturned. 

IV. PERIOD. 

The Fourth Period, from anno 1610 to -16-38. The General 
Aflembly at Glafgow, anno 1610, having enabled, that Epi£ 
copacy (hall be the Government of the Church, Spottifwood, 
Lamb, and Hamilton, Minifters, were brought up to London to 
be confecrated. They objected, That this might be con- 
(trusted, a fubjefting the Church of Scotland to that of Eng- 
land. ' No, replied the King ; for the Archbifhops (hall have 
no hand in it. A poor reafon, yet it fatisfied them. Then 
Bilhop Andrews moved. That they (hould be firft ordained 
Prefbyters, becaufe they had not Epifcopal Ordination. Al- 
though fuch Re-Ordination would be a declaring all their for- 
mer Miniftrations null, yet, fo forward were they to obtain the 
Dignity of Bifhops, that they made no objection. But the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury anfwered, That there was no necefli- 
ty, becaufe Ordination by Prefbyters is Lawful, where Bifliops 
cannot be had ; elfe it might be doubted, if there was a Lawful 
Mifflon in moft of the Reformed Churches. Upon this they 
were confecrated by the Bifliops of London, Lly, and Bath ; 
and upon their return to Scotland, they confecrated others. 
Here let me oMerve, That according to the Landean and Dod- 
welian 7,ealots, thele Bifhops were made per Sal turn, and fo their 
Minidrations were null. Be this as it may, the Civil SanCUon 
was given, anno- to this chan >e of Government. But 

the new Bifhops were charaCtizcd in the following Verfes:

During the life of King James VI. the fubordination of Judi- 
catories was regularly kept up, and the Bifhops, afraid of Gene- 
ral Aflemblies, kept within fome bounds of moderation and 
decency. But how foon King Charles mounted the 1 hrone. 

Synods and Prefbyteries were continued, bnt Aflemblies were 
quite laid afide. Then the young Bifhops, having no check or 
controul, became proud, ambitious, and idle, encouraged Ty- 
ranny in the State, aud Innovations (both in Doctrine and 
Worfhip) in the Church. King James, having in vain tried to 
introduce the Englifli Liturgy into Scotland, dropt the defign. 

But his Son, governed by fiery Zealots, would rather let the 
three Kingdoms in a flame, than tail in bringing the Church 
of Scotland into a full conformity with that of Lngland. 

The Bifhops became fo hateful, that all ranks concurred in Condemned, 
throwing them out ; and the King finding it neceil'ary to call 
a General Aflembly, anno 1638, that meeting condemned 
Epifcopacy, dfcpofed fix of the Bifhops, and both depoied and ' 
excommunicated the other eight.

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With refpect to the Province of Moray, I find no alteration 
in this Period, but what was the Confequence of the change of 
Government, from Prefbytery to Prelacy ; except that two 
new Prefbyteries, viz. Aberlaure and Abernethie, were erected. 

V. PERIOD. 

The fifth Period, from anno 1638 to 1662. The General 
Aflembly 1638 having condemned Epifcopacy, at leaft in this 
Church, and having revived the exercife of Prefbyterian Go- 
vernment in its full vigour; the bad circumftances of the 
King’s affairs, and not his own inclination, made him, in 
Parliament 1641, ratify this Change. Then the Clergy difeo- 
vered how difficult it was for them, when vefted with power, 
to behave with moderation. What they loudly complained of 
under the foregoing Period, they themfelves now violently run 
into. They complained, that the King and Bifltops would im- 
pofe upon the Church of Scotland the Liturgy of the Church 
of England, or worfe ; and now, by the Solemn League and 
Covenant, they would impofe the Government and Worfhip 
of the Church of Scotland, upon the Churches of England 
and Ireland. During this Period, General Aftcmbftes were an- 
nually kept, till anno 1653: When the Aflembly was conftitut- 
ed on July 16th that year, a troop of Horfe and fome com- 
panies of Foot furrounded the houfe.-and Colonel Lilburn 
entered with a File of Mufketeers, and bid them be-gone ; 
which they obeyed. Front this time, till anno 1690, there 
was not a meeting of the General Aflembly. 

The Divifion of the Clergy into R.folutioncrj and Protejlcrs, 
proved fatal to them. Their Commiflioners, particularly Mr 
James Sharp, whom they employed at London, to take care of 
the intt reft of the Church, treacheroufly beua\edthem ; and 
King Charles II. who was no more to be truntd than his thi- 
ther 
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ther or grand father had been, wrote, by Mr Sharp, to Mr 
Robert Douglas the letter following : 

“ Whitehall, Auguft toth, 1660. 

“CHARLES RE X, Trufty and well beloved : We 
“ gracioufly accepted your Addrefs, and we are well latisfied 
“ with your carriages, and with the generality of the Minifters 
“ of Scotland, in this time of trial. We by this aflure you, that 
“ we refolve to difcountenance profanity, and all Contemners 
“ of Gofpel Ordinances ; and to protect, and preferve the Go- 
“ vernment of the Church of Scotland, as it is fettled hy Law, 

“ without violation. This you fliall make known to all 
“ Prefbyteries in the Church.” 

This letter was Mr Sharp’s contrivance; and the Jefuitical 
equivocation in the words, “ As Settled by Law,” was unwor- 
thy of a Prince ; for next year, by the Aft Refciflory, all was 
refcinded and annulled, that had been tranfafted in Parliament 
- .-fince the year 1633 ; and fo the Government Settled by Law,! ° mturneA 
was Episcopacy, as praftifed before 1633. 

VI. PERIOD.. 

The fixth Period, from anno 1662 101690. The Govern- 
ment of the Church by Bilhops was now reflored, not bv the VI P'^od. 
Church or the State, the Clergy or Laity, but by the King’s Pre- l66i '“ l6 9 ° 
rogative Royal, and was ratified in Parliament anno 1662, P-'Flact 
T he four Gentlemen now conft crated Biiliops at London, weie Reftore<1 * 
flirt ordained Deacons and Prefbyters; a tacite confcffion, that 
former Bifhops were properly noBifiiops. No General Afl'eni- 
bly was called during this Period ; but Synods and Prefbyteries 
were allowed to meet ; yet not by thele Prefbyterian names, for 
now they were called “ Diocefian Afiemblies and Exercifes.” 

A Popifh King and a Profane Miniftry warmly relented the le- 
vel ities under the late Ufurpation ; and the new Biiliops, for- 
merly 
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nierly Prefbyterians and Covenanters, would tolerate no man, 
that would not thoroughly conform to both Church and State. 

This brought on a Perfecution that lafted during this Period. 
In the year 1663, about 400 hundred Minifters were ejetted 
out of their parifttes and livings, becaufe they would not fwear 
to Defpotifm in the State, and Prelacy in the Church. Such as 
have curioufly enquired into the number offufferers for non-con- 
formity to Church and State during this Period, have calculated, 
that by hanging, drowning, tumults, intercommuning, impri- 
foning, and banifhing, at leaft 18,000 were cut off. Jn England, 
the Perfecution for non-conformity was, for a time, very hot. 
But when James laid alide the mafic, and (hewed his defign of 
introducing Popery, the Bifhops and Doctors made a faithful 
and firm (land for the Proteftant Religion, and heartily joined 
in maintaining it. 

But in Scotland, the Bi(hops became abjecT Flatterers of that 
Popilh King, and feemed to wifh for Popery and Slavery ; fofr 
when they heard of the Prince of Orange’s expedition, for pre- 
ferving Religion and Liberty in Britain, they wrote a letter 
to their King, dated November 3d 1688, in which they did 
not once mention the Proteftant Religion, but prayed, “ That 
“ God might give him the necks of his enemies, and clothe 
k w ith fliame all who fliould invade his rights, and that Hea- 
“ yen might preferve his fon, to fway the Royal Sceptre after 
«* him.” This letter was figned by all the Biftiops, except* 
Argyle and Caithnefs. (^slppciuiix, No. L.) 

Upon the Prince of Orange’s landing, and King James’s ab- 
dicating the Thr< ne, and flying to France, the people in the 
\Veft, who had been rendered mad by oppreflion and perfecu- 
tio n, became unruly, and violently drove away many of the 
E pile opal Minifters, who had been too much the authors of 
their fuffc rings. And upon the i ith April i68y, the Conven- 
tion 
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lion of Eftates (confifting of two Dukes, two Marqtiiles, 
twenty-eight Earls, fix Vifcounts, twenty-one Lords, and fifty 
Commiffioners of Counties and Burroughs, and fome Bifhops) 

“ declared Prelacy a great and inliipportable grievance to the Pr^lac* * 
** nation, and that it ought to be abolilhed.” This declaration Gncvanct ' 
was carried by fo great a majority, that there were only eleven 
again ft it, whereof (even were Bifhops. 

In this Period, there was nothing peculiar to the Province. " . 
of Moray, but what fliall be taken notice of in lbme General 
Remarks, after I have fpoken a little concerning 

VII. PERIOD. 

The feventh Period, which runneth from the year 1690 to 
the prelent time. In the year 1690, the Prefbyterian Govern- the prefent 
ment was reftored, and eftabliflied by Parliament, and that r,mc ‘

year the General Aflembly met, after it had been difcontinued ry eftablifh- 
ever fiuce the year 1652. The Epifcopal Minifters now con- cd ' 
formed generally to the Civil Government, and Were indulged 
to keep their Churches and Benefices during life, By this 
means the number of Prefbyterian Minifters in the Diocefs of 
Moray was fo fmall, that they made but one Prefbytery, called 
“ The Prefbytery of Moray,” till the year 1702. Before this Prefbytery 
year they had no meeting of Synod ; but in March 1702, the ot Morajr ‘ 
Com million of the Aflembly recommended to them to meet 
in Synod. In purfuance of. which, in a meeting at Forres 23d 
June 1 702, they eretfted themf. Ives into three Prefbyteries, viz., 
the united Prefbytery of Invernefs and Forres * the united 
Prefbytery of Elgin, Aberlaure, and Abernethie 5 and the 
Prefbytery of Strathboggie. In October the fame year, they 
met in Synod for the firfl time. The number of Minifters Synod, 
foon increafing, by the demile of the Epifcopal Incumbents, 

Aber- 
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Aberlaure and Abernethie were disjoined from Elgin anno 
1707, and made a diftinft Presbytery. In 1708, Inverneft and 
Forres became two Prefbyteries ; and. in 1709, Aberlaure and 
Abernethie were disjoined, and made two Preibyteries. In 
1706, the Aflemb'y annexed .Mortlich to the Synod of Moray. 
And in the year 1724, the Aflenibly having erefted a new 
Synod, called “ The Synod of Glenelg,” the parifhes of Laggan, 
Bolefken, and Urquhart, were disjoined from the Synod 'of 
Moray, and included in that new Synod. I jQiall now clofe this 
Section with a few Remarks.

Upon perilling the Ecclesiastic Records, it is apparent, 
that True, Rational, Chriftian Knowledge, which was almoft 
quite loft under Popery, made very flow progrefs after the Re- 
formation. It was long before Minifters could be had to plant 
the feveral corners, and particularly the Highlands. In the 
year 1 6 50, the Country of Lochaber was totally defolate, and 
no Proteftnnt Minifters had before that time been planted there. 
And when the number of Minifters increafed,. very few of them 
underftood the Irifli Language, and Teachers were fettled in 
the Highlands, who were mere Barharians to the People : Thro’ 
want of Schools, few had any Literary Education ; and they 
who had, would not dedicate themfelves to the Miniftry, when 
the Livings were fo poor as not to afford Bread. 

Hence Ignorance prevailed in every corner. To which, be- 
fides the want of Public Teachers, many things contributed. 
The number of Papifts was great : They who profefled the Pro- 
teftant Religion retained ftrong prejudices in favour of the Re- 
ligion of their Anceftors : Popifli profanenels and irreligion, 
too grateful to flefh and blood, could not loon be abolifhed. 
So little was the Lord’s-Day regarded, that in the town of El- 
agin, in the year 1591, their annual Fairs were held on that 
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daV ; and many years after, the (hops were open on that day 
for buying and (tiling. 

The unfettled date of the nation increased this Ignorance. 
During the Reign of King James VI. Tu uults, Iu.urrections, 
Violence, Murder and Blood -thed, filled the Land. The Civil 
Wars, in the Reign of his Son, turned Church and State into 
the utmoft confufion ; and under the Reign of the two Royal 
Brothers, the high ambition was, to root out the Northern 
Herely, and to re-eftablilh Popery in our land. 

The Changes in the Doctrines and Government of the 
Church, likewiie nourifhed ignorance and vice. Our Reform- 
ers taught tfie Calviniftic Doctrine , and fettled Prefbyterian 
Government. But King James VI. overturned that Govern* 
ment ; and fought to abolifii that Doctrine. His Son made 
further advances in thefe changes. Arminianifm became the 
favourite (cheme of Doftrine; and Epifcopacy, abfolutely necef- 
fary to Salvation, the plan of Government. During the Ufur- 
pation, Enthufiafm and Anarchy prevailed : And with the Re- 
iteration, Deifm, and a general difiolution of manners, like a 
flood, came in ; the tranlition from one extreme to ano- 
ther being eafy and common. 

The Reign of Charles II. is well delcribed by Mr Pope in 
the following lines. 

In the fat age of Pie afire, Wealth and Eafe , 

Sprung the rank 'weed, and thrived wi’h large increaji j 
When Love was all an eafy Monarch's Care, 

Seldom at Council , never in a W ar. 

Tilts ruled the State , and Statefmen farces writ. 

Nay Wits had Pen fans, and Young Lords had Wit'. 

The Fair fat panting at a Courtier's Play , 

And not a Mafk went unimprov'd away : 

The modeft Fan was lifted up no more, 

And Virgins fail'd at what they blufh'd before . 

The 
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The conduct of the Clergy had a bad influence. When the 
Prefbyterians ruled, they exercifed too little prudence, charity 
or difcretion : And when the Bifhops governed, they encou- 
raged Perfecution and Bloodfhed. Thefe having no Superior* 
(no General Aflemblies to reftrain them) but the King, whofe 
creatures they were, became proud and inlolent, little regard- 
ed any concernments of the Church except their own power 
and revenues, and quite neglected the means of diffufing and 
propagating the Knowledge of Religion and Virtue ; in fo 
much, that there were fcarce any Schools of Learning in this 
Province, except in Royal Burghs, till after the Revolution. 
I well remember, when from Spey-mouth (through Strath-Spey, 
Badenoch and Lochaber) to Lorn, there was but one School, 
viz. at Ruthven in Badenoch ; and it was much to And, in a 
parilh, three perfons that could read or write. 

Such prevailing Ignorance was attended with much Superfti- 
tion and Credulity. Heathenifh and Romifh cuftoms were 
much praftifed. Pilgrimages to Wells and Chapels were fre- 
quent. Apparitions were every where talked of and believed* 
Particular Families were faid to be haunted by certain Demons, 
the good or bad Genius’s of thefe Families : Such as ; on Spey- 
fide, the Family of Rothemurchus, by B idai b an Dun, i, t. “The 
« Gholt of the Dune.” The Baron of Kincardine's Family, by 
Red Hand, or “ A Ghoft one of whofe hands was blood-red.” 
Gartinbeg by Bodach-Gartin. Glenlochie, by Brownie, Tulloch- 
<*orm, by Maag Moulacb, i. e. “ One with the left hand all over 
hairy.” 1 find in the Synod Records of Moray, frequent orders 
to the Prefbyteries of Aberlaureand Abernethie, to enquire into 
the truth of Maag Mouladfs appearing: But they could make no 
difeovery, only that one or two men declared, they once law, 
in the evening, a Young Girl, whofe left hand was all hairy, 
and who inrftantly difappeared. 

Almoft 
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Almoft every large Common was laid to have a Circle of Fairies. 
Fairies belonging to it. Separate Hillocks upon plains, were 
called Sigh an, i. e. “ Fairy Hills.” Scarce a Shepherd but had 
feen Apparitions and Ghofts. Charms, calling nativities, cur- Charm*. 
ing difeales by inchantments. Fortune-telling, were commonly 
prattifed, and firmly believed : As, Dr Garth well deicribes 
the Goddefs Fortune, 

In this Jlill Labyrinth around far lye. 

Spells , philters , globes , and fckemcs of Palmijlry y 
A Sigil , in this hand, the Gipjy bears , 

In t'other a prophetic Sieve and Shears . 

Witches were faid to hold their nocturnal meetings in Witchb* 
Churches, Church-Yards, or in lonely places ; and to be often 
transformed into Hares, Mares, Cats •, to ride through the Re- 
gions of the Air, and to travel into dillant Countries ; to inflict 
Difeales, raife dorms and tempefts: And for fuch incredible 
feats, many were tried,, tortured and burnt. If any one was 
aflitted with Hyllerics, Hypochondria, Rbeumatifms, or the 
like acute Difeafes, it was called Witch-craft : And it was fuf- 
flcient to fufpett a Woman for Witch-craft, if Ihe was poor, 
old, ignorant and ugly. Thefe effects of ignorance were lo fre- 
quent within my memory,, that I have often feen all perlons 
.Above twelve years of age folemnly (worn four times in the year, 
that they would prattife no Witch-craft, Charms, Spells, &c. 

It was likewile believed, that Ghofls or departed fouls, of- Ghosts. 
ten returned to this world, to warn their friends of approach- 
ing danger, to difcover murders, to find loft goods, &c. That 
Children dying unbaptized (called T/rans) wandered in Taran*.. 
woods and lolitudes,. lamenting their hard fate, and were 
often feen. It cannot be doubted, that many of thele ftories 
concerning Apparitions, Tarans, &c. came out of the Cloyfters 
of ; Monk? and Friars, or were the Invention of defigning 

Priefts, 
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Priefts, who deluded the World with their ftorie3 of Purgatory 
and Limbus Infantum. But after the Revolution, the moft diftant 
Corners being planted' with Minifters, Schools brewed in* al- 
moft every Parifh, Charity-Shools fet up for in ft ruling the 
Poor ; Chriftian Knowledge propagated, and Natural Philofo- 
phy much improved 1 ; Ignorance was gradually removed, and 
Superftition loft Credit. Apparitions, Fairies, 'Witches, Tarans, 
have difappeared ; and few regard the ftories concerning 
them, except ftupid old people who cannot (hake • off their 
Prejudices, and begotted Papifts who give implicite faith to 
their Priefts. 

It appears all along fine© the Reformation, that the Clergy 
either looked on Church Government as . alterable or ambula- 
tory, or made little account of the difference betwixt Prefbytery 
and Epifcopacy, notwithftanding their wrangling about the 
Divinum. The zealous Prelatifts, before 1638, iully compli- 
ed with Prefbytery and the Covenant : And the bigotted Co- 
venanters as readily complied with Prelacy in 1 662. And i£ 
at the Revolution, few conformed to Prefbytery, it was, be- 
cauie they were allowed their Benefices, for Life, upon qualify- 
ing to the Civil Government, and their not conforming to the 
Ecclefiaftic Government eafed them of coniiderable expencts, 
in attending upon Judicatories, paying Centejhnas , Sec. 

One cannot but obferve, that the Clergy of both Denomina- 
tions are too ambitious of power, and ready to abufe it into le- 
verity and perfecution. In time of Prefbytery, after the year 
J638, Minifters who would not lubfcribe the Covenant, or 
who converted with the Marquis of Huntly, or the Marquis of 
Montrofe, or who took a protection from them, were lulpend- 
ed, deprived or depoied : And Gentlemen, who took part with

Htrntly or-Montrofe, were toiled from One Judicatory to ano- 
ther, made to undergo a, moek-perinnncg m Sackcloth, and 
to fweat to the Covenant. Under Prelacy] On the- other hand, 
after the Reftoration, the Pfefby terians, arid all who oppofed 
Court Meafares, hdd no enemies more virulent than the Cler- 
gy.! They informed againft them, made theCourt'raifb a cruel 
perfecutibri, 1 f and make inUdrOus a rid' fangumary Laws^ for 
Firieing, Imprifoning, . Irttercomihuriing, Hanging; <6v. ltd* 
never better with Religion, than when the Clergy are ehtrrifted 
with little power, and have no (hare in the Civil Adminiftrationsl 

Under both Prelbytery ancf Prelacy, they Broilght die 1 high 
Cenfure of Excommunication into Contempt, by the frequent 
cy of it, and applying it to improper objects. Ladles of Qua- 
lity were excommunicated, purely becaule they were Papifts 
or Quakers, ' though otherwife regular arid moral. Arid yet 
fiich Time-Servers were they, that the moll zealous ag-ainft 
Popery before the Reftoration, after it, became cold and faint, 
knowing the Diipofition of the Court. 

In the year 1600, by Ad of Parliament, all Perfnns were 
required to partake of the Sacrament of the Sripper once in the 
year, under thefe Penalties: An Earl, L. 1000. A Lord, 
1000 Murks.. A Baron, 300 Murks. A Yeoman, L. 40. A 
Burgcfs, asthe Council (hall modify. I am tint furprized, that 
fuch an Ad was made by that King, efpecially, as ic was made 
upon pretence of obliging Papifts (a.ftrange way of convening 
them) to become Proteftants. But it is lhameful 10 find the 
Clergy jealous in executing this Profane Law, and proftitut- 
ing an Ordinance fo Sacred*. Yet< this they did, both under 
Prelacy and Prelbytery.

VI. Remark. Always, upon the Eftablifhing of Epifcopacy, Minifters 
were ftridtly prohibited by the Bifhops, to marry any Widower 
or Widow, till the Teftament of the former Hufbapd or Wife 
was confirmed : And they were required to remit quarterly to 
the Commifiioners, Lids of all dying within their Parifiies. It 
was pretended, that this was done fpr the Benefit of the Chil- 
dren and near Relations : But it was, in truth, for the Benefit 
of the Bifhop : And the Parliament 1690 aboliflied this avari- 
cious, cruel, Popifti practice, of robbing poor Widows and 
Children ; and now no one needs confirm, unlefs he inclines^ 

VII* Remark. The moderation and lenity of the Civil Government fince 
the Revolution, compared with former Reigns, is very obferv- 
able. In former Periods, whatever was the Church Govern- 
ment eftabliflied by Law, no diflenting from it, or non-con- 
formity to it, was connived at, ; far lefs was it tolerated. Dif- 
ienters, I mean Proteftants, were opprefled and perfecuted. 
But now Papifts are connived at, Prelatifts have a legal to- 
leration in their favour ; and they, who on account of their Ja- 
cobite principles, will not accept of it, are connived at, and 
fuffered to keep their private meetings for Worfhip. And tho*' 
the Eftabliflied Church is rent by Seceders, Cameramans, Mac- 
Millanites, Glaftites, &c. yet no Seft is difturbed or opprefled. 

I fhall clofe this Section with one Remark more, viz. 

yitj. Remark. The conduct of the Epifcopal Clergy, at and fince the Re- 
volution. In June 1690, the Parliament eftablifhed Prefbytery 
as the Government of the Church, and required all the Epif 
copal' Minifters, who would remain in their Charges, not only 
to fwear the A Hedge a nee, but to fubferibe the A durance, Own- 
“ ing King William and Queen Mary as the only lawful King 
u and Queen of this Realm, as well de jure as de fa8o, and 

“ promifing: 
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«* promifing to maintain, and defend their Title and Govern- 
“ ment againft the late King James, &c.” This they brought 
upon themfelves, by their Jefuidcal diftinftion of de jure and 
de fafto. The Parliament likewife confidered, That the Epif- 
copal Clergy who qualified to the Government, and fo con- 
tinued in office, were more numerous than the Prelbyterian 
Minifters, and, if admitted to a ftiare in the Government, 
would over-ballance thefe: Therefore, the Parliament com- 
mitted the Government to thofe Minifters, ( now alive, who had 
been eje&ed fince January 1661, and to fuch as they did or 
fliould admit. Of thele confided the Aflembly which met in 
O&ober 1690. Few more were yet ordained: In the North, 
the Epilcopal Clergy generally qualified to the Government, 
and kept their Churchds. .In the Diocefs of Moray upwards of 
forty did fo. ! ./ 

Thefe Epifcopal Minifters, though qualified, to the Govern- 
ment, joined the Jacobite Laity, in endeavouring to reftore 
their King and Epifcopdcy, In order to this laft, it was con- 
trived, that a Body pf. Epilcopal Minifters, more numerous 
than the Prelbyterians, ftiould apply to the next General 
Aflembly, to be received into a Coalition, upon fuch terms, 
as they thought, could hot be refufed. If received, they ho- 
ped foori to overturn Prefbytery. If rejefted, they would re- 
prefent the Prelbyterians to the King and Parliament, as of an 
unpeaceable, ieditious, and perfecuting fpirit, and hoped in 
this way to fucceed. And if Prelacy was once reftored, they 
would work up the Nation to a new Revolution. This Icheme 
feems to have been formed by the Vifcount of Tarbet (vid. 
Bitcb’s Life of slrcbbijhop Til lot/on, 1752) a Nobleman of fome 
learning, but of' lefs integrity, who infinuated himfelf into 
King William’s favour, and yet lived and died a keen Jaco- 
bite. The Scots Bifliops communicated a part of this cjefign 
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to the Englifh Bifiiops. They, t ^ ether with Lord Tarbet, 
prevailed with the King, who was ! a ranger, to defer calling 
an Aflembly in 1691, 'for the fake o; . ice, as they pretended; 
but in fart that their fcheme might be r ,,ened.' 

All things being now ready, an A fie; >Mv was called to meet 
in January 1692, and the King in his Letter recommended to 
receive, into a fhare in the Government, all who fhould de- 
fire to be thus comprehended. Then Dr Canaries, at the 
head of 180 F.pifcopal Minifters, and in the name of many 
more, appeared and defired to be received, and they would 
fubferibe the following Formula : “I, A. B. do fincereiy pro- 
“ mife, and declare, that I will fubmit to the Prelbyterian 
u Government of the Church, as it is now eflablifhed in this 
“ Kingdom, and that I will lubferibe the Confeflion of Faith, 
** and the Larger and Shorter Catechifms ratified by art of Par- 
liament in the year 1 690, as containing the Dortrine of the 
“ Proteftant Religion profefled in this Kingdom.” 

'The Aflembly knew • Dr Canarie’s character; they faw 
the defign of thefe men was no more, than what a Jefuit, 
or a Mahometan, might offer. Thele men did not promife to 
believe the Dortrine, and not to overturn the Government of 
the Church. • In fliort, fuch equivocatidn was condemned, and 
their offer was rejerted. Upon this Canaries appealed to the 
King for i-edrefs ; and the Earl of Lothian C ommiflioner diflolv- 
ed the meeting fine die. But the Aflembly aflerted unani- 
moufly the right of the Church, and appointed the time of 
their next meeting. ' : - 

The Jacobites now hoped to triumph, but were disappoint- 
ed. Their defigns were, feen into : The King was undeceived ; 
and the Parliament having met in April 1693 ordained, 
** That no one be admitted or continued a Minifter or Preach- 
!“ erj till he firft fubferibe the Alledgcance and AlTurance ; alio 
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“ fubferibe the Confeffion of Faith as the Confeffion of his 
“ Faith,- and own the Doctrine therein contained to be the 
“ true Doftrine, to which he will conftantly adhere ; and like- 
“ wife own Prefbyterian Church Government, fubmit thereto, 
“ and never endeavour, directly or indirectly, the prejudice 013 
“ fubverfion thereof, and obferve the Worfhip as at prelent 
“ performed; and that they apply in an orderly way, each man 
“ for himfelf, to be admitted.” . The Parliament' likewife ad- 
drefled his Majefty to call an Aflembly, which he did, and 
they met in March 1694, and drew up a Formula, agreeable to 
the ACt of Parliament, offering to receive all who would fub- 
feribe it. 

Few complied with the Act of Parliament. Many qualified 
to the Civil Government, and kept their Churches without mo- 
leftation. But the zealous Jacobites would not conform to 
Church or State. Some of them continued in their Churches 
by the favour of Jacobite Patrons or Heritors. Some intruded 
into vacant Churches ; and fome fet up Private Meetings. I he 
Union of the two Kingdoms, anno 1707, lecured the legal effa- 
blifliment of the Church ; yet an almoft unlimited toleration 
tvas granted, anno 1712, to the Epifcopal Clergy. But as it 
required them to abjure the Popifh Pretender, very few took 
the Benefit of it. They kept up their Unqualified Meetings, and 
looked for fome Revolution that would diflblve the Union. 
This was nearly effected in the encl of Queen Ann’s Reign; 
and being difappointed by her death, they heartily joined in 
the Rebellion anno 1715, and thereafter in the year 1745. 
. Thefe being cruflied, they feemed to defpond, and publifhed 
and difperfed the following elegant, but virulent, Threnodia, 
in the ffyle of a Monumental Infcription, which exhibites a live- 
ly picture of High Church.

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id, The BISHOPS of MORAY fince the Reformat ion ; 
the Cathedral, Palace, Chapter, and Revenues. 

P atrick Hepburn, the laft Popifh Bishop of Moray, died Protestant 

T 1 1 Bishops of 

June 20th, 1573, and Moray. 

1. George Douglas was the firft Proteftant Bifhop. He was 

baftard fon of Archibald Earl of Angus, and was admitted 

Bifhop 5th February 1573 — -4. For in that Period there 

was no Confecration, except what was performed by mere 

Prefbyters, yet he foon eledded a Chapter ; for I find him 

and the Chapter confenting and fublcribing to a tack of 

Teinds, July 18th 1574 {Appendix, No. XLV.) He died at 

Edinburgh December 28th 1589 ( Keith's Craal.) He was 

the only 'Tulcban Bifhop in this See. The next Bifhop » ' 

was, 

2. Alexander Douglas, probably fon of the former. This- 
Gentleman was ordained Minifter of Elgin about the year 
1582, ( Sejf. Records of Elgin.) and ferved as a Prefbytcrian 
Minifler till the year 1606. In that year, he, with others, 
grafped at the Kraftian Prelacy ellablifhed by Parliament, and 
in 1610, received a fort of Confecration (See III. and IV. 

Periods). He died May nth 1623, and was buried in the 
Ifle of St Giles Church in Elgin, where his wife, a daugh- 
ter of the Laird of Innes, ere£fcd a flately monument.. 

He was fucceeded by 

3. JohnGutuRI e, MiniflerofEdinburgh, who was confecrated 
anno 1623, and was depofed by the General AfFembly which 
met anno 1638. He did not, as other Bifhops, fly into 
England, but kept pofleffion of the Cadle of Spyniej and 
when the Covenanters took arms anno 1640, he garriloned 
it. But in July that year. Major General Monro marched 

with. 
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with 300 men to reduce it. Mr Jofeph Brodie Minifter 
at Keith, and Ion-in-law to the Bifliop, prevailed with 
him to furrender on July 16th, and only the arms and 
riding hories were carried off. The Bifliop retired ta his 
paternal inheritance of Guthrie in Angus ( Spald . M. S 
From that time there was no Bilhop, till after the Reftora- 
tion, when 

4. Murdac MacKenzie was preferred. He was, for fome 
time chaplain to a regiment in the army of Guftavus 
Adolphus King of Sweden ; after which he was fettled mi- 
nifter of Contane in Rofs ; from thence tranftated to Inver- 
nefs anno 1640, and thence to Elgin anno 1645. Upon 
the Reftoration he was confecrated Bifliop, May 7th 1662. 
He had been accounted a fuperftitioufly zealous Pfefbyte- 

» 

rian and Covenanter, and fo much an enemy to the keep- 
ing of Holy-days, that it is commonly laid at Elgin, that 
at Chriftmafs 1659, he learched the houfes in that town, 
that they might not have a Chriftmas Goole. But a Bi- 
flioprick cured him of thele blemifties, and he loon de- 
pofed fome of his Clergy for non-conformity. In the end 
of the year 1 676, he was tranflated to the See of Orkney, 
and died in February 1688. 

5. James Aitkins, Retflor of Wimphrey in the County of 

Briftol, was, upon the King’s recommendation, elected Janu- 
ary 10th 1 677, and loon after confecrated. He was account- 
ed a pious man, and maintained ftri<T order and difcipline 
among his Clergy, without any feverity againfl Diflentersi 
But warmly maintained the rights ol his See, particularly 
a lifliing on the river Spey. The Marquis of Huntley, and 
Earls of Moray and Dunfermline, proprietors of a Fifti.ng 
on that river, prevailed to have him tranflated to Galloway 
anno 1680, and he died 1687. He was l'ucceded by 

6. Colin. 
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6. Colin Falconer, fon of William of Dunduif, who was 
ion of Alexander Falconer of Hawkerton, was ordained 
Minifter of Eflil anno 1651, tranfported to Forres in 1658, 
and in 1679 e l e< ^ e d to the See of Argyle: But not hav- 
ing the Irifli language, he was not fond of that Charge, and 
in 1680 was confecrated Biihop of Moray. He died No- 
vember nth 1686, and was buried in the Ifle of St Giles 
Church in Elgin. 

7. Alexander Rose (of the family of Inch in Garrioch, a 
branch of the family of Kilravock, and whofe father was 
Prior of Monemulk) was liicceflivelv Minifter at Perth, Pro- 
feflor of Divinity at Glalgow, and Principal of Si Mary’s 
College in St Andrews ; and was confecrated Biihop of Mo- 
ray in March 1687, and before the end of that year was 
tranflated to Edinburgh, where he died March 20th 1720. 

8. William Hay, D. D. (of the family of Park in Moray) 
was Minifl er at Perth, .and was confecrated Biihop of Mo- 
ray March nth j 688, at St Andrews. After his depriva- 
tion in 1689, he retired to the houfe of his fon in-law, 
John Cuthbert of Caftlehill near Invernels, where he died 
March 17th 1707. 

Theft; were the Reformed Bilhops in the See of Moray ; and 
in their time the Diocefs; in its extent, was much the lame as 
under Popery. I have above taken notice of the divilion of it, 
into Presbyteri ls. 


The Cathedral or Col lege Church had gone to ruin, cathedral* 
as above oblerved ; and theie Bilhops ufed St (files Church in 
the town of Elgin, as their Cathedral, the Biihop being the 
Parfon or Reftor of the Parilh of Elgin, and the other Mini- . 
fter his Vicar. 

The 
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The Palace of Spynie was kept in repair, and there the 
Bifhops refided. But at the Revolution, though the Palace 
and Precinct were annexed to the Crown, and not fold, but 
pays annually twelve pounds Sterling of rent ; yet the houfe 
not being inhabited, the Lefees or Tackfmen of the Precind 
either carried off, or differed others to carry off, the iron gate, 
the iron chairfof the port-cullis, the oaken joifts or roof, the 
doors, flooring, &c. In a word, all the iron work and timber 
wa3 carried away, and only the {tone walls remain. 

The Dignifi ed Clergy, and their Seats, were the fame 
as under Popery. In an agreement, in June 1666, betwixt 
the Bifliop and Chapter, and Sir Ludowick Gordon of Gor- 
donftoun, compared with tacks of teinds, with confent of the 
Bifliop and Chapter, I find the following Members of the 
Chapter, viz. The Minifter of Aldern, Dean ; of Forres, 
Arch-Deacon; of Alves, Chantor ; of Inveravon, Chancellor; 
of Kenedar, Treafurer; Dallas, Sub-dean; Rafford, Sub-chan- 
tor ; Moy, Pettie, Duffus, Dunlichty, Spynie, Kinore, 
Botarie, Kingufie, Birnie, Vicar of Elgin, and Prebendary of 
Unthank. But I know not, if thefe Minifters were always of 
the Chapter, or at any time made up the whole of it. 

The Consistorial Jurisdiction, by Commiflaries in 
Elgin and in lnvernefs, brought a confiderable Revenue to the 
Bifliop. “ After the Reformation (fays the Author of Effays 
“ on Brit. Antiq.) the Bifliops took a great care to preferve 
« their right. They had fpies in all corners ; and no fooner 
“ was a man laid in his grave, than they tlvundered out all their 
“ artillery of the law, to force his relations to apply for Letters 
“ of Adminiflration.” 
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I find in the Synod Regifterof Moray, that how foon Prelacy 
was re-eflablifhed at the Reftoration, the Bifliop, anno 1663, 
cauled intimate from all the Pulpits in the Diocefs “ That no 
“ Widower, Man or Woman, (hall be married, until they re- 
port a certificate of the Confirmation of the former Hufband 
or Wife’s Teftament.” As long as Prelacy was eftabliflied, 
this grievance was not redrefled. But immediately after the 
Revolution (Parliament 161,0. A<ft 26.) it was enacted, “ That 
no perfbn fhall be bound to give up inventory of a Defunct’s 
“ goods ; and that there fhall be no Confirmation, unlels at the 
“ inftance of the relief, children, neareft of kin, or creditors.” 

The Bifhop’s power and perquifites, as Lord of the extenfive 
Regality of Spynie, were not to be difpenfed with ; and there- 
fore that Jurifclidtion was kept up. 

With refpeft to the Revenues. The Papal Heirarchy hav- Revenues 
ing been abolifhed at the Reformation, what of the Church 
lands had not been fold and difponed by the Popifh Bifliops, 
was, by Queen Mary and her Son, laviflied away among their • 
courtiers and favourites. When King James re-ereded a 
Hierarchy anno 1610, he had but very poor livings for his 
Bifhops. And although both he and his Son prefled the fur- 
render of Church lands fo warmly and imprudently, that the 
difeontent of the Nobility and Gentry, who poflefled thefe 
lands, iflued in a civil war fatal to Monarchy and Prelacy ; 
yet little of the lands that had belonged to the Church was re- 
covered. However competent Revenues were obtained for the 
Bifhops, by Gentlemen paying an annual Feu-duty for the 
Church lands they held off the Crown ; and this was called “ The 
Bifhop’s Rents or Feu-duties ” I have not feen a lull and exact - . 
account of the Church lands belonging to the Diocefs of Mo- 
ray; but the following Rental of the Feu-duties (taken from 

S f the 
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the Colleftor’s Books) points out the Gentlemen who now 
poflfefs tliefe lands, and (hews that the Revenue was great, 
when the Bifliops had the full .real rent of thofe lands.

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This is the Revenue as it now ftands in the Collector’s 
Books ; but it is not one-hall of the Revenues, as they flood at 
the Revolution. Several parts of thele Rents havd been gift- 
ed to Gentlemen. The profits of the Regality, and efpecially 
of the Com milla riot, were very conflderable. . The Bifliop 
was Parfon of the Parifh of Elgin, and drew all the Great 
Teinds. The Churches of St Andrews, Ugfton, and Laggan- 
were Menfal, and the Bifliop had the whole Teinds. In a. 
word, the Revenues of the See of Moray, at the Revolution, by a 
moderate Eftimation, amounted to*L.6ooo Scots, orL.5ooSterl.. 

The Rental given up by Bifhop Hay in 1 689, agrees with 
the above, except in a few articles of fmall account. And 
Bifliop Hay adds : 

“ There is payable, out of the Bifliopric to the Minifter of

I N this account, I {hall follow the prelent Divifion of the Pro- 
vince into Prelbyteries, and lhall take notice of the Patron 
Saint, the Civil Patron, the Stipend, the Schools, the Mortifica- 
tions, the Chapels, the Number of Examinable Perfons above 
Seven Years of Age, and the Proteftant Minifters fince the 
Reformation 

My Vouchers for thefe things are. Our Ecclefiaftic Hifto- 
ries, the Regifters of Invernels, Forres, Elgin, and Strathbog- 
gie ; Regifters of Kirk-Seffions, Original Writs, particularly 
thofe in the Appendix, No. XLVII. 

In fpeaking.of the Patrons of Churches, I cannot but ob- 
ferve, That by the A<ft, 10 mo Anne or 1712, reftoring Patro-

«* BHhops, Bilhops, or other Dignified Perfons in the year 
t* r689, lhall belong to the Crown.” And fince no Prefcrip- 
tion can run againft the Crown, I leave it to thofe concerned, 
to confider how far the Crown has a right to feverals in chk 
Province.

Dundurcos was a Vicarage, depending, it is faid, upon the 
Parfon of Rathven in the Enzie. Hay of Rannes claims the 
Patronage; But the Crown is in poflelfion, by prefcnting 
Mcflrs Thomas Gordon, and John Grant. In the North end 
of the Parifh Rood the Chapel of Grace, and near to it the Well 
of that name, to which multitudes, even from the Wei tern 
Tiles, do ftill refort, and nothing Ihort of violence can rellrain 
their fupcrflition.

Dipple, a Parfonage de- Pa 8 e 57- 
dicated to the Holy Ghost, whereof the Earl of Moray is Pa- 
tron. At the Church Yard Style, there flood a fmall houfe, 
commonly called “ The Houfe of the Holy Ghoft around 
which, Sun-way, the people made a tour with the Corpfe at Bu- 
rials, and could not be reftramed from this fuperftition, till the 
walls were quite razed of late.

Speymouth is made up of the parifhes of Dipple and 
Esst l, and the Barony of Gf.rmach united, and erefted int» 
one parilh, by a decree of the Court of Selfion, of date 14th 
July 1731, to take effect at the death or removal of one of the 
then incumbent Minifters, which happened that fame year, by 
tranfporting Mr John Patterfon from Dipple to Sc Andrews. 
The old kirks were fuffered to go into decay, and a new 
kirk was built in the centre of the united parilh in 1732, 
and called “ Speymouth Kirk.” But the old Church Yards 
continue to be the places for burying. No grave is allowed 
to be digged at the new Church. The Glebes of Dipple and 
Elfil were diljponed to Braco (now Earl of Fife), who granted a 
Glebe and built a Manfe at fome little diflance from the Kirk. 
By annexing the Barony of Germach. to thus parifh, L. 200 
Scots of the T eind Filhing of Spey is acldfcd to the ftipend. The 
Town and Barony of Germach, though within half a mile of 
the Kirk of Elfil, was a part of the parifh of Urquhart, and 
three miles from that Kirk: The Bifliops kept it in this parifh, 
that they might have the faid L. 200. In 1649, Germach was 
annexed to Elfil by the Prefbjtery, with content of the Here, 
tors, and' the Minifter of Elfil was to enjoy the L. 200. To 
explain this, obferve, That King Charles T. being indebted 
L. 7000 Sterling, to James LivingP.ori of the' Bed .Chamber, 
granted him in 1642, a gift of the rents and profits of the 
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Bifhoprick of Moray and others, for payment, with power to fell 
and difpone the fame^ Mr Livingfton, in 1647, conveyed his 
right to John Earl of Crawford Treafurer, who, by his difpo- 
fition of date 9th June 1648, fold the Teind Fiflring of Spey 
to Sir Robert Innes of Innes, for L. 800 Scots, with the bur- 
den ofL. 200 to the Minifter of Eflil. The Minifter of Effil en- 
joyed the L. 200 till i662, and then the Biftiop took the money to 
himfelf, and re-annexed Germach to Urquhart. After the Re- 
volution, the King’s College of Aberdeen got pofleflion of the 
L. 2*0 Scots. But Mr Robert Miln Minifter of Speymouth 
recovered this, as a part of his Stipend. 

The Earl of Moray, and the Laird of Gordonfton, are Pa- 
trons per vices of the united Parifh (Vid. Kenedar). The Sti-

Elgin, a Parfonage dedicated to St Giles, was the Bi(hop*s 
Paftoral Charge. I find not two Minifters in Elgin before the 
year 1613, after which time the Second Minifter was the Bifhop’s 
Vicar. In i 642, King Charles I. granted the Patronage to the 
Magiftrates, and Common Council. This was ratified in Par- 
liament 1645; and in that year, Melfrs Murdoch MacKenzie 
and Thomas Law were prefented by the Town Council : But 
by the Ad Refcifl'ory in 1661, and the re-eftablifliing Prelacy in 
1662, the gift in favour of the Town became void, and the King 
is Patron. Theftipend, by decreet in 1714, is modified to 104 
Bolls Bear, and L. 450 Scots to each Minifter, but falleth ftiort 
in the locality near a Boll, and L. 3 to each. The Vicarage of 
Plufearden, converted at L. 100, is allowed for Communion Ele- 
ments. There is bujt one Glebe, and no Manfe ; but there is 
ground where the Manfe ftood, and a garden adjacent to it. 
The lands of Eafter Kelles were, in .1657, annexed to Dallas 
by the Prefbytery, and received the civil fendion : But at- 
tempts to disjoin Plufcarden and Blackhills became ineffedual, 
becaufe not ratified in law.

Calder, a Parfonage dedicated to St. Ewan, whereof the 
Laird of Calder is Patron, by a dilpofition from the Lord Spy- 
nie, anno 1606. The -Parifli was called Bar-Ewan, i. e. 
“ Saint, or Excellent Ewan.” The Church flood in the South 
end till the year 1619. Sir John Campbell, being in danger by 
water coming from Tla , vow’d, if he arrived fafe at Calder, 
he would build a church in the centre of the parifli, which he 
performed that lame year. There was at Old Calder a Chapel 
of Eale. In the Court of the Caftle was a Private Chapel ; and 
at Dallas in the Streins, was a Free Chapel, with a Glebe and a 
proper Stipend. The Eaft end of this Parifli was disjoin’d 
from Aldcrn, and annexed to Calder, anno 1650. The Sti- 
pend, by. decreet in 1722, is, 20 Bolls Bear, 26 Bolls Meal, 
550 Merks, and L. 50 for Communion Elements. The School 
is legal. Examinable perfons 700. The Minifters are,

Dalcrols was a Vicarage, depending 
on the Prior of Urquhart ; and in r 343, there was an agreement 
between the Prior of Urquhart, and the Baron of Kilravok, 
that the Vicar of Dealg-an-Rofs, now Dalcrofs, fliould offi- 
ciate in the Private Chapel of Kilravok, (Pen. Kilrav.) The 
Laird of Calder is Patron of Dalcrols, by a difpofition from 
Alexander Earl of Dunfermline and Lord Urquhart in 1610; 
and he likewiie claims the Patronage of Croy, for Kilravok has 
few atts of Peflellion. There was in the South of the Parifii, 
a Chapel of Eafe, called Kil-Doicb , i. e. “ Dorothy’s Church,” 
another in the North at Cbapeltoun ; and probably there was 
at Kilravok, a Chapel dedicated to one of the name Ravok.

Inverness is a Parfonage, dedicated to the Virgin Mary ; 
and in i6i8,.the Parifli of Bona, likewife a Parfonage, was an- 
nexed to it by the Pl at*. ( Lord Spynie, Patron of Bona, did, in 
1623, difpone his right to Frafer of Strichen, who, as Vice-Pa- 
tron, prefented Mr John Anandin 1640: and the Synod of Mo- 
ray in 1648, found that the other Vice belonged to the Crown. 
Yet, after this, the Family of Seafort claimed a Vice, but by 
what right, I find not ; and in 1674, the Lord Kintail pre- 
fented Mr Gilbert Marfhal. But in a Sub-Synod at Forres in 
1674, the Bifhop produced two letters to him from the Pri- 
mate, difeharging him to plant the Church ofilnvernefs upon 
Seafort’s Prefentation : And yet in 1 688, Seafort prelented 
Mr He&or MacKenzie (Rec. of Syn. and Preib. of Invernefs .) 
Now by the forfeiture of Seafort and of Lord Lovate, to whom it 
is faid Strichen had fold the Patronage with his lands, both 
vices have come to the Crown, and the third Charge is a Royal 
Gift, the Patronage of which, without doubt, is in the Crown. 
I have not found two Minifters in Invernefs before 1638. For

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many years after the Reformation, few Towns had more than 
one Minifter, one Manfe, and one Glebe; but a fecond Glebe 
and Manfe at Invernefs were obtained as follows: ** Meflrs 
“ John Annand and Murdoch MacKenzie, with content of Stri- 
“ chen the Patron, and James Ciuhbert of Drakies Provoft, 
“ and James Rofe of Markin (h one of the Saillies, Commifli- 
“ oners from the Town, and Prefbytery of Invernels, in the Ge- 
“ neral Aflembly held at Aberdeen, in Auguft 1640, did, 
“ with the approbation of the Aflembly, agree, that the whole 
** Stipend, due to the faid Minifters, for the year 1640, with 
** the fum of 700 Merks advanced by the Magiftrates, thou Id

nifter ; but he has no allowance for a Manfe, or Glebe, or Com- 
munion-Elements. 

The Three Minifters are Colleagues, keep one General Se (li- 
on or Confiftory, and agree upon a Partition of their Minifte- 
rial Work. 

There are in the Town a Grammar School, and a School for 
teaching Engliffi, Writing, Arithmetic, Sec . ; and the Charity 

School. 
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School ereaed by the Donation of Mr John Raining of Nor- 
wich merchant, who mortified L. 1200 Sterling, is fixed in this 
Town. 

There is a valuable Library, the Donation mainly of 
Dr Bray, and Mr James Frafer, Son of Mr Alexander Frafer, 
fome time Minifter at Pettie, who not only gave many Books, 
but likewife a film of Money to purchafe more, and afford a Sa* 
lary for a Keeper of the Library. 

ThePrincipal Stock of the Hofpitalof Invernefs, in Bonds, Lands, 
Fifliing, at Mardnmafs 1746, was, L. 2303 : 3 : 9- Sterling. 
Item, a feparate Rent paid out of the Weigh Houfe and Hofpital 
Garden annually, L. 3 : 6 : 8 Sterling. The Laird of Maclntofh’s 
Mortification in theTruft of the Hofpital Treafurer, is of Princi- 
pal L. 166 : 13: 4 Sterling. George Duncan’s Mortification is 
L. 200 Scots an nually, whereof one-half towards repairing the 
Church, and this other to maintain Boys at Raining’s School. 

With refpect to the Succeffion of Minifters, 1 have not found 
any Minifter in Bona before the junction of the Parifhes, ex- 
cept Mr Thoc.nas Innes, who was Parfon of Bonaw in 1598* 
Mr William Cloggie was brought to Invernefs in 1620, and ferv- 
ed with faithfuhnefs till 1 640, when fome of the Heretors and Ma- 
giftrates enter ed a complaint againft him before the Synod of 
Moray, from which he was honourably affoilzied ; but judged 
himfelf fo ill ufed, that he would ferve no longer in that Town; 
and therefoi e demitted his Charge. Of Mr Angus MacBean’s 
conduct I ft nail fpeak afterwards. At the Revolution, Mr John 
MacGiHigi 1 n preached for fome time at Invernefs, but was not fet- 
tled, and { lied 8th June 1 689. Likewife Mr James Frafer of Brae 
preached there for fome time, but was not fettled Minifter.

4th, The State of RELIGION in the Province, 
from the Reformation. 

I Shall now conclude thele Collediions, with a fuccindt ac- 
count of the Hate of Religion in this Province, from the Re- 
formation anno 1560, to this time. 

How early the firft Dawning of the Reformation of Religion 
appeared in Scotland, I will not pretend tp determine. It can- 
not be denied, that the Keledees remained in this Kingdom 
in the beginning of the fourteenth century ; and it may be 
fuppofed, that the purity of Dodirine and Worlhip, and the 
fimplicity of Government maintained by them, were the feeds 
of the Reformation in this Kingdom. 

Be 
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Be this as it will, it is certain, that the fcandalous fchifm in 
the Church of Rome, of a long continued feries of Anti-Popes, 
and the grofs corruption both of the doctrine and manners 
that every where prevailed, were the more immediate caufes of 
the Down-fall of Popery. 

In every age, from the days of the Apoftles, there were fome 
who openly maintained the pure Doctrines of Chriflianity. In 
the twefth Century, the Weldenfes and Albigenfes made an 
avowed feceffion from the Romifli Church. The barbarous 
perfecution of thefe faithful witnefles, long continued, verified, 
** That the Blood of Martyrs is the Seed of the Church.” Their 
Do&rinefpread through many Kingdoms of Europe, and in Eng- 
land John Wicklif openly taught it in the fourteenth Century, 
and his Difciples carried it into Germany and France, and no 
doubt into Scotland. In England, the Reformation began right 
early, in the reign of King Henry YIII. anno 1533, by re- 
nouncing the Pope’s authority. And in 1542, many of the 
Scots Nobility and Gentry being made, or rather furrendering 
themfel'ves, prifoners at Solway Mofs, and remaining in Eng- 
land for fometime, upon their return to Scotland, openly fa- 
voured the Reformation, encouraged the preachers of it, and 
it foon fpread into the feveral Counties. Before that time, 
even in 1407, John Rofeby, and in 1432 Paul Craw, were pub- 
lickly burnt for their oppofition to the Church of Rome. In 
1 527, Mr Patrick Hamilton Abbot of Fern in Rofs, a man of 
Noble Birth, was burnt by Bifliop Beaton. It cannot be doubt- 
ed, that, this eminent Martyr propagated the Reformed Doc- 
trine in Rofs, and in the neighbouring Counties. The cruelty 
of his death, and of the death of Mr George Wifhart fon to 
Pittarow, in 1545, rendered Popery odious, and induced the 
people every where to favour the Reformation. 

Although 
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Although I have not met with particular inftances, of Gentle- 
men, or others, in the Province of Moray, who had embraced 
the Proteftant principles before the year 1560 ; yet I queftion 
not but there were many fuch. For in the Parliament that 
year, which abolifhed Popery, and eftablHhed the Reforma- 
tion, William Innes of Innes, John Grant of Grant, 
William Sutherland of Duffus, and a Commiflioner from the 
Town of Invernerfs, were members, and concurred in that 
good work {Keith's Hi/lory ). And by the above Catalogue of 
Proteftant Minifters, it appears, that, before the year 1570, al- 
moft all the Parilltes in the Dioccfs of Moray had Proteftant 
Teachers (Appendix, No. XLVI.), and a Proteftant Biftiop, 
with a formal Chapter, was fettled in 1 573 — 4. 

From the Reformation downward, no County in the North, 
and few, if any, in the South, adhered more firmly to the Pro- 
teftant Principles, even in the word of times, than did the In- 
habitants of Moray ; infomuch that, except what influence the 
Family of Gordon had (of which afterwards), Popery has found 
no Countenance among them. And, although in time of Pre- 
lacy, the People behaved with due fubjccVion to Civil authority, 
yet they never could be brought to a cheat ful fubmilhon to Pre- 
latic power, but joined in throwing off that yoke at different 
Periods. The Minifters banifhed by King James VI. to the 
North, and particularly Mr Robert Bruce, who was baniflied to 
Invernefs anno 1604, and remained there four years, contri- 
buted to confirm the People in Proteftant and Prcfbyterian 
Principles. 

In 1638, the People of Moray heartily concurred in oppof- 
ing the Liturgy, the Canons, the Ecclcfiaftic Gommilfion, and 
the Order of Bifhops. Meffrs William Falconer at Dyke,. 
John Hay at Rafford, David Dunbar at Edinkylie, John Howe- 
fon at Wardlaw, Patrick Dunbar at Durris, Minifters; William 
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Rofs of Clava, John Dunbar Bailiff of Forres, James Frafer of 
Brae, and Robert Bailie Bailiff of Invernefs, Ruling Elders, 
were Members of that Affembly. And Meffrs John Gordon at 
Elgin, and John Guthrie at Duffus, Minifters, were, Oftober 
25. 1638, eledted Commilfioners from the Prefbytery of Elgin, 
to that Affembly, and Mr Gordon was prefent in it, though 
omitted in the Roll ( Reg . Presbytery of Elgin). That Aflembly 
having depofed and excommunicated, among others, the Bifhop 
of Moray, the Clergy of his Diocels who had vowed canonical 
obedience, and of whom fome were ordained by him, intimated 
the Sentence from their Pulpits ; and the Laity rejoiced in being 
delivered from Ecclefiaftic Domination. In the Subfequent Af- 
fembliesof the Church, Innes of Innes, Brodie of Brodie, Brodie 
of Lethen, Fraler of Brae, <Scc. are found to have been Members. 

All Ranks in the Province figned the National Covenant, and 
the Solemn League ; fome with chearfulnefs ; and many, to avoid 
the direful cenfures of the Church. In the Civil Commotions, not 
improperly called, “ The Bifhops War,” the People in general, 
except the VafTals and Dependents of the Marquis of Huntly, 
and the Roman Catholics, joined the Covenanters at firfl. But 
in 1648, when they thought, that not fo much Religion, as 
Monarchy and the Civil Conftitution were in danger, then the 
Frafers, Maclntoflies, Rofes, Innefes, &c. joined in the expedi- 
tion called “ The Duke’s Engagement,” and after the defeac at 
Prefton, the Churches were filled with Mock Penitents. The 
King being cut off in 1649, and his Son Charles II. being called 
home from Breda, and crowned, both Church and State be- 
came infatuated. The King railed an army, which was routed 
at Worcefter in September 1651, and many Gentlemen in Mo- 
ray fuiTered much in this ill conducted expedition into Eng- 
land. At the fame time the Church fplit into Parties, and 
made a breach riot yet fully healed up. 

The 
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The King had three feveral times fworn the Covenants ; but 
many very juftly queftioned his fincerity. The Covenanters 
being defeated at Dunbar in 1650, Cromwell being at Edin- 
burgh, and having that Caftle in his hands, the Courtiers la- 
boured, that all capable of ferving their Country might be re- 
ceived into the army, and not be hindered or deterred by 
Church Cenfures. Againft this a Body of Gentlemen, Military 
Officers, and Minifters remonftrated, and directed a Subfcribed 
Remonftrance to the Committee of Eflates, “ Advifing them 
“ to adhere to the King, only in defence of Religion and Li- 
“ berty, and if he fhall forfake the Counfels of the Church and 
“ State, and be guided by Malignants, that he be removed from 
“ the exercife of Government.” The Committee of Eflates, in 
November 1 650, condemned that Paper as Scandalous s and at 
the fame time, the Comroiffion of the General Aflembly firfl 
approved, but afterwards, by Court Influence, condemned the 
Remonflrance, which made feveral Minifters enter a Diflent. 
The King perfuaded the fame Commiflion to meet at Perth, pro 
re nara, on December 14. that year, and the Parliament afked 
them a Solution of this Queftion, “ What Perfons fhall be ad- 
“ mittcd to take arms againft the Se&aries, and in what capaci- 
“ ty :” To which they anfwered: ** That all fencible Perfons, 
“ except the excommunicated, forfeited, and profefled Enemies 
“ to the Covenants, may be employed.” The fame Commiffi- 
on met on December 26. and then many protefted againft this 
rel'olution, becaufe it encouraged the Enemies of Religion, 
and put it in the power of the King and his Courtiers to over- 
turn all that had been contended for fince the year 1637. 
Hence came the oppofite parties of Refolutioners and Proteftors, 
who, by imprudently meddling with the affairs of the Civil 
Government, and by their fierce animofities, occafioned the 
Change of Church Government. 

In 
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In the year 1651, the lame Commiffion of the Church met in 
April, and gave it as their opinion, that the Parliament might 
admit into public offices, and places of trull, all fubjeas, pro- 
vided the Guilty did undergo Church Cenfures. Upon this 
mock Penitents crowded into the Church; thofe called Malig- 
nant s loon got into offices and polls ; and the Protellers loudly 
complained, that a door was opened to infidelity, irreligion, 
and profanenels. But the Refolutioners would maintain what 
they had done, and meeting on May 24th in Commiffion, re- 
quired all Prelbyteries to cite to the enfuing Allembly, all who 
Ihould oppole the Refolutions. 

The General Allembly met on 1 6th July at St Andrews ; but 
becaule of the civil tumults, loon removed to Dundee. Twen- 
ty-one members protefted again!! the freenefs and legality of 
the meeting, becaule by the condua of the Commiffion in May, 
there could be no free eleaion, all Protellers being under ci- 
tation. Yet the Allembly condemned the Remonllrance, ap- 
proved the Relolutions, condemned the Protefters, depoled 
three, and fulpended one of them, and ordered all Prelbyteries 
to alk the opinion of their members concerning the Remon- 
llrance, the Relolutions, and the lawfulnefs of this Allembly. 
This kindled a flame in almoll every Synod and Prelbytery. 

In the Province of Moray, the Synod met pro re nata t on No- 
vember 13th 1651, and approved of the meeting of lafl Aflem- 
bly. But Meffrs John Brodie at Aldern, Jofeph Brodie at For- 
res, William Frafer at Invernefs, James Park at Urquhart, and 
Patrick Glas at Edinkylie Minillers, with Sir Robert Gordon 
of Gordonfton, Alexander Brodie of Brodie, and Hugh Camp- 
bell of Achindune, Elders, protefted againft this, becaule that 
Allembly was not free or regular in the election of its members, 
and leveral things done in it were, in their opinion, dilhonour- 
ing to God, and contrary to the Covenants and the engage- 
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ment. Thus was the Province fplit into parties ; but the Sy- 
nod promiied to treat the Protefting members with all brother- 
ly love and benevolence. The Kingdom being now under 
the feet of Ufurpers, General Aflemblies being by them difcharg- 
ed, and Synods and Prclbyteries often interrupted, a focial 
and friendly intercourle was, at lead feemingly, kept up in 
this Province for fome years. But in the Synod of Moray, met 
in October 1660, a copy of King Charles lid’s Jefuitical letter 
to the Prelbytery of Edinburgh was read (append. No XLV 1 II.) 
I call this letter Jefuitical, becaufe the King promiied “ To 
“ mantain inviolate the Government of the Church as eftablilh- 
“ ed by law.” Although it was refolved to overturn it ; and in 
a few months the Act RecilTory was palled in Parliament, relcind- 
ing, repealing, and annulling all a<fts made in Parliament Con- 
vention or AlTemblv, lincethe year 1633, and fo leaving the Go- 
vernment of the Church what it was that year 1633. An equi- 
vocation unworthy of a King or a Chriltian. That letter being 
read, the Synod obferved, that the King promiied, to caule the 
authority of the Aflembly 1651 to Hand in force. Upon this they 
inftantly, in a mean and bale drain of adulation, perlecuted their 
brethren, contrary to their former promife. Mr Patrick Glas, 
the only Minider now living who had proteded in 1651, was 
fharply rebuked, and made to fign a Recantation, which was 
recorded. And Sir Ludowick Gordon of Gordondon, Alexan- 
der Brodie of Brodie, and Hugh Campbell Proteders, with 
Alexander Brodie of Lethen, Patrick Campbell of Boath, John 
Niccollon, James Buchan, William Alves in Forres, and Ro- 
bert Watfon in Rafford, Elders, who had approved of the 
Proicdations were all depolecl in abfence. This*-was both un- 
juft and ungenerous, to expofe their brethren, as much as they 
could, to the King’s refentment. 

But now the delign of re-eftablilhing Prelacy, was communi- 
cated 
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Gated to fome of the Clergy, and the Synod, met 2d July 1661, 
lent an addrels to the Earl of Middleton, the King's Commit 
Hotter in Parliament, in which they did not once mention the 
Proteftant Religion, or Prelbyterian Church Government (Ap- 
pendix, No XLIX.) Nay it is apparent, that they had already 
privately agreed, to approve of thefintended change ; for Mr 
Murdoch MacKenzie Minifter at Elgin, who was to be one of 
the new Bilhops, was fent up with the Addrefs, that he might 
receive the Rochet ; and the Synod fet up, what in divine Wor- 
fliip was looked on as the Badge of Epifcopacy, I mean the 
Gloria Patri, and parents repeating the A poftle’s Creed at the 
Baptifm of their Children. 

The tranfition from one extreme to another is ealy ; but it is 
difficult to ftop in a juft medium. This was apparent upon the 
Reftoration in 1660. Under the former period, the Clergy 
ran into a wild extreme, of meddling with, and managing, all 
matters, Civil, Ecclefiaftic, Criminal, and Military, and the 
language of their conduft, and of many of the Laity, was, 
“ Bind your King with Chains, and your Nobles with Fetters.” 
Now they ran into the oppofite extreme : All power, Civil and' 
Ecclefiaftic, was lodged in the King : He was declared ablo- 
lute : Chrift’s right, as Head of the Church, was yielded up to 
him ; and all became abjeft flaves to his will. 

Prelacy being reftored in 1662, the King propofed to revive 
General Aflemblies, and the Parliament drew up a form of 
their conftitution. But the Bilhops could not bear fuch a 
check, and the projeft was dropt. Diocefan Synods and Pref- 
byteries were kept , up, and the new Bilhops loft no time in 
profecuting Non-conformifts (See Page 302). Mcftrs George 
Innes at Dipple, and Harrie Forbes at Aldern prevented depo- 
fition, by demitting their charges in 1663. And Meffis Tho- 
mas Urquhart at Ellil, James Urquhart at Kinlcfs, and George 
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Meldrum at Glafs, were that year depofed ; as was Mr Alex- 
ander Frafer at Daviot in 1 672 ; and all the reft conformed. 
Some Minifters from Rofs, as Meffrs James Frafer of Brae, Tho- 
mas Hogg, Thomas Rofs, John MacGilligin, &c. were often 
driven into Moray, and joining the Non-conformifts there, per- 
formed Gofpel Miniftrations in private, and were much regard* 
ed and protected by the Gentry. The Bifhops of Moray were 
more moderate than other Bifhops ; yet thefe Minifters were 
informed againft ; moft of them were intercom muned, appre- 
hended, and kept long prifoners in the Bafs, and in other 
places. 

The Gentlemen of the Country, and the common people 
by their example and influence, behaved with much prudence, 
gave no umbrage to the Civil powers 1 and though they pro- 
tected the periecuted Clergy, yet they difcouraged Field 
Preaching ; by which means, both the Minifters, and their hear- 
ers in private houfes, were the lefs expofed to troubles. The 
houfes of the Lairds of Innes, Grant, Kilravock, Brodie, Le- 
then, the Sheriff of Moray, and Sir Hugh Campbell of C alder, 
were lo many Sandtuarie# to the opprefled. The laft mention- 
ed Gentleman, was, at one time, bail in. L. 1500 Sterling for 
perfecuted Minifters. In a word, for twenty years after the 
Reftoration, by the prudence and piety of families of diftinc- 
tion, Moray enjoyed more peace than other counties, and Re- 
ligion flourifhed greatly. 

The impofing the Tcft, in 1681, opened a new fcene of trou- 
bles. Thereby they fwore, “ To own and adhere to the Con- 
“ feflion of Faith recorded in Parliament 1567, and to dilbwn 
“ all principles or practices contrary to the Proteftant Religion, 
*• and the faid Confeflion : That the King is only the Supreme 
“ Governor in all caufes. Civil and Ecclefiaftic : That it is un- 
lawful for fubjeds, upon any pretence, to enter into Cove- 
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« nants and Leagues, or to convene in any Aflemblies to treat 
“ of any matter of State, Civil or Ecclefiaftic, without his 
“ Majefty’s exprefs licence ; Or to take up arms againft the 
“ King, or thole commiflioned by him : Not to endeavour any 
“ change or alteration in the Government, in Church or 
“ State as now eftabliflied : Never to decline his Majefty’s 
“ Power and Jurifdi£tion, &c.” A ftrange medlay of Eraf- 
tianifm, and contradiction ! To maintain the Proteftant Reli- 
gion; and to bring in a Popilh luccefTor ! To fwear in the Con- 
feflion, that Chrift is the only King of the Church ; and yet that 
the King is the only Supreme I To allow any one having the 
King’s com million, to cut all the throats in the Kingdom! Not 
to convene to Preaching or Praying l &c. 

Mr Colin Falconer Bithop of Moray, and the Clergy of his 
Diocefs, met at Elgin in December 1681; and Miniflers, School- 
mailers, and Students in Divinity, fwore the Tell, with the 
Council’s Explication allowed by the King : viz. 

1. That they did not fwear to every propofition in the Con- 
feflion of Faith, but only to the true Proteftant Religion, in op- 
poiition to Popery and Fanaticifm. 

2. That there is referved entire to the Biihops and Pallors, 
all the intrinlic Spiritual power of the Church, and the Preach- 
ing of the Word, Ordination of Pallors, &c. as in the three 
firll Centuries. 

3. That this Oath is no prejudice to the Epifcopal Govern- 
ment of the Church now eftablilhcd by Law. An Explication 
this fo poor, that rather than Comply with it, the following Mini- 
Iters quitted their Charges, viz. : Meflrs James Stuart at Inver- 
avon, Alexander Marlhall at Dipple, William Geddes at Ur- 
quhart, James Horn at Elgin Alexander Cum ming at Dallas, 
James Smith at Durris, William Speed at Botrifnie, and John 
Cumming at Aldern. This lall Gentleman did fubfcribe the . 
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Teft; but, upon reflection, chofe to demit in 1 68 z : And being a 
pious and peaceable Man, he was fettled at Cullen ; and, by the 
favour of the Earl of Findlater, lived undifturbed. The con- 
duct of the Clergy, in fb readily complying in this point, very 
muchfullied their characters. 

Few of the Gentlemen of this Province had polls or offices 
that obliged them to take this Oath. But it was loon made a 
Teft of Loyalty in all Ranks. And to drive the People into a 
full conformity to Church and State, or to ruin them if they 
became Recufants, Jufticiary Courts were appointed through 
the Kingdom, with power to impofe the Teft, to enquire into 
Conventicles, and abfenting from Church ; and to fine, confine, 
banifli, and hang, as they fliould fee caufe. In December 1684, 
a Commiffion was granted to the Earls of Errol and Kintore, 
and Sir George Munro of Coulrain, for the bounds between 
Spey and Nels ; and,, on 19th January 1685, their power way 
extended to Invernefs, Rofs, Cromarty, and Sutherland ; and 
Lord Duffus, with a troop of Militia,, was ordered to attend 
them. A letter was likewife written by the Council to the Bi- 
fliop of Moray, requiring him to caufe all the Clergy to attend 
thejuftices on January aid, with their Elders, and to bring 
Lifts of all Perlons either guilty or fufpeded.. 

Such a parade and meeting ofjuftices, Bifliop, Minillers, 
Elders, Militia, Gentlemen, Ladies, and Common People, was 
held at Elgin, aid January, and the fubfequent days ; and as 
it Avas unulual, could not but ftrike terror : And the more fen- 
fible People muft have concluded, That a Government, either 
in Church or State, muft have been odious, that needed fuch 
fupport. Thefe Juftices made their report to the Council on 2d 
March, as follows: 

“ We made up Lifts of the Heretors, Wadfetters, and Life- 
** renters, who offered three months fupply, figned a Bond of 
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« Peace, and took the Teft, except a few. We fined fome, ba- 
« nifhed others, and remitted fome to the Council. We ordered 
“ to imprifon Munro of Fowles at Tain, and his Son at Jnver- 
« ne f s> and fent Mr William MacKay (N. he was afterwards 
«« Minifter at Cromdale) a Vagrant Preacher in Sutherland to 
“ Edinburgh. We baniflied Meflirs James Urquhart, John 
“ Stuart, (N. thereafter at Urquhart) Alexander Dunbar, (AT. 
thereafter at Aldern) and George Meldrum Minifters, Alex- 
ander and Mark Mavors in Urquhart, Donald and Andrew 
“ Munros in Elgin, Alexander Munro of Maine, and Jean 
" Taylor. We fined the Laird of Grant in L. 42, 500; The 
« Laird of Brodie in L. 24,000 ; Alexander Brodie of Lethen 
<« in L. 40,000 ; Francis Brodie of Milnton in L. 10,000 ; 
« Francis Brodie of Windyhills iti L. 3333 : 6 : 8 ; Mr James 
“ Brodie (Grand-Father to the prefent Lethen) of Kinlie 
“in L. 333 : 6 : 8 ; Mr George Meldrum of Crombie in 
“ L. 6666 : 13:4 ; Thomas Dunbar of Grange, the Laird of 
“ Innes, William Brodie of Coltfield, William Brodie of White- 
“ wrae, and Mr Robert Donaldfon in Arr, were cited to ap» 
“ pear when called.” 

Befides thefe, there were imprifoned at Elgin, John Mont- 
fod Chamberlain to Park, Jean ‘'Brodie Relief of Alexander 
Thomfon merchant in Elgin, Chrifline Lefly daughter, and 
Beatrix Brodie relief of Lefly of Aiken way. Although the Juf- 
tices who met at Elgin were not fevere, and Sir George Mun- 
ro was a friend to the opprefled ; yet it is probable, that to 
pleafe the Court and Bifhops, fome executions would have been 
made, if the King’s death had not prevented it. For how foon 
the Juftices arrived at Elgin, they ordered a new Gallows to 
be ere&ed. But the King having died on 6th February 1685, 
the account of it reached Elgin on the 13th. The Jufliccs left 
the town next day; the prifoners were releafed; and many who 
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were under citation, were eafed of the trouble of appearing 
becaufe the Commiflion of the Juftices was vacated, and became 
null. 

The gentlemen that were fined, were brought to much trou- 
ble: Non-conformity, abfence from Church, and attending Con- 
venticles, were their only crimes ; and not fo much the condud 
of the Gentlemen, a? of their Ladies. They thought it hard to 
be punilhed for their wives faults. The Laird of Brodi^had 
a non-conforming Chaplain, and fome Conventicles in Brodie 
Houfe ; and though he went to London to get fome compofi- 
tion, yet he was forced to pay 20,000 merks Scots to Collonel 
Maxwell a Papid. Lethen’s fine was gifted to the Scots College 
of Doway, to be paid to Mr Lewis Innes a member of that Col- 
lege. The edate of Lethen was adjudged in order to fecure pay* 
ment, and upon Lethen’s death, the Laird of Grant (married to 
Lethen’s only child) becoming executor to him, paid L. 30,000 
to the Earl of Perth. The Laird of Grant petitioned the Piivy 
Council, (hewed his own loyalty, and his Lady’s inability to 
travel to Church through \vant of health ; yet the Council order- 
ed him to be profecuted for the fine.; but he (pun out his de- 
fences, till the Revolution delivered him. Milnton’s fine was 
granted to Gray of Chrichie, as a reward of his decyphering 
fome of Argyle’s letters ; but the Revolution prevented paying 
it. 

Befides the feveritie ufed by this Court of Judiciary, the 
Sheriff Courts put many to didrefs and trouble. The Heredi- 
tary Sheriff of Moray, refilling the Ted, was diveded of his of- 
fice ; and Lord Down was made Sheriff Principal, and Tul- 
loch of Tanachie, Depute, who fined David jBrodie of Pitga- 
venie. Brother to Lethen, in L. .18,000, whereof a great part 
was paid. The Sheriff of Inve nefi fined many in that Coun- 
ty. And MacKenzie of Suddie, by a (pedal warrand from the 
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Council, profecuted many in Rofs and Cromarty. Thefe pro- 
lecutions were carried on in all Counties, and they who have 
calculated the fines impofed, and for the moll part exacted, 
make them amount to L. 4,000,000. 

As in the Body Natural, fo in the Political and Ecelefiaftic, 
too hot a Regimen of Medicines doth but inflame the difeafc, 
which it is intended to cure. The feverities ufed at that time, 
mainly for Non-conformity, increafed the number of Non-con- 
formifts, although they durft not avow it, and brought the Ad- 
miniftration, both of Church and State, into the greater con- 
tempt. Upon the acceflion of King James VII. to the Crown 
in 16S5, he would willingly have compounded, matters for 
a feafon, and grant a refpite to Non-conformifts, that he 
might with the better grace favour the Roman Catholics. To 
this it was owing, that, failing to get the penal flatutes againft 
Popery repealed, he granted an ample toleration, and the Non- 
conformifts had reft. But the Scottifh Bifhops being infatuat- 
ed, although they knew of the Prince of Orange's intended ex- 
pedition, to preferve the Religion and Liberties of Bri- 
tain, yet in their Addrefs ( appendix. No. L.) gave their King 
fuch a tafte of their Loyalty, and the nation fuch a fpecimen of 
their Religion and temper, that it was no wonder, that next 
year the Convention of Eftates declared Prelacy a grievance to 
the nation. 

The laft Sufferer I know, in Moray, for Non conformity, was 
Mr Angus MacBean, fon to MacBean of Kinchyle, and Mini- 
fter of Invernefs. He was a man of parts and piety, and was 
admitted Minifter of Invernefs December 29th 1683. It was 
with great relu&ancy that he entered into the Miniftry, under 
the then eftablifiiment ; for his diftatisfa&ion with the Govern- 
ment, and the tyrannical condudl of the Church, made him in 
June 1687, withdraw from their judicatories, and on 23d Ofto- 
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ber, being the Lord’s Day, he preached from Job, chap. xxxiv. 
ver. 31. 32. publckly renounced Prelacy, and demitted his 
charge. In January 1 688, he was carried a prifoner to Edin- 
burgh, examined before the Council, and on 27th February 
was depofed by the ArchbUhop of St Andrews. He was re- 
manded to prifon, and though, on account of the languilhing 
Rate of his health. Sir Robert Gordon of Gordonftoun, and 
Duncan Forbes of Culloden, offered a bail of 10,000 merks 
Scots, to prefent him when called, yet the Chancellor would not 
liberate him. He lay in prifon, till upon the Chancellor’s 
running away in December 1 688, the mob opened the prifon 
doors. After this he continued in a languiihing way, and died 
at Edinburgh in February 1689, in the thirty-third year of his 
age. 

The happy Revolution, in 1 688, put an end to tyranny and 
perfecution. I have (pages 303, &c.) given fbme account of 
the ftate of Religion in this Province, at, and lince the Revo- 
lution, and lhall now only obferve. 

That the Epifcopal Clergy being by law indulged, upon their 
qualifying to the Civil Government, to keep their charges 
and livings, they faw this fo much for their eafe and wordly ad- 
vantage, that they all, very few excepted, complied with it. 
Thereby they were eafed of the trouble and expence of at- 
tending upon Prelbyteries, Synods, Aflemblies, and Commif- 
lions, and of bearing a lhare in frequent contributions of mo- 
ney, for promoting Religion and Piety. No one was dilturb- 
cd or ejefted, except thofe who refufed to acknowledge King 
William and Queen Mary, and who Hill looked for the Refto- 
ration of their abdicated King. I own, that in Strathfpey the 
Laird of Grant did take advantage of the Minifters of 
Cromdale, Abernethie, and Duthel, who negle&ed to qualify to 
Government within the time limited. And upon this, he, in 
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a manner too luminary, caufed fliut up their Churches, la 
the town of Elgin, fb difaffe&ed were the Magiftrates, and 
influenced by the Lord Duffus, that for eight years they kept 
the Paftoral Charge vacant. And in Invernefs, fo great was 
the diflaffeaion (to which Mr Heaor MacICenzie Minifter con- 
tributed not a little, although he himfelf had qualified to the 
Civil Government), that upon the death of Mr Marfhal in 1 691, 
the Magiftrates would not fuffer the charge to be declared va- 
cant. Upon aift June that year, all avenues to the Church 
were befet with armed men, and double centries placed at the 
doors, that no Minifter might enter ; and when Duncan Forbes 
of Culloden fought to open the doors, he was thruft back and 
ftruck violently. This made Culloden and others reprefent 
the cafe to the Council; and in Auguft 1691, Leven’s regiment 
was fent North to prote£l the well affedted in obeying the 
law. They made patent doors ; but for ten years, no Minifter 
could be got fettled in that town (Min. Presb. of Moray. J 

It remains now,, that I give fome account of the ftate of State of Fo- 
Popery in this Province. The favour fhowed by our Kings Moray? 
to Roman Catholics, ever fince the Reformation, is well 
known. King James VI. did not diflemble, that he would meet 
them half way ; His Son, though called a zealous Proteftant, 
prote&ed, employed, and encouraged Papifts,. during his un- 
fortunate reign i King Charles II. was known to be, and died, 
a Roman Catholic ; and his Brother openly profefled that Re- 
ligion. Notwithftanding the influence and example of thofc 
Princes, very few in this Province, except the dependents on. 
the Family of Gordon, and the MacDonalds, and Chifholms,, 
have been feduced into Popifh errors. Among the Highland 
Clans, the Frafers, Maclntofhes, Grants, MacPherfons, Mac- 
Gilliwrays, fcarce any Papifts are to be found. Even in the 
country of Badenoch, though all are either Vaflals or Tenants. 
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of the Duke of Gordon, there are few, if any, of that Religion. 
This has been owing in a great meafure to the Gentry and 
Chiefs of Clans, who early embraced the Reformation, and- both 
encouraged and promoted it in their lands. 

The MacDonalds of Glengary, never that I know, were re» 
formed. The Gentlemen of that name have their fons edu- 
cated in the Scots Colleges abroad, efpecially at Doway ; and 
they return home, either avowed or concealed Papifts. In the 
year 1726, in all Glengary and Achadrom, which may confift 
of 800 fouls, I could find very few PrOteftants. Since that time 
they have not become much better ; but have diffufcd their 
errors into the neighbouring Countries of Abertarf, Glenmo- 
rifton, and Strathglafc. 

The moft Noble Family of Gordon, till of late, were Roman 
Catholics ; aud altho’ now they are Proteftants, yet Popery ftiH 
prevails in their lands, within this Province : particularly in 
Glenrinnis, Glenlivat, and Strathavon. I remember, when aSe- 
minary, or Academy of Priefts, was openly kept in Glenlivat, 
where the Languages, Phiiofophy, and Divinity were regularly 
taught ; and a draught of the moft promifing boys was fent to 
France, who returned home Priefts and Jefuits. I am not cer- 
tain, if fuch a Seminary is now kept up there ; but a Popifli 
meeting-houfe continues ; and at High Mafs, 600 people or 
more convene to it. To conclude this account, in Glenrinnis, 
Glenlivate, and Strathavon ; in Abertarf, Glengary, and Acha- 
drom, and in Strathglafs, there are, in my opinion, at leaft 3000 
' Roman Catholics.

It may not be improper here to oblerve, the happy increafe 
of Chriftian Knowledge fince the Revolution, by means of the 
early education of youth. All the parishes in this Province, 
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excepting three or four, have now Schools eretted in them ac- 
cording to law : And: fome Society Schools are fettled, where 
Popery prevails, or the extent of parifhes requires. This 
valuable Society had its rife from the piety and benevolence 
of fome private Chriftians in Edinburgh, about the year 1700, 
who, pitying the lamentable condition of the Highlands and 
Iflands, through ignorance, idolatry, fuperftition, and profan- 
nefs, did themfelves cheerfully contribute, and prevailed with 
others to concur with them, for eretting Schools. Their firfl 
School was in the country of Stratherick, within this Province ; 
but not meeting with the fuccefs expetted, they applied to the 
General Aflembly, who laid the defign before her Majefly 
Queen Anne, and obtained letters patent, of date 25th May 
1709, Eeretting the Contributers into a Society, by the name 
of “ The Society in Scotland for Propagati ng> Chriftia n Know- 
** ledge.” The flock of the Society, in the year 1774, is, for 
Scotland L. 28,901 Sterling, and for America L. 4,032 Sterling.. 
They have now eftabMied 121 Schools,, (befides fome lately 
* fiipprefled), at which above 6000 Boys and Girls are educated 
and they have Miflionaries in Georgia, North Carolina, and 
other parts of America. The happy effetts of this truely pious 
Inftitution are vifible in this Province. Chriflian Knowledge 
is incrcafed, Heathenifh Cufloms are abandoned, the number of 
Papifls is diminifhed, difTaffettion to the Government is leflen- 
ed, and the Englifh language is fo diffufed, that in theremoteft 
glens it is fpoken by the young people ; and. in the low Goun. 
try, in Inveravon, Glenlivat, Knockando,, Edinkylie, Nairn, 
and Arderfier, where, till of late, public worfhip was performed... 
in Irifli, there is now. no. occafion for Miniflers having that 
Language..
